To  make  an  apDropriation  to  the  D.epartment  of  Public  Works 
for  the  year  1892. 

Section  1.  The  Select  and  Common  Councils  of  the  City 
of  Philadelphia  do  ordain^  That  the  sum  of  seven  million 
four  hundred  and  fifty  one  thousand  six  hundred  and  thirty- 
nine  (7,451,639)  dollars  and  ninety-three  (93)  cents  be,  and 
the  same  is  hereby  appropriated  to  the  Department  of  Public 
Works  for  the  year  1892,  as  follows  : 

Director  s    Office. 

Of  the  amount  appropriated  to  this  Department,  the  sum  of 
eighteen  thousand  five  hundred  and  twenty  (18,520)  dollars 
is  for  the  expenses  of  office,  as  follows  : 

Item  1.  For  salaries  :  Director  of  Department  of  Public 
Works,  ten  thousand  (10,000)  dollars;  Chief  Clerk,  two 
thousand  five  hundred  (2,500)  dollars  ;  clerk,  one  thousand 
(1,000)  dollars  ;  stenographer  and  clerk,  nine  hundred  (900) 
dollars ;  stenogi-apher  and  typewriter,  nine  hundred  (900) 
dollars ;  messenger,  seven  hundred  and  twenty  (720)  dollars  ;

Improvement  Company  and  delivered  into  the  holders  of  the 
City  at  the  Twenty-fifth  Ward  Gas  Works,  in  accordance 
with  contract  dated  August  3,  1888,  at  the  rate  of  thirty- 
seven  (37)  cents  per  one  thousand  cubic  feet,  five  hundred 
thousand  (500,000)  dollars. 

Item  7.  For  the  purchase  and  laying  (including  material 
and  labor  account)  of  pipes  for  the  distribution  of  gas,  one 
hundred  thousand  (100,000)  dollars. 

For  refunding  to  parties  money  expended  in  1890 
for  gas  pipe  and  service  cocks,  seven  thousand  and  ten  (7,010) 
dollars  and  ninety-three  (93)  cents :  Provided,  That  the 
amount  paid  under  this  item  shall  in  no  case  exceed  the 
amount  paid  by  the  City  of  Philadelphia  for  service  pipe  and 
laying  the  same. 

For  extensions,  two  hundred  thousand  (200,000) 
dollars. 

Item  8|.  To  pay  men  for  tools  destroyed  at  fire  at  the 
Ninth  Ward  Works,  one  thousand  (1,000)  dollars. 

Item  9.  For  renting  and  fitting  up  premises  for  Bureau  of 
Gas  not  to  exceed  the  rent  of  three  thousand  five  hundred 
(3,500)  dollars  per  annum,  four  thousand  five  hundred  (4,500) 
dollars. 

Provided,  That  the  items  for  extensions  known  as  items  8 
and  8|  in  the  annual  appropriation  for  1891  shall  not  merge  : 
Provided,  That  the  City  Controller  shall  approve  such  bills 
for  work,  labor  or  material  done,  made  or  furnished  prior  to 


1892,  as  shall  have  been  approved  by  the  Director  of  the 
Department  of  Public  Words,  the  aggregate  amount  thereof 
not  exceeding  sixty  thousand  (60,000)  dollars.

Sect.  4.  Of  amount  appropriated  to  this  Department  the 
sum  of  eight  hundred  and  eighty-six  thousand  one  hundred 
and  twenty-four  (886,124)  dollars  is  for  the  expenses  of  the 
Bureau  of  Highways : 

Item  1.  For  salaries  :  Chief  of  Bureau,  three  thousand  five 
hundred  (3,500)  dollars  ;  five  assistants  and  one  superintendent 
of  bridges,  each  one  thousand  eight  hundred  dollars  (1,800) 
dollars;  chief  clerk,  tAvo  thousand  (2,000)  dollars ;  chief 
clerk's  assistant,  contract  clerk,  bill  clerk  and  assistant  clerk 
and  stenographer,  each  one  thousand  (1,000)  dollars;  license 
clerk,  eleven  hundred  and  seventy  (1,170)  dollars :  reference 
and  complaint  clerk,  eight  hundred  (800)  dollars ;  ten  in- 
spectors, nine  hundred  (900)  dollars  each  ;  inspector  of  repairs 
to  sewers,  twelve  hundred  (1,200)  dollars ;  two  inspectors  to 
inspect  and  superintend  the  breaking  and  closing  of  all  streets 
in  the  City  where  electrical  or  other  conduits,  tubes  or  pipes 
are  laid  or  being  laid,  or  where  connections  are  made  with 
electrical  or  other  conduits,  tubes  or  pipes  for  the  purpose  of 
making  house  connections,  at  one  thousand  (1,000)  dollars  each ; 
office  boy  and  messenger,  five  hundred  (500)  dollars ;  two 
yard  watchmen,  each  six  hundred  (600)  dollars  ;  total,  thirty- 
six  thousand  one  hundred  and  seventy  (36,170)  dollars. 

Item  2.  For  paving  intersections  of  streets  and  in  front 
of  unassessable  property,  two  hundred  and  fifty  thousand 
(250,000)  dollars. 

Item  3.  For  repairs  to  paved  streets,  to  include  asphalt 
streets  and  repaying  around  lamp- poses,  fire-plugs,  and  breaks 
for  other  municipal  purposes  in  footways,  to  include  patent 
pavements,  one  hundred  and  fifty  thousand  (150,000)  dollars. 

Item  4.  For  repairing  and  maintaining  unpaved  streets, 
macadamized  streets,  roads,  trunks,  drains,  and  bridges  not 
exceeding  eight  feet  span  and  connecting  new  trunks  and 
drains,  purchasing  material  for  and  resurfacing  macadamized 
roads  and  putting  cinders  and  gravel  on  country  roads,  forty 
five  thousand  (45,000)  dollars. 
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Item  4^,  For  resurfacing  Germantown  avenue,  from  Gorgas 
lane  to  Chestnut  Hill,  as  far  as  the  money  will  go,  ten 
thousand  (10,000)  dollars:  Provided,  The  property  owners 
in  the  vicinity  will  finish  the  avenue  to  the  County  line,  keep 
in  repair  and  sprinkle  the  same  for  three  years  without  cost 
to  the  City  except  for  water.  For  macadamizing  Baltimore 
avenue  from  Fifty-second  street  to  the  County  line  sixteen 
feet  wide  in  the  centre,  as  a  country  road,  sixteen  thousand 
(16,000)  dollars.  For  resurfacing  Ridge  avenue,  Twenty- 
first  ward,  from  Jefterson  street  to  the  County  line,  ten  thou- 
sand (10,000  dollars.  For  stoning  and  surfacing  Nicetown 
lane,  from  Twenty-third  street  westward  as  far  as  the  money 
will  go,  ten  thousand  (10,000)  dollars.  For  resurfacing  Broad 
street,  from  Passyunk  avenue  to  Moyamensing  avenue,  ten 
thousand  (10,000)  dollars;  total,  fifty-six  thousand  (56,000) 
dollars :  Provided,  That  the  property  owners  shall  not  be 
released  from  the  cost  of  paving  the  above  streets,  as  may  be 
directed  by  ordinance.

For  repairing  meadow  banks,  to  include  repairs 
to  the  banks  of  Hollander's  creek  in  the  First  and  Twenty- 
f-ixth  wards,  one  thousand  (1,000)  dollars. 

Item  13.  For  repairing,  repaving  and  removing  snow  and 


ice  from  streets  in  which   passenger   i-ailway  tracks   are   laid, 
five  thousand  (5,000)  dollars. 

Item  14.  For  salaries  of  two  watchmen  on  Market  Street 
bridge,  four  on  Callowhill  Street  bridge,  and  two  on  Girard 
Avenue  bridge,  at  six  hundred  and  forty-eight  (648)  dollars 
each  and  forty  (40)  dollars  each  for  uniforms  ;  four  wntchmen 
on  Penrose  Ferry  bridge  and  six  on  South  Street  bridge,  at 
six  hundred  and  forty-eight  (648)  dollars  each ;  two  on 
Bridesburg  bridge,  two  on  Falls  bridge  and  two  on  Gray's 
Ferry  bridge,  at  six  hundred  (600)  dollars  each ;  one  on 
Orthodox  bridge  over  Frankford  creek,  at  five  hundred  (500) 
dollars ;  and  one  on  bridge  over  the  Schuylkill  river  at  Green 
lane.

For  crossing,  gutter  and  tramway  stones  :  Pro- 
vided, That  in  repairing  tramway  streets  where  from  one 
intersection  to  the  next  a  majority  of  the  tramway  stones  are 
broken  or  worn  out,  the  Director  of  the  Department  of  Public 
Works  may  substitute  from  curb  to  curb  of  said  streets, 
granite  block  pavement  with  pitch  cemented  joints  :  Ayid  PrO' 
vided,  That  in  repairing  gutters  where  the  present  gutter 
stones,  from  one  intersection  to  the  next,  are  unfitted  for  the 
purpose,  the  Director  of  the  Department  of  Public  Works 
may  pave  said  gutters  with  granite  blocks  and  pitch  cemented 
joints,  and  payment  for  the  above-mentioned  labor  and 
material  shall  be  made  irom  this  item  ;  forty  thousand  (40,000) 
dollars. 

Item  17.  For  carriage  hire  and  keep  of  horses  for  the 
Chief  of  the  Bureau  of  Highways,  the  assistants,  superin- 
tendent of  bridges,  inspector  of  repairs  to  sewers,  and  one 
inspector  each  in  the  Second,  Third,  Fourth  and  Fifth  Dis- 
tricts, four  hundred  (400)  dollars  each ;  four  thousand  eight 
hundred  (4,800)  dollars. 

Item  18.  For  sprinkling  the  macadamized  portions  of  South 
Broad  street,  five  hundred  (500)  dollars. 
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Item  19.  For  oil,  coal  and  engineer's  stores  for  bridges' 
twelve  hundred  (1,200)  dollars. 

Item  20.  For  inspectors  of  new  work,  at  the  rate  of  seventy- 
five  (75)  dollars  per  month  while  actually  employed,  ten 
thousand  (10,000)  dollars.. 

Item  21.  For  emergencies,  ten  thousand  (10,000)  dollars. 

Item  22.  For  stone  and  iron  cross  gutters,  two  thousand 
(2,000)  dollars. 

Item  23.  For  curved  curbing  at  corners  and  angles  of 
streets,  five  thousand  (5,000)  dollars. 

Item  24.  For  opening  and  repairing  water  ways  and  ditches 
in  the  Twenty-seventh  Ward,  twenty-five  thousand  (25,000) 
dollars. 

Item  25,  For  the  necessary  work  to  abolish  grade  crossings 
on  the  line  of  the  Philadelphia  and  Trenton  Railroad  at 
Comly,  Longshore,  Washington  and  Unruh  streets,  thirty 
thousand  (30,000)  dollars  :  Provided,  That  the  Pennsylvania 
Railroad  Company  first  agree  to  build  the  necessary  bridges: 

Provided,  That  any  balance  remaining  to  the  credit  of 
items  2  and  6  of  the  appropriation  for  the  year  1891  shall  not 
merge  :  And  Provided,  That  in  repairing  streets,  payment  for 
which  is  to  be  taken  from  items  lo  and  23,  the  Director  of 
the  Department  of  Public  Works  is  hereby  authorized  to 
construct  sewers,  lay  or  relay  gas  or  water  pipes  in  any  of 
the  said  streets  wherever  the  same  may  be  necessary,  said 
sewers  to  be  built  in  accordance  with  the  Ordinances  of  May 
12,  1866,  and  February  16,  1869,  regulating  the  construction 
of  sewers  ;  any  excess  over  and  above  the  assessments  provided 
for  in  Ordinance  of  April  3,  1868,  to  be  charged  to  item  20. 
section  7,  of  the  Ordinance  making  appropriation  to  the 
Department  of  Public  Works  for  the  year  1892,  and  the  cost 
of  laying  and  relaying  gas  pipes  shall  be  charged  to  item  7, 
section  3,  and  of  the  laying  and  relaying  water  pipes  to  item 
8,  section  8,  of  the  same  Ordinance,  and  that  he  may  cause 
any  specified  work  chargeable  to  item  12,  repairs  to  meadow 
banks,  and  item  21,  emergencies  to  be  done  by  days  labor, 
and  that  the  City  Controller  shall  approve  bills  for  work, 
labor  and  materials  done,  made  or  furnished  prior  to  1892, 
the  aggregate   amount    thereof  not  to  exceed   ten   thousand 


(10,000)  dollars,  the  same  to  be  taken  from  the  several  items 
to  which  they  are  properly  chargeable.

For  keep  of  horses  and  wagons  for  Chief  of 
Bureau  and  six  district  superintendents,  each  four  hundred

Item  3.  For  wages  of  lamplighters  foreman,  messenger, 
lamp  repairers,  drivers  and  laborers,  one  hundred  and  forty- 
six  thousand  (146,000)  dollars.

To  amend  an  ordinance  entitled  "An  Ordinance  to  authorize 
the  construction  of  sewers  and  the  laying  or  re-laying  of 
gas  and  water  pipe  in  streets  authorized  by  Councils  to  be 
paved  or  repaved." 

Section  1.  The  Select  and  Common  Councils  of  the  City 
of  Philadelphia  do  ordain,  That  so  much  of  the  ordinance 
approved  February  26,  1891,  entitled  "An  Ordinance  to 
authorize  the  construction  of  sewers  and  the  laying  or  re- 
laying of  gas  and  water  pipe  in  streets  authorized  by  Councils 
to  be  paved  or  repaved,"  be  amended  so  that  the  same  shall 
read  as  follows :  "  That  whenever  Councils  shall,  by  ordi- 
nance, authorize  the  paving  or  repaving  of  any  street,  and  in 
streets  for  which  ordinances  for  such  paving  or  repaving  have 
already  been  passed,  the  Department  of  Public  Works  is 
hereby  authorized  to  construct  sewers,  lay  or  re-lay  gas  and 
water  pipe  wherever  the  same  may  be  necessary.  The  said 
work  to  be  done  in  accordance  with  existing  ordinances,  and 
the  cost  of  laying  or  re-laying  gas  and  water  pipe  shall  be 
charged  to  the  appropriate  item  in  the  annual  appropriation 
to  the  Department  of  Public  Works.  Any  excess  over  and 
above  the  assessments  in  the  cost  of  constructing  sewers  pro- 
vided for  in  ordinance  of  April  3,  1868,  to  be  charged  to  the 
appropriate  item  in  the  same  appropriation." 

All  ordinances  or  parts  of  ordinances  inconsistent  herewith 
be,  and  are,  hereby  repealed.

On  Bancroft  street,  from  Dickinson  to  Tasker  street ;  Clear- 
field street,  from  Front  to  C  street ;  Eliza  street,  from  Six- 
teenth to  Greenhill  street ;  Hibberd  street,  from  Girard 
avenue  to  Stiles  street ;  Huntingdon  street,  from  Coral  to 
Emerald  street ;  Leamy  street,  from  Indiana  to  Clearfield 
street ;  Rittenhouse  street,  from  end  of  present  sewer  near 
Morris  street  to  Green  street ;  Rosehill  street,  from  Indiana 
to  Clearfield  street ;  Savery  street,  from  Belgrade  street  to 
Frankford  avenue ;  Tenth  street,  from  Taylor  to  Tasker 
street ;  William  street,  from  Twenty-first  street  eastward ; 
Westminster  avenue,  from  Fifty-fourth  street  to  a  point  one 
hundred  and  fifty-seven  feet  westward. 

Sect.  2.  The  Director  of  the  Department  of  Public  Works 
shall  advertise,  according  to  law,  announcing  that  bids  will  be 
received  for  the  sewers  above  designated,  and  he  shall  allot 
them  to  the  lowest  bidders ;  and  it  shall  be  a  condition  of  said 
contract  that  the  contractor  shall  accept  the  sums  assessed 
upon  and  charged  to  the  properties  lying  on  the  lines  of  said 
sewers,  in  manner  and  form  authorized  by  ordinance  entitled 
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*'An  Ordinance  regulating  the  assessment  upon  property  for 
the  construction  of  branch  culverts  or  drains,"  approved  May 
12,  18t)6,  and  supplement  thereto  approved  February  16, 
1869,  any  excess  over  and  above  said  assessment  in  addition 
to  that  provided  for  by  ordinance  entitled  "An  Ordinance 
authorizing  the  Chief  Engineer  and  Surveyor  to  draw  war- 
rants for  street  intersections,  man-holes  and  legal  deductions 
in  the  construction  of  branch  sewers,"  approved  April  3, 
1868,  to  be  charged  to  Item  for  (branch  sewers)  of  annual 
appropriation  made  to  the  Department  of  Public  Works 
(Bureau  of  Surveys)  to  an  amount  not  exceeding  the  sum  of 
twelve  thousand  (12,000)  dollars.

where  the  properties  are  assessed  at  less  than  full  city  rates, 
and  the  streets  on  the  plans  are  opened,  he  may  advertise  and 
awai"d  contracts  upon  receipts  of  a  duly  executed  agreement 
binding  the  owners  to  pay  the  regular  assessment  charges.

AN  ORDINANCE 

To  authorize  and  regulate  the  construction  of  an  elevated  rail- 
road by  the  Quaker  City  Elevated  Railroad  Company  and 
to  authorize  a  contract  between  said  Company  and  the  City 
of  Philadelphia  in  relation  thereto. 

Section  1.  The  Select  and  Common  Councils  of  the  (Jity 
of  Philadelphia  do  ordain.  That  upon  the  terms  and  subject 
to  the  restrictions  hereinafter  set  forth  the  said  Quaker  City 
Elevated  Railroad  Company,  be,  and  it  is  hereby  authorized 
to  build  and  operate  an  elevated  railroad  upon  the  following 
route  :  A  double  track  road  from  Front  and  Market  streets  in 
the  City  of  Philadelphia  to  the  intersection  of  Ninth  and 
Market  streets ;  thence  over  Ninth   street  to  the  junction  of 
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Ninth  and  Vine  streets  and  Ridge  avenue ;  thence  over  Ridge 
avenue  to  Lehigh  avenue.  Also  a  hranch  from  the  intersec- 
tion of  Ninth  and  Market  streets,  over  Market  street  to 
Juniper  street ;  Juniper  street  to  South  Penn  Square ;  South 
Penn  Square  to  Broad  street ;  Broad  street  to  Market  street ; 
Market  street  to  the  County  line  ;  Lancaster  avenue  from  its 
junction  with  Market  street  to  the  intersection  of  Lancaster 
avenue  and  Fortj-fourth  street :  Forty-fourth  street  from 
Lancaster  avenue  to  Fairmount  Park  ;  from  the  junction  of 
Woodland  avenue  and  Market  street  over  Woodland  avenue  to 
the  County  line.  That  the  road  shall  be  so  built,  or  means 
be  provided  under  the  structure  by  said  company,  its  entire 
length,  so  as  to  catch  all  dripping  and  falling  substances. 
And  the  said  company  may  also  construct,  at  all  necessary 
and  convenient  places,  such  sidings,  switches,  turnouts,  sup- 
ports, connections,  landing  places,  platforms,  stations  and  all 
necessary  appliances  thereto,  buildings,  telegraphs  and  signals 
and  all  other  requisite  and  convenient  appliances  upon  said 
route,  and  upon  or  above  the  grade  hereby  authorized  of  said 
railroad  as  shall  be  required  for  the  convenience  and  rapid 
and  safe  operation. of  their  road;  and  authority  is  here  given 
for  the  construction  of  the  same  elevated  over  the  streets 
traversed  or  crossed  by  the  route  of  said  railroad.  That  the 
said  telegraph  lines  shall  be  attached  to  the  structure  itself. 
The  City  shall  have  the  privilege  of  attaching  its  wires  to  the 
structure  without  cost  or  compensation  and  other  telegraph 
companies  with  consent  of  the  company  ;  the  stations  on  the 
entire  line  shall  not  be  located  at  a  greater  distance  apart  than 
half  a  mile,  and  no  siding,  turnout  or  any  part  of  the  road 
which  is  over  a  public  highway  shall  be  used  for  the  storage  of 
cars.  No  bituminous  coal  shall  be  used  as  fuel  in  locomotives 
used  as  a  motive  power. 

Sect.  2.  The  railroad  herein  authorized  shall  be  elevated 
upon  iron  piers,  so  that  there  shall  be  a  clear  headway  of  not 
less  than  fourteen  feet  at  all  places,  and  wherever  it  runs 
across  or  over  the  tracks  of  any  steam  road  there  shall  be  a 
clearance  of  not  less  than  twenty  feet.  The  railroad  shall  be 
built  upon  the  best  methods  of  deadening  sound.  The  rail- 
road shall  be  constructed  on  the  line  of  the  curb  on  Lancaster 
avenue,  Woodland  avenue,  and  Ridge  avenue,  and  as  near  as 
practicable  to  the  center  of  the  street  on  Market,  Broad,  South 
Penn  Square,  Juniper  and  Forty-fourth  streets.     All  public 
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sewers,  gas  and  water-pipes,  street  and  sidewalk  pavements, 
and  all  other  municipal  property  shall  be  carefully  preserved, 
and  restored,  when  disturbed,  to  a  condition  satisfactory  to  the 
Director  of  the  Department  of  Public  Works ;  and  private 
vaults  under  the  footway  and  all  other  private  property,  shall 
be  interfered  with  and  damaged  as  little  as  possible ;  the  said 
railroad  company  shall  conform  their  elevation  to  any  revision 
which  the  City  shall  by  ordinance  direct  on  the  line  of  their 
road,  so  as  to  give  a  clearance  of  fourteen  feet  after  said 
revision  is  made,  and  shall  also  elevate  their  tracks  at  steam 
road  crossings  so  as  to  give  a  clearance  of  twenty  feet. 

Sect.  3.  The  said  railroad  company  shall  at  all  times 
hereafter  run  cars  over  the  entire  route,  stopping  at  all  stations 
on  said  route,  at  intervals  of  not  more  than  ten  minutes  dur- 
ing the  day,  excepting  from  six  o'clock  A.  M.  to  nine  o'clock 
A.  M.,  and  from  four  and  a  half  o'clock  P.  M.  to  seven  o'clock 
P.  M.,  when  they  shall  run  said  cars  at  intervals  of  not  more 
than  five  minutes,  and  except  between  the  hours  of  one  o'clock 
A.  M.  and  five  o'clock  A.  M.,  when  they  shall  run  said  cars  at 
intervals  of  not  more  than  one  hour.  The  rate  of  fare  over 
the  lines  of  said  road,  within  the  limits  of  the  City  of  Phila- 
delphia, shall  not  exceed  five  cents  for  a  continuous  ride  dur- 
ing the  hours  from  six  o'clock  A.  M.  to  nine  o'clock  A.  M., 
and  from  five  and  a  half  o'clock  P.  M.  to  seven  and  a  half 
o'clock  P.  M.,  and  all  other  hours  not  to  exceed  ten  cents. 

Sect.  4.  Work  shall  be  begun  within  six  months  and 
completed  over  the  entire  route  herein  specified  within  three 
years  of  the  passage  of  this  ordinance ;  and  in  case  work  is 
not  begun  in  good  faith  within  said  six  months  and  pushed 
with  reasonable  despatch  this  ordinance  shall  be  null  and 
void. 

Sect.  5.  Plans  of  the  railroad  and  the  location  of  piers, 
abutments  and  columns  in  the  street  and  all  places  for  bridges, 
viaducts,  stations,  supports,  approaches  thereof,  for  the  con- 
struction of  the  said  railroad  within  and  crossing  the  public 
streets  of  the  City  shall  be  submitted  to  the  Director  of  the 
Department  of  Public  Works  and  be  approved  by  him,  and 
the  said  company  shall  file  a  bond  in  form  to  be  approved  by 
the  City  Solicitor  in  the  sum  of  one  hundred  thousand 
(100-,000)  dollars,  with  good  and  sufficient  securities  approved 
by  the  Mayor  conditioned  for  the  faithful  performance  and 
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observance  of  all  the  requirements,  provisions  and  restrictions 
of  this  ordinance;  Provided  however.  That  this  bond  shall 
not  be  construed  to  secure  the  payment  of  a  percentage  of 
the  gross  receipts  of  the  road  to  the  City  of  Philadelphia  as 
hereinafter  provided,  but  that  a  separate  and  additional  bond 
in  the  sum  of  one  hundred  thousand  (100,000)  dollars  in  form 
to  be  approved  by  the  City  Solicitor,  and  with  securities  ap- 
proved by  the  Mayor,  shall  be  filed  so  soon  as  the  road,  or 
any  part  thereof,  is  in  condition  to  be  operated ;  and  that  this 
last  named  bond  shall  be  conditioned  for  the  payment  of  any 
per  centage  of  the  receipts  herein  provided  to  be  paid  to  the 
City. 

Sect.  6.  No  cars  for  the  carriage  of  freight  shall  be  moved 
over  the  road  herein  and  hereby  authorized  within  the  limits 
of  the  City  of  Philadelphia,  under  a  penalty  of  one  hundred 
(100)  dollars  for  each  and  every  car,  and  for  every  trip  run 
for  the  carriage  of  freight,  to  be  collected  as  like  penalties  are 
now  be  law  collected. 

Sect.  7.  The  said  company  shall  on  or  before  the  tenth 
day  of  January,  April,  July  and  October  of  each  year  file  with 
the  Controller  of  the  County  of  Philadelphia  a  statement, 
duly  sworn  to  by  the  President  and  Secretary  of  said  company, 
giving  the  number  of  passengers  carried,  together  with  the 
rate  of  fare  charged  for  each  passenger,  and  the  amount  of 
gross  receipts  of  said  company  during  the  three  months  next 
preceding,  and  shall  at  the  same  time  pay  into  the  City 
Treasury  a  sum  equal  to  one  per  centum  of  the  gross  receipts 
for  the  three  months  embraced  in  said  statement ;  Provided, 
That  this  section  shall  not  take  eff"ect  until  two  years  after  the 
time  the  road  shall  begin  running  its  cars.  The  said  Con- 
troller or  other  authorized  representative  or  representatives  of 
the  City  of  Philadelphia  shall  have  the  right  at  all  times  to 
examine  the  books,  papers  and  accounts  of  said  company 
relating  to  the  number  of  passengers  carried,  and  the  rate  of 
fair  charged,  and  to  the  said  gross  receipts,  in  order  to  verify 
the  accuracy  thereof. 

Sect.  8.  The  said  railroad  company  shall  make  just  com- 
pensation for  property  taken,  injured  or  destroyed  by  the  con- 
struction of  the  road  or  buildings,  which  compensation  shall 
be  paid  or  secured  in  a  manner  satisfactory  to  the  Court  of 
Common  Pleas  before  such  taking,  injury  or  destruction. 
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Sect.  9.  Before  this  ordinance  shall  take  effect,  the  said 
company  shall  enter  into  a  contract  and  covenant  with  the 
City  in  form  satisfactory  to  the  City  Solicitor  to  perform  all 
and  singular  the  terms  and  requirements  of  this  ordinance. 
And  that  no  sale  or  lease  of  the  franchises  by  this  ordinance 
conferred  shall  be  juade  without  the  consent  of  the  City  of 
Philadelphia  for  that  purpose  first  had  and  obtained.  And 
the  said  railroad  company  shall  pay  into  the  City  Treasury 
the  sum  of  fifty  (50)  dollars  to  pay  for  the  printing  of  this 
ordinance.

The  Select  and  Common  Councils  of  the  City 
of  Philadelphia  do  ordain^  That  the  Philadelphia  and  Read- 
ing Railroad  Company  is  hereby  authorized  to  lay  and  con- 
struct a  railroad  track  from  the  main  line  of  the  Philadelphia 
and  Reading  Railroad,  commencing  at  a  point  on  Pennsylvania 
avenue,  a  short  distance  west  of  Thirty-third  street,  thence  to 
and  along  Thirty-third  street  to  Glenwood  avenue,  thence  to 
and  along  Glenwood  avenue  to  Thirty-second  street,  and  from 
a  point  on  Thirty-third  street  a  short  distance  south  of  Master 
street,  thence  to  and  along  Master  street  to  Thirty-second 
street,  in  accordance  with  the  plans  hereto  annexed.  The 
said  railroad  track  shall  be  constructed  under  the  supervision 
of  the  Department  of  Public  Works  and  in  accordance  with

Section  1.  The  Select  and  Common  Councils  of  the  City 
of  Philadelphia  do  ordain,  That  the  Director  of  the  Depart- 
ment of  Public  Works  be,  and  is  hereby  authorized  in  each 
and  every  year  to  enter  into  a  contract  or  contracts  in  the 
name  of  the  City  of  Philadelphia,  with  a  competent  person  or 
persons  to  do  all  the  work,  and  furnish  all  the  materials  which 
may  be  necessary  during  the  year  for  which  said  contract 
shall  be  made,  for  connecting  all  dwelling  houses,  stores  or 
other  buildings  erected  or  altered,  or  to  be  erected  or  altered, 
fronting  on  any  street  or  alley  in  which  there  is  a  sewer,  in 
order  to  prevent  the  flow  of  objectionable  drainage  over  the 
footway,  in  default  of  the  owner  doing  the  same  after  notice  as 
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hereinafter  mentioned  ;  Provided,  That  such  contracts  shall 
after  due  advertisement  be  awarded  to  the  lowest  responsible 
bidders  ;  that  the  work  shall  be  done  in  accordance  with  speci- 
fications to  be  furnished  by  the  Director  of  the  Department  of 
Public  Works,  and  shall  not  be  charged  at  more  than  the  con- 
tract price ;  payments  for  the  entire  work  will  be  made  upon 
certificates  furnished  by  the  said  Director  of  the  amount  of 
work  satisfactorily  executed.  The  said  payments  to  be  made 
in  warrants  upon  the  City  Treasurer. 

Sect.  2.  Whenever,  in  the  judgment  of  the  Director  of  the 
Department  of  Public  Works,  it  shall  be  necessary  to  provide 
underground  drainage  to  prevent  the  flow  or  passage  of  water 
or  other  matter  over  and  across  the  footways  in  front  of  any 
dwelling  house,  factory,  store  or  other  building  erected,  or  to 
be  erected  or  altered,  fronting  upon  any  street  or  alley  in 
which  there  is  a  sewer  in  front  of  such  building,  or  to  prevent 
the  accumulation  of  ice  and  snow  upon  such  footways,  it  shall 
be  the  duty  of  the  Director  of  the  Department  of  Public 
Works,  and  he  is  hereby  authorized  to  give  written  or  printed 
notice  to  the  owner  or  owners  of  such  property,  to  provide 
such  underground  drainage  by  connecting  such  building  with 
the  sewer  at  their  own  expense  within  thirty  days  from  the 
date  of  such  notice ;  and  on  failure  of  any  such  owner  or 
owners  to  comply  with  such  notice  within  the  time  specified 
therein,  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Director  of  the  Department 
of  Public  Works,  and  he  is  hereby  authorized  to  cause  the 
necessary  work  to  be  done  for  such  underground  drainage 
under  the  contract  or  contracts  entered  into  in  accordance 
with  the  provisions  of  this  ordinance. 

Sect.  3.  Upon  the  completion  of  any  work  done  under  the 
contracts  entered  into  by  virtue  of  this  ordinance,  it  shall  be 
the  duty  of  the  Director  of  the  Department  of  Public  Works, 
and  he  is  hereby  authorized  to  estimate  the  cost  and  expense 
thereof  in  accordance  with  the  provisions  of  the  contracts  there- 
for, and  to  assess  such  cost  and  expense  against  the  property 
adjoining  which  the  work  is  done  in  the  name  of  the  registered 
owner  or  owners  thereof.  And  the  said  Director  shall  then 
cause  bills  for  said  work  with  said  cost  and  expenses  therein 
to  be  made  out  in  duplicate  against  each  property,  a  copy  of 
which  shall  be  served  on  the  registered  owner  or  owners  of 
such  property,  or  in  case  he  or  they  cannot  be  found  the  same 
shall  be  left  upon  the  premises,  and  if  the  same  be  not  paid 
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within  tliirty  days  from  the  service  thereof  upon  the  owner  or 
owners  or  upon  the  property  as  aforesaid,  a  lien  therefor,  to- 
gether with  a  penalty  of  ten  per  cent,  for  non-payment  may 
be  filed  in  the  proper  Court  against  the  respective  property, 
and  the  registered  owner  or  owners  thereof,  in  the  name  of 
the  City.  All  ordinances  or  parts  of  ordinances  inconsistent 
herewith  be,  and  the  same  are  hereby  repealed.

Whereas,  An  Ordinance  was  approved  September  25, 
1875,  entitled  "An  Ordinance  relative  to  the  revision  of  a 
part  of  the  plan  of  the  Twenty -fifth  Ward,"  whereby  the  De- 
partment of  Surveys  was  instructed  to  prepare  plans  revising 
that  portion  of  the  Twenty-fifth  Ward  embraced  between 
William  street  and  Allegheny  avenue,  and  Bath  street,  and 
the  Delaware  river  :  Provided^  (inter  alia)  that  the  Reading 
Railroad  Company  should  dedicate  Neif  street  of  a  width  of 
100  feet  from  Bath  street  to  the  Port  Warden's  line,  and  dedi- 
cate sufiicient  ground  from  Brabant  street  to  Port  Warden's 
line  to  make  William  street  80  feet  wide,  and  dedicate  suffi- 
cient ground  on  the  south  side  of  Bath  street  to  make  that 
street  80  feet  wide. 

And  Whereas,  It  is  deemed  advisable  to  still  further  re- 
vise the  plan  of  the  said  section  of  the  City  so  as  to  strike 
certain  streets  therefrom,  and  particularly  William  street,  east 
of  Bath  street,  Bath  street  between  Sorrel  street  and  Byron 
street,  Toronto,  Neff,  Elkhart,  Ann,  Sorrel  and  Clearfield 
streets,  east  of  the  line  of  the  Philadelphia  and  Reading 
Railroad  Company's  property  crossing  said  streets  ;  Elm  street 
between  Ann  and  Elkhart  streets,  and  Cooper  street  between 
Clearfield  and  Byron  streets. 

And  Whereas,  The  Philadelphia  and  Reading  Railroad 
Company  has  consented    to    the   construction  by  the  City  of 
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Philadelphia  of  an  outlet  for  the  Gunners  Run  sewer  through 
a  part  of  the  property  of  said  company  mention  in  the  Act  of 
Assembly  approved  April  5,  1849,  ratifying  a  certain  agree- 
ment between  the  Commissioners  and  inhabitants  of  Richmond 
and  said  company  therein  mentioned,  and  providing  that  no 
road,  street,  passage,  lane  or  alley  should  at  any  time  there- 
after be  laid  out  or  opened  through  the  said  property  or  any 
part  of  it,  without  the  consent  thereto  in  writing  of  the  said 
Railroad  Company  under  its  corporate  seal  first  had  and  ob- 
tained, and  proposes,  upon  the  approval  of  this  ordinance,  to 
release  the  City  of  Philadelphia  from  any  claim  which  it  may 
have  for  damages  by  reason  of  such  construction  ;  therefore, 

Section  1.  The  Select  and  Common  Councils  of  the  City 
of  Philadelphia  do  ordain,  That  the  Department  of  Public 
Works  be  directed  to  make  a  revision  of  the  plan  of  that  por- 
tion of  the  Twenty-fifth  Ward  of  the  City  of  Philadelphia,  be- 
tween the  wharf  property  of  the  Philadelphia  and  Reading 
Railroad  Company  at  William  street  and  Allegheny  avenue, 
and  Richmond  street  and  the  river  Delaware,  so  as  to  strike 
certain  streets  from  the  present  plan,  and  particularly  William 
street  east  of  Bath  street.  Bath  street  between  Sorrel  and 
Byron  streets ;  Toronto,  Neft',  Elkhart  and  Clearfield  streets, 
east  of  the  line  of  the  Philadelphia  and  Reading  Railroad 
Company's  property  crossing  said  streets ;  Elm  street  between 
Ann  and  Elkhart  streets,  and  Cooper  street  between  Clearfield 
and  Byron  streets  :  Provided,  That  the  said  Philadelphia  and 
Reading  Railroad  Company  shall  agree  in  writing  that  at  any 
time  that  the  City  of  Philadelphia  may  require  the  privilege 
of  building  culverts  or  sewers  for  drainage,  within  the  lines  of 
the  streets  above  mentioned  and  vacated,  that  it  shall  have 
the  right  to  enter  upon  the  land  within  the  said  lines  for  such 
purpose,  and  to  build  such  culverts  or  sewers  thereon,  without 
paying  any  damages  to  the  said  Railroad  Company. 

Sect.  2.  Before  this  Ordinance  shall  take  effect  to  confer 
any  authority  upon  the  Department  of  Public  Works  as  afore- 
said, the  said  Philadelphia  and  Reading  Railroad  Company 
shall  file  in  the  Department  of  Public  Works  a  formal  consent 
in  writing  under  its  corporate  seal  to  the  construction  by  the 
City,  with  a  release  of  any  claim  of  all  damages  whatever,  of 
an  outlet  for  the  Gunners  Run  sewer  from  Somerset  and 
Richmond  streets,  through  a  part  of  the  property  of  said  Rail- 
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road  Company  mentioned  in  the  said  Act  of  Assembly  ap- 
proved April  5,  1849,  to  a  point  on  William  street  near  Bath 
street  and  thence  to  the  Delaware  river,  in  accordance  with 
the  plan  prepared  by  the  Department  of  Public  Works,  dated 
November  26,  1888. 

Sect.  3.  So  much  of  the  said  Ordinance  of  September  25, 
1875,  entitled  "An  Ordinance  relative  to  the  revision  of  a 
part  of  the  plan  of  the  Twenty-fifth  Ward,"  as  provides  that 
the  Reading  Railroad  Company  shall  dedicate  NeflF  street  of  a 
width  of  one  hundred  feet  from  Hath  street  to  the  Port  War- 
den's line,  and  dedicate  sufficient  ground  from  Brabant  street 
to  the  Port  Warden's  line  as  to  make  William  street  eighty 
feet  in  width,  and  dedicate  sufficient  ground  on  south  side  of 
Bath  street  to  make  that  street  eighty  feet  wide,  be  and  the 
same  is  hereby  repealed. 

Sect.  4.  That  before  this  present  Ordinance  shall  take 
effect  there  shall  be  paid  into  the  City  Treasury  the  sum  of 
fifty  (50)  dollars,  to  pay  for  printing  this  Ordinance.

avenue  to  the  sewer  in  Jasper  street ;  Kensington  avenue, 
from  "C"  street  to  Lehigh  avenue;  Lehigh  avenue,  from

to  that  provided  for  by  Ordinance  entitled  "An  Ordinance 
authorizing  the  Chief  Engineer  and  Surveyor  to  draw  war- 
rants for  street  intersections,  manholes,  and  legal  deductions 
in  the  construction  of  branch  sewers,"  approved  April  3, 
1868,  to  be  charged  to  Item  (for  branch  sewers)  of  annual 
appropriation  made  to  the  Department  of  Public  Works  (Bu- 
reau of  Surveys),  to  an  amount  not  exceeding  the  sum  of  ten 
thousand  two  hundred  (10,200)  dollars. 

The  Director  of  the  Department  of  Public  Works 
shall  not  advertise  for  proposals  for  the  construction  of  any  of 
the  sewers  authorized  by  this  Ordinance  until  the  streets  are 
on  the  City  Plan,  legally  opened  and  all  the  property  abutting 
thereon  assessed  to  full  City  rates  :  Provided,  however.  That 
where  the  properties  are  assessed  at  less  than  full  city  rates, 
and  the  streets  on  the  plans  are  opened,  he  may  advertise  and 
award  contracts  upon  the  receipt  of  a  duly  executed  agreement 
binding  the  owners  to  pay  the  regular  assessment  charges.

Also 
witL  the  right  to  lay  and  maintain  branches  and  connections 
with  the  main  tubes,  and  connect  said  tubes  with  the  general 
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Post  Office  and  the  Sub-Station  Post  Office,  and  with  the 
buildings  and  phices  of  business  along  the  line  thereof,  for  the 
transmission  of  mail  matter,  packages  and  merchandise,  and 
like  commercial  purposes.  And  said  company  shall  also  have 
the  right  to  construct  switches  and  appliances,  manholes,  etc., 
necessary  in  the  operation  and  management  of  said  system. 
Provided,  That  the  said  tubes,  branches,  connections,  switches, 
and  other  parts  shall  be  laid  and  constructed  in  such  manner 
as  shall  be  satisfactory  to  the  Director  of  the  Department  of 
Public  Works,  and  in  accordance  with  the  plans  to  be  approved 
by  the  Department  of  Public  Works:  Provided  further ,  That 
said  company  shall  reinstate  the  paving  upon  the  said  streets 
or  pavements  it  may  displace,  and  in  any  street  in  which  the 
said  company  may  receive  permit  to  extend  its  system  it  will 
reinstate  the  pavement  over  its  conduit,  and  thereafter  in  con- 
junction with  other  companies  having  privileges  granted  on 
said  streets,  maintain  said  streets  in  good  order  and  repair ; 
And  Provided,  That  said  Company  shall  enter  security  in  the 
sum  of  five  thousand  (5,000)  dollars  in  form  to  be  approved 
by  the  City  Solicitor  to  indemnify  the  City  against  any  loss  or 
damages  it  might  sustain  by  reason  of  said  construction.  And 
the  work  of  laying  said  conduit  herein  authorized  shall  be  be- 
gun within  six  months  after  the  approval  of  this  ordinance, 
and  completed  within  two  years  from  said  approval,  and  should 
the  said  conduit  not  be  laid  within  the  said  two  years  on  any 
of  the  streets  herein  authorized,  the  right  to  lay  the  same  shall 
cease  and  determine.

putting  the  fat,  bones,  etc.,  therein,  such  openings  to  be 
covered  with  close  fitting  curtains.  Whoever  violates  the 
provisions  of  this  Ordinance  shall  be  liable  to  a  penalty  of 
fifty  (50)  dollars  for  each  and  every  subsequent  offence,  to  be 
sued  for  in  the  corporate  name  of  the  City  of  Philadelphia,  and 
recovered  in  the  same  manner  and  by  the  same  proceedings 
and  process  as  the  law  provides  for  the  recovery  of  debts  of 
the  like  amount,  and  all  such  penalties.

Section  1.  The  Select  and  Common  Councils  of  the  City 
of  Philadelphia  do  ordain,  That  from  and  after  the  passage  of 
this  ordinance  the  following  shall  be  declared  nuisances  :  to 
place  any  mortar,  mortar  beds,  or  lime  boxes  upon  any  of  the 
public  highways  of  the  City  which  are  paved  with  asphaltum 
or  concrete  :  Provided,  liowever,  That  mortar  may  be  mixed  in 
boxes,  the  bottoms  of  which  must  be  of  tight,  tongued  and 
grooved  boards,  placed  upon  four  (4)  inch  bearers  or  sleepers, 
leaving  an  air  space,  and  protected  on  all  sides  by  a  margin  of 
two  (2)  inch  boards  not  less  than  six  (6)  inches  high  above  the 
floor  surface. 

Sect.  2.  To  make  any  bonfire,  or  fire  for  the  melting  of 
any  solder,  or  for  the  heating  of  roofing  material,  or  for  any 
other  purpose,  upon  any  of  the  public  highways  of  the  City 
which  are  paved  with  asphaltum  or  concrete. 

Sect.  3.  Any  person  or  persons  violating  any  provision  of 
this  ordinance  shall  forfeit  and  pay  the  sum  of  twenty  (20) 
dollars  f©r  each  and  every  offence,  to  be  sued  for  and  recovered 
in  the  manner  that  debts  for  penalties  of  like  amount  are  by 
law  sued  for  and  recovered. 
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Sect.  4.  And  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  any  police  officer  or 
other  person' authorized  to  make  arrests  in  the  City  of  Phila- 
delphia, to  arrest  any  one  whom  they  may  detect  in  violating 
any  of  the  provisions  of  this  ordinance.

to  a  point  at  or  near  Twelfth  street  and  Fisher's  avenue,  in 
the  Twenty-second  Ward,  of  the  City  of  Philadelphia :  Pro- 
vided, That  nothing  herein  contained  shall  authorize  the 
longitudinal  occupation  of  any  streets. 

Sect.  2.  That  the  route  of  said  railroad  company  shall  be 
substantially  that  which  is  shown  on  the  map  or  plan  now  pre- 
sented, and" which,  before  this  ordinance  shall  have  any  effect 
to  confer  the  authority  aforesaid  upon  said  railroad  company, 
shall  be  filed  by  it  in  the  office  of  the  Department  of  Public 
Works  (Bureau  of  Surveys)  of  the  City  of  Phihidelphia. 
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Sect.  3.  That  the  Department  of  Public  Works  be,  and 
is  hereby  authorized  at  the  cost  of  the  railroad  company,  to 
revise  the  lines  and  grades  on  the  City  plan,  of  such  streets 
along  and  in  the  vicinity  of  the  said  railroad  as  are  aifected 
by  its  location,  and  shall  make  them  so  as  to  avoid  all  grade 
crossings,  providing  for  either  undergrade  or  overgrade 
bridges. 

Sect.  4.  When  streets  heretofore  opened  to  public  use 
shall  be  cut  off  or  diverted,  necessary  outlets  to  other  streets 
must  be  made  at  the  cost  of  the  said  railroad  company  which 
shall  pay  all  costs  of  charges  appurtenant  thereto ;  all 
bridges  over  streets  heretofore  opened,  shall  be  built  at  the 
expense  of  said  railroad  company  as  well  as  the  regrading  or 
alterations  resulting  therefrom.  When  streets  have  been  laid 
down  on  the  City  plan  but  not  opened,  the  bridges  hereafter 
required  are  to  be  built  under  or  over  the  railroad.  On  un- 
dedicated  or  unopened  streets,  the  cost  of  constructing  all 
necessary  undergrade  or  overgrade  streets,  shall  be  divided 
between  the  railroad  company  and  the  City,  and  the  railroad 
company  shall  provide  its  share  of  the  cost  of  building  said 
bridges  whenever  and  wherever  they  shall  be  notified  to  do 
so  by  ordinance  of  Councils. 

Sect.  5.  All  bridges  hereafter  built  to  carry  the  streets 
over  the  railroad,  shall  be  maintained  at  the  expense  of  the 
City,  and  all  undergrade  bridges  shall  be  maintained  by  the 
railroad  company,  and  the  railroad  company  shall  keep  their 
road  where  it  crosses  the  line  of  any  street,  in  good  order  and 
condition  at  all  times,  and  shall  save  the  City  of  Philadelphia 
harmless  so  far  as  the  said  City  may  be  liable  therefor,  from 
any  damages  arising  to  public  or  private  property  for  changes 
of  lines  or  grades  made  pursuant  to  the  authority  of  this 
ordinance,  and  from  any  responsibility  or  liability  that  may 
grow  out  of  the  construction  and  use  of  the  said  railroad  over 
or  under  the  streets  as  aforesaid.

contract ;  that  the  contract  of  Francis  P.  Deehan,  for  the 
construction  of  a  main  sewer  on  Shunk  street,  from  the  stream 
west  of  Eighteenth  street  to  Sixteenth  street,  and  on  Six- 
teenth street,  from  Shunk  street  to  Possyunk  avenue  be,  and 
the  same  is  hereby  approved,  and  that  the  E(|uitable  Trust 
Company  be,  and  it  is  hereby  approved  as  surety  of  the  said

inches  in  diameter,  including  all  appurtenances,  the  sum  of 
eleven  (11)  dollars  and  sixty-seven  (67)  cents  ;  for  brick 
chamber  the  snm  of  seven  hundred  (700)  dollars ;  for  ad- 
ditional twelve  (12)  inch  terra-cotta  pipe  not  in  concrete  laid 
in  place,  per  linear  foot,  the  sum  of  one  (1)  dollar  and  ten 
(10)  cents,  the  total  cost  of  the  work  to  be  done  not  to  exceed 
the  sum  of  forty  thousand  (40,000)  dollars.

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AN  ORDINANCE 

To  regulate  the  deposits  of  City  moneys  by  the  City  Treasurer 
and  the  payment  of  interest  thereon. 

Section  1.  The  Select  and  Common  Councils  of  the  City 
of  Philadelphia  do  ordain^  That  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the 
City  Treasurer  to  deposit  daily  all  moneys  of  the  City  en- 
trusted to  his  care  as  City  Treasurer,  not  required  for  the 
transaction  of  the  daily  business  of  his  office,  and  not  belong- 
ing to  the  Sinking  Fund,  in  such  banks  or  other  institutions 
as  are  now  or  shall  hereafter  be  designated  as  depositories  of 
the  City's  money  so  long  as  the  same  shall  remain  solvent, 
and  in  good  credit  and  standing,  in  such  amounts  as  shall  be 
in  pro-rata  proportion  to  the  total  sum  of  the  capital  stock  and 
surplus  of  such  depositories  respectively  :  Provided,  There 
shall  not  be  on  deposit  in  any  depository  at  any  time  an 
amount  greater  than  twenty-five  (25)  per  cent,  of  the  capital 
and  surplus  thereof:  And  provided  further.  That  such  de- 
positories shall  agree  to  pay  interest  on  the  average  balances 
deposited  therein  at  the  rate  of  two  (2)  per  cent,  per  annum, 
which  interest  shall  commence  July  1st,  1892,  and  shall  be 
computed  and  paid  into  the  City  Treasury  on  June  3Uth  and 
December  31st  of  each  year,  and  the  amount  thereof  recorded 
in  the  books  provided  for  the  entry  of  all  moneys  received  at 
the  City  Treasury,  and  said  entry  shall  be  duly  attested  by  the 
person  making  payment  of  said  interest,  and  said  depositories 
shall  notify  the  City  Controller  of  the  amount  of  interest  so 
paid.  In  case  any  of  said  depositories  shall  refuse  to  pay 
interest  as  aforesaid,  the  deposit  therein  shall  be  withdrawn 
and  distributed  among  the  several  depositories  which  shall 
have  complied  with  the  terms  of  this  ordinance,  and  it  shall 
be  the  duty  of  the  City  Treasurer  thereupon  to  notify  the 
City  Controlller  and  Councils  thereof:  Provided,  That  the 
following  banks :  The  Germantown  National,  Manayunk 
National,  Centennial  National,  Second  National  and  Tenth 
National  Banks  shall  receive  a  special  deposit  of  twenty-five 
thousand  (25,000)  dollars  each,  in  addition  to  their  pro-rata 
proportion  without  paying  any  interest  to  the  City  on  said 
special  deposit,  conditioned  that  they  collect  all  the  money  of 
the  Gas  and  Tax  Bureaus  in  their  respective  districts,  with- 
out any  charge  or  cost  to  the  City,  and  on  their  own  respon- 
sibility and  risk  ;  any  non-compliance  with  this  condition  shall 
be  constituted  a  forfeiture  of  this  proviso. 
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Sect.  2.  The  City  Treasurer,  with  the  approval  of  and  con- 
firmation by  Councils,  signified  by  ordinance  for  that  purpose, 
shall  select  one  bank  or  depository  in  which  the  active  account 
shall  be  kept,  and  the  limit  on  deposit  in  said  active  bank  or 
depository  shall  not  exceed  the  sum  of  three  hu-dred  thou 
sand  (300,000)  dollars,  and  in  no  event  shall  the  amount  of 
deposit  in  said  active  bank  or  depository  exceed  twenty-five 
(25)  per  cent  of  the  full  paid  capital  stock  and  surplus  of  said 
active  bank  or  depository ;  the  said  active  bank  or  depository 
to  be  selected  from  those  designated  by  City  Councils  as 
depositories,  and  upon  such  deposit  the  said  active  bank  or 
depository  shall  not  be  required  to  pay  interest,  and  in  con- 
sideration thereof  the  said  active  bank  or  depository  shall 
agree  to  undertake  to  furnish  currency  as  may  be  required  by 
the  City  Treasurer,  and  to  make  all  collections  fmm  the  office 
of  City  -Treasurer  without  charge,  the  said  active  bank  or 
depository  assuming  all  responsibility  and  risk  in  so  doing ; 
the  said  active  bank  or  depository  not  to  receive  or  be  entitled 
to  any  portion  of  the  pro-rata  division  to  which  the  other 
banks  or  depositories  are  entitled  under  this  ordinance  And 
all  checks  for  amounts  chargeable  to  the  City  fund  shall  be 
drawn  against  said  active  account. 

Sect."  8.  That  for  the  purpose  of  transferring  the  balance 
standing  to  the  credit  of  the  City  Treasurer,  or  any  portion 
thereof  from  any  of  the  City  depositories  to  the  bank  trans- 
acting the  daily  business  of  the  office,  checks  shall  be  signed 
by  the  City  Treasurer,  and  shall  be  ^narked  "  For  deposit  to 
the  credit  of  the    City  Treasurer    in  Bank,  City 

Fund  account. 

Sect.  4,  It  shall  not  be  lawful  for  the  City  Treasurer  to 
withdraw  the  balance,  or  any  portion  thereof  from  the  several 
depositories,  except  by  check  deposited  in,  and  collected  by 
the  bank  transacting  the  daily  business  as  aforesaid  as  provided 
for  in  the  next  preceding  section,  and  it  shall  be  the  duty  of 
the  City  Controller  to  notify  the  several  depositories  of  the 
provisions  herein  contained,  and  for  any  infraction  thereof, 
shall  immediately  notify  Councils. 

Sect.  5.  The  City  Treasurer  shall  submit  daily  to  the 
City  Controller,  verified  by  oath  or  affirmation,  to  be  adminis- 
tered by  that  officer,  a  statement  in  writing  of  all  moneys  re- 
ceived at  the  City  Treasury,  which  said  moneys  shall  include 
those  received  as  the  Treasurer  of  the  City  of  Philadelphia  ; 
Treasurer   of  the  Sinking  Fund ;   Treasurer  of  the  Board  of 
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City  Trusts  ;  or  any  and  all  moneys  which  he  shall  or  may 
receive  by  virtue  of  his  office,  either  as  agent  or  trustee,  also- 
an  itemized  account  of  all  moneys  paid  to  the  State  on  account 
of  the  City  on  the  days  such  payments  were  made  on  account 
of  the  deposits  in,  drafts  upon  and  balances  remaining  in  the 
several  depositories  at  the  close  of  business,  together  with  the 
source  from  which  said  deposits  shall  have  been  received,  and 
the  cash  in  the  treasury  not  deposited.  When  a  deposit  is 
made  or  entered  on  said  statement  as  having  been  made,  a 
certificate  of  the  depository  receiving,  or  alleged  to  have  re- 
ceived said  deposit,  shall  be  filed  with  said  statement,  certify- 
ing that  the  City  Treasurer  has  that  day  deposited  to  the 
credit  of  the  City  of  Philadelphia  the  amount  therein  set  forth, 
so  that  no  draft  shall  be  made,  nor  any  deposit  omitted,  with- 
out being  brought  directly  to  the  notice  of  the  City  Con- 
troller. 

Sect.  6.  The  Mayor  of  the  City,  the  City  Treasurer,  and 
the  City  Controller,  shall  be  a  standing  Committee,  a  majority 
of  which  shall  have  authority  to  discontinue  and  withdraw 
deposits  in  any  bank  or  banks  which  in  their  judgment,  shall 
not  be  solvent  and  in  good  credit  and  standing,  and  to  deposit 
the  money  taken  therefrom  in  Other  depositories  in  accordance 
with  the  provisions  of  this  ordinance,  Provided,  That  the 
check  or  checks  withdrawing  said  deposit  or  deposits  shall  be 
signed  by  the  City  Treasurer  and  countersigned  by  the  Mayor 
or  City  Controller.  Notice  of  such  discontinuance  and  such 
substitution,  together  with  the  reasons  therefor,  shall  be  com- 
municated by  the  Mayor  to  Councils,  at  the  earliest  date 
practicable. 

Sect.  7.  The  Treasurer  shall  deposit  with  the  fiscal  agent 
of  the  City  the  amount  required  to  pay  the  interest  on  the 
City  debt  not  longer  than  ten  (10)  days  prior  to  the  date  said 
interest  shall  be  due. 

Sect.  8.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  City  Treasurer  to 
transmit  to  each  branch  of  Councils  at  its  first  stated  meeting 
in  each  and  every  month,  the  amount  of  moneys  on  deposit  in 
each  of  the  said  banks,  specifying  to  which  account  said 
moneys  belong. 

Sect.  9,  All  ordinances,  or  parts  of  ordinances,  incon- 
sistent herewith  be,  and  the  same  are  hereby  repealed.

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AN  ORDINANCE 

Granting  permission  to  the  West  Philadelphia  Steam  Heat 
Company  of  Philadelphia  to  lay  pipes  and  conduits  in 
certain  streets. 

Section  1.  The  Select  and  Common  Oouncils  of  the  City 
of  Philadelphia  do  ordain,  That  the  West  Philadelphia  Steam 
Heat  Company  of  Philadelphia  is  hereby  granted  the  right  to 
enter  upon  and  lay,  maintain  and  operate  its  pipes  and  con- 
duits, construct  the  necessary  manholes,  make  all  necessary 
sewer  connections,  and  make  connections  with  such  properties 
whose  owner  or  occupier  consents  thereto,  in  and  under  all 
streets  and  alleys  within  the  limits  and  embracing  all  the  ter- 
ritory bounded  by  Thirty-seventh  street  on  the  east,  by  Fiftieth 
street  on  the  west,  by  Woodland  avenue  on  the  south,  and  by 
Market  street  on  the  north  :  commencing  Forty-second  street 
and  Woodland  avenue,  thence  east  on  Woodland  avenue  to 
Thirty-seventh  street,  thence  on  Thirty-seventh  street  to 
Market,  thence  on  Market  to  Fiftieth  street,  to  Woodland 
avenue,  thence  eastward  on  Woodland  avenue  to  Forty-second 
street,  excepting  Thirty-ninth  street  and  such  portions  of 
Walnut  street  paved  with  sheet  asphaltum,  together  with  right 
to  lay  steam-pipe  for  the  purpose  of  conveying  steam  to  the 
residences  and  buildings  on  all  the  streets  and  avenues  and 
alley  ways  included  within  and  bounded  as  above  described. 
Provided,  that  the  work  of  said  company  shall  be  done  in 
compliance  with  the  rules  and  regulations  of  the  Board  of 
Highway  Supervisors  and  under  the  supervision  and  direction 
of  the  Department  of  Public  Works  :  And  further  provided, 
that  the  maximum  pressure  of  steam  at  the  boilers  or  the 
pipes  shall  not  at  any  time  exceed  thirty  pounds  to  the  square 
inch. 

Sect.  2.  Before  any  work  shall  be  done  under  this  ordi- 
nance the  said  company  shall  file  w^ith  the  City  Solicitor  its 
bond,  with  good  and  sufficient  sureties  in  the  sum  of  twenty- 
five  thousand  (25,000)  dollars,  conditioned  that  it  will  indem- 
nify the  City  and  owners  of  property  against  all  damages 
caused  by  the  construction  or  operation  of  its  works,  and  that 
it  will  comply  with  the  provisions  of  this  ordinance,  also  with 
the  provisions  of  an  ordinance  approved  the  5th  day  of 
August,  1886,  entitled  ''An  Ordinance  regulating  the  con- 
struction of  underground  wires,  electrical  conductors,  conduits, 
14 
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cables  and  tubes  in  the  City  of  Philadelphia,  and  all  ordinances 
passed  or  to  be  passed  relating  to  the  use,  occupation  and 
repair  of  streets  by  companies  laying  conduits  or  pipes  of  any 
kind  thereunder. 

Sect.  3.  The  pipes  of  said  company  shall  be  encased  in 
wooden  logs  bored  to  a  diameter  of  two  inches  larger  than  the 
steam  pipes,  thus  leaving  an  inch  space  between  the  inner 
walls  of  the  logs  and  the  outer  walls  of  the  pipes  carrying  the 
steam ;  or,  at  the  option  of  the  said  company,  said  pipes  may 
be  laid  by  the  inner  or  steam  pipe  being  covered  with  asbestos 
one-fourth  of  an  inch  thick  and  then  encased  in  a  wrought-iron 
pipe,  preserving  an  inch  air-space  between  the  outer  walls  of 
the  asbestos  and  the  inner  walls  of  the  encasing  pipe  and  the 
outer  pipe  being  encased  in  a  composition  of  sawdust,  cement 
and  lime,  forming  a  concrete  of  not  less  than  three  inches  in 
thickness  entirely  surrounding  the  structure ;  and  in  either 
case  the  inner  pipes  carrying  the  steam  shall  be  made  of 
wrought  iron  with  expansion  joints  or  variations  at  a  distance 
of  every  hfty  feet  long.  'I'he  line  of  construction  and  the 
water  drips  to  discharge  condensations  into  the  sewer  shall  be 
placed  at  the  lowest  points  along  said  line.  The  pipes  of  said 
company  shall  be  used  for  steam  heating  and  for  no  other  pur- 
pose, and  its  boilers  and  pipes  shall  be  subject  to  the  inspection 
of  the  Department  of  Public  Safety,  which  shall  have  the  right, 
by  the  proper  officers  of  said  department  as  often  as  they  may 
deem  it  necessary,  to  test  the  boilers  and  pipes  of  said  com- 
pany ;  and  the  pipes  of  said  company  shall,  before  being  laid, 
be  subject  to  a  test  of  not  less  than  two  hundred  and  fifty 
pounds  pressure  to  the  square  inch. 

Sect.  4.  The  said  company  shall  supply  heat  free  of  charge 
to  the  City,  to  all  public  school  houses,  fire  and  police  station 
houses,  patrol  and  other  public  buildings  at  the  present  exist- 
ing or  hereafter  to  be  constructed  within  one  square  of  the 
line  of  its  construction  ;  and  it  is  further  provided  that  the 
authority  and  privilege  herein  granted  shall  cease  and  deter- 
mine unless  the  work  hereby  authorized,  as  well  as  the  plant 
for  furnishing  steam,  shall  be  commenced  within  six  months 
from  the  passage  of  this  ordinance  and  shall  be  completed 
within  three  years  after  such  passage:  And  provided  further, 
that  said  company  shall  pay  into  the  City  Treasury  the  sum 
of  fifty  (50)  dollars  for  printing  this  ordinance.

That  permission  be,  and  the  same 
is  hereby  granted  to  the  Columbia  Electric  Light  Company 
to  extend  its  conduits,  for  the  purpose  of  supplying  electric 
light  and  power,  and  to  make  house  connections  from  the 
same  along  the  following  streets,  viz.  :  On  Fifteenth  street, 
from  Master  street  to  Girard  avenue ;  Sixteenth  street,  from 
Master  street  to  Girard  avenue ;  Seventeenth  street,  from 
Master  street  to  Girard  avenue  ;  Eighteenth  street,  from  Master 
street  to  Girard  avenue ;  and  on  the  east  and  west  side  of 
Broad  street,  from  Columbia  avenue  to  Poplar  street,  and  to 
make  house  connections  along  said  streets. 

The  said  Columbia  Electric  Light  Company  shall  comply 
with  all  the  ordinances  regulating  the  laying,  maintenance 
and  construction  of  underground  wires,  electrical  conductors, 
conduits,  cables  and  tubes,  as  well  as  the  rules  and  regulations 
of  the  Board  of  Highway  Supervisors  relating  thereto,  and 
shall  first  pay  fifty  (50)  dollars  into  the  City  Treasury  for 
printing  this  ordinance.

feet  south  of  the  south  side  of  Hamilton  street,  and  continuing 
westward  of  Twenty-fourth  street  on  said  line  one  hundred 
and  sixteen  feet  to  a  point,  thence  on  a  curve  to  the  eastward 
of  four  hundred  feet  radius  to  a  point  in  Biddle  street  three 
hundred  feet  west  of  Twenty-fourth  street,  thence  northward 
on  a  line  three  hundred  feet  w^est  of  Twenty-fourth  street  to 
the  south  side  of  Spring  Garden  street,  thence  westAvard 
along  the  south  side  of  the  approach  to  Spring  Garden  street 
bridge  to  the  southwest  side  of  Callowhill  street  as  now  con- 
firmed, thence  southeastward  along  the  southwest  side  of 
Callowhill  street  as  confirmed  on  the  City  plan,  to  the  west 
aide  of  Twenty-fourth  street,  thence  southeastward  on  a  line 
parallel  to  and  at  the  distance  of  one  hundred  and  sixty  feet 
from  the  line  first  above  described  to  Filbert  street,  thence 
along  the  north  side  of  Filbert  street  to  Broad  street,  the 
place  of  beginning,  and  to  make  such  revisions  of  lines  and 
elevations  of  contiguous  streets  crossing  the  same  as  may  be 
necessary.

said  contract :  Provided,  That  the  said  contract  shall  contain 
a  clause  that  the  said  sewer  shall  be  completed  in  all  respects 
according  to  the  plans,  specifications,  and  estimates  of  the 
Chief  Engineer  and  Surveyor  for  the  following  sums  or  prices, 
viz :  For  brick  sewer  twenty  (20)  feet  in  diameter,  of  special 
section,  with  concrete  foundation,  per  linear  foot,  including  all 
appurtenances,  the  sum  of  seventy-eight  (78)  dollars  and  thirty- 
four  (34)  cents.  For  brick  sewer  twenty  (20)  feet  in  diame- 
ter, of  special  section,  with  rubble  masonry  foundation,  per 
linear  foot,  including  all  appurtenances,  the  sum  of  seventy- 
eight  (78)  dollars  and  thirty-four  (34)  cents.  For  additional 
rubble  masonry,  in  place,  per  cubic  yard,  including  all  appur- 
tenances, the  sum  of  four  (4)  dollars.  For  additional  brick 
masonry,  in  place,  per  cubic  yard,  including  all  appurte- 
nances, the  sum  of  ten  (10)  dollars.  For  furnishing  and  set- 
ting curved,  cut  granite  curb,  twenty-four  (24)  inches  deep, 
per  linear  foot,  the  sum  of  two  (2)  dollars  and  seventy -five  (75) 
cents.  For  additional  terra- cotta  pipe,  twelve  (12)  inches  in 
diameter,  not  in  concrete,  per  linear  foot,  the  sum  of  one  (1) 
dollar  and  ten  (10)  cents.  For  additional  terra-cotta  pipe, 
fifteen  (15)  inches  in  diameter,  not  in  concrete,  per  linear  foot, 
the  sum  of  one  (1)  dollar  and  thirty-five  (35)  cents.  The 
total  cost  of  the  work  to  be  done  not  to  exceed  the  sum  of 
eighty  thousand  (80,000)  dollars. 

Sect.  2.  That  the  Mayor  is  hereby  authorized  to  enter 
security  on  behalf  of  the  city  to  indemnify  the  owners  of  pri- 
vate property  for  damages  that  may  arise  by  reason  of  the 
construction  of  the  said  sewer.

To  authorize  the  Philadelphia  and  Frankford  Railroad  Com- 
pany to  construct  its  railroad  across  and  under  the  streets  in 
the  Twenty -third  Ward,  of  the  City  of  Philadelphia,  pre- 
scribing certain  conditions  for  such  crossings,  revising 
street  grades  and  otherwise  providing  for  and  securing  said 
construction. 

Section  1.  The  Select  and  Common  Councils  of  the  City 
of  Philadelphia  do  ordain^  That  the  Philadelphia  and  Frank- 
ford  Railroad  Company  be,  and  is  hereby  authorized  to  enter 
upon  and  occupy  any  and  all  streets,  lanes  and  alleys  which 
it  mav  be  necessary  for  its  line  of  railroad  to  pass  over  and 
under  between  a  point  on  the  line  of  the  Philadelpnia,  Newtown 
and  New  York  Railroad  Company,  about  twelve  hundred  (1200) 
feet  south  of  Crescentville  Station,  to  a  point  on  the  west  side 
of  Frankford  road,  between  Unity  street  and  Sellers  street, 
about  one  hundred  and  fifty  (150)  feet  from  the  centre  line  of 
Unity  street :  Provided,  That  nothing  herein  contained  shall 
authorize  the  longitudinal  occupation  of  any  street. 

Section  2.  That  the  route  of  said  railroad  company  shall 
be  substantially  that  which  is  shown  on  the  map  or  plan  now 
presented,  and  which  before  this  ordinance  shall  have  any 
effect  to  confer  the  authority  aforesaid  upon  said  railroad  com- 
pany shall  be  filed  by  it  in  the  Department  of  Public  Works, 
Bureau  of  Surveys,  in  the  City  of  Philadelphia. 

Section  3.  The  Department  of  Public  Works  be,  and  is 
hereby  authorized,  at  the  cost  of  the  railroad  company,  to 
revise  the  lines  and  grades  of  such  streets  along  and  in  the 
vicinity  of  said  railroad  as  are  affected  by  its  location,  and 
shall  make  them  so  as  to  avoid  all  grade  crossings,  providing 
for  either  undergrade  or  overgrade  bridges. 

Section  4.  The  said  railroad  company  shall  construct  their 
road  substantially  as  shown  upon  said  plan,  and  the  Depart- 
ment of  Public  Works,  Bureau  of  Surveys,  shall  have  authority 
to  revise  the  line  to  such  extent  as  may  be  necessary  to  adjust 
the  streets  in  such  manner  as  to  avoid  all  grade  crossings. 

Section  5.  When  streets  heretofore  opened  to  public  use 

shall  be  cut  off  or  diverted,  necessary  outlets  to  other  streets 

must  be  made  at  the  cost  of  the  said  railroad  company,  which 

shall  pay  all  costs  of  changes  appurtenant  thereto.   All  bridges 
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over  streets  heretofore  opened  shall  be  built  at  the  expense  of 
the  said  railroad  company,  as  well  as  the  regrading  or  altera- 
tions resulting  therefrom.  When  ^streets  have  been  laid  down 
on  the  City  plan,  but  not  opened,  the  bridges  hereafter 
required  are  to  be  built  under  or  over  the  railroad.  On 
undedicated  or  unopened  streets  the  cost  of  constructing  all 
necessary  undergrade  or  overgrade  bridges  shall  be  divided 
between  the  railroad  and  the  City,  and  the  railroad  company 
shall  provide  its  share  of  the  cost  of  building  said  bridges 
whenever  and  wherever  they  shall  be  notified  to  do  so  by 
ordinance  of  Councils. 

Section  6.  All  bridges  hereafter  built  to  carry  the  streets 
over  the  railroad  shall  be  maintained  at  the  expense  of  the 
City,  and  all  undergrade  bridges  shall  be  maintained  by  the 
railroad  company,  and  the  railroad  company  shall  keep  their 
road  where  it  crosses  the  line  of  any  street  in  good  order  and 
condition  at  all  times,  and  shall  save  the  City  of  Philadelphia 
harmless,  so  far  as  said  City  may  be  liable  therefor,  from  any 
responsibility  or  liability  that  may  giow  out  of  the  construc- 
tion and  use  of  the  said  railroad  over  and  under  the  streets  as 
aforesaid. 

Section  7.  This  ordinance  shall  not  go  into  effect  until  said 
railroad  company  shall  have  first  paid  into  the  City  Treasury 
the  sum  of  fifty  (50)  dollars  for  printing  the  same.

The  Select  and  Common  Councils  of  the  City 
of  Philadelphia  do  ordain,  That  the  Philadelphia  and  Bustle- 
ton  Railroad  Company  be,  and  is  hereby  authorized  to  enter 
upon  and  occupy  any  and  all  streets,  lanes  and  alleys  which 
it  may  be  necessary  for  its  line  of  railroad  to  pass  over  and 
under,  beginning  at  a  point  in  the  Thirty-third  Ward  near 
Front  street  and  Erie  avenue,  thence  in  a  northeasterly  direc- 
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tion  to  a  point  in  the  Thirty-fifth  Ward,  at  or  near  the  jnne- 
tion  of  Hoff  and  Boileau  streets  :  Provided,  That  nothing^ 
herein  contained  shall  authorize  the  longitudinal  occupation  of 
any  streets. 

Section  2.  That  the  route  of  said  railroad  company  shall 
be  substantiall}^  that  which  is  shown  on  the  map  or  plan  now 
presented,  and  which,  before  this  ordinance  shall  have  any 
effect  to  confer  the  authority  aforesaid  upon  said  railroad 
company,  shall  be  filed  by  it  in  the  office  of  the  Department 
of  Public  Works  (Bureau  of  Surveys)  of  the  City  of  Phila- 
delphia. 

Section  3.  The  Department  of  Public  Works  be,  and  is- 
hereby  authorized,  at  the  cost  of  the  railroad  company,  to- 
revise  the  lines  and  grades  of  such  streets  along  and  in  the- 
vicinity  of  said  railroad  as  are  affected  by  its  location,  and 
shall  make  them  so  as  to  avoid  all  grade  crossings,  providing: 
for  either  undergrade  or  overgrade  bridges. 

Section  4.  When  streets  heretofore  opened  to  public  use 
shall  be  cut  off  or  diverted,  necessary  outlets  to  other  streets 
must  be  made  at  the  cost  of  the  railroad  company,  w^hich  shall 
pay  all  cost  of  changes  appurtenant  thereto.  All  bridges 
over  streets  heretofore  opened  shall  be  built  at  the  expense  of 
the  said  railroad  company,  as  well  as  the  regrading  or  altera- 
tions resulting  therefrom.  When  streets  have  been  laid  down; 
on  the  City  plan,  but  not  opened,  the  bridges  hereafter 
required  are  to  be  built  under  or  over  the  railroad.  On 
undedicated  or  unopened  streets  the  cost  of  constructing  all 
necessary  undergrade  or  overgrade  bridges  shall  be  divided 
between  the  railroad  and  the  City,  and  the  railroad  company 
shall  provide  its  share  of  the  cost  of  building  said  bridges 
whenever  and  wherever  they  shall  be  notified  to  do  so  by 
ordinance  of  Councils. 

Section  5.  All  bridges  hereafter  built  to  carry  the  streets 
over  the  railroad  shall  be  maintained  at  the  expense  of  the 
City,  and  all  undergrade  bridges  shall  be  maintained  by  the 
railroad  company,  and  the  railroad  company  shall  keep  their 
road  where  it  crosses  the  line  of  any  street  in  good  order  and 
condition  at  all  times,  and  shall  save  the  City  of  Philadelphia, 
harmless,  so  far  as  said  city  may  be  liable  therefor,  from  any 
responsibility  or  liability  that  may  grow  out  of  the  construc- 
tion and  the  use  of  the  said  railroad  over  or  under  the  streets 
as  aforesaid. 
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Section  6.  This  ordinance  shall  not  go  into  effect  until 
said  railroad  company  shall  have  first  paid  into  the  City 
Treasury  the  sum  of  fifty  (50)  dollars  for  printing  the  same.

Section  1.  The  Select  and  Common  Councils  of  the  City 
&f  Philadelphia  do  ordain.  That  the  Pneumatic  Transit  Com- 
pany is  hereby  authorized  to  lay  and  maintain  pneumatic  tubes 
or  pipes,  and  to  lay  with  said  tubes  ©r  pipes,  wires  for  elec- 
trical conductors  for  the  uses  of  saiH  company,  in  Walnut 
street,  from  Front  street  to  Eighteenth  street ;  Chestnut  street, 
from  Front  street  to  Twenty-fifth  street ;  Market  street,  from 
Delaware  avenue  to  Juniper  street ;  thence  northward  on  the 
side  of  Juniper  street  to  Filbert  street ;  thence  on  side  of  Fil- 
bert street  to  Merrick  street;  thence  southward  on  side  of 
Merrick  street  to  Market  street ;  thence  westward  on  Market 
street  to  Eighteenth  street ;  on  Arch  street,  from  Front  street 
to  Eighteenth  street ;  Race  street,  from  Front  street  to  Eight- 
eenth street ;  Front  street,  from  Walnut  street  to  Race  street ; 
Third  street,  from  Walnut  street  to  Race  street ;  Sixth  street, 
from  Market  street  to  Race  street ;  Eighth  street,  from  Walnut 
street  to  Race  street ;  Twelfth  street,  from  Walnut  street  to 
Race  street;  Fifteenth  street,  from  Walnut  street  to  iUce 
street ;  Eighteenth  street,  from  Walnut  street  to  Race  street. 
Also,  with  the  right  to  lay  and  maintain  branches  or  connec- 
tions with  the  main  tubes  connecting  said  tubes  with  the  U.S. 
Post  Office  and  Sub-Post  Offices,  and  with,  buildings  and  places 
of  business  along  the  lines  thereof  for  the  transmission  of  mail 
matter  and  packages,  messages,  merchandise,  and  for  like 
commercial  purposes. 

And  the  said  company  shall  also  have  the  right  to  construct 
the  switches  and  appliances,  manholes,  etc.,  necessary  in  the 
operation  and  management  of  said  system. 

The  said  tubes,  branches,  connections,  switches,  and  other 
parts  shall  be  laid  and  constructed  in  such  manner  as  shall  be 
satisfactory  to  the  Department  of  Public  Works,  and  in  accord- 
ance with  plans  to  be  approved  by  the  Director  of  said  De- 
partment ;  and  the  said  company  shall  in  each  case  where  the 
streets  are  torn  up  restore  the  streets  to  the  same  condition  in 
which  they  were  found.  The  work  of  laying  said  conduits 
hei-ein  authorized  shall  be  begun  within  six  months  after  the 
approviil   of  this  ordinance,   and  completed  within   two  years 
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from  said  approval ;  and  should  the  said  conduits  not  be  laid 
within  the  said  two  years  on  any  of  the  streets  herein  author- 
ized, the  right  to  lay  the  same  shall  cease  and  determine.  And 
the  gi  anting  of  the  right  to  said  company  shall  not  be  con- 
strued as  giving  them  the  exclusive  use  of  any  street  for  the 
purpose  of  laying  conduits  therein. 

The  said  company  shall  first  enter  security  in  the  sum  of 
:five  thousand  (5,000)  dollars  in  form  to  be  approved  by  the 
City  Solicitor,  to  indemnify  the  city  against  loss  or  damage 
it  mio-ht  sustain  by  reason  of  said  construction,  and  for  the 
performance  of  all  and  every  the  conditions  of  this  ordinance. 

The  City  of  Philadelphia  reserves  the  right  to  impose  an 
equitable  license  fee  for  all  commercial  business,  exclusive  of 
the  business  with  the  United  States  Government. 

The  rights  and  privileges  hereby  granted  shall  be  revocable 
at  any  time  after  a  year  from  the  completion  of  said  work,  by 
the  passage  of  an  ordinance  to  that  effect ;  and  the  tubes  and 
appliances  shall  be  removed  by  said  company,  unless  the 
United  States  Post  Office  Department  shall  adopt  said  system 
and  commence  its  use  in  this  city. 

The  company  shall  pay  into  the  City  Treasury  the  sum  of 
fifty  dollars,  to  pay  for  printing  this  ordinance,  before  the 
privileges  hereby  given  shall  become  available  :  Provided,  The 
said  Pneumatic  Transit  Company  shall  first  enter  into  an 
agreement  with  the  Mayor  of  the  City  to  transmit  all  official 
matter  for  the  Departments  of  the  City  free  of  charge.

(5,000)  dollars  be,  and  the  same  is  hereby  appropriated  to 
new  Item  4J  in  the  annual  appropriation  to  the  Department 
of  Public  Works  (Bureau  of  Highways)  for  the  year  1892,  for 
stoning  Pine  road,  from  Second  street  turnpike  northeast  as  far 
as  it  will  go,  in  the  Thirty-fifth  Ward.  The  said  work  to  be 
done  in  accordance  with  specifications  to  be  prepared  by  the 
Department  of  Public  Works  :  Proinded,  That  the  same  shall 
not  affect  the  liability  of  the  property  owners  bounding  on 
said  street  to  pay  for  the  permanent  improvements  thereon 
when  the  same  shall  be  made.

Section  1.  The  Select  and  Common  Councils  of  the  City 
of  Philadelphia  do  ordain.  That  the  Director  of  the  Depart- 
ment of  Public  Works  is  hereby  authorized  to  notify  the  pas- 
senger railway  companies  having  tracks  upon  the  streets  here- 
inafter named  to  repave  the  same  from  curb  to  rail  with  granite 
or  such  other  stone  blocks  as  shall  be  approved  by  the  Director 
of  the  Department  of  Public  Works,  in  accordance  with  the 
provisions  of  Section  4  of  an  ordinance  entitled  "An  Ordi- 
nance to  regulate  passenger  railways,"  approved  July  7, 1857 : 
Provided,  That  the  said  streets  are,  in  his  opinion,  in  such 
condition  of  repair  that  they  need  repaving,  and  that  if  the 
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said  passenger  railway  companies  refuse  or  neglect  to  begin 
the  work  of  repaying  within  ten  days  of  the  date  of  his  notice, 
the  said  Director  is  hereby  authorized  to  pole  oif  said  streets 
until  the  work  is  begun  by  said  passenger  railway  companies, 
and  repole  off  any  of  said  streets  whenever  the  company  or 
companies  discontinue  the  work,  viz : 

Second  and  Third  Streets  Passenger  Railway  Company — 
Third  street,  from  Arch  to  Noble  street ;  Second  street,  from 
Callowhill  to  Green  street.  Ridge  Avenue  Passenger  Railway 
Company — Ridge  avenue,  from  Vine  to  Mt.  Vernon  street. 
Hestonville,  Mantua,  and  Fairmount  Passenger  Radway  Com- 
pany— Vine  street,  from  Third  to  Marshall  street ;  Race  street, 
from  Fifth  to  Seventh  street.  Lombard  and  South  Streets 
Passenger  Railway  Company — South  street,  from  Fourth  to 
Fifth  street ;  Walnut  street,  from  Thirty-fourth  to  Thirty- 
sixth  street,  from  curb  to  rail,  with  refined  Trinidad  Lake 
Asphaltum,  wdth  broken  stone  base  and  binder.  Frankford 
and  Southwark  Passenger  Railway  Company — Fifth  street, 
from  Chestnut  to  Lombard  street,  and  from  Race  to  Vine 
street ;  Sixth  street,  from  Chestnut  to  Pine  street,  and  from 
Race  to  Vine  street.  Lehigh  Avenue  Passenger  Railway 
Company — Lehigh  avenue,  on  north  side,  from  Thirteenth 
street  to  Park  avenue.  Citizens'  Passenger  Railway  Com- 
pany— Tenth  street,  from  Walnut  to  Spruce  street,  and  from 
Race  to  Vine  street;  Eleventh  street,  from  Arch  to  Race 
street,  and  from  Walnut  to  Locust  street.  People's  Passenger 
Railway  Company — Callowhill  street,  from  Fourth  to  Sixth 
street.  Germantown  Passenger  Railway  Company — Girard 
avenue,  from  Broad  to  Twelfth  street.  Green  and  Coates 
Streets  Passenger  Railway  Company — Fourth  street,  from 
Chestnut  to  Cypress  street ;  Eighth  street,  from  Locust  to 
Pine  street,  and  from  Callowhill  to  Spring  Garden  street. 
West  Philadelphia  Passenger  Railway  Company — Market 
street,  from  Thirty-third  to  Thirty-seventh  street.  Phila- 
delphia City  Passenger  Railway  Company — Chestnut  street, 
from  Eighteenth  to  TAventy-first  street ;  Walnut  street,  from 
Fifth  to  Eighth  street.  Union  Passenger  Railway  Company — 
Seventh  street,  from  South  to  Catharine  street ;  Ninth  street, 
from  Spruce  to  Catharine  street ;  Spring  Garden  street,  from 
Seventh  to  Broad  street.  Continental  Passenger  Railway 
Company — Filbert  street,  from  Eleventh  to  Juniper  street ; 
Sansom  street,  from  Twelfth  to  Broad  street ;  Eighteenth 
street,  from    Chestnut    to    Filbert    street.      Seventeenth    and 
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Nineteenth  Streets  Passenger  Railway  Company — Seven- 
teenth street,  from  Arch  to  Race  street ;  Nineteenth  street, 
from  Market  to  Cherry  street.  Empire  Passenger  Railway 
Company — Twelfth  street,  from  Race  to  Vine  street,  and  from 
AValnut  to  Spruce  street ;  Sixteenth  street,  from  Filbert  to 
Arch  street ;  Carpenter  street,  from  Sixteenth  to  Seventeenth 
street,  Philadelphia  and  Gray's  Ferry  Passenger  Railway 
Company — Spruce  street,  from  Seventh  to  Eighth  street; 
Pine  street,  from  Second  to  Fourth  street.  Catharine  and 
Bainbridge  Streets  Passenger  Railway  Company — Bainbridge 
street,  from  Fifth  to  Sixth  street.  Thirteenth  and  Fifteenth 
Streets  Passenger  Railway  Company — Thirteenth  street,  from 
Arch  to  Vine  street,  and  from  Locust  to  Spruce  street ;  Fif- 
teenth street,  from  Filbert  to  Vine  street ;  Carpenter  street, 
from  Broad  to  Fifteenth  street. 

Sect.  2.  The  Director  of  the  Department  of  Public  Works 
is  hereby  authorized  to  construct  sewers,  lay  or  relay  gas  or 
water-pipe  in  any  of  the  said  streets  wherever  the  same  may 
be  necessary  ;  said  sewers  to  be  built  in  accordance  with  the 
Ordinance  of  May  12,  1869,  regulating  the  construction  of 
sewers  ;  any  excess  over  and  above  the  assessments  provided 
for  in  Ordinance  of  April  8,  1868,  to  be  charged  to  Item  20, 
Section  7,  of  the  ordinance  making  an  appropriation  to  the 
Department  of  Public  Works  for  the  year  1892,  and  the  cost 
of  laying  or  relaying  of  the  gas-pipe  shall  be  charged  to  Item 
7,  Section  3,  and  of  the  laying  or  relaying  of  the  water-pipe 
to  Item  8,  Section  8,  of  the  same  ordinance.  All  ordinances 
or  parts  of  ordinances  inconsistent  herewith  be,  and  the  same 
are,  hereby  repealed.

AN  ORDINANCE 

To  authorize  the  construction  of  the  Philadelphia  and  North- 
ern Railroad  across  and  under  the  streets  of  the  City  of 
Philadelphia. 

Section.  1.    The  Select  and  Common  Councils  of  the  City 
of    Philadelphia    do    ordain,     That    the    Philadelphia    and 
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Northern  Railroad  Company  be,  and  is  hereby  authorized  to 
enter  upon  and  occupy  any  and  all  streets,  lanes  and  alleys 
which  it  may  be  necessary  for  the  line  of  its  railroad  to  pass 
over  and  under  between  a  point  of  connection  with  the  rail- 
road of  the  Philadelphia,  Germantown  and  Norristown  Hail-  ' 
road  Company  at  or  near  Duncannon  street,  to  a  point  at  or 
near  the  intersection  of  Sharpnack  street  and  the  City  Line, 
in  the  Twenty-second  Ward  of  the  City  of  Philadelphia : 
Provided^  That  nothing  herein  contained  shall  authorize  the 
longitudinal  occupation  of  any  streets.- 

Sect.  2.  That  the  route  of  said  railroad  company  shall  be 
substantially  that  which  is  shown  on  the  map  or  plan  now 
presented,  and  which,  before  this  ordinance  shall  have  any 
offect  to  confer  the  authority  aforesaid  upon  said  railroad 
company,  shall  be  filed  by  it  in  the  office  of  the  Department 
of  Public  Works  (Bureau  of  Surveys),  of  the  City  of  Phila- 
delphia. 

Sect.  3.  That  the  Department  of  Public  Works  be,  and  is 
hereby  authorized  at  the  cost  of  the  railroad  company,  to 
revise  the  lines  and  grades  on  the  City  plan  of  such  streets 
along  and  in  the  vicinity  of  the  said  railroad  as  are  affected 
by  its  location,  and  shall  make  them  so  as  to  avoid  all  grade 
crossings,  providing  for  either  undergrade  or  overgrade  bridges. 

Sect.  4.  When  streets  heretofore  opened  to  public  use 
shall  be  cut  off  or  diverted,  necessary  outlets  to  other  streets 
must  be  made  at  the  cost  of  the  said  railroad  company,  which 
shall  pay  all  cost  of  changes  appurtenant  thereto ;  all  bridges 
over  streets  heretofore  opened  shall  be  built  at  the  expense  of 
the  said  railroad  company  as  well  as  the  regrading  or  altera- 
tions resulting  therefrom.  When  streets  have  been  laid  down 
on  the  City  plan  but  not  opened,  the  bridges  hereafter  required 
are  to  be  built  under  or  over  the  railroad.  On  undedicated 
or  unopened  streets,  the  cost  of  constructing  all  necessary 
undergrade  or  overgrade  streets  shall  be  divided  between  the 
railroad  company  and  the  City,  and  the  railroad  company 
shall  provide  its  share  of  the  cost  of  building  said  bridges 
whenever  and  wherever  they  shall  be  notified  to  do  so  by 
ordinance  of  Councils. 

Sect.  5.  All  bridges  hereafter  built  to  carry  the  streets  over 
the  railroad,  shall  be  maintained  at  the  expense  of  the  City, 
and  all  undergrade  bridges  shall  be  maintained  by  the  railroad 
company ;  and  the   railroad  company   shall   keep  their  road, 
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where  it  crosses  the  line  of  any  street,  in  good  order  and  con- 
dition at  all  times,  and  shall  save  the  City  of  Philadelphia 
harmless,  so  far  as  said  City  may  be  liable  therefore,  from  any 
damages  arising  to  public  or  private  property  for  changes  of 
lines  or  grades  made  pursuant  to  the  authority  of  this  ordin- 
ance, and  from  any  responsibility  or  liability  that  may  grow 
out  of  the  construction  and  use  of  the  said  railroad  over  or 
under  the  streets  as  aforesaid.  This  ordinance  shall  not  go 
into  eflFect  until  said  railroad  company  shall  have  first  paid  into 
the  City  Treasury  the  sum  of  fifty  (50)  dollars  for  printing 
the  same.

said  street.

That  the  said  company  shall  file  in  the 
proper  office  of  the  City  a  binding  agreement  satisfactory  to 
the  City  Solicitor,  that  it  shall  be  subject  to  all  the  laws  and 
ordinances  now  existing,  and  that  shall  hereafter  be  enacted, 
controlling,  governing,  and  taxing  passenger  railways  in  the 
City  of  Philadelphia  under  laws  previous  to  the  act  of  1889.

The  Select  and  Common  Councils  of  the  City 
of  Philadelphia  do  ordain,  That  permission  be,  and  is  hereby 
granted  to  the  Pneumatic  Fire  Alarm  Telegraph  Company  to 
cross  the  highways  of  the  City  of  Philadelphia  with  its  wires 
for  connection  to  buildings  and  its  central  station  with  the 
Electrical  Bureau  :  Provided,  a  permit  shall  first  be  obtained 
from  the  Electrical  Bureau.  The  Director  of  the  Department  of 
Public  Safety  is  hereby  authorized  to  permit  the  said  The  Pneu- 
matic Fire  Alarm  Telegraph  Company  to  connect  their  central 
station  with  the  operating  room  of  the  Electrical  Bureau,  and 
to  maintain  such  connection  only  for  so  long  a  time,  as  in  the 
judgment  of  the  Director  of  the  Department  of  Public  Safety 
it  shall  be  for  the  best  interest  of  the  City ;  and  the  said 
Pneumatic  Fire  Alarm  Telegraph  Company  shall  remove  its 
wires,  and  fixtures  and  instruments  from  the  said  Electrical 
Bureau  within  ten  days  after  notice  to  make  such  removal 
shall  have  been  given  the  said  company  by  the  Director  of  the 
Department  of  Public  Safety.  Should  the  company  fail  to 
make  such  removal,  the  said  Director  shall  have  the  right  to 
do  so  at  the  expense  of  said  Pneumatic  Fire  Alarm  Telegraph 
Company.     The  privileges  hereby  granted  may  be  revoked  by 
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Councils  at  any  time,  by  the  passage  of  an  ordinance  to  that 
effect,  and  the  said  privileges  shall  be  exercised  and  main- 
tained, subject  to  the  approval  of  the  Electrical  Bureau,  and 
any  violation  of  the  terms  of  this  ordinance  by  the  said 
Pneumatic  Fire  Alarm  Telegraph  Company  shall  work  a  for- 
feiture of  the  privileges  herein  contained  :  Provided,  That  the 
said  Pneumatic  Fire  Alarm  Telegraph  Company  shall  place 
fire  alarm  boxes  in  such  school  buildings,  store  houses  and 
stables  in  the  vicinity  of  their  lines,  and  connect  the  same 
with  their  central  office,  without  cost  to  the  City,  as  may  be 
ordered  by  the  Director  of  the  I>epartment  of  Public  Safety, 
and  the  said  Pneumatic  Fire  Alarm  Telegraph  Company  shall 
give  a  bond  in  the  sum  of  ten  thousand  (10,000)  dollars  to  be 
approved  by  the  City  Solicitor  for  the  faithful  compliance 
Avith  the  provisions  of  this  ordinance,  as  well  as  to  protect  the 
City  from  any  loss  or  damage,  or  from  any  claims  for  loss  or 
damage  that  may  arise  from  the  exercise  of  any  or  all  of  the 
privileges  granted  by  this  ordinance :  Provided  also,  That  the 
said  company  in  consideration  of  the  privileges  hereby 
granted  shall  promptly  pay  any  and  all  license  charges 
and  permit  fees  now  imposed  by  the  City  ordinances  upon 
poles,  wires  and  fixtures,  and  all  attachments,  or  here- 
after to  be  imposed  :  And  provided,  further.  That  before  The 
Pneumatic  Fire  Alarm  Telegraph  Company  shall  exercise 
any  of  the  privileges  hereby  granted  it  shall  pay  the  sum 
of  fifty  (50)  dollars  into  the  City  Treasury  for  the  expense  of 
printing  this  ordinance.

Whereas,  By  an  Act  of  the   General  Assembly  of  the 

Commonwealth  of  Pennsylvania,  approved  on  the   Twentieth 

day  'of  May,  A.    D.,   1891,    cities  of  the  first   class   were 

authorized  and  empowered  to  sell  at  public  sale,  and  convey  in 
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fee  simple  any  and  all  real  estate  purchased  or  acquired  as 
public  landings,  or  any  parts  thereof,  whenever  such  public 
landings  or  parts  thereof,  have  ceased  to  be  used  or  are  useless 
for  the  purposes  originally  intended,  and  the  Mayor  of  such 
cities  is  authorized  to  execute  and  deliver  the  necessary  deeds 
and  other  writings  to  carry  out  the  purposes  of  this  act : 
Provided^  All  such  sales  or  sale  and  conveyances  shall  first  be 
authorized  by  ordinance  of  Councils. 

And,  Whereas,  Those  portions  of  the  piece  of  ground 
originally  acquired  as  a  public  landing  (and  hereafter  more 
particularly  described),  situate  in  the  Eighteenth  Ward  of  the 
City  of  Philadelphia,  and  upon  which  are  some  old  sheddings, 
have  ceased  to  be  useful  for  the  purposes  originally  intended, 
and  it  is  deemed  advisable  and  for  the  best  interests  of  the 
City  that  the  same  should  be  sold  :   Therefore, 

Section  1.  The  Select  and  Common  Councils  of  the  City 
of  Philadelphia  do  ordain^  That  the  Mayor  and  Director  of 
Public  Works  are  hereby  authorized  and  empowered  to  expose 
to  public  sale,  and  sell  and  convey  in  fee  simple  to  the  highest 
responsible  bidder,  all  that  certain  lot  or  piece  of  ground 
situate  in  the  Eighteenth  Ward  of  the  City  of  Philadelphia, 
bounded  and  described  as  follows  :  Beginning  at  a  point  where 
the  centre  line  of  Lehigh  street  (now  York)  extended  intersects 
the  southeast  side  of  Bank  street  (now  Beach,  as  the  same  was 
intended  to  be  opened)  and  on  the  northeast  line  of  a  certain 
property  occupied  by  I.  P.  Morris  &  Co.'s  Machine  shop  ; 
thence  by  the  line  of  the  said  I.  P.  Morris  &  Co.  south  46°

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That  the  shearing  strength  of  a  rivet  in  a  composite  joint 
made  of  iron  rivets  and  steel  plates  shall  not  be  considered  in 
excess  of  forty  thousand  (40,000)  pounds.  Take  the  lowest 
of  the  percentages,  as  found  by  formula  (A)  and  (B),  and 
apply  that  percentage  as  the  value  of  the  seam  in  the  follow- 
ing formula  (C),  which  determines  the  strength  of  the  longi- 
tudinal seams.  And  to  add  to  the  end  of  Section  2  the

That  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the 
Department  of  Public  Works  (Bureau  of  Highways),  to  receive 
reports  from  the  Highway  Inspectors  of  such  sidewalks  on 
rural  or  suburban  property  along  streets  that  have  been  graded 
by  ordinance  of  Councils  that  are  used  for  pedestrian  travel, 
and  are  in  a  condition  dangerous  or  impedimental  to  public 
travel,  or  in  a  condition  in  any  way  injurious  to  the  proper 
care  of  the  highways — and  on  the  receipt  of  such  report  from 
the  inspectors,  the  Department  of  Public  Works  shall  notify 
owners  so  offending  to  place  their  sidewalks  in  proper  con- 
dition within  such  periods  as  may  seem  reasonable  to  the 
Department  in  each  case.

Clearfield  streets  with  Sedgley  avenue ;  paving  market  plots 
on  Callowhill  street,  from  Fourth  to  Seventh  street ;  grading 
Ehawn  street,  including  the  necessary  drains,  from  Second 
street  pike  to  Bustleton  pike  ;  grading  G  street,  including 
the  necessary  drains,  as  an  approach  to  bridge  over  the 
Pennsylvania  Railroad ;  grading  Leverington  avenue,  from 
Pechin  to  Hamilton  street ;  grading  Shawmont  avenue,  in- 
cluding necessary  drains,  irom  Ridge  avenue  to  River  road ; 
grading  G  street,  including  the  necessary  drains,  from  Alle- 
gheny avenue  to  Venango  street ;  grading  Tulip  street,  from 
Venango  street  to  260  feet  northward ;  grading  Wissahickon 
avenue,  from  Rittenhouse  to  Johnson  street ;  constructing 
drain  across  Mill  street,  near  Chew  street ;  regrading  and  re- 
paving  with  vitrified  paving  bricks  Palethorp  street,  from  Cam- 
bria to  Somerset  street ;  necessary  work  to  abolish  grade 
crossings  on  the  line  of  the  Philadelphia  and  Trenton  Railroad 
at  Comly,  Longshore,  W\ashington  and  Unruh  streets.  The 
deficiency  in  the  amount  appropriated  to  complete  the  work  of 
abolishing  said  grade  crossings  shall  be  taken  from  Item  6,  in 
the  annual  appropriation  to  said  Bureau  of  Highways  :  Pro- 
vided, That  the  additional  sum  over  and  above  the  amount 
already  set  aside  by  ordinance,  for  said  work  of  paving,  grading 
etc.,  shall  not  exceed  thirty-thousand  (30,000)  dollars.  The 
contracts  for  said   work  in  all    cases  to   be    entered  into  for 
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tlic  amount  of  existing  bids  without  dividing  the  work 
inchided  in  the  respective  ordinances  where  the  bid  has  been 
made  in  accordance  with  the  proposal  to  cover  all  the  work 
provided  for  in  the  ordinance.  All  ordinances  or  parts  of 
ordinances  inconsistent  herewith  be,  and  the  same  are  hereby 
repealed.

fourth  street,  between  Spruce  and  Walnut  streets ;  across 
Locust  street,  between  Thirty-third  and  Thirty-fourth  streets  ; 
across  Spruce  street,  between  Thirty-fourth  and  Thirty-sixth 
streets  ;  across  Thirty-sixth  street  between  Woodland  avenue 
and  Pine  street ;  across  Pine  street,  between  Thirty-sixth 
street  and  Woodland  avenue.  The  said  pipes  to  be  used  for 
connecting  the  central  light  and  heat  station  of  the  said  Uni- 
versity with  their  various  buildings.  The  said  work  shall  be 
done  under  the  direction  and  with  the  approval  of  the  Direc- 
tor of  the  Department  of  Public  Works.  Before  exercising  any 
of  the  privileges  under  this  ordinance  the  said  Trustees  of 
the  University  of  Pennsylvania  shall  first  enter  into  a  written 
agreement  to  replace  any  portion  of  the  pavements  disturbed, 
and  to  keep  the  same  in  good  repair  for  one  year  after  the 
completion  of  the  said  work.  Provided,  That  the  said  Trus- 
tees of  the  University  of  Pennsylvania  first  pay  into  the  City 
Treasury  the  sum  of  fifty  (50)  dollars  for  the  publication  of 
this  ordinance.

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AN  ORDINANCE 

To  authorize  the  Department  of  Public  Works  to  advertise  for 
proposals,  and  award  a  contract  for  the  erection  of  a  filter 
plant  at  Belmont  Pumping  Station,  under  certain  conditions. 

Section  1.  The  Select  and  Common  Councils  of  the  City 
of  JPhiladelphia  do  ordain,  That  the  Department  of  Public 
Works  be  authorized  to  advertise  for  proposals  for  the  erection 
of  a  filter  plant  at  Belmont  Pumping  Station,  and  to  award 
the  contract  to  the  lowest  and  best  bidder,  under  terms,  con- 
ditions and  restrictions  hereinafter  named. 

Sect.  2.  The  filter  plant  to  be  erected  under  the  authority 
of  this  ordinance  shall  be  constructed  under  plans  and  specifi- 
cations to  be  approved  by  the  Director  of  the  Department  of 
Public  Works,  which  specifications  shall,  among  other  things, 
contain  the  following,  viz  : 

First.  The  proposals  submitted  must  be  :  For  establishing 
a  filter  plant  complete  (including  all  foundations,  filters,  filter 
beds,  machinery,  piping,  pumps,  steam  boilers,  engines,  and 
all  other  necessary  appliances  for  a  complete  filter  plant  ready 
for  operation,  in  accordance  with  plans  and  specifications  to 
be  approved  by  the  Director  of  the  Department)  for  a  net 
amount. 

Second.  The  contractor  shall  agree  to  furnish  all  materials 
and  labor  for  running,  operating  and  maintaining  the  plant 
for  a  period  of  twelve  months'  actual  service,  under  the  super- 
vision and  inspection  of  an  officer  of  the  Bureau  of  Water,  for 
a  net  amount. 

Third.  The  plan  shall  have  a  capacity  for  filtering  twenty 
(20)  million  gallons  in  twenty-four  hours  ;  it  shall  be  erected 
upon  ground  to  be  furnished  by  the  City  ;  and  all  material 
and  workmanship  shall  be  subject  to  the  approval  of  the 
Director  of  Public  Works. 

Fourth.  The  following  general  conditions  and  standards 
must  be  fully  complied  with,  viz  : 

"A."  The  depth  of  the  filter  bed  shall  not  be  less  than 
four  (4)  feet,  n,nd  may  be  composed  of  sharp  sea  sand,  sea  sand 
and  coke,  or  prepared  quartz. 

"  B."  The  rate  of  filtration  must  not  at  any  time  exceed 
two  and  one-half  (2J)  gallons  per  square  foot  of  filtering  sur- 
face per  minute. 
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"  C."  The  quantity  of  water  required  to  wash  the  filter 
plant  shall  not  exceed  on  an  average  three  (3)  per  cent,  of 
water  filtered,  if  filtered  water  be  used. 

"  D."  The  standard  of  purity  to  be  guaranteed  must  be  as 
follows,  namely  :  All  odor,  color  and  impurities  in  suspension 
must  be  removed ;  the  albuminoid  ammonia  in  the  filtered 
water  must  not  exceed  0.10  parts  in  one  million;  the  free 
ammonia  must  not  exceed  0.015  parts  in  one  million.  The 
number  of  microbes  in  the  filtered  water  must  not  exceed 
one  hundred  (100)  colonies  per  cubic  centimeter,  and  none  of 
the  coagulent  or  other  purifying  agent  used  shall  be  left  in  the 
filtered  water. 

Fifth.  The  general  arrangement  and  location  of  plant  and 
the  manner  of  connecting  with  the  pumping  machinery  as  well 
as  the  immediate  connections  with  the  pumping  mains  shall 
be  done  subject  to  the  approval  of  the  Director  of  Public 
Works.  All  buildings  necessary  for  the  protection  of  the 
plant  shall  be  constructed  by  the  Bureau  of  Water,  at  such 
time  and  of  such  material  and  design  as  the  Director  of  the 
Department  of  Public  Works  may  determine. 

Sixth.  A  guarantee  shall  be  given  for  three  (3)  years  as  to 
the  total  cost  per  million  gallons  for  the  running  expenses  of 
the  filter  plant  per  annum,  the  same  to  cover  all  labor  required 
in  operating  the  plant,  cost  of  coagulent,  cost  of  fuel  to  operate 
the  pumps  in  forcing  the  water  to  the  filter  plant  (if  a  gravity 
filter)  and  the  cost  of  fuel  to  operate  the  pumps  in  overcoming 
the  back  pressure  in  connection  with  a  pressure  filter  plant. 

Seventh.  The  City  desires  to  secure  the  best  filter  plant, 
and  in  comparing  the  several  bids,  consideration  will  be  given 
to  the  first  cost,  durability,  cost  of  maintenance,  responsibility 
and  facilities  of  the  biiders,  and  the  record  of  the  particular 
type  in  actual  service,  and  all  parties  bidding  must  be  able  to 
refer  to  some  large  plants  that  have  been  in  practical  operation, 
and  that  will  prove  the  standard  and  quality  of  the  filtration 
they  propose  to  furnish,  so  that  experts  appointed  by  the 
Director  of  the  Department  of  Public  Works  may  determine 
by  a  practical  examination  whether  the  specifications  can  be 
complied  with. 

Eighth.  No  money  shall  be  paid  on  account  of  the  filter 
plant  until  after  it  shall  have  been  accepted  by  the  Director 
of  the  Department  of  Public  Works. 
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Ninth.  A  condition  of  the  contract  will  be  that  if  the  filter 
plant  should  prove  deficient  in  the  requirements  of  these  speci- 
fications, the  Director  of  the  Department  of  Public  Works 
shall  have  power  to  reject  the  same,  and  the  contractor  will 
be  required  to  remove  all  parts  thereof  upon  due  notice,  and 
restore  the  grounds  to  their  former  condition.  Should  the 
contractor  not  remove  the  filter  plant  within  three  (o)  months 
after  he  shall  have  been  notified  in  writing  by  the  Director  of 
the  Department  of  Public  Works  that  he  refuses  to  accept 
the  same,  the  Director  may,  at  his  option,  remove  the  filter 
plant,  sell  it,  and  out  of  the  proceeds  reimburse  the  City  of 
Philadelphia  for  all  expenses  and  damages,  or  he  may  proceed 
against  the  bondsmen  of  the  contractor. 

Sect.  3.  The  proposal  for  the  work  shall  state  the  time  for 
completing  the  entire  filtering  plant  for  use  by  the  City,  which 
time  shall  be  guaranteed ;  and  in  the  event  of  failure  to  com- 
plete the  same  at  the  time  specified  the  contractor  shall  forfeit 
the  sum  of  ten  (10)  dollars  per  day  for  each  day's  delay  in 
completing  the  same,  not  as  a  penalty,  but  as  liquidation  of 
damages  for  non-completion  of  work  on  time.  The  contract 
and  sureties  shall  be  subject  to  the  approval  of  Councils: 
Provided,  That  if  proposals  submitted  under  this  ordinance 
shall  contain  any  information,  or  suggest  any  advantages  not 
herein  set  forth,  then,  in  such  case,  the  Director  of  the  Depart- 
ment of  Public  Works  is  hereby  fully  authorized  and  empowered 
to  adopt  them  as  he  may  deem  to  the  interest  of  the  City  so 
to  do  :  Provided,  aho,  That  the  Director  of  the  Department 
of  Public  works  be,  and  he  is  hereby  authorized  to  refuse  and 
reject  any  and  all  bids  that  he  may  deem  not  satisfactory  or 
capable  to  meet  the  requirements  of  the  City.

as  may  be  necessary  to  accommodate  the  manufacturing  estab- 
ments  contiguous  to  said  railroad  line.  The  Railroad  Com- 
pany shall,  at  their  own  expense,  construct  a  bridge  to  carry 
said  railroad  line  over  Wissahickon  avenue  with  a  head  clear- 
ance of  not  less  than  thirteen  (13)  feet.

dollars,  for  the  construction  of  a  reservoir  on  the  ground  in  the 
Twenty-eighth  Ward,  appropriated  by  virtue  of  the  Ordinance 
approved  the  twenty-fourth  day  of  March,  1892,  and  for  other 
purposes  connected  with  the  supply  of  water  to  the  City. 

Sect.  2,  Interest  on  the  said  loan  at  a  rate  not  exceeding 
four  (4)  per  centum  per  annum  shall  be  paid  by  the  City  half 
yearly  on  the  first  day  of  the  months  of  January  and  July,  at 
the  office  of  the  fiscal  agency  of  the  City  of  Philadelphia.

To  levy  and  fix  the  rate  of  taxes  for  the  year  1893. 

Section  1.  The  Select  and  Common  Councils  of  the  City 
and  County  of  Philadelphia  do  ordain,  That  the  Board  of 
Revision  of  Taxes  are  hereby  authorized  and  required  forth- 
with to  levy  on  taxable  property  returned  by  the  assessors  as 
the  assessment  made  in  the  year  1892  (except  such  as  are 
marked  agricultural  and  farm  lands,  and  rural  or  suburban), 
a  tax  of  one  (1)  dollar  and  eighty-five  (85)  cents  on  the  hun- 
dred (100)  dollars  of  the  assessed  value  thereof. 

Sect.  2.  The  said  tax  to  be  levied  for  the  year  1893  as 
one  City  ^nd  County  tax,  and  is  hereby  voted  for  the  follow- 
ing objects  for  the  said  year,  viz.  : 

Item  1.  For  the  relief  and  employment  of  the  poor,  the 
sum  of  seven  (7)  cents. 


Item  2.  For  the  public  schools,  the  sum  of  twenty-two  (22) 
cents. 

Item  3.  For  lighting  the  City,  the  sum  of  four  (4)  cents. 

Item  4.  For  the  payment  of  interest  on  the  funded  debt 
and  for  the  sinking  fund,  the  sum  of  seventy-one  (71)  cents. 

Item  5.  For  the  care  of  the  public  highways,  the  sum  of 
eight  (8)  cents. 

Item  6.  For  the  supply  of  water,  the  sum  of  nine  (9)  cents. 

Item  7.  For  the  police,  the  sum  of  twenty  (20)  cents. 

Item  8.  For  the  care  of  markets  and  City  property,  the 
sum  of  three  (3)  cents. 

Item  9.  For  fire,  the  sum  of  seven  (7)  cents. 

Item  10.  For  the  prisons,  the  sum  of  two  (2)  cents. 

Item  11.  For  the  Department  of  City  Commissioners,  the 
sum  of  nine  (9)  cents. 

Item  12.   For  health,  the  sum  of  two  (2)  cents. 

Item  13.  For  the  remaining  expenses  of  the  Municipality, 
the  sum  of  twenty-one  (21)  cents. 

And  said  amounts  are  hereby  declai'ed  to  be  appropriated 
for  said  objects,  subject  to  further  direction  by  ordinance. 
And  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Receiver  of  Taxes  to  cause 
to  be  printed  on  the  tax  bills  the  rate  voted  for  the  objects 
hereintofore  mentioned. 

Sect.  3.  On  all  such  portions  of  assessed  property  marked 
"agricultural  and  farm  lands"  only  one-half  of  the  highest 
rate  of  tax  shall  be  levied,  and  on  all  such  portions  marked 
"rural  or  suburban  "  only  two-thirds  of  the  highest  rate  of 
tax  shall  be  levied,  and  no  part  of  that  set  apart  for  the  relief 
and  employment  of  the  poor  shall  be  levied  on  the  assessed 
property  situate  in  the  wards  where  houses  for  the  accommo- 
dation of  the  poor  are  provided,  as  required  by  the  eighteenth 
section  of  the  Act  of  February  2,  1854.  » 

Sect.  4.  That  upon  all  taxes  paid  on  or  before  the  thirtieth 
day  of  June  a  discount  at  the  rate  of  one  per  cent,  per  annum 
shall  be  allowed.  If  paid  after  the  first  day  of  September, 
and  on  or  before  the  first  day  of  October,  an  addition  or 
penalty  of  one  per  cent,  shall  be  added  and  made  payable  to 
the  same.  If  paid  after  the  first  day  of  October  and  on  or 
before  the  first  day  of  November,  there  shall  be  an  addition  or 
penalty  of  two  per  cent.  If  paid  after  the  first  day  of 
21 
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November  and  on  or  before  the  first  day  of  December,  there 
shall  be  an  addition  or  penalty  of  three  per  cent.  If  paid 
after  the  first  day  of  December  and  before  the  first  day  of 
January,  there  shall  be  an  addition  or  penalty  of  four  per 
cent,  ;  and  upon  all  taxes  remaining  unpaid  on  and  after  the 
first  day  of  January,  there  shall  be  an  addition  or  penalty  of 
five  per  cent,  added  to  and  made  payable  o.i  the  same.  And 
it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Receiver  of  Taxes  to  display,  from 
day  to  day,  in  large  figures  and  in  a  conspicuous  place  in  the 
tax  office  the  amount  of  discount  or  penalty  fixed  by  ordi- 
nance. And  all  ordinances,  or  parts  of  ordinances,  incon- 
sistent herewith  be,  and  the  same  are  hereby  repealed.

To  carry  out  the  contract  for  the  paving  of  Frankford  avenue, 
from  Margaret  street  to  Adams  street,  and  to  make  an 
appropriation,  and  to  authorize  certain  transfers  therefor. 

Whereas,  By  ordinance  entitled  "An  Ordinance  to  autho- 
rize the  paving  of  Frankford  avenue,  from  Margaret  street  to 
Adams  street,"  approved  March  11,  1891,  it  was  ordained 
as  follows  :  "  That  the  Director  of  the  Department  of  Public 
Works  be,  and  is  hereby  authorized  and  directed  to  enter  into 
a  contract  with  a  competent  paver  or  pavers  for  the  paving  of 
Frankford  avenue,  from  Margaret  to  Adams  street,  the  space 
between  the  railway  tracks  to  be  paved  with  granite  blocks, 
with  pebble  and  pitch  cemented  joints,  the  balance  of  the 
street  to  be  paved  with  sheet  asphaltum,  with  broken  stone 
vulcanite  base  and  binder,  at  a  cost  to  the  city  not  to  exceed 
twelve  thousand  seven  hundred  and  twenty-five  (12,725)  dol- 
lars. The  conditions  of  which  contract  shall  be,  that  the  con- 
tractor or  contractors  shall  collect  the  cost  of  said  paving  from 
the  owners  of  property  respectively  fronting  on  said  street, 
and  shall  also  enter  into  an  obligation  to  the  city  to  keep  said 
street  in  good  repair  for  three  (3)  years  after  the  paving  is 
finished ;  Provided.,  Said  street  shall  be  first  dedicated  or 
properly  opened,  and  that  -the  Director  of  the  Department  of 
Public  Works  first  advertise  for  proposals  for  paving  said 
street  and  award  the  contract  to  the  lowest  bidder,  and  that 
the  owners  of  property  fronting  on  said  street  shall  not  be 
charged  more  than  the  contract  price  ; 
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And  whereas,  Doubts  have  arisen  as  to  the  liability  of 
the  abutting  property  owners  to  pay  for  said  paving,  it  being 
alleged  in  their  behalf  that  the  Frankford  and  Southwark 
Passenger  Railway  Company  is  liable  for  the  same,  which 
question  of  liability  cannot  be  determined  until  final  decision 
of  the  courts  is  reached,  and  in  the  meantime  it  is  greatly  to 
the  public  interest  that  the  paving  of  said  Frankford  avenue 
should  be  completed : 

And  whereas.  The  contract  for  said  paving  awarded  under 
the  above  recited  ordinance  cannot  be  performed  pending  the 
said  litigation,  unless  an  additional  appropriation  be  made  to 
carry  out  the  same  ;  now  therefore, 

Section  1.  The  Select  and  Common  Councils  of  the  City 
of  Philadelphia  do  ordain.  That  in  addition  to  the  sum  of 
twelve  thousand  seven  hundred  and  twenty-five  (12,725)  dol- 
lars provided  for  in  the  above  recited  ordinance,  the  sum  of 
seventy  thousand  (70,000)  dollars  be,  and  is  hereby  appro- 
priated out  of  Item  2  in  the  annual  appropriation  to  the  De- 
partment of  Public  Works  (Bureau  of  Highways),  for  the  year 
1892,  to  carry  out  the  contract  made  for  paving  Frankford 
avenue,  from  Margaret  street  to  Adams  street,  under  the  above 
recited  ordinance,  and  to  pay  for  so  much  of  the  cost  of  said 
paving  as  by  said  recited  ordinance  was  provided  to  be  col- 
lected by  the  contractor  from  the  owners  of  property  fronting 
on  said  street ;  and  that  said  contract  be  modified  in  conformity 
herewith  upon  the  contractor  and  sureties  agreeing  thereto. 
And  the  Director  of  the  Department  of  Public  Works  is  hereby 
authorized  to  draw,  and  the  City  Controller  to  countersign,

The  City  Controller  is  hereby  authorized  and 
tlirected  to  transfer  from  Item  2  (City  Ice  Boats),  for  fuel, 
five  thousand  (5,000)  dollars  ;  from  Item  4  (Bureau  of  Street 
Cleaning),  for  cleaning  streets,  etc.,  four  thousand  one  hun- 
dred and  fifty-six  (4,156)  dollars;  in  all,  nine  thousand  one 
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hundred  and  fifty-six  (9,156)  dollars,  to  Item  2,  for  paving 
intersections  of  streets,  etc.,  in  the  annual  appropriation  to 
the  Department  of  Public  Works. 

Sect.  3.  That  the  sum  of  twenty-six  thousand  five  hundred 
(2(j,500)  dollars  be,  and  the  same  is  hereby  appropriated  to 
Item  2  (Bureau  of  Highways),  for  paving  intersections  of 
streets,  etc.,  in  the  annual  appropriation  to  the  Department 
of  Public  Works. 

Provided,  That  the  sum  of  eighty-two  thousand  seven  hun- 
dred and  twenty-five  (82,725)  dollars  shall  be  expended  in 
carrying  out  the  purposes  mentioned  in  Section  1  of  this 
ordinance  out  of  said  Item  2,  for  paving  intersections  of 
streets,  etc.

permission  to  any  other  railway  company,  legally  entitled  to 
cross  said  bridge,  then,  and  in  that  event,  the  said,  the  Walnut 
Street  Connecting  Passenger  Railway  Company  shall,  upon 
being  paid  a  proper  rental  therefor,  permit  connections  to  be 
made  with  their  road  to  enable  such  company  to  cross  said 
bridge,  and  that  they  will  agree  to  comply  with  the  provisions  of 
this  ordinance,  and  to  well  and  faithfully  comply  with  and  be 
subject  to  all  ordinances  now  in  force,  or  to  be  hereafter 
passed,  regulating  passenger  railways  in  the  City  of  Phila- 
dslphia. 
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Sect.  2.  The  said,  the  Walnut  Street  Connecting  Pas-

contract,  that  the  contractor  shall  accept  the  sums  assessed 
upon  and  charged  to  the  properties  lying  on  the  lines  of  said 
sewers,  in  manner  and  form  authorized  by  ordinance  entitled

To  grant  permission  to  the  Fairmount  Park  and  Haddington 
Passenger  Railway  Company  to  lay  tracks  in  the  Thirty- 
fourth  Ward,  to  use  electric  motors  to  be  supplied  from 
overhead  wires,  and  to  erect  and  maintain  poles  to  support 
said  wires. 
Section  1.   The  Select  and  Common  Councils  of  the  City 

of  Philadelphia  do  ordain,  That  in  accordance  with  the  r>ro-

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visions  of  its  charter,  granted  under  "An  Act  to  provide  for 
the  incorporation  and  government  of  street  railway  companies 
in  this  Commonwealth,"  approved  May  14,  1889,  permission 
is  hereby  granted  to  the  Fairmount  Park  and  Haddington 
Passenger  Railway  Company  to  lay  tracks  in  the  Thirty- 
fourth  Ward,  as  follows :  Beginning  at  Fifty-second  street 
and  Merion  avenue,  south  on  Fifty-second  street  to  Lans- 
downe  avenue,  west  on  Lansdowne  avenue  to  Sixty-third 
street,  south  on  Sixty-third  street  to  Girard  avenue,  east 
along  Girard  avenue  to  Sixty-first  street,  north  on  Sixty-first 
street  to  Master  street,  east  on  Master  street  to  Fifty-fourth 
street,  north  on  Fifty-fourth  street  to  Lansdowne  avenue,  east 
on  Lansdowne  avenue  to  Fifty-second  street,  north  on  Fifty- 
second  street  to  Merion  avenue  to  place  of  beginning. 

The  laying  of  said  tracks  or  railway  shall  be  commenced 
within  six  months  from  the  passage  of  this  ordinance,  and 
completed  within  one  year  thereafter. 

Sect.  2.  That  permission  be,  and  the  same  is  hereby 
granted  to  the  said  Fairmount  Park  and  Haddington  Passen- 
ger Railway  Company  to  use  electric  motors  as  the  propelling 
power  on  its  tracks  as  the  same  is  authorized  to  be  laid  in 
Section  1  of  this  ordinance.  Said  motors  to  be  supplied  from 
overhead  wires  supported  by  iron  poles  not  less  than  twenty 
feet  high,  which  said  company  is  authorized  to  erect  and 
maintain,  and  to  be  placed  opposite  each  other  within  curb- 
lines,  and  connected  with  street  wires,  or,  at  the  option  of  the 
eompany,  to  be  erected  in  the  middle  of  the  streets  with  a 
double  bracket  thereon,  suspending  the  overhead  construction. 
The  erection  and  construction  of  said  line  shall  be  under  the 
supervision  of  the  Director  of  the  Department  of  Public 
Safety.  Fifty  (50)  dollars  shall  first  be  paid  into  the  City 
Treasury  by  said  Company  for  printing  this  ordinance. 

Sect.  3.  Before  any  permits  shall  be  issued  by  the  De- 
partments of  the  City  of  Philadelphia  to  proceed  with  the 
work  of  constructing  the  railway  and  trolley  system  authorized 
by  this  ordinance,  the  said  railway  company  shall  enter  into 
an  agreement  or  contract  with  the  Mayor  of  the  City  (who  is 
hereby  authorized  to  execute  the  same  on  behalf  of  the  City), 
which  agreement  or  contract  shall  be  in  form  approved  by  the 
City  Solicitor,  and  shall,  among  other  things,  provide  that  the 
privileges  herein  authorized  or  granted  shall  not  be  lease  d, 
sold  or  in  any  way  transferred  to.  or  be  operated  by,  any 
other  company  or  corporation  ;  that  the  said  railway  company 
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shall  agree  to  keep  and  maintain   in  good  order  at  all  times, 
"whether  paved,  macadamized  or  unimproved,  all  streets,  ave- 
nues or  roads  traversed  by  its  lines  of  railway,  or  by  its  trolley 
system  ;  that  the  said  railway  company  shall  agree  to  accept 
as  binding  upon  it  the  terms  and  conditions  of  all  laws  and 
ordinances  now  in  force,  or  which  may  hereafter   be  passed, 
relative  to  the  government,  control  or  regulation  of  railways  or 
railroads  of  any  kind  within  the  City  of  Philadelphia  ;  that 
in  the  constrilction  and  equipment  of  its   roadbed,  cars  or  its- 
trolley  system,  all  kinds  and  character  of  materials,  supplies,, 
or  workmanship,  plans,  profiles,  elevations,  designs,  etc.,  shall 
be  subject  in  every  way  at  all  times  to  the  approval  and  in- 
spection of    the  Departments    of  Public   Works   and   Public 
Safety  ;  that  the  said  company  shall  take  down    and  remove 
the  overhead   trolley  system,  and   substitute   therefor  an  un- 
derground or  storage  battery  system  whenever  directed  to  do' 
so  by  ordinance  of  Councils ;  that  the  said  railway  company 
shall  run  cars  over  their  entire  line  at  intervals  not  exceeding 
five  minutes  between  the  hours  of  6  and  9  A.  M.  and  5  and  8 
P.  M.,  and  at  intervals  not  exceeding  ten  minutes  at  all  other 
hours  of  the  day,  excepting  between  the  hours  of  12  midnight 
and  5  A.  M.,  when  they  shall  run  at  least   every  hour;  the 
rate  of  fare  to  be  charged  for  a  single  continuous  ride  over  the- 
entire  line  shall  not  exceed  five  cents  per  passenger,  except- 
ing between  midnight  and  5    o'clock  A.  M.,  when  it  shall  not^ 
exceed  ten  cents ;  that  the  railway  or  trolley  system  herein 
authorized  shall  be  so  built  and  erected  as  not  to  interfere 
with  the  building  or  erecting  and  operating  of  an   elevated 
railway  or  railroad  on  any  of  the  streets  or  avenues  herein- 
named  ;  that  the  work  upon  the  said  railway  and  trolley  sys- 
tem shall  be  begun  within  six  months,  completed  and  in  oper- 
ation over  the  entire  route  herein  named  within  one  year,  and' 
that  the  said   railway  company  shall  furnish   and  execute  a 
bond  in  the  form  approved  by  the  City  Solicitor,  and  with  se-

To  authorize  the  Frankford  Avenue  Merchants'  Electric  Light 
Company  to  lay  and  maintain  underground  conduits,  con- 
ductors, and  wires,  construct  manholes,  make  house  connec- 
tions, and  to  authorize  overhead  wires  and  conductors  within 
certain  limits  of  the  City  of  Philadelphia. 

Section  1.  The  Select  and  Common  Councils  ef  the  City 
of  Philadelphia  do  ordain,  That  within  the  territory  comprised 
in  the  following  limits,  to  wit :  Commencing  at  the  intersec- 
tion of  the  westerly  side  of  Frankford  avenue  and  the  westerly 
side  of  Coral  street,  on  Coral  street  to  southerly  side  of  Sus- 
quehanna avenne,  on  Susquehanna  avenue  to  westerly  side  of 
Frankford  avenue,  on  Frankford  avenue  to  southwesterly  side 
of  Shackamaxon  street,  on  Shackamaxon  street  to  easterly 
aide  of  Delaware  avenue,  on  Delaware  avenue  to  Cumberland 
street,  on  Cumberland  street  to  easterly  side  of  Richmond  street, 
on  Richmond  street  to  south  side  of  Lehigh  avenue,  on  Lehigh 
avenue  to  place  of  beginning.  The  Frankford  Avenue  Mer- 
chants' Electric  Light  Company  is  hereby  authorized  to  lay  and 
maiaitain  underground  conduits,  electrical  conductors,  and  cables, 
and  construct  manholes  along  the  line  of  the  same,  and  said  com- 
pany is  authorized  to  construct  and  operate  overhead  wires  and 
electrical  conductors  upon  such  poles  erected  and  maintained  by 
the'City  in  the  territory  above  described,  as  snail  be  approved  by 
the  Department  of  Public  Safety  (Electrical  Bureau),  and  upon 
all  poles  now  erected  in  said  territory,  or  hereafter  erected 
therein  for  public  lighting,  over  which  sa;d  company  now  has  or 
may  hereafter  acquire  control,  and  to  make  house  connections 
from  their  electrical  conductors  along  route  of  same.  Said 
company  is  authorized  to  replace  any  of  their  poles  in  said 
territory  destroyed  or  injured  by  accident  or  decay.  This  or- 
dinance shall  not  be  construed  as  authorizing  the  erection  of 
any  additional  poles  in  said  territory.  Upon  the  passage  of 
an  ordinance  to  that  effect  all  the  poles  and  overhead  conduc- 
.tors  herein  authorized  shall  be  removed  by  said  company  in 
such  portions  of  the  territory  embraced  in  the  above-mentioned 
limits,  as  said  ordinance  shall  designate  within  six  months  of 
the  passage  of  the  same.  All  underground  conduits  laid  by 
authority  or  under  the  requirements  hereof  shall  be  laid  and 
constructed  in  accordance  with  and  subject  to  the  provisions  of 
Section  2,  of  this  ordinance ;  And  'provided,  That  the  said 
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company  shall,  before  the  expiration  of  the  year  1893,  lay 
down  and  occupy  in  accordance  with  the  provisions  hereof  a. 
conduit  on  East  Girard  avenue  within  the  limits  of  the  above 
described  territory. 

Sect.  2.  All  underground  electrical  conductors,  tubes,  con- 
duits, manholes,  etc.,  laid  or  constructed  under  this  ordinance- 
shall  be  in  accordance  with  the  provisions  of  an  ordinance- 
approved  August  5,  18^6,  regulating  the  construction,  laying,, 
and  maintaining  of  underground  electrical  conductors,  tubes, 
conduits,  manholes,  etc.,  and  in  accordance  with  such  other 
ordinances  as  are  now  in  force,  or  that  may  be  hereafter  en- 
acted, so  far  as  the  same  does  not  conflict  with  this  ordinance. 
The  said  Frankford  Avenue  Merchants'  Electric  Light  Com- 
pany shall  at  its  own  cost  and  expense  furnish  the  City  oF 
Philadelphia,  Department  of  Public  Safety  (Electrical  Bureau)) 
three  ducts  of  two  and  one-half  inches  internal  diameter  or 
whatever  the  said  department  and  said  company  may  agree^ 
upon  as  the  equivalent  of  the  same  wherever  conduits  are  laid, 
in  the  highways  under  this  ordinance,  the  said  ducts  to  be- 
chosen  by  the  chief  of  the  Electrical  Bureau.  The  ducts  laid 
for  the  City  shall  thereafter  be  the  absolute  property  of  the- 
City  for  the  use  of  said  department.  Tho  said  company  shall 
wire  and  furnish  the  lamps  and  light  all  City  buildings  occu- 
pied as  police  and  fire  stations  within  said  territory  in  the 
vicinity  of  their  overhead  and  underground  electrical  conduc- 
tors free  of  charge  to  the  City,  such  wiring  shall  be  completed 
and  light  supplied  within  ninety  days  after  notice  shall  have 
been  given  by  the  Department  of  Public  Safety.  In  the  event 
of  failure  of  said  company  to  remove  any  poles  or  overhead 
wires  or  conductors  directed  by  ordinance  to  be  removed  within 
the  time  specified  in  such  ordinance,  or  within  six  calendar 
months  of  the  passage  of  the  same,  the  Director  of  the  De- 
partment of  Public  Safety  shall  be  entitled  to  remove  and  take- 
down  such  poles  or  overhead  wires,  any  and  nil  expense  in- 
curred thereby  to  be  paid  at  once  by  the  said  company.  The 
said  company  shall  repave  the  streets  opened  by  it  for  the  pur- 
pose of  laying  conduits  with  pavements  similar  to  that  on  the^ 
street  opened,  or  with  Belgian  block  pavement  if  the  blocks- 
be  furnished  to  the  said  company  :  Provided,  Said  company 
shall  not  be  required  to  repave  any  street  its  full  width  when 
the  same  shall  be  more  than  twenty-feet.  The  paving  to  be 
done  under  and  in  accordance  with  the  specifications  in  use  by 
the  Department  of  Public  Works  for  the  repair  of  streets  of 
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the  character  and  locality  of  streets  opened  hy  said  company. 
Any  and  all  wires  and  fixtures  erected  or  maintained  by  the 
■company  on  City  poles  for  whatever  purpose,  not  approved  by 
the  Department  of  Public  Safety,  shall,  upon  five  days  notice 
from  said  department,  be  removed  therefrom,  and  upon  failure 
to  comply  with  said  notice  the  wires  and  fixtures  shall  be  re- 
moved by  the  department  aforesaid  at  the  cost  and  expense  of 
the  said  company.  Said  company  shall  give  a  bond  to  be  ap- 
proved by  the  City  Solicitor  in  the  sum  of  ten  thousand 
(10,000)  dollars  for  the  faithful  compliance  with  the  provisions 
of  this  ordinance,  as  well  as  to  protect  the  City  from  any  loss 
or  damage,  or  for  any  claims  for  loss  or  damage  that  may  arise 
from  the  exercise  of  any  or  all  of  the  privileges  granted  by 
this  ordinance,  and  to  cover  any  expense  incurred  by  the  City 
in  the  removal  of  poles,  wires,  or  fixtures  belonging  to  said 
company.  Before  any  permit  is  issued  for  the  breaking  of  the 
streets  or  the  erection  of  the  poles  the  said  company  shall  file 
a  corporate  agreement  with  the  City  Solicitor  agreeing  to  com- 
ply with  the  provisions  of  this  ordinance.  And  shall  erect 
and  maintain,  free  of  cost  to  the  City,  ten  (10)  all-night  arc 
lights  at  such  places  as  shall  be  designated  by  the  Department 
of  Public  Works  along  the  lines  of  its  electrical  conductors. 
All  wires  to  be  erected  under  the  supervision  and  approval  of 
the  Department  of  Public  Safety  (Electrical  Bureau).  Noth- 
ing herein  contained  shall  be  construed  to  grant  permission  to 
run  cars  or  vehicles  by  overhead  service  on  any  of  the  streets 
of  the  City. 

Sect.  3.  All  ordinances  or  parts  of  ordinances  inconsistent 
herewith  and  all  other  ordinances  heretofore  passed  granting 
said  Frankford  Avenue  Merchants'  Electric  Light  Company 
any  privileges  over  or  under  the  streets  of  the  City  are  hereby 
repealed.  Said  company  shall  pay  into  the  City  treasury  the 
sum  of  fifty  (50)  dollars  for  printing  this  ordinance.

is  hereby  granted  to  the  Elmwood  and  Fairmount  Park  Pas- 
senger Railway  Company  to  lay  tracks  in  the  Twenty-seventh 
and  Thirty-fourth  Wards,  as  follows  :  Beginning  at  Fifty- 
second  street  and  Lancaster  avenue,  south  along  Fifty-second 
street  to  Baltimore  avenue,  west  on  Baltimore  avenue  to 
Thomas  avenue,  west  on  said  Thomas  avenue  to  Fifty  eighth 
street,  south  on  Fifty-eighth  street  to  Elmwood  avenue,  west 
on  Elmwood  avenue  to  Island  road,  southwest  on  Island  road 
to  Eastwick  avenue,  and  on  Eastwick  avenue  to  Elmwood  to 
place  of  beginning,  and  to  construct  sidings  that  may  be  nec- 
essary. The  laying  of  said  tracks  or  railway  shall  be  .com- 
menced within  six  months  from  the  passage  of  this  ordinance, 
and  completed  within  one  year  thereafter. 

Sect.  2.  That  permission  be,  and  the  same  is  hereby 
granted  to  The  Elmwood  and  Fairmount  Park  Passenger 
Railway  Company  to  use  electric  motors  as  the  propelling 
power  of  its  cars  on  its  tracks  as  the  same  are  authorized  to 
be  laid  in  Section  1  of  this  ordinance.  Said  motors  to  be 
supplied  from  overhead  wives  supported  by  iron  poles  not  less 
than  twenty  feet  high,  which  said  company  is  authorized  to 
erect  and  maintain,  and  to  be  placed  opposite  each  other 
within  the  curb  lines,  and  connected  with  street  wires,  or,  at 
the  option  of  the  company,  to  be  erected  in  the  middle  of  the 
streets  with  a  double  bracket  thereon,  suspending  the  over- 
head construction  :  Provided^  That  in  the  construction  and 
operation  of  the  system  of  wires  and  poles  herein  authorized 
the  same  shall  be  so  constructed  and  operated  as  not  to  inter- 
fere with  the  construction  and  operation  of  any  elevated  rail- 
road heretofore  or   hereafter  authorized   bv    Councils.     The 
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erection  and  construction  of  the  same  shall  be  under  the  su- 
pervision of  the  Director  of  the  Department  of  Public  Safety. 
Fifty  (50)  dollars  shall  be  first  paid  into  the  City  Treasury  by 
said  company  for  printing  this  ordinance. 

Sect.  3.  Before  any  permits  shall  be  issued  by  the  depart- 
ments of  the  City  of  Philadelphia  to  proceed  with  the  work  of 
constructing  the  railway  and  trolley  system  authorized  by 
this  ordinance,  the  said  railway  company  shall  enter  into  an 
agreement  or  contract  with  the  Mayor  of  the  city  (who  is 
hereby  authorized  to  execute  the  same  on  behalf  of  the  city), 
which  agreement  or  contract  shall  be  in  form  approved  by 
the  City  Solicitor,  and  shall,  among  other  things,  provide 
that  the  privileges  herein  authorized  or  granted  shall  not 
be  leased,  sold,  or  in  any  way  transferred  to,  or  be  operated 
by,  any  other  company  or  corporation ;  that  the  said  railway 
company  shall  agree  to  keep  and  maintain  in  good  order  at 
all  times,  whether  paved,  macadamized  or  improved,  all  streets, 
avenues  or  roads  traversed  by  its  lines  of  railway,  or  by  its 
trolley  system  ;  that  the  said  railway  company  shall  agree  to 
accept  as  binding  upon  it  the  terms  and  conditions  of  all  laws 
and  ordinances  now  in  force,  or  which  may  hereafter  be 
passed,  relating  to  the  government,  control  or  regulation  of 
railways  or  railroads  of  any  kind  within  the  City  of  Philadel- 
phia :» that  in  the  construction  and  equipment  of  its  roadbed, 
cars,  or  its  trolley  system  all  kinds  and  character  of  materials, 
supplies  or  workmanship,  plans,  profiles,  elevations,  designs, 
etc.,  shall  be  subject  in  every  way  at  all  times  to  the  approval 
and  inspection  of  the  Departments  of  Public  Works  and  Pub- 
lic Safety ;  that  the  said  company  shall  take  down  and  re- 
move the  overhead  trolley  system,  and  substitute  therefor  an 
underground  or  storage  battery  system  whenever  directed  to 
do  so  by  ordinance  of  Councils ;  that  the  said  railway  com- 
pany shall  run  cars  over  their  entire  line  at  intervals  not 
exceeding  five  minutes  between  the  hours  of  6  and  9  A.  M. 
and  5  and  8  P.  M.,  and  at  intervals  not  exceeding  ten  min- 
utes at  all  other  hours  of  the  day,  excepting  between  the 
hour§  of  12  midnight  and  5  A.  M.,  when  they  shall  run  at 
least  every  hour ;  the  rate  of  fare  to  be  charged  for  a  single 
continuous  ride  over  the  entire  line  shall  not  exceed  five  (5) 
cents  per  passenger,  excepting  between  midnight  and  5  o'clock 
A,  M.,  when  it  shall  not  exceed  ten  (10)  cents  ;  that  work 
upon   the  said   railway   and    trolley   system    shall   be    begun 
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within  six  months,  completed  and  in  operation  over  the  entire 
route  herein  named  within  one  year,  and  that  the  said  rail- 
way company  shall  furnish  and  execute  a  bond  in  the  form 
approved  by  the  City  Solicitor  and  with  security  approved  by 
the  Mayor  in  the  sum  of  twenty-five  thousand  (25,000)  dol- 
lars conditioned  upon  the  faithful  execution  and  carrying  out 
of  all  the  terms  and  conditions  of  this  ordinance  and  the  agree- 
ment or  contract  herein  authorized,  which  bond  is  forfeited  to 
the  city,  and  the  money  shall  be  paid  into  the  City  Treasury 
if  the  said  railway  company  shall  default  in  its  agreement.

That  permission  be,  and  the 
same  is  hereby  granted  to  the  Holmesburg,  Tacony  and 
Frankford  Electric  Railway  Company  to  use  electric  motors 
as  the  propelling  power  of  its  cars  on  its  tracks  as  the  same 
are  now  authorized  to  be  laid,  viz. :  Beginning  at  the  inter- 
section of  the  Bristol  turnpike  and  the  Philadelphia  County 
line  ;  thence  southwest  to  Delaware  avenue  ;  thence  southeast 
on  Delaware  avenue  to  State  road  or  Tacony  street ;  thence 
southwest  on  State  road  or  Tacony  street  to  Longshore  street ; 
thence  northwest  on  Longshore  street  to  Bristol  pike  ;  thence 
southwest  on  Bristol  pike  to  Bridge  street ;  thence  southeast 
on  Bridge  street  to  Tacony  street ;  thence  southwest  on  Ta- 
cony street  to  Church  street ;  thence  northwest  on  Church 
street  to  Franklin  street ;  thence  northeast  on  Franklin  street 
to  Harrison  street;  thence  southeast  on  Harrison  street  to 
Frankford  avenue ;  thence  northeast  on  Frankford  avenue  to 
Bridge  street ;  thence  southeast  on  Bridge  street  to  Tacony 
street ;  thence  northeast  on  Tacony  street  to  Comly  street ; 
thence  northwest  on  Comly  street  to  Bristol  pike  ;  thence 
northeast  on  Bristol  pike  to  the  Philadelphia  County  line  or 
place  of  beginning.  Said  motors  to  be  supplied  from  over- 
head wires  supported  by  iron  poles  not  less  than  twenty  feet 
high,  which  the  said  company  is  authorized  to  erect  and  main- 
tain, and  to  be  placed  opposite  each  other  within  the  curb 
lines  and  connected  with  street  wires  or,  at  the  option  of  the 
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company,  to  be  erected  in  the  middle  of  the  streets  with  a 
double  bracket  thereon  suspending  the  overhead  construction  ; 
the  same  to  be  erected  under  the  supervision  of  the  Director 
of  the  Department  of  Public  Safety. 

Sect.  2.  Before  any  permits  shall  be  issued  by  the  Depart- 
ment of  the  City  of  Philadelphia  to  proceed  with  the  work  of 
constructing  the  railway  and  trolley  system  authorized  by  this 
ordinance,  the  said  Railway  Company  shall  enter  into  an  agree- 
ment or  contract  with  the  Mayor  of  the  City  (who  is  hereby 
authorized  to  execute  the  same  on  behalf  of  the  City)  which 
agreement  or  contract  shall  be  in  form  approved  by  the  City 
Solicitor,  and  shall  among  other  things  provide,  that  the  privi- 
leges herein  authorized  or  granted  shall  not  be  leased,  sold,  or  in 
any  way  transferred  to,  or  be  operated  by  any  other  company 
or  corporation  ;  that  the  said  Railway  Company  shall  agree 
to  keep  and  maintain  in  good  order  at  all  times,  whether 
paved,  macadamized  or  unimproved,  all  streets,  avenues  or 
roads  traversed  by  its  lines  of  railway  or  by  its  trolley  system  ; 
that  the  said  Railway  Company  shall  agree  to  accept  as  bind- 
ing upon  it  the  terms  and  conditions  of  all  laws  and  ordinaruos 
now  in  force,  or  which  may  hereafter  be  passed,  relating  to 
the  government,  control  or  regulation  of  railways  or  railroads 
of  any  kind  within  the  City  of  Philadelphia.  That  in  the 
construction  and  equipment  of  its  roadbed,  cars  or  its  troUe}'^ 
system,  all  kinds  and  character  of  materials,  supplies  or  work- 
manship, plans,  profiles,  elevations,  designs,  etc.,  sliall  be 
subject  in  every  way,  at  all  times,  to  the  approval  and  inspec- 
tion of  the  Department  of  Public  Works  and  Public  Safety. 
That  the  said  Company  shall  take  down  and  remove  the  over- 
head trolley  system,  and  substitute  therefor  an  underground  or 
storage  battery  system  whenever  directed  to  do  so  by  ordinance 
of  Councils  ;  that  the  said  Railway  Company  shall  run  cars 
over  their  entire  line  at  intervals  not  exceeding  five  tninutes 
between  the  hours  of  6  and  9  A.M.  and  5  and  8  P.M.,  and  at 
intervals  not  exceeding  ten  minutes  at  all  other  hours  of  the 
day,  excepting  between  the  hours  of  12  midnight  and  5  A.M., 
when  they  shall  run  at  least  every  hour.  The  rate  of  fare  to 
be  charged  for  a  single  continuous  ride  over  the  entire  line 
shall  not  exceed  o  cents  per  passenger,  excepting  between 
midnight  and  5  o'clock  A.M.,  when  it  shall  not  exceed  ten 
cents.  That  the  railway  or  trolley  system  herein  authorized 
shall  be  "so  built  and  erected  as  not  to  interfere  with  the  build- 
ing or  erecting  and  operating  of  an  elevated  railway  or  railroad 
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on  any  of  the  streets  or  avenues  herein  named ;  that  the  work 
upon  the  said  railway  and  trolley  system  shall  be  begun  within 
six  months,  completed  and  in  operation  over  the  entire  route 
herein  named  within  two  years  from  the  date  of  permits  being 
issued,  and  that  the  said  Railway  Company  shall  furnish  and 
execute  a  bond  in  the  form  approved  by  the  City  Solicitor  and 
with  security  approved  by  the  Mayor  in  the  sum  of  twenty- 
five  thousand  (25,000)  dollai-s,  conditioned  upon  the  faithful 
execution  and  carrying  out  of  all  the  terms  and  conditions  of 
this  ordinance  and  agreement  or  contract  herein  authorized, 
which  bond  is  forfeited  to  the  City  and  the  money  shall  be 
paid  into  the  City  Treasury,  if  the  said  Railway  Company 
shall  default  in  its  agreement.

To  authorize  the  opening  of  Stephen  E.  Fotteral  Square,  in 
the  Twenty-eighth  Ward.

That 
nothing  shall  be  construed  to  prohibit  the  Board  of  Public 
Education  from  assigning  to  several  sections  respectively  such 
proportions  of  the  whole  appropriation  as  is  represented  by 
the  amounts  asked  for  as  general  items,  to  be  expended  by 
them,  subject  to  the  approval  of  the  bills  by  the  Board  of 
Public  Education ;  And  provided,  further,  That  no  section 
shall  be  allowed  to  contract  any  bills  exceeding  one  hundred 
(100)  dollars;  and  so  much  of  any  ordinance  as  requires  pro- 
posals to  be  opened  in  the  presence  of  the  Committee  on 
Schools  of  Councils  shall  not  be  held  to  apply  to  those  re- 
ceived by  the  Sectional  Boards;  Provided,  also.  That  no 
Avarrants  shall  be  drawn  against  this  appropriation,  unless  the 
meetings  of  the  Board  and  all  its  committees  shall  be  open  to 
the  public. 

The  warrants  to  be  drawn  by  the  Board  of  Public  Educa- 
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tion  in  conformity  with  existing  ordinances.  All  ordinances 
or  parts  of  ordinances  inconsistent  herewith  be,  and  the  same 
are  hereby  repealed.

For  the  employees  in  the  Bureau  of  Lighting  :  One  war- 
rant, payable  semi-monthly. 

For  the  Bureau  of  Water:  For  the  employees  of  the 
hydrographic  corps  roll,  one  warrant,  payment  once  every  two 
months ;  for  the  employees  at  the  pumping  stations,  one  war- 
rant for  each  station,  payment  monthly.  The  following  em- 
ployees in  the  Bureau  of  Water  to  be  paid  semi-monthly  :  for 
the  employees  in  the  Purveyors'  districts,  one  warrant  for 
each  district ;  for  the  employees  of  the  City  construction  and 
repair  shop,  one  warrant ;  for  the  employees  upon  the  im- 
provement for  distribution  and  contingent  roll,  one  warrant ;

Sect.  11.  All  ordinances  or  parts  of  ordinances  incon- 
sistent herewith  be,  and  the  same  are  hereby  repealed.

Section  1.  The  Select  and  Common  Councils  of  the  City 
of  Philadelphia  do  ordain.  That  the  following  are  hereby 
declared  to  be  nuisances. 

1.  Riding  a  bicycle  or  tricycle  on  any  highway  of  the  City 
without  having  attached  to  the  handle  thereof  a  gong  or  bell 

*'that  may   be   distinctly  heard   at   a   distance   of  thirty  (30) 
I    yards. 

2.  Riding  a  bicycle  or  tricycle  after  dark  without  having 
attached  thereto  a  lighted  lamp. 

3.  Riding  more  than  three  machines  abreast. 

4.  Failing  to  ring  the  bell  or  gong  when  necessary  to  warn 
persons  of  the  approach  of  a  bicycle  or  tricycle. 

5.  Riding  crosswise  or  curving  to  and  fro  on  any  public 
highway,  or  riding  without  having  control  of  the  machine. 

6.  Failing  to  pass  to  the  right  of  any  vehicle  going  in  an 
opposite  direction. 

7.  Failing  to  pass  to  the  left  of  a  vehicle  moving  in  the 
same  direction. 

8.  Any  person  or  persons  violating  any  of  the  provisions 
of  this  ordinance  shall  pay  a  penalty  of  ten  (10)  dollars,  to  be 
recovered  before  any  magistrate  of  the  City  of  Philadelphia. 
And  the  Mayor  of  the  City  be,  and  he  is  hereby  authorized 
to  carry  this  ordinance  into  effect.

Walnut  street,  from  Broad  to  Fifteenth  street ;  Wayne  street, 
from  Manheim  to  Queen  street ;  Glenwood  avenue,  from  Six- 
teentli  to  Nineteenth  street ;  Lehigh  avenue,  from  Fifth  to 
Sixth  street,  to  be  built  and  assessed  on  the  south  side  only  ; 
Manayunk  avenue,  from  Ridge  avenue  to  Kalos  street ;  Pass- 
yunk  avenue,  from  Fifth  to  Fitzwater  street;  Ridge  avenue, 
from  Dauphin  to  Huntingdon  street ;  Ridge  avenue,  from 
Allegheny  avenue  to  Clearfield  street. 

Sect.  2.  The  Director  of  the  Department  of  Public 
Works  shall  advertise,  according  to  law,  announcing  that  bids

Dear  Sir  : — Your  letter  of  the  12th  inst.,  asking  my 
opinion  as  to  whether  there  is  any  law  which  exempts 
churches,  public  institutions,  etc.,  from  charges  for  laying 
water  pipe,  is  at  hand. 

The  Act  of  Assembly  of  May  14,  1874,  Section  1,  provides 
that  "All  churches,  meeting  houses,  or  other  regular  places 
of  stated  worship,  with  the  grounds  thereto  annexed,  neces- 
sary for  the  occupancy  and  enjoyment  of  the  same,  be  and 
the  same  are  hereby  exempt  from  all  and  every  county,  city, 
borough,  bounty,  road,  school  and  poor  tax,"  and  the  charge 
for  water  pipe  frontage  has  been  held  to  be  a  tax. 

In  the  case  of  City  vs.  Church,  134  Penna.  St.  207,  the 
Supreme  Court  held  that  churches  are  not  chargeable  for 
frontage  for  laying  water  pipe. 

The  question  whether  other  public  institutions  are  liable 
for  frontage  for  water  pipe  must  be  determined  from  the  facts 
of  each  particular  case.

Dear  Sir  : — Your  letter  of  the  12th  instant  ig  at  hand,  in 
which  you  state  that  the  Kendall  Manufacturing  Company  of 
Providence,  R.  I.,  have  a  stable  at  No.  1207  Fairmount  Ave- 
nue, from  which  they  send  two  wagons  to  peddle  "Soapine;" 
that  some  days  since  Mr.  Dre<ydopple  called  at  your  office  and 
pi'otested  against  your  issuing  licenses  to  them  for  1892,  on 
the  ground  that  "  their  goods  are  not  made  in  this  State,  and 
consequently  they  could  not  peddle  them  here." 

You  ask  me  to  inform  you  what  requirements  are  necessary 
for  applicants  to  obtain  a  license  to  peddle,  and  you  further 
state  that  the  Kendall  Manufacturing  Company  have  applied 
for  licenses  for  1892,  and  that  you  have  refused  to  grant 
them,  pending  my  decision. 

In  answer,  I  would  say  that  the  case  of  Commonwealth  V9. 
Brinton,  132  Pa.  St.  Reports,  page  669,  the  opinion  of  the  Su- 
preme Court  being  delivered  on  January  2T,  1890,  contains  an 
elaborate  discussion  of  the  question,  and  of  the  Acts  of  AsBembly 
relative  thereto,  and  after  a  review  of  the  statutes,  Mr.  Justice 
Williams,  who  delivered  the  opinion  of  the  Court,  says :  "  It 
is  very  clear  that  the  act  of  peddling  in  the  City  of  Philadel- 
phia, whether  with  or  without  a  license,  is  forbidden,  and 
that  the  penalty  of  fifty  dollars  is  affixed  to  the  act  whether 
the  peddler  has  or  has  not  a  license;"  and  he  further  says  : 
"  The  Act  of  1799  and  that  of  1830  provide  that,  as  to  the 
City  of  Philadelphia,  a  license  shall  confer  no  right  to  pursue 
the  business  of  peddling.  The  only  fact  that  can  relieve  a 
defendant  from  the  penalty  for  engaging  in  the  business  of 
peddling  in  this  city  is,  that  he  is  the  manufacturer  of  the 
goods  he  sells,  or  at  most,  that  they  are  the  growth,  product, 
or  manufacture  of  the  State." 

In  the  case  of  Commonwealth  vs.  William  Gardner  et  al., 
133  Pa.  St.  Reports,  page  284,  Avhich  was  decided  by  our 
Supreme  Court  on  March  17,  1890 — the  opinion  being  deliv- 


ered  by  Mr.  Justice  Williams — and  Avhich  was  a  case  in  -wliicli 
certain  agents  for  the  present  applicants  for  a  license  were 
the  defendants,  it  was  decided  that  the  Kendall  Manufactur- 
ing Company  had  no  right  to  employ  agents  to  peddle  their 
goods  in  Pennsylvania. 

I  am  of  opinion  that  you  should  refuse  to  issue  a  license  to. 
peddle  to  the  Kendall  Manufacturing  Company. 

As  to  the  question,  what  requirements  are  necessary  for 
applicants  to  obtain  a  license  to  peddle,  I  cannot  do  better 
than  refer  you  to  the  language  of  the  Supreme  Court  in  the 
case  of  Commonwealth  vs.  Brinton,  above  quoted,  and  to  the 
opinion  given  by  me  in  answer  to  a  communication  received; 
from  your  predecessor,  dated  February  16,  1890,  which  you 
will  find  printed  in  the  "  Ordinances  and  Opinions  of  1890," 
page  1  of  Opinions.

Dear  Sir  : — Your  letter  of  the  11th  instant  is  at  hand. 
In  it  you  ask  :  "  Is  it  the  duty  of  the  Department  to  be  gov- 
erned by  the  ordinance  of  April  3,  1883,  which  stipulates 
that  either  a  bricklayer  or  plumber  shall  be  appointed  to  in- 
spect the  building  sewer  connections  ?  Or  shall  the  officers 
*to  inspect  the  building  of  sewers  and  connections  made  to 
sewere  be  selected  by  the  Department  from  those  who  have 
passed  examination  under  the  rules  and  regulations  of  the 
Bullitt  Bill?" 

In  my  opinion,  you  can  only  appoint  bricklayers  or 
plumbers,  and  you  are  governed  in  this  respect  by  the  ordi- 
nance of  April  3,  1883. 


It  will  be  necessary,  also,  that  they  should  pass  an  examina- 
tion under  the  rules  and  regulations  of  the  Bullitt  Bill.

Dear  Sir  : — Replying  to  your  communication  of  January 
21,  1892,  giving  an  abstract  of  the  correspondence  with  this 
Department  in  reference  to  a  certain  mortgage  given  by  Jacob 
Moyer  and  others.  Trustees  of  the  Good  Intent  Fire  Engine 
Company  of  Kensington  to  the  Commissioners  and  inhabit- 
ants of  the  Kensington  District,  dated  March  15,  1850,  se- 
curing 1467.50  upon  premises  on  Allen  street,  I  have  to  say 
that  the  records  of  this  office  agree  substantially  with  the 
statements  of  your  letter.  No  release  has  been  executed  on 
the  mortgage  in  question,  nor  can  any  such  paper  be  executed 
without  the  authority  of  an  Ordinance  of  Councils,  and  no  or- 
dinance granting  such  authority  has  been  passed. 

If  you  desire  that  an  ordinance  should  be  obtained  author- 
izing the  execution  of  a  release  of  the  mortgaged  premises,  I 
can  again  suggest  that  course  to  the  present  Mayor  of  the 
City ;  but  would  it  not  be  a  more  satisfactory,  as  well  as  less 
expensive  course,  to  pursue  the  remedy  provided  by  the  Act 
of  Assembly  in  the  case  of  lost  mortgages,  to  procure  satisfac- 
tion thereof.  I  refer  to  the  Act  of  10th  April,  1849,  Section 
12  (P.  L.  621). 

In  order  to  procure  the  passage  of  an  Ordinance  of  Councils 
the  payment  of  $50  will  be  required  for  its  advertisement,  in 
addition,  of  course,  to  any  conveyancing  expenses  which  may  be% 
involved  in  the  transaction.     The  legal  proceedings  under  the 
Act  of  Assembly  will  scarcely  involve  so  large  an  amount. 

If  you  desire  further  action  on  my  part,  please  communicate 
again.

Dear  Sir  : — Your  communication  under  date  of  January 
16,  1892,  stating  that  a  communication  from  the  Board  of 
Education  asking  for  an  appropriation  to  extinguish  a  ground 
rent  on  lot,  south  side  of  Melon  street^  west  of  Eleventh,  had

been  referred  to  a  sub -committee  of  the  Finance  Committee  of 
Councils,  and  desiring  to  have  certain  statements  which  were 
made  by  my  Assistant  in  reference  to  this  question  of  apj^ro- 
priation  when  it  was  formerly  before  the  committee  repeated, 
«o  that  you  may  make  a  full  report  of  the  matter,  has  been 
received,  and,  in  reply,  I  have  to  say  that  there  was  a  defect 
in  the  original  conveyance  of  the  lot  on  Melon  street  to  the 
City  by  reason  of  the  fact  that  one  of  the  former  owners  had 
made  a  devise  of  his  interest  in  the  lot  by  will  to  his  widow, 
and  it  was  supposed  that  she  alone  survived  him  and  that  all 
his  interest  passed  to  her  by  the  will,  but,  in  point  of  fact,  a 
posthumous  child  was  born  some  months  after  his  decease, 
who  acquired  an  interest  in  the  property  under  the  intestate 
laws  of  the  Commonwealth,  which  interest  had  never  been 
conveyed  to  the  City.  A  suit  in  partition  was  brought  by  the 
guardian  of  this  child,  and  her  share  in  the  property  was  set 
apart  for  her,  and  was  subsequently  purchased  by  the  City  for 
$1200.  The  City  then  refused  to  pay  the  ground  rent  as  it 
accrued,  averring  that  the  money  which  had  been  paid  by  it 
ought  to  be  a  set-off  against  the  rent.  The  owners  (members 
of  the  Norris  family)  then  brought  suit,  and,  after  same  had 
been  proceeded  with,  but  before  judgment  had  been  recovered, 
an  agreement  was  entered  into  by  which  the  City  undertook 
to  extinguish  the  ground  rent  by  paying  off  the  principal  with 
the  accrued  rent  and  interest,  and  the  Norrises  undertook  to 
allow  as  a  credit  the  sum  of  $1200  which  had  been  paid  to  the 
guardian  of  the  minor,  as  above  stated. 

Upon  examining  the  title  to  the  ground  rent  in  the  present 
holders  of  it,  however,  the  conveyancer  for  the  City  discovered 
a  defect  therein  by  reason  of  an  insufficient  recital  in  one 
deed. 

A  remedy  for  this  defect  has  since  been  provided  by  the 
agreement  of  Isaac  Norris,  Jr.,  and  others  to  deliver  to  the 
Commonwenlth  Title  Insurance  and  Trust  Company  a  bond 
of  indemnity,  in  consideration  of  which  the  company  agrees  to 
insure  the  title  of  the  City  against  the  particular  defect  referred 
to.  The  papers  are  now  all  ready  for  execution,  and  there  is 
no  reason  why  the  transaction  should  not  be  closed. 

I  must,  however,  call  your  attention  to  the  fact  that  the 
amount  for  which  the  appropriation  is  asked,  namely,  $10,775.26 
will  be  insufficient  to  completely  settle  the  transaction,  as  ap- 
pears from  the  following  statement : 


Principal  of  ground  rent  to  be  extinguished $8,925  00  . 

Ground  rent  and  interest  on  same  in  full  to  January 

1,  1892 3,050  26 

making  a  total  of $11,975  26 

Deduct  from  this  the  amount  of  cash  paid  the  guar-

(the  amount  stated  in  your  communication  from  the 
Board  of  Education)  which  would  have  been  suffi- 
cient to  pay  off  the  transaction,  had  it  been  closed

and  interest,  which,  as  the  transaction  can  hardly 
be  closed  before  the  first  of  March,  ought  to  be  cal- 
culated at  least  to  that  date — say  two  months — at

Dear  Sir: — Your  letter  of  January  27,  1892,  stating 
"  that  you  see  by  the  papers  that  the  preliminary  injunction 
issued  in  the  suit  of  the  Peerless  Brick  Company  v%.  The 
City  et  al.,  C.  P.  1,  December,  1891,  No.  603  has,  been  dis- 
solved," and  asking  "  if  it  would  be  safe  for  the  Chief  of  the 
Bureau  of  City  Property  to  draw  a  warrant  for  the  final  pay- 
ment to  the  contractor,  for  me  to  approve  it  and  the  County 
Controller  to  countersign  it,"  is  at  hand. 

I  do  not  think  there  is  anything  set  up  in  the  plaintiff's 
bill  which  interferes  with  your  right  to  determine,  as  the  head 
of  the  Bureau,  whether  the  contractor  in  the  case  should  be 
paid  for  the  work  alleged  to  have  been  done,  nor  is  there  any- 
thing in  the  bill  to  prevent  the  Controller  from  exercising  his 
discretion  in  regard  to  the  approval  of  the  warrant. 


Of  course,  all  questions  as  to  whetlier  the  contract  has  been 
complied  with,  are  questions  of  fact  and  not  of  law. 

The  Court  of  Common  Pleas  No.  1,  after  full  argument, 
refused  to  interfere  with  your  discretion  and  that  of  the  Con- 
troller in  the  matter.

Dear  Sir  : — In  your  letter  to  me  under  date  of  November 
5,  1891,  you  enclose  a  copy  of  a  communication  from  Thomas 
J.  Worrell,  Esq.,  in  relation  to  a  certain  fence  or  obstruction 
on  Tasker  Street,  between  Ash  Street  and  the  river  Delaware, 
which  your  Department  has  notified  Mr.  David  France  (Mr. 
Worrell's  client)  to  remove ;  you  also  enclosed  a  report  of  the 
Chief  of  the  Bureau  of  Highways  in  reference  to  the  matter, 
and  request  me  to  advise  you  if  your  Department  "  can  pro- 
ceed and  remove  this  fence  and  open  the  street." 

In  reply,  I  have  to  say  that  I  have  carefully  considered  the 
report  referred  to,  and  also  a  later  report  from  the  same 
Bureau  and  one  from  the  Bureau  of  Surveys  furnished  me  in 
communications  of  a  later  date.  In  addition  to  the  informa- 
tion thus  obtained,  I  have  caused  a  careful  search  to  be  made 
of  records  of  road  proceedings  in  the  Court  of  Quarter 
Sessions  of  this  County,  and  find  the  following  facts  to  be 
clearly  established  : — 

1.  Franklin  Strett  (now  called  Tasker  Street),  was  laid 
down  upon  the  plan  of  the  District  of  Southwark,  made  by 
authority  of  law  in  the  year  1788,  as  a  public  street,  and 
extended  to  a  line  designated  on  the  plan  as  the  boundary  of 


the  District  of  Southwark  at  a  distance  of  about  eight  hun- 
dred  feet  eastward  from  the  east  side  of  Ash  Street,  also  laid 
down  upon  the  same  plan. 

2.  That  on  January  19,  1831,  the  said  Franklin  street 
was,  in  due  course  of  law,  ordered  to  be  opened  from  Front 
street  to  the  River  Delaware  according  to  the  said  plan  of  the 
District  of  Southwark. 

3.  That  in  the  course  of  the  proceedings  before  the  jury 
appointed  to  assess  damages  for  the  opening  of  said  Franklin 
Street,  Charles  Penrose,  Israel  W.  Morris'  and  the  Estate  of 
Isaac  W.  Morris  were  heard  by  the  jury,  and  after  hearing  the 
jury  awarded  that  they  had  sustained  no  damages  by  reason  of 
the  opening  of  the  said  street,  which  award  was  confirmed 
absolutely  by  the  Court  of  Quarter  Sessions,  February  6, 
1832. 

4.  That  it  appears  by  the  plan  attached  to  the  said  report 
and  filed  therewith,  that  the  lands  of  the  said  owners  last  above 
mentioned,  embrace  all  the  property  lying  along  both  lines  of 
Franklin  Street,  eastward  from  Ash  Street,  to  the  extent  of 
the  plan,  a  distance  of  about  eight  hundred  feet  ;  the  lands  of 
Morris  adjoining  the  lands  of  Penrose  to  the  eastward. 

5.  That  the  lot  now  occupied  by  Mr.  David  France  was  a 
part  of  the  same  lot  of  Charles  Penrose,  in  reference  to 
which  the  above  award  of  the  jury  to  assess  damages  was 
made. 

Upon  these  facts  I  have  no  doubt  that  Tasker  Street  east- 
ward from  Ash  Street  to  the  line  upon  the  plan  of  the  District 
of  Southwark  aforesaid,  marked  as  the  boundary  of  that  Dis- 
trict, that  is  to  say,  for  a  distance  of  about  eight  hundred  feet 
eastward  from  the  easterly  line  of  Ash  Street,  is  an  open  public 
street  and  has  been  such  since  the  date  of  the  confirmation  of 
the  report  of  the  jury  aforesaid — that  is,  from  February  6, 
1832,  and  that  your  Department  has  ample  power  and 
authority  to  remove  any  fence  or  other  obstruction  which  you 
may  find  erected  or  maintained  within  the  lines  of  the  said 
street  as  laid  down  upon  the  plan  of  the  District  of  Southwark, 
to  which  reference  has  above  been  made.

Dear  Sir  : — Replying  to  your  favor  of  January  28,  1892, 
in  reference  to  the  erection  of  a  post  claimed  to  be  a  "  hitch- 
ing post "  upon  the  footway  of  Grace  street,  I  have  to  say, 
that  if  the  post  in  question  be  a  hitching  post  and  its  location 
on  the  side  walk  in  no  wise  interferes  with  travel  on  the  tram- 
ways between  the  curbs,  I  do  not  think  its  erection  or  main- 
tenance is  unlawful,  notwithstanding  the  fact  that  the  street  is 
only  wide  enough  for  the  passage  of  a  single  vehicle. 

The  question  whether  or  not  the  post  is  a  hitching  post  is  a 
matter  that  falls  within  your  province.  I  suggest,  however, 
that  inasmuch  as  the  whole  matter  appears  rather  in  the  light 
of  a  private  quarrel  in  which  the  public  has  no  interest  or 
concern,  you  should  leave  the  property  owner  complainant  to 
invoke  any  remedy  he  may  have,  if  really  aggrieved,  in  a 
private  action  at  law.

Dear  Sir  : — I  am  in  receipt  of  your  letter  of  yesterday, 
enclosing  a  communication  received  by  you  from  John  RoId- 
erts,  Esq.,  containing  a  statement  of  facts  relating  to  his  at- 
tendance upon  a  convention  of  the  Fourth  Congressional  Dis- 
trict for  the  purpose  of  nominating  delegates  to  the  National 
Convention,  together  with  his  interpretation  of  Art.  15,  Sec. 
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1,  of  the  Act  of  Assembly  of  June  1,  1885,  which  opinion  is 
concurred  in  by  Furman  Sheppard,  Richard  C.  McMurtrie, 
John  G.  Johnson,  Richard  P.  White,  Mayer  Sulzberger  and 
George  S.  Graham,  Esqs. 

Under  the  facts  in  the  case  as  stated  by  Mr.  Roberts,  you 
ask  my  opinion  as  to  whether  or  not  there  has  been  a  violation 
of  the  law  under  this  provision,  and  if  you  have  power  of  re- 
moval under  said  provision. 

I  reply  as  follows :  The  Act  of  June  1,  1885,  Art.  15,  Sec- 
tion 1,  paragraph  10,  provides  :  "  No  officer  or  employee  of  any 
Department,  Trust  or  Commission,  or  employee  of  any  con- 
tractor under  any  such  Department,  Trust  or  Commission, 
shall  be  a  member  of  or  delegate  to  any  political  convention, 
nor  shall  he  be  present  at  any  such  convention  except  in  the 
performance  of  duty  relating  to  his  position  as  such  officer  or 
employee,  and  any  violation  of  these  provisions  shall  work  a 
forfeiture  of  his  position,  and  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  De- 
partment to  dismiss  him  from  office  and  enter  upon  their  rec- 
ord the  cause  of  such  dismissal." 

In  order  to  properly  interpret  the  Act  it  will  be  best  to  first 
consider  the  title,  which  reads  as  follows  :  "to  provide  for 
the  better  o;overnment  of  cities  of  the  first  class  in  this  Com- 
monwealth."  The  Act  relates  alone  to  municipal  officers  in 
their  municipal  capacities.  It  controls,  governs  and  directs 
them  in  relation  to  municipal  affairs  and  the  provision,  in  my 
opinion,  was  passed  for  the  purpose  of  preventing  officers  and 
employees  of  the  various  departments  of  the  city  from  taking, 
under  dictation  from  Heads  of  Departments,  an  active  partici- 
pation in  political  conventions,  primary  and  general  elections. 

The  section  provides  that  "  no  officer  or  employee  of  any 
department  ....  shall  be  a  member  of  or  delegate  to  any 
political  convention."  Considering  the  purpose  and  intention 
of  the  Act,  it  is  a  very  grave  question  whether  this  language 
is  intended  to  refer  to  conventions  other  than  those  which  are 
called  together  for  the  nomination  of  candidates  for  municipal 
offices. 

The  section  further  provides  that  any  violation  of  this  pro- 
vision shall  work  a  forfeiture  of  the  position,  and  it  shall  be 
the  duty  of  the  Department  to  dismiss  him  (the  officer  or  em- 
ployee) from  office,  and  enter  upon  their  record  the  cause  of 
such  dismissal. 
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The  language  explicitly  provides  that  the  Department  shall 
dismiss  for  any  violation  of  this  provision. 

Under  this  particular  section,  the  power  is  vested  alone  in 
the  Department,  and  I  am  driven  to  the  conclusion  that  in  so 
far  as  this  provision  is  concerned,  the  authority  to  dismiss 
being  vested  in  the  Department,  it  was  the  intention  of  the 
Legislature  that  the  officers  or  employees  holding  positions 
under  the  Department  should  alone  be  subject  to  its  provision.

as  stated  in  the  contract  which  was  enclosed  in  your  letter,  is 
at  hand. 

I  have  carefully  considered  the  contract,  and  am  of  opinion 
that  the  decision  of  the  architect  is  final  and  conclusive  in  any 
dispute  which  may  arise  between  the  parties  to  the  agreement, 
relative  to  or  touching  the  same,  and  his  letter,  which  you 
also  submit,  seems  to  decide  that  the  contract  has  been  car- 
ried out  by  Messrs.  Steel  &  Son. 

Notwithstanding  this,  I  should  advise  you  not  to  sign  a  war- 
rant for  the  present,  until  it  can  be  finally  determined  whether 
the  contractors-  were  in  any  way  to  blame  for  the  water  which 
you  state  "  is  now  percolating  through  the  walls  and  up  the 
side  of  the  foundation  and  floods  the  cellar  of  the  ward  build- 
ing."

Dear  Sir  : — I  have  your  letter  of  the  30  ult.,  inquiring 
as  to  the  proper  course  for  you  to  pursue  with  regard  to  mon- 
eys due  the  Electric  Light  Companies  by  the  City,  in  view  of 
a  request  made  by  the  Director  of  Public  Safety  that  the  in- 
debtedness of  these  Companies  to  the  City  for  license  fees  be 
set  off  against  those  payments. 

In  my  opinion  it  is  highly  advisable  that  the  course  which 
the  Director  of  Public  Safety  suggests  be  taken.  I  am  in- 
clined to  believe  that  such  action  will  materially  assist  in  the 
collection|of  the  moneys  due  the  City,  to  which  Mr.  Beitler 
refers.

Dear  Sir  : — Your  letter  of  the  3d  instant,  stating  that  an 
Ordinance  has  been  passed  authorizing  a  warrant  to  be  drawn 
amounting  to  $190.55,  in  favor  of  Thomas  Cunningham,  to 
pay  for  paving  on  Eyre  street  in  front  of  a  small  strip  of 
property  at  the  corner  of  Belgrade  street,  provided  that  a  lien 
is  filed  against  the  narrow  strip  of  ground  and  duly  assigned 
to  the  City  of  Philadelphia,  is  at  hand. 
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In  your  letter  you  state  that  a  similar  Ordinance  had  been 
passed  in  March,  1891,  but  was  vetoed  by  Mayor  Fitler  on 
April  4,  1891  ;  that  it  seems  that  the  first  reason  given  for 
the  veto,  viz.  :  "  This  Ordinance  is  in  violation  of  the  Act  of 
Assembly,  in  that  it  provides  for  the  payment  by  the  City  for 
first  paving  done  in  front  of  private  property,"  is  in  effect  at 
the  present  time,  and  would  prevent  the  approval  of  this  sub- 
sequent Ordinance ;  and  you  ask  me  whether,  under  these  cir- 
cumstances, I  can  suggest  any  i  eason  why  the  bill  should  not 
be  vetoed. 

In  answer  I  would  say,  that  it  has  been  decided  that  a 
contractor  who  agrees  to  take  assessment  bills  in  payment  has 
no  recourse  on  the  City  because  of  his  failure  to  collect  them. 
See  Horter  vs.  City  of  Phila.,  13  W.  N.  C,  page  40,  and 
Dickinson  vs.  City  of  Phila.,  14  W.  N.  C,  page  367. 

By  Section  5  of  the  Act  of  May  23,  1874,  it  was  provided, 
that  "  No  Ordinance  shall  be  passed,  except  by  a  two-third 
vote  of  both  Councils,  and  approved  by  the  Mayor,  giving  any 
extra  compensation  to  any  public  officer,  servant,  employee, 
agent  or  contractor,  after  services  shall  have  been  rendered  or 
contract  made,  nor  providing  for  the  payment  of  any  claim 
against  the  City  without  previous  authority  of  law." 

I  have  already  decided  that  Councils  have  no  right  at  any 
time  to  make  a  gift,  neither  have  they  the  power  to  provide  an 
appropriation  for  the  payment  of  that  which  could  not  have 
been  done  within  the  scope  of  their  authority. 

It  does  not  appear  from  your  letter  to  me  whether  the 
ordinance  passed  by  a  two-third  vote  of  both  Councils.  If 
not,  it  was  clearly  bad,  and  should  be  vetoed.  If  it  did  pass 
by  a  two-third  vote,  the  question  whether  Councils  had  the 
right  to  pass  an  Ordinance  appropriating  money  to  the  con- 
tractor, depends  upon  whether  the  work  is  or  is  not  municipal 
in  its  character,  and  one  from  which  the  whole  commnnity  has 
received  the  benefits.  It  seems  to  me  that  street  paving  comes 
within  this  class  of  work. 

In  reply  to  the  second  question,  "  Can  Councils  by  Ordi- 
nance make  the  last  property,  in  cases  like  the  above,  which 
has  all  the  privileges  of  the  side  street  for  approach,  light  and 
air,  be  responsible  for  the  municipal  improvements  ?  "  I 
would  state  that  I  cannot  give  a  responsive  answer  until  I  see 
the  plan  of  the  property.     But,  if  I  understand  your  question, 
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it  is  not  possible  for  a  lien  to  be  filed  for  street  improvements 
against  land  which  does  not  abut  upon  the  street  where  the 
improvements  are  made.

Dear  Sir  : — Your  letter  of  the  6th  instant,  in  relation  to 
stopping  oiF  gas  for  non  payment  of  bills  by  tenants,  is  at 
hand. 

I  have  examined  the  copies  of  your  letters  to  John  Taylor, 
Esq.,  Receiver  of  Taxes,  under  date  of  January  6,  1892,  and 
also  your  letter  of  February  3,  1892,  addressed  to  Mr.  George 
L.  Parker,  No.  2019  Fairmount  avenue,  and  I  think  the  posi- 
tion you  have  taken  is  correct. 

In  your  letter  of  the  6tli  instant  you  state  as  follows  : — 
'•  It  has  been  the  custom  of  the  Bureau  of  Gas  to  refuse  a 
party  who  is  delinquent  in  paying  a  gas  bill  or  declines  to 
settle  a  bill  for  gas  against  a  property  from  which  he  is 
moving,  a  supply  of  gas  in  any  other  property  to  his  individual 
name." 

This-custom,  so  far  as  it  goes,  it  seerus  to  me,  is  a  proper 
one,  because,  wdienever  a  tenant  or  owner  of  the  property  is 
debtor  to  the  City  for  gas,  it  is  proper  that  the  City  should 
refuse  to  furnish  him  with  gas  for  any  other  property  than 
that  for  which  the  indebtedness  was  incurred,  until  the  prior 
bill  is  settled  with  the  City,  but  I  do  not  think  the  custom  can 
be  extended  to  protect  the  landlord.  If  the  landlord  pay  the 
bill  for  the  tenant,  he  must  collect  from  the  tenant  by  due 
process  of  law,  and  it  does  not  seem  to  me  to  be  any  part  of 
the  duty  of  the  City  to  aid  him  to  recover  the  indebtedness 
due  to  him  by  his  tenant. 
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In  reference  to  Mr.  Parker's  letter  of  the  5th  instant  in 
reply  to  yours  of  the  3d,  I  do  not  see  how  you  can  assist 
Mr.  Parker  to  settle  any  disputes  he  may  have  with  one 
of  his  tenants  as  to  indebtedness  for  prior  gas  bills,  and  from 
the  facts  as  submitted  I  do  not  think  it  right  that  you  should 
interfere  in  the  matter.

Dear  Sir  : — Your  letter  of  the  6th  inst.,  in  relation  to  the 
*'  Amweg  "  matter,  is  at  hand.  I  have  examined  the  bond 
signed  by  Mr.  Amweg  and  the  German  American  Title 
Company  in  the  matter  of  the  final  payment  upon  the 
Twentieth  and  Berks  Street  Station  House,  and  I  think  it  is  a 
full  protection  to  you  and  Mr.  Thompson. 

In  answer  to  your  letter  of  January  27th,  in  which  you 
stated  that  "  you  had  seen  by  the  papers  that  the  preliminary 
injunction  issued  in  the  suit  of  the  Peerless  Brick  Company 
vs.  The  City  et  al,  C.  P.  No.  1,  Dec.  Term,  1891,  No.  603, 
had  been  dissolved,"  I  desire  to  say,  that  immediately  after 
the  argument  of  that  case,  Mr.  McMichael  notified  your 
Department  by  telephone  of  the  result  of  said  argument,  and, 
in  answer  to  your  question  propounded  at  that  time,  •'  whether 
it  would  be  safe  for  the  Chief  of  the  Bureau  of  City  Property 
to  draw  a  warrant  for  the  final  payment  to  the  contractors,  for 
me  to  approve  it  and  the  County  Controller  countersign  it," 
I  wrote  you  on  the  28th  of  January,  stating  as  follows  : — "  I 
do  not  think  there  is  anything  set  up  in  the  plaintiff's  bill 
which  interferes  with  your  right  to  determine,  as  head  of  the 
bureau,  whether  the  contractor  in  the  case  should  be  paid  for 
the  work  alleged  to  have  been  done,  nor  is  there  anything  in 
the  bill  to  prevent  the  Controller  from  exercising  his  discretion 
in  regard  to  the  approval  of  the  warrant." 
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I  think  this  was  a  full  answer  to  your  inquiry.  I  may  say 
to  you,  however,  that  after  argument  of  the  case,  the  Court 
of  Common  Pleas  No.  1  were  of  opinion  that  there  was 
nothing  setup  in  the  plaintiff's  bill  or  affidavits  to  the  bond  to 
compel  the  City  of  Philadelphia  to  pay  the  Peerless  Brick 
Company  for  the  bricks  furnished,  and  the  only  party  who 
could  look  to  the  City  of  Philadelphia  for  payment  was  Mr. 
Amweg  the  contractor.  The  question  whether  or  not  he  has 
done  his  work  satisfactorily  and  in  accordance  with  the 
contract  must  rest  with  the  Executive  Officers  of  the  City  of 
Philadelphia. 

I  note  that  the  City  of  Philadelphia  is  not  named  as  one  of 
the  obligees  of  the  bond,  and  it  would,  of  course,  be  an  addi- 
tional protection  to  the  City,  if  the  contractor  were  to  add  the 
name  of  the  City  of  Philadelphia  as  one  of  the  obligees  of 
this  bond. 

I  do  not  think,  however,  that  the  City  of  Philadelphia  can 
require  the  contractor  to  file  a  bond  of  indemnity,  if  the  head 
of  the  Department  and  Conti'oller  had  both  decided  that  he  was 
entitled  to  his  money.

Dear  Sir: — I  have  your  favor  of  the  oth  inst.,  in  which 
you  state  "  That  the  claim  of  the  City  of  Philadelphia  against 
the  Spring  Garden  National  Bank  amounts  to  one  hundred 
and  forty-eignt  thousand  four  hundred  and  two  (148,402)  dol- 
lars and  twenty-five  (25)  cents,  as  evidenced  by  the  Receiver's 
proof  of  claim,  bearing  date  November  18, 1891 ;  one  hundred 
and  forty-four  thousand  (144,000)  dollars  of  said  amount  was 
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deposited  in  said  bank  by  John  Bardsley,  late  City  Treasurer, 
and  forty-four  hundred  and  two  (4402)  dollars  and  twenty-five 
(25)  cents  by  John  Taylor,  Receiver  of  Taxes,  for  which  he 
received  a  certificate  of  deposit,  said  certificate  of  deposit  being 
deposited  at  the  City  Treasury  by  the  Receiver  of  Taxes  and 
was  duly  presented  to  the  Spring  Garden  National  Bank,  but 
payment  thereof  was  not  made,  by  reason  of  the  suspension  of 
the  bank.  You  inquire  :  First,  has  the  City,  as  holder  of  said 
certificate  of  deposit  for  forty-four  hundred  and  two  (4402) 
dollars  and  twenty-five  (25)  cents,  any  rights  other  than  those 
of  an  ordinary  depositor ;  and,  Second,  will  the  acceptance  of 
the  10  per  cent,  dividend,  covering  both  claims,  now  being 
made  by  the  Receiver  of  said  bank,  interfere  with  any  legal 
rights  the  City  may  have  in  the  matter." 

In  answer  to  your  first  inquiry,  I  reply  that,  under  the  facts 
as  stated  in  your  letter,  the  relation  between  the  bank  and  the 
City  is  that  of  debtor  and  creditor,  and  the  City  is  not  entitled 
to  a  preference  on  this  claim  because  of  the  certificate  of  de- 
posit. There  may  be  other  circumstances  and  certain  facts 
which  may  give  the  City  a  preference,  but  such  facts  or  cir- 
cumstances do  not  appear  in  your  letter  to  me. 

The  acceptance  of  the  10  per  cent,  dividend  covering  both 
claims  would,  I  think,  recognize  the  relationship  of  debtor  and 
creditor,  but  it  would  not,  in  my  judgment,  bar  the  right  of 
the  City  to  insist  on  a  preference  if  the  facts  and  circumstances 
hereafter  developed  show  that  it  is  entitled  to  such  preference.

Dear  Sir  : — Your  letter  of  the  1st  instant  is  at  hand,  in- 
quiring whether  you   "  have  authority  to  transfer  a  District 
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Surveyor  from  a  district  where  he  is  to  a  vacant  place  in  an- 
other district,  or  must  the  individual  resign  and  be  reap- 
pointed." 

Prior  to  the  Consolidation  Act  of  February  2,  1854,  Sur- 
veyors were  elected  in  the  various  districts.  By  that  Act  the 
choice  of  the  Surveyors  in  the  districts  was  given  to  Councils, 
but  the  3d  section  of  the  Act  of  April  21,  1855,  repealed  the 
27th  section  of  the  Act  of  1854,  and  igain  provided  for  the 
election  of  the  Surveyors  to  serve  in  twelve  defined  districts. 
These  defined  districts  have  been  changed  by  subsequent 
legislation  and  a  new  district  added. 

The  Bullitt  Bill  repealed  this  section  (3d  sec.  of  the  Act  of 
April  21,  1855)  and  authorized  Councils  to  divide  the  City 
into  such  survey  districts  as  to  them  may  seem  proper,  and 
invested  the  appointment  of  Surveyors  in  the  head  of  the  De- 
partment of  Public  Works. 

I  do  not  find  anything  in  the  Acts  of  Assembly  or  the  ordi- 
nances to  prevent  you  from  transferring  a  District  Surveyor 
from  the  district  where  he  is  to  a  vacant  place  in  another  dis- 
trict if  the  needs  of  the  service  require  it,  and  I  therefore  am 
of  opinion  that  you  have  authority  so  to  do.

Dear  Sir  : — Your  letter  of  the  27th  inst.,  stating  "  that  you 
have  been  directed  by  a  Special  Committee  of  Select  Council 
to  consider  the  communication  of  the  Citizens'  Municipal  As- 
sociation relative  to  Messrs.  Houseman  and  Patton,  members 
of  Select  Council,  to  forward  to  you  the  two  enclosed  commu- 
nications from  the  said  association,  together  with  a  copy  of  the 
resolution  this  day  adopted  by  the  Committee  of  Councils,  as 
follows : 
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'■''Resolved,  That  the  communications  from  the  Citizens' 
Municipal  Association  be  referred  to  the  City  Solicitor,  and 
the  request  that  he  furnish  the  committee  with  an  opinion 
regarding  the  jurisdiction,  power  and  authority  of  said  com- 
mittee," is  at  hand. 

In  answer  I  would  say  that  the  Act  of  June  1,  1885,  Article 
15,  par.  I,  provides  that  each  branch  of  Councils  shall  have 
power  to  compel  the  attendance  of  witnesses  and  the  produc- 
tion of  books  and  papers  at  any  meeting  of  the  body  or  any 
committee  thereof,  and  for  that  purpose  may  issue  subpoenas 
and  attachments  in  any  case  of  inquiry,  investigation  or  im- 
peachment, and  cause  the  same  to  be  served  and  executed  in 
tiny  part  of  the  Commonwealth. 

Section  45  of  the  Act  of  February  2,  1854,  commonly 
inown  as  the  Consolidation  Act,  provides  as  follows:  "All 
officers  elected  by  the  qualified  voters  under  this  Act  shall  be 
subject  to  removal  from  office  on  impeachment  for  misdemennor 
in  office  or  other  sufficient  cause  on  charges  to  be  preferred  by 
the  Common  Council,  and  tried  by  the  Select  Council,  in 
manner  prescribed  by  the  Constitution  and  laws  of  this  Com- 
monwealth as  to  impeachment  by  the  House  of  Representa- 
tives and  trial  thereof  by  the  Senate :  all  other  officers  shall 
l)e  subject  to  removal  for  sufficient  cause  in  such  manner  as 
Councils  may  determine,"  and  in  Article  15,  Section  1,  of  the 
Act  of  June  1,  1885,  an  elaborate  method  of  trying  by  im- 
peachment municipal  ofiicers  is  provided.  By  this  article  of 
the  Act  of  June  1,  1885,  complaint  in  writing  must  be  made 
to  the  Court  of  Common  Pleas  of  the  proper  county  by  not 
less  than  twenty  freeholders  of  the  City,  each  of  whom  shall 
write  his  occupation  and  residence  opposite  his  signature, 
charging  any  municipal  officer  with  any  offence,  setting  forth 
the  facts  upon  which  said  charge  is  founded,  supported  by  the 
oaths  or  affirmations  of  at  least  five  of  the  complainants,  ac- 
cording to  the  best  of  their  information,  knowledge  and  belief. 

There  are  various  other  provisions  in  reference  to  this  court 
of  impeachment,  among  which  is  one  that  the  President  Judge 
of  the  Court  of  Common  Pleas,  or,  in  his  absence,  an  Associate 
Judge  thereof,  shall  preside  during  the  trial  and  decide  finally 
all  questions  of  law  and  evidence  that  may  arise  in  the  case. 

Under  the  provisions  above  quoted,  it  will  be  seen  that  com- 
mittees have  power  to  inquire  into  and  investigate  in  relation 
to  any  matters  that  may  be  delegated  to  them  by  either  branch 
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of  Councils,  but  the  power  of  removal,  however,  is  provided 
for  in  the  Acts  of  1854  and  1855  in  proceedings  by  impeach- 
ment.

Dear  Sir  : — Your  letter  in  reference  to  the  matter  of  the 
paving  done  by  Arthur  McGinn,  contractor,  between  Broad 
and  Thirteenth  streets,  for  1892,  is  at  hand. 

In  it  you  state  that  you  "  feel  as  if  this  party  has  not 
acted  in  good  faith  with  the  City  and  your  Department ;  that 
he  is  a  bidder  for  work  to  be  done  this  year,"  and  you  ask 
me  if,  under  the  circumstances,  you  are  justified,  as  a  City 
officer,  in  refusing  to  award  him  any  contracts  until  he  re- 
paves  York  street." 

In  answer  I  would  say,  that  I  think  you  would  be  justified 
in  refusing  to  award  him  any  contracts  on  account  of  his  not 
being  a  responsible  bidder,  the  word  "responsible"  meaning 
one  who  is  not  only  pecuniarily  responsible,  but  one  who  will 
carry  out  his  contracts  faithfully. 

You  could  also  place  his  name  upon  the  list  of  delinquent 
contractors,  although  I  think  the  former  plan  is  the  better 
way — simply  to  refuse  to  award  him,  or  any  other  contractor 
who  has  failed  to  carry  out  faithfully  the  contracts  which  he 
entered  into  with  the  City,  any  new  contracts.

In 
it  you  state  that  Girard  College  has  been  complaining  for 
Bome  time  of  an  inadequate  water  supply  to  the  institution, 
and  that  it  has  been  suggested  that  an  attachment  be  made 
by  a  main  laid  on  West  College  avenue  to  a  16-inch  unused 
outlet  now  connected  with  the  Morris  City  reservoir,  and  that 
it  would  be  of  great  benefit  to  the  institution. 

You  ask  me  whether  you  can  grant  permission  to  do  as 
suggested,  and  whether,  if  the  consent  of  the  Water  Com- 
mittee is  had,  the  work  can  be  done  by  their  authority,  or 
whether  it  would  be  necessary  to  apply  for  permission  to 
Councils. 

In  reply  I  would  say,  that  I  think  it  would  be  safer  to  get 
an  Ordinance  of  Councils  for  permission  to  use  the  City  water 
in  the  way  spoken  of  in  your  letter.

In  re  arrests  hy  Constables  and  Special  Officers. 
Abraham  M.  Beitler,  Esq., 

Director  of  Public  Safety. 

Dear  Sir  : — Your  letter  of  the  29th  ult.,  is  at  hand,  in 
which  you  ask  me  to  advise  you  what  should  be  done  by  the 
Bureau  of  Police  under  the  following  circumstances  : — 

'*A  warrant  is  issued  by  a  Magistrate  for  the  arrest  of  a 
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party  charged  with  a  crime  and  is  placed  in  the  hands  of  a 
constable.  The  constable  arrests  the  party  named  in  the  war- 
rant at  niirht,  but  does  not  take  the  prisoner  to  the  County 
jail  but  takes  him  to  a  station  house  and  demands  of  the  ser- 
geant in  charge  that  the  police  take  charge  of  the  prisoner 
until  the  morning  hearing,  leaving  the  warrant  with  the  ser- 
geant in  charge.  Should  the  police  official  on  duty  receive 
the  prisoner,  or  should  the  sergeant  or  lieutenant  insist  that 
the  constable  take  the  prisoner  to  the  County  jail  ? 

If  an  arrest  is  made  by  a  special  officer  commissioned  under 
the  Act  of  June  1,  1885,  must  the  turnkey  at  the  Central 
Station  or  the  lieutenant  or  sergeant  in  charge  at  the  station 
house  receive  said  prisoner  upon  the  charge  preferred  by  the 
special  officer  and  keep  him  for  a  hearing  ? 

I  ask  this  in  reference  to  a  case  in  which  the  turnkey  at 
the  Central  Station  is  now  being  sued,  who  locked  up  a  pris- 
oner brought  in  by  a  duly  commissioned  special  officer  who 
had  made  the  arrest  without  a  Avarrant." 

In  answer,  I  would  say  that  the  first  duty  of  the  constable, 
peace  officer,  or  policeman,  when  a  person  is  arrested  is  to 
take  him  before  the  nearest  committing  Magistrate. 

In  an  early  case,  Commonwealth  v.  Deacon,  reported  in 
8  Sergeant  &  Rawle,  page  47,  Mr.  Justice  Gibson  held  that 
a  prisoner  arrested  by  a  constable  without  a  warrant  can  be 
deposited  in  the  common  jail  for  safe  keeping  till  he  can  be 
carried  before  a  Magistrate  At  that  early  date  a  constable 
might  put  a  party  arrested  for  an  affray  in  the  stocks ;  and, 
in  case  of  any  offence  for  which  the  party  suspected  may  be 
arrested,  might  convey  him  to  the  Sheriff,  or  jailor  of  the 
county  ;  but,  says  Mr.  Justice  Gibson.  "  in  this  case  and  in 
every  other  of  the  kind,  it  is  said  to  be  the  safest  and  best 
course  to  carry  the  offenders  before  a  magistrate  as  soon  as 
circumstances  will  permit.''  He  says  further  that  there  may 
be  cases  of  such  urgency  as  not  to  admit  of  delay  till  a  war- 
rant of  commitment  can  be  procured,  as  in  the  case  of  an 
affray  near  the  jail ;  and  there  the  necessity  of  the  case 
would  prove  that  the  jailor  ought  to  take  charge  of  the  par- 
ties actually  engaged,  and  that  there  is  no  danger  to  the  lib- 
erty of  the  citizen  in  this,  for  if  the  arrest  and  detention  be 
improper,  the  prisoner  can  have  instant  redress  by  the  writ 
of  habeas  corpus,  and  the  constable  may  be  punished  by  in- 
dictment or  subjected  to  damages  in  an  action  of  trespass. 
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This  view  of  the  law  has  been  modified  by  the  introduction 
of  our  general  police  system  and  the  introduction  of  station 
houses,  and  I  find  a  case  reported  in  8  Philadelphia  Rep's,  page 
477,  which  is  entitled  "  In  the  matter  of  the  application  of  Wm. 
J.  Castor,  a  constable  of  the  Twenty- third  Ward,  for  ad- 
vice and  direction."  The  opinion  is  by  Paxson,  Judge,  and 
the  whole  matter  of  the  use  of  station  houses  by  constables 
is  reviewed.  To  summarize  the  opinion,  he  dfecides  that  the 
primary  object  of  the  erection  of  station  houses  is  manifestly 
for  the  convenience  of  the  police  force  of  the  city,  but  that 
the  term  of  the  Ordinance  of  November  15,  1855,  indicate 
that  the  city  station  houses  are  not  to  be  confined  exclu- 
sively to  police  purposes ;  that  constables,  who  are  peace 
officers  as  well  as  the  police  officers,  may  arrest  persons  who 
are  guilty  of  breaches  of  the  peace,  riots,  etc.,  and  that  the 
constables  may  use  the  police  stations  for  prisoners  under  ar- 
rest for  some  offence  made  a  crime  by  statute,  such  as  breaches 
of  the  peace,  riots,  etc.,  but  they  have  no  right  to  lodge 
prisoners  who  are  arrested  upon  a  capias  or  other  writ  issued 
in  a  private  proceeding ;  and  the  opinion  of  Judge  Paxson  is, 
that  subject  to  general  regulations,  the  constables  have  a 
right  to  use  the  station  houses  for  the  purposes  indicated. 

In  the  case  of  McCarthy  v.  De  Armit,  which  is  reported 
in  99  Pa.  St.  Rep's,  page  63,  the  whole  question  of  the  right 
of  the  Mayor  and  police  officers  of  the  city  to  arrest  and 
imprison  persons  is  considered,  and  it  is  there  held  that  a  peace 
officer  who  arrests  one  upon  reasonable  suspicion  of  felony, 
will  be  excused,  even  though  it  appears  afterwards  that  in 
fact  no  felony  had  been  committed ;  and  that  as  it  may  be 
expected  that  a  felon  will  flee  from  justice  if  an  opportunity 
is  afforded  him,  if  he  knows  that  he  is  suspected,  he  will  do 
what  may  be  in  his  power  to  obliterate  the  evidences  of  his 
crime,  *  *  *  *  The  public  safety  and  due  apprehension  of 
criminals  charged  with  heinous  crimes,  imperiously  require 
that  such  arrests  should  be  made  without  warrant  by  officers 
of  the  law.  But,  in  the  same  opinion  the  risk  of  the  unlaw- 
ful detention  of  prisoners  is  pointed  out  by  the  Supreme 
Court. 

The  Act  of  February  14,  1889,  regulating  the  election  of 
constables  in  cities  of  the  second  'and  third  class,  provides 
inter  alia :  "  That  the  court  upon  application  shall  appoint 
such  deputy  constables  as  in  their  discretion  may  be  deemed 
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necessary,  who  shall  possess  and  exercise  all  the  powers  of 
policemen  of  the  cities  of  this  Commonwealth,  and  the  keep- 
ers of  jails,  lockups  and  station  houses  are  required  to  receive 
all  such  persons  arrested  by  such  policpmen,  for  the  commis- 
sion of  any  offences  against  the  laws  of  this  Commonwealth, 
etc." 

It  may  fairly  be  inferred  from  this  that  constables  in  cities 
of  the  first  class  have  such  authority  as  is  conferred  upon 
deputy  constables  under  this  Act. 

I  am  therefore  of  opinion  that  the  police  officials  in  charge 
of  the  station  houses  should  receive  a  prisoner  arrested  under 
the  circumstances  stated  in  your  communication. 

In  answer  to  your  second  question,  I  think  that  if  an  arrest 
is  made  by  a  special  officer  commissioned  under  the  Act  of 
June  1,  1885,  his  first  duty  should  be  to  take  the  person  ar- 
rested before  the  committing  Magistrate.  But,  in  a  case  of 
inability  so  to  do,  he  may  lodge  his  prisoner  in  the  Central 
Station  and  the  lieutenant  or  sergeant  in  charge  should  re- 
ceive the  prisoner. 

I  do  not  know  the  facts  of  the  case  to  which  you  refer,  in 
which  the  turnkey  at  the  Central  Station  is  now  being  sued, 
having  locked  up  a  prisoner  brought  in  by  a  duly  commis- 
sioned special  officer,  who  had  made  the  arrest  without  a  war- 
rant, and  I  should  be  pleased  to  be  referred  to  the  term  and 
number  of  the  case.  The  cases  I  have  referred  to  will  give 
you  a  pretty  clear  idea  of  what  the  general  drift  of  the  law  is 
upon  this  subject.

Dear  Sir  : — Your  letter  of  the  4th  instant  is  at  hand,  in 
which  you  state  that  an  ordinance  has  been  submitted  to  the 
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Mayor  for  his  approval  entitled  "An  Ordinance  to  revise  tliat 
part  of  the  plan  of  the  City  between  the  coal  wharves  of  the 
Philadelphia  and  Reading  R.  R.  Co.  and  Allegheny  avenue 
and  Richmond  street  and  the  Delaware  river."  You  further 
state  that  "  the  ordinance  provides  for  the  striking  out  of  por- 
tions of  certain  streets;  that  the  privileges  of  the  ordinance 
would  make  these  streets  have  dead  ends,  and  that  the  streets 
are  on  the  City  plan,"  and  you  ask  my  opinion,  whether  the 
granting  of  this  ordinance  conflicts  with  the  ordinance  of 
April  8,  1890,  entitled  "An  Ordinance  to  regulate  the  plac- 
ing of  streets  upon  the  City  plan,  and  issuing  of  building  and 
other  permits  by  the  Departments  and  Bureaus  of  the  City." 

I  reply  as  follows :  The  ordinance  of  April  8,  1890,  by  its 
title,  refers  to  the  placing  of  streets  upon  the  City  plan  and 
the  issuing  of  building  and  other  permits  by  the  Departments 
and  Bureaus  of  the  City,  and  in  Section  1  of  said  ordinance 
it  is  provided  as  follows:  "  That  from  and  after  the  passage 
of  this  ordinance  no  street  hereafter  to  be  opened  shall  be 
accepted  or  placed  upon  the  plans  of  the  City  that  is  of  a  less 
width  than  thirty  (30)  feet,  and  in  no  case  shall  a  street  be  so 
placed  unless  it  shall  run  from  one  public  street  to  another, 
and  in  a  straight  line" 

This  language,  both  by  the  title  and  the  enacting  clause, 
refers  to  streets  to  be  placed  on  the  City  plan  after  the  pas- 
sage of  the  ordinance,  and  does  not  refer  to  streets  already 
placed  upon  the  City  plan,  nor  does  it  provide  against  the 
striking  off  of  streets  then  on  the  City  plan. 

"^  I  am  of  opinion,  therefore,  that  the  ordinance  of  April  8,1890, 
does  not  conflict  with  the  ordinance  to  which  you  refer,  enti- 
tled "An  Ordinance  to  revise  that  part  of  the  plan  of  the  City 
between  the  coal  wharves  of  the  Philadelphia  and  Reading 
R.  R.  Co.  and  Allegheny  avenue  and  Richmond  street  and 
the  Delaware  river,"  and  providing  for  the  striking  out  of 
portions  of  certain  streets,  etc.

Dear  Sir  : — Your  letter  of  the  8th  instant  is  at  hand  en- 
closing a  letter  from  Henry  F.  Walton,  Esq.,  attorney  for  S. 
J.  Cleeland,  and  the  latter's  affidavit. 

In  my  opinion  the  Board  of  Health  was  justified  in  refus- 
ing a  certificate  of  registration  under  the  Act  of  June  30, 
1885,  on  the  ground  that  Mr.  Cleeland  was  a  minor. 

The  Aot  of  June  30,  1885,  Section  1,  (P.  L.  250)  provides 
that  "  The  Board  of  Health  in  cities  of  the  first  class  shall 
be,  and  they  are  hereby  authorized  and  directed  to  adopt  and 
promulgate  suitable  rules  and  regulations  for  the  construction 
of  house  drainage,  etc.,  and  to  provide  for  the  registration  of 
master  plumbers  and  persons  engaged  in  the  plumbing  busi- 
ness in  said  city. 

Under  this  Act  of  Assembly,  I  think  the  Board  of  Health 
have  power  to  adopt  a  general  rule  not  to  allow  anyone  to  be 
registered  who  is  not  of  the  age  required  by  law  to  entitle  a 
man  to  vote,  although  they  have  promulgated  no  written  or 
printed  rules  on  the  subject.

Dear  Sir  : — Your  favor  under  date  of  March  3d  inst., 
making  inquiry  as  to  whether  the  City  makes  any  claim  to  a 
certain  fund  amounting  to  ^4,294.54  on  Deposit  in  the  First 
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National  Bank  of  this  City,  being  the  exact  amount  of  an  un- 
settled account  accepted  by  you  by  advice  of  the  Attorney- 
General  from  your  predecessor,  on  assuming  the  duties  of 
City  Treasurer,  January  4th  last,  is  duly  received  with  its 
enclosures. 

I  gather  from  your  letter  and  its  enclosures,  that  the 
moneys  forming  this  fund  were  paid  by  applicants  for  liquor 
licenses  in  accordance  with  the  provisions  of  Section  4,  of  the 
Act  of  May  13, 1887  (P.  L.  109),  which,  among  other  things, 
provides  :  "  And  for  each  and  every  license  granted  by  the 
Coui't  for  any  hotel,  tavern,  inn,  restaurant  or  saloon,  the 
mercantile  appraisers  shall  receive  the  sum  of  two  dollars  and 
fifty  cents,  the  said  sum  to  be  paid  by  the  applicant  or 
applicants  for  said  license." 

If  this  conclusion  is  correct,  I  advise  you  that  the  City  of 
Philadelphia  has  no  claim  upon  the  fund  so  derived.

Dear  Sir  : — Replying  to  your  note  under  date  of  March 
18th  inst.,  in  which  you  ask  me  to  advise  you  "  whether 
Councils  have  the  right  to  pass  an  ordinance  for  laying  tracks, 
tubes,  etc.,  on  streets  which  have  not  been  legally  opened 
and  on  which  no  arrangement  had  been  made  with  the 
property  owners,"  I  have  to  say  that  the  mere  plotting  of  a 
street  upon  the  City  plan  does  not  affect  thejownership  of  the 
land  over  which  such  street  will  pass  when  opened.  If  the 
land  was  private  property  before  the  plotting,  it  remains 
private  property  afterward  and  until  the  street  has  been 
opened  for  public  use  in  accordance  with  law.     To  enter  upon 
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such  private  property  before  such  opening  without  the  consent 
of  the  owner  for  the  purpose  of  laying  tracks  or  tubes 
thereon,  is  an  act  of  trespass  which  Councils  cannot  lawfully 
authorize.

Dear  Sir  : — In  your  letter  under  date  of  March  29,  1892, 
you  submit  the  following  statement  of  facts  : — 

1.  That  Stenton  avenue  is  an  old  road,  thirty-three  feet 
wide. 

2.  That  the  dividing  line  betwen  the  City  and  Montgomery 
County  is  the  centre  line  of  this  road. 

3.  That  upon  the  City  plan,  Stenton  avenue  has  been  laid 
out  of  the  width  of  seventy  feet,  the  property  line  upon  the 
City's  side  of  the  boundary  being  thirty-five  feet  from  the 
centre  of  the  old  road  line. 

4.  That  there  have  been  no  joint  proceedings  by  Phila- 
delphia and  Montgomery  Counties  to  widen  this  avenue  on  the 
Montgomery  County  side. 

5.  That  the  Fort  Washington  branch  of  the  Philadelphia, 
Germantown  &  Chestnut  Hill  Railroad  is  about  to  build  a 
bridge  to  carry  Stenton  avenue  over  its  tracks.  That  it  pro- 
poses to  locate  the  abutment  on  the  Philadelphia  side  of  the 
county  line  on  the  curb  line  of  the  street  and  to  provide  for  a 
projecting  sidewalk  to  the  line  of  the  avenue  as  laid  out, 
seventy  feet  wide,  making  the  viaduct  upon  the  Philadelphia 
side  of  the  county  line,  the  full  distance  of  thirty-five  feet. 
These  facts  are  shown  on  the  blue  print  accompanying  your 
communication,  which  also  shows  : — 
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6.  That  the  company  proposes  to  locate  the  east  abutment 
on  the  Montgomery  County  side  of  the  county  line  so  as  to 
conform  with  the  original  width  of  the  oW  road,  and  not  with 
the  width  as  laid  out  upon  the  City  plan  upon  that  side  of  the 
county  line. 

Upon  this  state  of  facts  you  ask  me  whether  the  City  can 
require  the  Railroad  Company  to  locate  the  east  abutment  of 
the  bridge  on  the  Montgomery  County  side  of  the  county  line 
beyond  the  original  line  defining  the  v/idth  upon  that  side  of 
the  old  road,  as  laid  out  thirty-three  feet  wide. 

In  addition  to  the  information  derived  from  your  letter,  I 
have  made  careful  search  of  the  Pamphlet  Laws  and  inquiry 
at  the  Bureau  of  Surveys,  and  am  unable  to  find  any  special 
legislation  bearing  upon  the  subject  matterof  your  inquiry,  I 
am  definitely  informed  that  no  proceeding  has  been  taken  on 
the  part  of  Montgomery  County  relative  to  the  opening  of 
this  road,  since  its  original  location. 

I  need  hardly  say,  that  in  the  absence  of  special  Acts  of 
Assembly  authorizing  and  empowering  ofiicials  of  this  City  to 
act  extra-territorially,  their  jurisdiction  is  strictly  confined 
within  the  lines  bounding  and  defining  the  territory  of  the 
county,  and,  as  there  is  no  Act  of  Assembly  conferring  any 
powers  upon  any  city  official  in  reference  to  the  subject  matter 
of  your  inquiry,  I  am  of  opinion  that  the  action  of  the  com- 
pany as  to  locating  the  eastern  abutment  of  their  bridge  on  the 
Montgomery  County  side  of  the  county  line,  cannot  be  inter- 
fered with  on  the  part  of  the  City.

Dear  Sir  : — Your  favor  under  date  of  December  1,  1891, 
on  the  subject  of  the  dedication  of  Delaware  avenue  south  of 
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Prime  street,  together  with  its  enclosed  communications  from 
the  Chief  Engineer  and  Surveyor,  the  Registrar  of  the  Bu- 
reau of  Surveys,  and  the  Surveyor  and  Regulatoi  of  the 
Second  District  on  the  same  subject  matter,  has  been  care- 
fully considered  by  me,  and  in  reply  thereto  I  have  to  say  as 
follows  : 

The  second  proviso  of  section  first  of  the  ordinance  to  which 
you  refer  is  enacted  in  the  following  words  :  "  That  no  permit 
shall  be  granted  by  the  Board  of  Port  Wardens  for  the  ex- 
tension of  any  wharf  or  wharves  south  of  Prime  street,  until 
the  owner  or  owners  thereof  shall  have  dedicated  to  the  City 
of  Philadelphia  so  much  of  their  property  as  may  be  required 
to  open  a  wharf-street  or  avenue  of  one  hundred  feet  in  width 
from  the  aforesaid  Prime  street  to  the  Point  House ;  the  west 
side  of  said  avenue  in  no  case  to  approach  nearer  to  the  wharf 
line  hereby  established  than  five  hundred  feet." 

This  ordinance  has  never  been  repealed  and  is  valid  and 
existing  to-day.  In  considering,  it  I  am  of  opinion  that  the 
prior  dedication  to  the  City  of  Philadelphia  of  so  much  of  the 
property  of  any  owner  or  owners  applying  for  an  extension  of 
any  wharf  or  wharves  south  of  Prime  street,  as  would  be  re- 
quired to  open  an  avenue  100  feet  in  width,  in  accordance  with 
the  terms  of  the  said  proviso  as  a  condition  precedent  to  the 
granting  of  the  permit  to  such  applicant,  and  that  no  permit 
issued  prior  to  the  making  of  such  dedication  is  valid  under  the 
law.

Dear  Sir: — The  inquirycontained  in  your  letter  under 
date  of  February  26,  1892,  namely,  whether  the  money  de- 
rived from  the  sale  of  the  Morgue  property  by  the  City  can 
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be  used  to  build  another  Morgue  has  been  carefully  considered 
by  me,  and  in  reply  I  have  to  say  as  follows  : 

The  sale  in  question  will  be  made  under  authority  of  the 
Act  of  Assembly  approved  May  20,  1891  (P.  L.  95),  which 
is  enacted  in  the  following  words  : 

"  Whereas,  There  is  land  in  cities  of  the  first  class  which 
was  purchased  or  secured  originally  for  public  landings,  on 
which  wharves,  piers,  or  similar  structures  were  authorized  to 
be  erected,  and  by  reason  of  the  change  in  the  channels  of 
the  rivers,  wharf  lines  and  otherwise,  such  landings  cannot 
now  be  used  for  the  purposes  originally  intended ;  therefore, 

"  Section  1.  Be  it  enacted,  etc.,  That  cities  of  the  first 
class  are  hereby  authorized  and  empowered  to  sell  at  public 
sale  and  convey  in  fee  simple,  any  and  all  real  estate  pur- 
chased or  acquired  as  public  landings,  or  any  parts  thereof, 
with  the  improvements  thereon,  whenever  such  public  land- 
ings or  parts  thereof  have  ceased  to  be  used  and  are  useless 
for  the  purposes  originally  intended,  and  the  Mayor  of  such 
cities  is  authorized  to  execute  and  deliver  the  necessary  deeds 
and  other  writings  to  carry  out  the  purposes  of  this  Act :  Pro- 
vided, All  such  sale  or  sales  and  conveyances  shall  first  be 
authorized  by  Ordinance  of  Councils." 

This  Act  is  silent  as  to  what  disposition  shall  be  made  of 
the  purchase  moneys  to  be  received  from  the  sales  it  author- 
izes. Those  moneys  must  in  the  first  instance  be  paid  into 
the  City  Treasury.  The  only  law  bearing  upon  the  subject 
of  what  disposition  shall  be  afterwards  made  of  them  in  the 
absence  of  any  action  on  the  part  of  Councils,  is  the  ordi- 
nance of  January  25,  1855,  page  32,  which  provides  : 

"  Section  1.  That  the  real  estate  belonging  to  the  City  of 
Philadelphia,  which  the  said  corporation  are  authorized  or 
may  be  authorized  to  sell,  without  being  required  to  appropri- 
ate the  proceeds  specifically  by  the  power  allowing  such  sale ; 
all  stock  in  railroad,  canal,  plank  road,  or  other  corporations, 
and  all  mortgages  owned  by  the  same,  and  all  moneys  which 
belonged  or  were  owing  to  the  sinking  funds  of  any  of  the 
corporations,  which,  by  the  Act  of  Assembly,  approved  Feb- 
ruary 2,  1854,  Avere  consolidated  into  the  corporation  of  the 
City  of  Philadelphia,  be  and  they  are  hereby  pledged  for  the 
pyment  of  the  funded  debt  of  the  said  corporation. 

"  Sect.  2.  Whenever  any  of  the  above-described  property 
shall  be  sold,  or  the  principal  sum  of  any  ground  rent  or 
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mortgage  paid  off,  the  proceeds  shall  be  and  are  hereby  appro- 
priated to  a  sinking  fund,  or  to  the  payment  of  the  funded 
debt  of  the  said  corporation  ;  the  income  from  the  investments 
in  the  stocks  in  railroad  and  other  corporations  shall  not,  by 
force  of  this  ordinance,  be  applied  to  said  fund,  but  form  a 
part  of  the  income  of  the  corporation  applicable  to  the  gen- 
eral expenses  thereof." 

It  must  be  remembered,  however,  that  this  enactment  is  an 
ordinance,  and  that  it  is  always  in  the  power  of  Councils  to 
repeal  an  ordinance  either  directly  or  indirectly  by  the  pas- 
sage of  a  later  ordinance  in  conflict  with  the  former  one. 

An  ordinance  making  an  appropriation  of  the  moneys  de- 
rived from  the  sale  of  the  Morgue  property  to  some  specific 
purpose,  such  as  the  building  of  another  Morgue,  would  be 
such  an  indirect  repeal  of  the  ordinance  of  1855,  so  far  as  the 
moneys  so  appropriated  are  concerned. 

I  am  therefore  of  opinion  that  the  matter  is  entirely  within 
the  discretion  of  Councils,  and  if  they  desire  to  apropriate 
the  proceeds  of  the  sale  of  the  present  Morgue  property,  in 
whole  or  in  part,  to  the  purpose  of  erecting  another  Morgue 
for  the  use  of  the  City,  I  know  of  no  legal  objections  in  their 
way.

Dear  Sir  : — I  have  your  communication  of  the  1st  in- 
stant, in  which  you  ask  whether  you  are  justified  in  repaying 
the  Western  Union  Telegraph  Company  the  sum  of  $267, 
a  duplicate  payment  for  attachments  to  City  poles  by  the 
American  Rapid,  Atlantic  and  Pacific  and  Western  Union 
Telegraph  Companies. 
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The  same  ordinance  which  imposes  such  chai'ges  imposes 
others  for  the  erection  and  maintenance  of  poles  and  wires. 
The  three  companies  referred  to  owe  a  much  larger  sum  than 
that  referred  to  to  the  City  of  Philadelphia  for  those  other 
charges.  The  companies  deny  their  liability  upon  this  fur- 
ther indebtedness,  but  the  City's  position  is  that  of  insisting 
upon  her  right  to  recover  the  amount  of  those  charges.  If 
the  City  is  correct  in  its  demand,  she  is  certainly  entitled  to 
set  off  her  liability  upon  double  payment  of  these  attachment 
charges  against  this  other  indebtedness  of  the  companies.  If, 
on  the  other  hand,  the  companies  should  ultimately  make  good 
their  defence,  they  can  recover  in  the  same  suit  the  amount 
of  this  second  payment  with  interest  from  the  date  when  it 
was  made. 

Under  these  circumstances  I  am  of  opinion  that  the  dupli- 
cate payment  to  which  you  refer  should  not  be  refunded  until 
the  City's  claim  is  adjudicated  by  the  Court.

Dear  Sir: — Your  favor  of  April  16,  1892,  with  its  enclos- 
ures, being  copies  of  correspondence  between  yourself,  Louis 
C.  Hickman,  W.  C.  (Jranmer,  Surveyor  and  Regulator,  Third 
District  and  Samuel  L.  Smedley,  Chief  Engineer  and  Sur- 
veyor, Bureau  of  Surveys,  is  duly  received. 

The  case  submitted  by  your  letter  and  the  communications, 
as  I  understand  it,  is  that  the  owner  of  premises  No.  802  Vine 
street  is  about  to  erect  thereon  a  building  which  will  front 
upon  Vine  street  and  extend  the  entire  depth  of'  the  lot  to 
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Haviland  I^lace,  now  a  twelve  (12)  feet  wide  street,  upon 
which  it  is  proposed  that  the  rear  of  the  building  shall  be 
erected. 

The  question,  as  to  which  my  opinion  is  desired,  is  whether 
the  owner  of  the  premises  in  question  can  erect  the  rear  of  his 
building  upon  the  line  of  Haviland  Place  as  laid  out  twelve 
feet  wide,  or  must  he  not  recede  four  feet  from  the  present 
line  of  Haviland  Place,  so  as  to  widen  that  street  to  the  widtb 
of  twenty  feet  as  required  by  the  Act  of  April  21,  1855,  Sec- 
tion 6  ? 

This  case  and  this  question  are  the  identical  ones  which 
were  presented  to  me  by  the  Secretary  of  the  Bureau  of 
Building  Inspectors  when  the  owner  of  the  premises  No.  802 
Vine  street  applied  to  that  Bureau  for  a  permit  to  erect  the 
said  building.  You  will  find  my  opinion,  with  the  reasons  and' 
authority  upon  which  the  same  was  based,  printed  in  full  in 
the  "  Opinions  of  the  City  Solicitor  for  1890,"  page  58. 

I  will,  therefore,  only  repeat  the  conclusion  then  arrived  at^ 
namely,  that,  under  the  facts  of  the  case,  it  is  unquestionable 
that  the  owner  of  No.  802  Vine  street  may  build  thereon  a 
building  fronting  on  Vine  street  extending  through  to  Havi- 
land Place,  and  may  erect  the  rear  of  that  building  upon  the 
present  building  line  of  Haviland  Place  as  laid  out  twelve  feet 
wide,  and  is  not  required  to  recede  therefrom.

Dear  Sir  : — Your  favor  of  April  21st,  enclosing  condemna- 
tion of  wooden  side  walls  in  rear  of  building  No.  2204  Nortb 
Broad  street  as  being  in  the  way  of  new  buildings  now  being 
erected  belonging  to  The  Palmer  ifc  Rice  Manufacturing  Com- 
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pany,  Limited,  stating  that  the  case  was  referred  to  me  for 
the  purpose  of  taking  action  in  relation  to  same,  was  handed 
to  me  by  Mr.  Joseph  Wai-rington  yesterday. 

From  the  facts  submitted,  it  appears  that  Mr.  Warrington  is 
about  to  erect  a  building  next  door,  and  thepresent  wooden  party 
wall  being  unfit  for  the  purpose  of  the  new  building  about  to  be 
erected,  your  Bureau  has  condemned  the  same  under  the  pro- 
visions of  the  Act  of  May  20, 1857  (City  Digest,  158,  p.  318). 
This  Act  provides :  "  That  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Inspec- 
tors of  Buildings  of  the  City  of  Philadelphia,  upon  the  appli- 
cation of  any  person  or  persons  about  to  erect  on  his  or  their  lot 
or  lots  of  ground  any  new  building  or  buildings,  according  to  the 
provisions  of  the  Act  of  the  first  of  May,  A.  D.  1855,  entitled 
'An  Act  to  provide  for  the  regulation  and  inspection  of  build 
ings,'  to  examine  all  such  party  or  division  walls  upon  or  adjoin- 
ing said  lot  of  ground,  and  which  shall  have  been  erected  prior 
thereto,  and  if  deemed  and  adjudged  by  them  to  be  insufficient 
and  unfit  for  the  purposes  of  such  new  building  about  to  be 
erected,  such  party  or  division  walls  shall  be  removed  and 
taken  down  by  the  last  builder  ;  the  cost  and  expense  of  which 
removal,  together  with  the  cost  and  expense  of  the  new  wall 
or  walls  to  be  erected  in  lieu  thereof,  shall  be  borne  and  paid 
exclusively  by  him:  Provided,  however,  That  an  appeal  from 
the  decision  of  the  Building  Inspectors  may  be  had  to  the 
Board  of  Surveyors,  in  conformity  with  the  provisions  of  an 
Act  entitled  'An  Act  to  provide  for  the  better  regulation  of 
^buildings  in  the  City  of  Philadelphia,'  approved  May  7,  A.D. 
1855." 

Although  you  do  not  so  state,  I  assume  no  appeal  has  been 
taken  from  the  decision  of  the  Bureau,  as,  unappealed  from, 
your  decision  is  final  upon  the  question  of  fact — i.  e.  whether 
the  wall  is  insufficient  for  the  new  building. 

You  will  notice  that  the  phraseology  of  the  Act  is  :  It  shal^ 
be  the  duty  of  the  Inspectors  of  Buildings  *  *  *  to  ex- 
amine *  *  *  and  if  *  *  *  unfit  *  *  *  guch 
party  or  division  wall  shall  be  taken  down  by  the  last  builder 
"*  *  *  and  expense  of  new  wall  paid  exclusively  by  him. 
This  duty  has  been  performed  and  the  Bureau  have  examined 
the  wall,  found  it  unfit  and  directed  its  removal.  The  Act 
says  that  the  wall  shall  be  taken  down  by  the  last  builder ;  it 
does  not  say  that  the  Bureau  of  Building  Inspectors  shall  take 
•t  down,  and  I  am,  therefore,  of  opinion  that  this  is  not  such  a 
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case  in  which  I  should  bring  proceedings,  as  it  is  purely  a 
question  now  between  Mr.  Warrington  and  The  Palmer  &  Rice 
Manufacturing  Company,  and  one  in  which  the  public  is  not 
interested.  Mr.  Warrington  has  had  his  rights  defined  by 
your  Bureau,  and  it  only  remains  for  him  to  enforce  them. 
The  Supreme  Court  has  so  lately  expressed  itself  upon  this 
very  point  in  the  case  of  Childs  vs.  Napheys  (112  Pa.  604) 
that  there  can  be  no  doubt  as  to  his  rights. 

It  is  there  decided  that,  "  Under  the  Act  of  May  20,  1857, 
P.  L.,  590,  in  relation  to  party  Avails,  the  decision  of  the 
Building  Inspectors  as  to  the  sufficiency  of  said  walls  is  a 
finality,  from  which  no  appeal  lies  to  the  Common  Pleas.  If 
adjudged  by  said  Inspectors  to  be  insufficient,  the  wall  shall 
be  taken  down  by  the  last  builder,  and  for  so  doing  no  order 
of  the  Common  Pleas  is  provided  for,  nor  is  one  necessary. 
If  the  last  builder  is  interfered  with  in  taking  down  a  con- 
demned party  wall,  the  Common  Pleas  may,  by  virtue  of  its- 
equitable  powerSj  restrain  such  interference  in  a  summary  way 
by  an  order  or  injunction ;  or  if  such  interference  amounts  to 
a  breach  of  the  peace  the  offending  parties  may  be  bound  over 
to  keep  the  peace." 

Judge  Paxon  also  says,  in  this  same  case,  both  Acts  (1849 
and  1857)  were  clearly  intended  to  give  a  summary  remedy 
for  settling  disputes  in  regard  to  party  walls.  That  some  such 
remedy  is  essential  in  large  cities  is  self-evident.  If  the  erec- 
tion of  buildings  is  to  be  delayed  pending  ordinary  common 
law  proceedings,  such  delays  would  be  ruinous  and  intolerable. 
On  the  other  hand,  to  tear  down  an  insufficient  party  wall 
without  the  Bureau's  condemnation  would  render  the  party 
doing  so  liable  to  arrest  for  malicious  mischief.  (Common- 
wealth vs.  Strode,  27  W.  N.  C,  p.  437.)

Dear  Sir; — In  answer  to  your  favors  of  March  16  and 
April  6,  1892,  in  relation  to  satisfaction  of  judgment  entered 
upon  the  official  bond  of  $10,000  given  by  Harrison  M.  Mar- 
tin, deceased,  late  Building  Inspector,  I  would  state :  The 
Building  Inspectors  are  required  by  Act  of  May  7,  1855,  Sec. 
2,  to  "  execute  a  bond  to  the  Commonwealth  in  the  sum  of 
$10,000,  with  one  or  more  sureties,  to  be  approved  by  the 
Court  of  Common  Pleas,  or  by  two  judges  thereof  in  vacation, 
conditioned  for  the  faithful  performance  of  the  duties  imposed 
upon  him  by  law ;  which  bond  shall  be  for  the  use  of  any  or 
all  persons  who  may  be  aggrieved  by  the  acts  or  neglect  of  the 
said  inspector."  Mr.  Martin's  bond  was  given,  under  this 
Act,  to  the  Commonwealth  of  Pennsylvania,  and,  as  I  am  So- 
licitor for  the  City  of  Philadelphia  and  not  the  Commonwealth, 
I  do  not  think  I  have  the  right  to  satisfy  the  judgment,  nor 
has  any  method  been  provided  by  law  for  such  satisfaction. 
As  the  Act  provides  the  bond  "-shall  be  for  the  use  of  any 
person  or  persons  who  may  be  aggrieved  by  the  acts  or  neglect 
of  the  said  Inspector,"  I  agree  with  you  that  you  cannot  certify 
there  has  been  no  breach  of  the  condition  of  the  bond,  as  there 
may  be  persons  aggrieved. 

The  Building  Inspectors  at  the  next  session  of  the  Legisla- 
ture ought  to  obtain  an  act  providing  that  two  years  after  their 
resignation,  dismissal  or  ceasing  to  act  as  Inspectors,  their 
official  bonds  should  be  satisfied  by  the  City  Solicitor  upon 
request  of  the  Director  of  Public  Safety,  providing  he  certifies 
that  the  late  Inspector's  accounts  with  the  City  are  correct, 
and  there  is  no  default,  and  that  no  complaint  has  been  made 
by  any  one  who  claimed  to  be  aggrieved  by  the  acts  or  neglect 
of  the  said  Inspector,  which  would  prevent  this  question  aris- 
ing again. 

Mr.  Harman  H.  Boorse  (who  succeeded  Mr.  Martin  as 
Inspector)  having  offered  the  same  sureties  as  are  already  upon 
Mr.  Martin's  bond,  I  think  he  had  better  obtain  others  to  go 
upon  his  bond.

Dear  Sir  : — I  am  in  receipt  of  your  letter  of  the  20th 
instant,  in  which  you  ask  me  the  following  questions  : — 

"  What  is  the  legal  obligation  we  have  assumed?  Can  we 
run  a  hospital  at  all  ?     If  so,  what  hospital  ? 

"  What  is  the  Philadelphia  Hospital,  and  how  will  we  learn 
its  powers  ?     Where  will  we  see  its  charter  ? 

"  Can  we  run  a  school  for  training  nurses,  and  where  will 
we  find  powers  and  directions  how  to  run  it  ? 

"  Can  we  employ  persons  for  schooling  in  training  or  in- 
structive purposes  ? 

"  Have  we  the  right  to  spend  any  money  for  any  other  pur- 
pose than  the  support  and  relief  of  the  poor,  who  being  help- 
less and  impoverished,  have  become  a  charge  to  the  tax 
payer?" 

In  answer  to  your  first  inquiry,  "  What  is  the  legal  obliga- 
tion we  have  assumed  ?"  I  desire  to  say  that  your  powers, 
duties  and  responsibilities  are  specified  and  enumerated  in  the 
Act  of  March  29,  1803,  4  Smith's  Laws  ;  Act  of  March  31, 
1812,  5  Smith's  Laws  ;  Act  of  March  5, 1828,  P.  L.  103  ;  Act 
of  Feb.  2,  1854,  otherAvise  known  as  the  Consolidation  Act, 
P.  L.  3 ;  Act  of  April  4,  1877,  P.  L.  51 ;  Act  of  April  13, 
1867,  P.  L.  78;  Act  of  June  1,  1885,  commonly  known  as 
the  Bullitt  Bill ;  the  various  ordinances  of  the  City  of  Phila- 
delphia relating  to  the  Board  of  Guardians  of  the  Poor,  and 
the  rules  and  regulations  adopted  by  said  Board  and  the  De- 
partment of  Charities  and  Correction. 

Under  these  various  laws,  ordinances  and  rules,  the  duties 
of  the  Department  of  Charities  and  Correction  relate  to  the 
"management,  administration  and  supervision  of  the  charities, 
almshouses,  hospitals,  houses  of  correction,  and  all  other  simi- 
lar institutions,  the  conti'ol  or  government  of  which  is  en- 
trusted to  the  city,"  with  the  exception  of  the  Municipal 
Hospital  and  Lazaretto,  which  are  under  the  control  of  the 
Board  of  Health. 
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In  answer  to  your  second  question,  as  to  whether  or  not  the 
Board  "  can  run  a  hospital,  and  if  so,  what  hospital,  and  what 
is  the  Philadelphia  Hospital,  and  where  is  the  charter  of  the 
hospital?"     I  answer  as  follows  : — 

Under  the  acts  and  ordinances  above  referred  to,  it  will  be 
seen  that  all  hospitals,  the  control  or  government  of  which  is 
entrusted  to  the  city,  except  the  Municipal  Hospital,  are  un- 
der the  direction  and  control  of  the  Department  of  Charities 
and  Correction.  The  "  Philadelphia  Hospital  "  is  a  name  that 
was  given  about  the  year  1835  to  designate  the  hospital  at 
that  time  under  the  charge  of  the  Board  of  Guardians  of  the 
Poor. 

In  the  "  Philadelphia  Hospital  Reports,  Vol.  1,  1890,"  I 
find  on  page  16,  in  the  medical  history  of  the  Philadelphia 
Almshouse,  a  lecture  delivered  by  Dr.  D.  Hayes  Agnew,  the 
following  language  :  "  On  the  28th  of  December  of  this  year, 
(1835)  Drs.  Gerhard  and  Pennock  suggested  to  the  guardians 
the  propriety  of  designating  the  hospital  department  by  some 
specific  name,  as  that  of  almshouse  could  not  technically  be 
regarded  in  the  sense  of  a  hospital.  When  the  subject  came 
up  regularly  before  the  Board,  it  was  moved  by  a  member, 
Mr.  Hansel,  that  it  should  be  styled,  "  The  Philadelphia  Hos- 
pital." This  received  the  sanction  of  the  majority  vote,  and 
has  been  known  under  that  name  ever  since." 

In  this  connection  I  may  state  that  Dr.  D.  Hayes  Agnew 
was  a  member  of  the  surgical  staff"  of  the  Philadelphia  Hos- 
pital from  1858  to  1865. 

In  examining  the  printed  rules  for  the  government  of  the 
Department  of  Charities  and  Correction,  adopted  May  29, 
1890,  I  find  that  under  the  head  of  "  Rules  and  Regulations 
for  the  Hospital,"  Rule  XXVII,  Section  1,  provides:  "  The 
hospital  shall  be  called  the  Philadelphia  Hospital." 

So  far  as  the  Charter  for  this  particular  hospital  is  con- 
cerned, I  reply  that  no  separate  charter  was  ever  given  to  the 
city  for  the  creation  of  this  hospital,  but  that  under  all  the 
Acts,  especially  the  Act  of  Consolidation  and  of  June  1. 1885, 
hospitals  have  been  specially  referred  to  and  provided  for,  and 
as  this  hospital  is  one  of  the  charities  administered  by  the  City 
of  Philadelphia  under  its  corporate  power,  it  required  no 
special  charter. 

In  reply  to  your  third  inquiry,  "  Can  we  run  a  school  for 
training  nurses,  and  where  will  we  find  powers  and  directions 
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how  to  run  it  ?  Can  we  employ  persons  for  schooling  in  train- 
ing or  instructive  purposes  ?  Have  we  the  right  to  spend 
any  money  for  any  other  purpose  than  the  support  and  relief 
of  the  poor,  who  being  helpless  and  impoverished,  have  become 
a  charge  to  the  tax  payer  ?"  I  answer,  that  as  I  understand 
it,  a  school  for  nurses  was  established  by  the  Department  of 
Charities  and  Correction  in  connection  with  the  hospital,  in 
order  that  competent  persons  as  nurses  might  be  secured  to 
attend  the  wants  of  the  sick  and  wounded. 

A  hospital  is  defined  as  "  a  building  in  which  provision  is 
made  for  the  sick,  the  wounded,  lunatics  or  other  unfortunate 
persons."  The  City  of  Philadelphia  should  provide  under 
this  charity  the  best  professional  skill  and  attention  it  is  pos- 
sible to  obtain,  so  far  as  physicians  and  nurses  are  concerned. 
Therefore,  if  the  purpose  of  the  school  be  to  educate  and  in- 
struct!  women,  that  the  inmates  of  the  hospital  may  receive 
skillful  attention,  it  is  within  the  power  of  the  Department  to 
afibrd  such  instruction. 

So  far  as  the  employment  of  persons  to  train  nurses  is  con- 
cerned, I  have  to  say  that,  if  it  be  in  the  interest  of  the  insti- 
tution and  for  the  relief  of  those  suffering,  you  have  the 
power ;  and  the  expenditure  of  money  in  that  direction,  hav- 
ing for  its  purpose  a  more  efiicient  corps  of  nurses,  is  within 
the  exercise  of  the  charity  which  the  city  under  the  law  is 
justified  in  maintaining.  In  other  words,  the  charity  of  the 
city  is  to  be  disbursed  in  the  way  which  Avill  most  effectually 
minister  to  the  wants  of  the  sick  and  wounded  who  are  brought 
to  this  hospital,  and  there  is  no  reason  in  the  world  why  the 
Department  has  not  the  power  to  make  efficient  its  services  in 
this  matter,  so  that  the  unfortunate  poor,  the  indigent  sick, 
may  at  the  hands  of  the  municipality  receive  the  care  and  at- 
tention from  the  most  scientific  physicians  as  well  as  the  most 
experienced  and  best  trained  nurses.

Your  letter  of  the  5th  instant  is  at  hand,  asking  me  "  if  a 
clergyman  fails  to  report  a  marriage  solemnized  by  him,  as 
directed  by  Act  of  Assembly,  has  the  Board  of  Health  the 
right  or  authority  to  remit  the  fine  imposed  by  said  Act." 

The  Act  referred  to  provides  by  Section  8,  "  That  every 
clergyman,  and  every  magistrate,  and  every  clerk  or  keeper 
of  the  records  of  all  religious  societies  in  the  City  of  Philadel- 
phia, who  shall  neglect  or  refuse  to  leave  his  or  her  name  and 
place  of  residence  at  the  Health  Office,  as  herein  provided, 
and  who  shall  refuse  or  neglect  to  perform  any  other  of  the 
duties  required  as  aforesaid,  shall  forfeit  for  each  oifence  the 
sum  of  ten  dollars,  to  be  recovered  in  the  manner  and  for  the 
uses  prescribed  in  an  act  entitled,  "An  act  for  establishing  a 
Health  Office  and  to  secure  the  Port  and  City  of  Philadelphia 
from  the  introduction  of  pestilential  and  contagious  diseases, 
and  for  other  purposes." 
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I  am  of  opinion,  therefore,  that  no   discretion  is  given  the 
Board  of  Health  to  remit  the  fine.

Dear  Sir  : — Your  letter  of  May  11th  is  at  hand,  in  reference 
to  the  grade  of  passenger  railway  tracks,  in  which  you  state 
that :  "  The  crown  grades  of  the  streets  are  elevated  in  the 
centre,  on  the  lines  of  passenger  railway  tracks,  very  much  in 
excess  of  the  heighth  fixed  by  ordinance  of  Councils  for  the 
crown  grades  of  streets  of  the  City,  and  I  instructed  the 
Chief  Engineer  of  the  Bureau  of  Surveys  and  the  Chief  of 
the  Bureau  of  Highways,  that  in  all  cases  where  railway  com- 
panies were  relaying  tracks,  or  where  municipal  work  required 
the  repavijig  of  a  street  from  rail  to  curb,  or  in  any  case 
"where  new  work  was  done  under  direction  of  any  bureau  of 
the  City,  which  necessitated  repaving  on  the  streets  occupied 
by  passenger  railway  companies,  the  surface  of  new  paving 
must  be  laid  in  accordance  with  ordinance  of  June  16,  1856, 
and  that  the  passenger  railway  companies  should  be  notified 
to  readjust  the  grade  of  their  tracks  to  conform  thereto  ;  and 
made  it  the  special  duty  of  the  District  Surveyors  to  give  the 
grade  stakes  to  the  railway  companies.  It  is  reported  to  me, 
that  after  official  notice  has  been  served  by  the  Bureau  of 
Surveys  and  the  Bureau  of  Highways,  the  railway  companies 
proceed  to  reinstate  "  their  tracks  to  the  old  grade,  and  refuse 
to  comply  with  the  instructions  of  the  City  officers." 

The  Ordinance  of  July  7,  1857,  Section  2,  to  which  you 
refer,  provides  as  follows  : — 

"  That  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  said  companies,  or  any  of 
them,  to  conform  to  the  surveys,  regulations  and  gradients  as 
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they  are  "now  or  may  hereafter  be  established  by  law.  They 
shall  submit  all  proposed  plans,  courses,  styles  of  rails,  and 
the  manner  of  laying  the  same,  to  the  Board  of  Surveys  and 
Regulations,  for  their  approval  and  sanction,  which  shall  be 
obtained  before  they  proceed  to  break  ground  or  occupy  any 
of  the  highways  as  aforesaid ;  and  they  shall  be  further 
required  to  lay  flag-stones  or  crossings  along  the  line  of  the 
paved  streets  upon  which  the  rails  are  laid,  at  intervals  not 
exceeding  two  hundred  and  fifty  feet ;  and  any  neglect, 
omission  or  refusal  to  do  so  on  the  part  of  any  such  company 
shall  be  punishable  by  a  fine  of  not  less  than  fifty  dollars,  for 
each  and  every  ofience,  recoverable  before  any  alderman  of 
the  City  of  Philadelphia,  and  payable  into  the  City  Treasury." 
I  think  that  your  best  course  would  be  to  send  a  summary 
of  the  facts,  with  the  names  of  witnesses  to  prove  them  in  each 
case,  to  this  department^  and  I  will  take  the  necessary  legal 
steps  to  collect  the  fine  mentioned  in  the  Ordinance,  and  such 
other  legal  measures  as  may  be  necessary  to  compel  the  rail- 
way companies  to  comply  with  the  regulations  of  the  Survey 
and  Highway  Bureaus.

Director  of  Public  Works. 

Dear  Sir  : — Your  favor  of  May  10th,  with  enclosure, 
stating  that  Jacob  Knatle  has  built  a  stable  on  Onas  street, 
above  Front  street,  and  asking  my  opinion  as  to  whether  the 
building  must  recede  or  not,  duly  received. 

From  the  facts  and  plans  submitted  it  appears  that  Onas 
street,  between  Front  and  New  Market  streets,  is  upon  the 
City  plan  and  is  of  different  widths  ;  from  one  hundred  and 
sixty-six  feet  west  of  Front  street  it  is  ten  feet  nine  inches 
wide,  and  from  that  point  for  a  distance  of  thirty-four  feet 
west  it  is  thirty-three  feet  nine  inches  and  one-quarter  inches 
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in  width.  Tliat  the  stable  fronts  upon  that  portion  of  Onas 
street  which  is  thirty-three  feet  nine  inches  wide,  and  the  side 
of  the  building  is  on  the  line  of  the  narrow  street  and  does  not 
contain  any  entrance  thereon. 

That  the  sixth  section  of  the  Act  of  Assembly,  approved 
April  22,  1855,  provides  that :  "  No  new  dwelling-house  or 
other  building  within  the  said  City  (Philadelphia),  shall  front 
upon  any  street,  alley  or  court  which  shall  be  of  less  width 
than  twenty  feet,  or  without  being  made  to  recede  so  that  such 
street,  alley  or  court  shall  be  of  that  width.'.' 

Does  this  building  come  within  the  Act  and  must  it  recede  ? 
This  case  differs  from  the  Applegate  matter  (page  58  "  City 
Solicitor's  Opinions,"  1890),  where  the  building  fronted  on 
Vine  street  and  ran  through  to  Haviland  place,  twelve  feet 
wide,  as  Onas  street  is  not  of  the  same  width  and  the  building 
here  not  only  fronts  but  has  a  side  on  Onas  street.  I  do  not 
think,  however,  this  makes  any  difference,  if,  as  you  state,  the 
stable  fronts  on  Onas  street  and  it  is  thirty-three  feet  nine 
inches  and  one-quarter  inches  wide  at  that  point  and  for  over 
thirty-four  feet  beyond,  as  the  Act  only  applies  when  the 
street  is  of  a  less  width  than  twenty  feet. 

I  am  of  opinion,  therefore,  that  under  the  construction  of 
the  Act  of  1855  given  by  the  Courts  in  Guarantee  Trust 
Company  vs.  City,  30  Legal  Intelligencer,  240 ;  City  vs.  New- 
man, 13  W.  N.  C,  p.  11  ;  Ridgway  vs.  City,  1  W.  N.  C,  p. 
143,  that  Surveyor  W.  W.  Thayer  is  correct,  and  that  the  stable 
will  not  have  to  recede  from  the  side  in  order  to  make  Onas 
street  of  the  width  of  twenty  feet,  because  the  portion  of  the 
street  upon  which  it  fronts  is  of  greater  width  than  required 
by  the  Act.

Dear  Sir  : — Your  letter,  enclosing  a  copy  of  an  ordinance 
entitled  "An  Ordinance  to  authorize  the  creation  of  a  loan 
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by  the  City  of  Philadelphia  for  the  sum  of  one  million  dol- 
lars for  the  construction  of  a  reservoir,  etc.,"  is  at  hand. 
You  ask  me  to  advise  you  whether  the  .City  is  authorized  to 
borrow  the  sum  named  and,  if  so,  examine  the  bill  as  to  form 
and  indicate  any  necessary  corrections  therein. 

Upon  inspection  of  the  ordinance  I  find  that  it  is  entitled 
"An  Ordinance  to  authorize  the  creation  of  a  loan  by  the  City 
of  Pliiladelphia  for  the  sum  of  one  million  dollars  for  the  con- 
struction of  a  reservoir  in  the  Twenty-eighth  ward  and  for 
other  purposes  connected  with  the  water  supply  of  the  City," 
and  by  the  various  sections  it  is  provided  as  follows : 

"  Section  1.  The  Select  and  Common  Councils  of  the  City 
of  Philadelphia  do  ordain :  That  the  Mayor  of  Philadelphia 
be,  and  is  hereby  authorized  to  borrow  from  the  highest  bid- 
ders at  not  less  than  par,  on  the  faith  and  credit  of  the  City 
of  Philadelphia,  a  sum  not  exceeding  one  million  dollars  for 
the  construction  of  a  reservoir  on  the  ground  in  the  Twenty- 
eighth  Ward,  appropriated  by  virtue  of  the  ordinance  ap- 
proved day,  1892,  and  for  other  purposes  connected 
with  the  supply  of  water  to  the  City. 

"  Sect.  2.  Interest  on  the  said  loan  at  rate  not  exceed- 
ing four  per  centum  per  annum  shall  be  paid  by  the  City  half 
yearly  on  the  first  day  of  the  months  of  January  and  July, 
at  the  office  of  the  fiscal  agency  of  the  City  of  Philadelphia. 
The  principal  of  said  loan  shall  be  divided  into  twenty  series 
of  fifty  thousand  dollars  each,  alphabetically  arranged,  and 
each  series  shall  be  paid  annually  on  the  Thirty-first  day  of 
December,  1902.  The  certificates  of  said  loan  shall  be  in  the 
usual  form,  in  such  amounts  as  the  lenders  may  require  in 
sums  of  one  hundred  dollars  and  its  multiple ;  and  it  shall  be 
expressed  in  said  certificates  that  the  loan  therein  mentioned 
and  the  interest  thereon  are  payable  in  lawful  money  of  the 
United  States  and  free  from  all  taxes. 

"  Sect.  3  Whenever  any  loan  shall  be  created  by  virtue 
of  this  ordinance,  there  shall  be  thereafter  annually  appro- 
priated out  of  the  income  of  the  City  of  Philadelphia  and 
from  the  money  raised  by  taxation  a  sum  sufficient  to  pay  the 
interest  on  said  loan,  and  after  the  loan  shall  become  payable 
there  shall  be  annually  appropriated  for  the  payment  of  the 
principal  sum  of  fifty  thousand  dollars." 

In  reply,  I  state  that  Section  8th  of  Article  IX,  of  the  Con- 
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stitution  of  1874,  reads  as  follows  :  "  The  debt  of  any  county, 
city,  borough,  township,  school  district  or  other  municipality 
or  "incorporated  district,  except  as  herein  provided,  shall  never 
exceed  seven  per  centum  upon  the  assessed  value  of  the  tax- 
able property  therein,  nor  shall  any  such  municipality  or  dis- 
trict incur  any  new  debt,  or  increase  its  indebtedness  to  an 
amount  exceeding  two  per  centum  upon  such  assessed  valua- 
tion of  property,  without  the  assent  of  the  electors  thereof  at 
a  public  election  in  such  manner  as  shall  be  provided  by  law  ; 
but  any  city,  the  debt  of  which  now  exceeds  seven  per  centum 
of  such  assessed  valuation,  may  be  authorized  by  law  to  in- 
crease the  same  to  three  per  centum  in  the  aggregate  at  any 
time,  upon  such  valuation." 

This  provision  of  the  Constitution  makes  distinction  be- 
tween the  two  classes  of  cases.  The  first,  where  the  total 
debt  of  the  county,  city,  borough,  etc.,  did  not  exceed  seven 
per  centum  of  the  assessed  valuation  of  such  county,  city, 
borough,  etc.,  before  the  adoption  of  the  Constitution;  and 
second,  where,  at  the  time  of  the  adoption  of  the  Constitu- 
tion the  debt  did  exceed  seven  per  centum  of  the  assessed 
valuation  of  the  property.  The  City  of  Philadelphia  comes 
within  the  second  class  of  cases. 

There  have  been  numerous  cases  decided  by  our  Supreme 
Court  in  reference  to  the  increase  of  indebtedness  of  cities, 
among  others,  Wheeler  vs.  City  of  Philadelphia,  7  Pa.  St. 
Reports,  838  ;  Appeal  of  the  City  of  Erie,  98  Pa.  St.  Re- 
ports, 398  ;  Pike  County  vs.  Rowland,  94  Pa.  St.  Reports, 
249  ;  Appeal  of  the  City  of  Wilkesbarre,  109  Pa.  St.  Reports, 
559  ;  Ackerman  vs.  Buchanan,  109  Pa.  St.  Reports,  254 ; 
Appeal  of  Millerstown  vs.  Frederick,  114  Pa.  St.  Reports,  435. 

All  of  these  cases,  excepting  the  first,  however,  relate  to 
the  increase  of  indebtedness  in  counties,  boroughs,  etc., 
which  come  within  the  first  class  of  cases,  namely,  the  indebt- 
edness of  which  did  not  exceed  seven  per  centum  before  the 
adoption  of  the  present  Constitution. 

The  only  one  of  these  which  throws  any  light  upon  the 
present  question  is  the  case  of  Wheeler  et  al.  vs.  City  of  Phil- 
adelphia et  al..  7th  Pa.  St.  Reports,  338.  In  an  opinion  of 
the  Court  delivered  by  Mr.  Justice  Paxson,  in  considering 
the  8th  section  of  Article  VIII  of  the  Constitution,  which  is 
the  one  I  have  cited  above,  he  says : 

"  This  section  is  not  clearly  expressed,  yet  its  true  meaning 
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may  be  gathered  with  reasonable  certainty.  The  end  sought 
to  be  attained  was  clearly  a  limitation  upon  the  debt  of  muni- 
cipalities, and  seven  per  centum  upon  the  assessed  value  of 
the  taxable  property  therein  was  fixed  as  the  maximum.  The 
fact  was,  however,  known  to  the  convention  that  at  that  time 
the  debt  of  the  City  of  Philadelphia  and  perhaps  some  other 
municipalities,  exceeded  seven  per  centum.  In  such  instances 
an  arbitrary  provision,  that  there  should  be  no  further  increase 
of  the  debt,  might  have  worked  great  injury  by  the  stoppage 
of  public  works  already  commenced  and  essential  to  the  pub- 
lic convenience  and  welfare.  It  was  therefore  provided  that 
as  to  such  municipalities  the  debt  might  be  increased  three 
per  centum.  The  main  controversy,  however,  was  as  to  the 
manner  in  which  such  increase  should  be  accomplished. 
Here,  again,  the  distinction  is  preserved  between  municipali- 
ties whose  debt  is  under  seven  per  centum  and  those  in  which 
it  exceeds  seven  per  centum.  In  the  former  the  municipal 
authorities  may  increase  the  debt  from  time  to  time  until  two 
per  centum  has  been  added,  provided  the  original  debt,  with 
the  increase,  does  not  exceed  seven  per  centum.  After  the 
two  per  centum  has  been  added  there  can  be  no  further  in- 
crease without  the  vote  of  the  people.     To  illustrate : 

"  The  whole  debt  is  not  to  exceed  seven  per  centum. 

"  We  will  suppose  the  debt  to  have  been   two  per  centum 
at  the  time  of  the  adoption  of  the  Constitution. 
,_^"  Two  per  centum  may  be  added  by  the  municipal  authori- 
ties, making  the  debt  four  per  centum. 

"No  portion  of  the  remaining  three  per  centum  can  be 
added  without  the  assent  of  the  electors  of  such  municipality 
at  a  public  election  in  such  manner  as  shall  be  provided  by 
law.  But  when  a  city  whose  debt  at  the  time  of  the  adoption 
of  the  Constitution  already  exceeded  seven  per  centum  seeks 
to  increase  its  debt,  it  can  do  so  only  with  the  consent  of  the 
law-making  power  of  the  State.  The  Constitution  has  inter- 
posed the  Legislature  between  such  municipality  and  any  fur- 
ther increase  of  its  debt.  But  when  the  legislative  sanction 
has  been  obtained,  the  municipal  authorities  may  increase  the 
debt  precisely  as  in  the  case  of  towns  whose  debt  is  less  than 
seven  per  centum.  The  proposed  increase  here  is  one  per 
centum.  This  clearly  does  not  require  a  vote  of  the  people. 
Whether  it  would  have  been  necessary  to  have  submitted  the 
question  to  a  popular  vote,  had  the  increase  exceeded  two  per 
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centum,  is  a  question   about  which  we  express  no  opinion. 
When  the  point  is  legitimately  raised  we  will  decide  it. 

"We  regard  this  as  the  true  and  reasonable  construction  of 
the  section  of  the  Constitution  referred  to.  It  does  no  violence 
to  any  known  rule  of  interpretation,  and  carries  out  the  plain 
object  of  the  section." 

An  Act  of  Assembly  was  passed  April  20,  1874,  P.  L.  65, 
which  provided  that  any  city  may  incur  a  debt,  or  increase 
its  indebtedness  to  an  amount  in  the  aggregate  not  exceeding 
two  per  centum  upon  the  assessed  value  of  the  taxable  prop- 
erty therein,  as  fixed  and  determined  by  the  last  preceding 
assessed  valuation  thereof. 

Another  Act  passed  May  23,  1874,  P.  L.  234,  provided 
that  the  Councils  of  any  city  of  the  first  class,  the  debt  of 
which  now  exceeds  seven  per  centum  upon  the  assessed  value 
of  the  taxable  property  therein,  shall  be  and  they  are  hereby 
authorized  to  increase  the  said  debt  one  per  centum  upon  such 
valuation.  The  said  Act  further  provided  that  the  word  "  in- 
debtedness," used  in  this  Act,  shall  be  deemed,  held  and 
taken  to  include  all  and  all  manner  of  debt,  as  well  floating 
as  funded  of  the  said  municipality ;  and  the  net  amount  of 
such  indebtedness  shall  be  ascertained  by  taking  from  the 
gross  amount  thereof  the  moneys  in  the  treasury,  all  out- 
standing solvent  debts,  and  all  revenues  applicable  in  one  year 
to  the  payment  of  same. 

The  Act  approved  June  11,1879,  P.  L.  137,  provided  that 
Councils  of  cities  of  the  first  class  be  and  they  are  hereby 
authorized  to  fund  the  present  floating  indebtedness  of  said 
cities  to  the  extent  of  ten  million  dollars,  provided  that  the 
said  loan  shall  not  exceed  two  per  centum  upon  the  assessed 
value  of  the  taxable  property  of  said  cities. 

These  Acts  of  Assembly  gave  to  the  City  of  Philadelphia 
the  power  to  increase  her  indebtedness  three  per  centum,  but 
the  increase  authorized  by  the  Act  of  June  11,  1879,  was  for 
the  purpose  of  funding  the  present  floating  indebtedness  only. 
The  indebtedness  of  the  City  of  Philadelphia  prior  to  the 
adoption  of  the  Constitution  having  been  more  than  seven  per 
centum,  legislation  was  required  to  enable  her  to  increase  her 
indebtedness,  and  the  Acts  already  cited — May  23,  1874,  and 
June  11,  1879 — were  passed  to  give  the  City  such  authority. 
If  the  increase  was  made  in  accordance  with  these  statutes, 
no  further  loan  can  be  made  until  the  Legislature  again  passes 
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an  enabling  Act.  If,  however,  the  increase  was  not  made  to 
the  full  limit,  the  loan  can  be  made,  provided  it  does  not  ex- 
ceed that  limit.  • 

Enclosed  I  send  you  a  copy  of  a  letter  from  the  Controller, 
bearing  date  of  May  31,  1892,  giving  the  amount  of  real  es- 
tate and  personal  property  subject  to  taxation  for  City  pur- 
poses in  the  year  1875,  and  showing  the  percentage  of  same 
with  figures  of  total  and  net  debt  to  January  1,  1892.  This 
is  more  a  question  of  fact  or  computation  of  figures  than  of 
law,  but,  in  view  ot  the  statement  furnished  by  the  Controller, 
it  appears  that  the  loan  can  be  created.

Dear  Sir  : — Your  letter  of  the  7th  inst.  is  at  hand.  You 
request  my  opinion  on  the  following  points,  viz. : — 

1.  What  American  vessels  sailing  under  coasting  docu- 
ments are  liable  to  pay  a  health  fee,  and  how  much,  during 
quarantine  months  ? 
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2.  Must  vessels  laden  with  fish  or  vegetables  arriving  at 
this  port  first  have  a  permit  from  the  Board  of  Health  before- 
they  unload,  and  what  fee  must  each  vessel  pay,  arriving  with 
fish  and  vegetables? 

3.  Are  parties  permitted  to  clean  fish  upon  the  wharves  or 
vicinity  during  quarantine  months  ?  If  not,  what  is  the- 
penalty  and  how  enforced  ? 

In  answer  to  the  first  inquiry,  I  reply,  that  the  Act  of  29th: 
January,  1818,  provides  iriter  alia,  as  follows  :  "  All  Ameri- 
can vessels  from  any  port  in  the  United  States  where  they  may- 
have  touched  or  traded  from  a  foreign  port  or  place,  shall  pay 
the  same  sum  as  if  they  had  arrived  direct  from  such  port  or 
place.  And  all  American  vessels  with  coasting  documents,, 
arriving  from  any  port  or  place  between  Sandy  Hook  and 
Cape  Charles,  including  the  Bay  and  River  Delaware,  during 
quarantine  months,  having  on  board  merchandise  of  foreign, 
growth  or  manufacture,  or  persons,  baggage  or  clothing  from, 
any  foreign  port  or  place,  or  from  any  place  to  the  northward: 
or  eastward  of  Sandy  Hook,  or  westward  of  Cape  Charles, 
shall  stop  at  the  Lazaretto  for  examination  under  the  rules, 
regulations  and  penalties  in  this  Act  contained,  and  shall 
pay  for  each  arrival  during  the  quarantine  months,  two> 
dollars  and  fifty  cents." 

It  is  further  provided  by  the  Act  of  Assembly  of  April  2, 
1821,  Section  1,  P.  L.  210,  that  "  Between  the  first  day  of 
June  and  the  first  day  of  October,  every  ship  or  vessel  coming 
from  any  port  or  place  southward  of  Cape  Fear,  bound  tO' 
Philadelphia,  shall  be  subject  to  the  examination  directed  by 
the  fourth  section  of  the  Act  of  which  this  is  a  supplement 
(29th  January,  1818),  for  every  ship  or  vessel  coming  from, 
any  foreign  port  or  place.  And  the  master,  commander  or 
pilot  of  any  ship  or  vessel,  coming  from  any  port  or  place 
southward  of  Cape  Fear,  shall  be  subject  to  the  same  restric- 
tions, and  liable  to  the  same  indictment,  prosecution,  and 
penalties  as  by  the  said  fourth  section  of  the  said  Act  is  pre- 
scribed for  the  master,  commander  or  pilot  of  any  ship  or 
vessel  coming  from  any  foreign  port  or  place."  It  is  further 
provided  by  the  third  section  of  this  same  Act  of  Assembly^ 
that  "  Between  the  first  day  of  June  and  the  first  day  of 
October,  no  shij)  or  vessel  which  shall  be  laden  with,  or  have 
on  board  any  vegetables,  fish  or  hides,  shall  be  unladen  at  the 
port  of  Philadelphia  until   a  permit  shall  be  applied  for  and 
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obtained  from  the  Board  of  Health.  And  if  any  master, 
captain,  owner  or  owners,  consignee  or  consignees,  or  other 
person,  shall  presume  to  unlade  from  any  such  ship  or  vessel, 
any  such  vegetables,  fish  or  hides,  without  first  having  applied 
lor  and  obtained  a  permit  from  the  Board  of  Health,  every  such 
master,  captain,  owner  or  owners,  consignee  or  consignees,  or 
other  person,  so  offending,  shall  pay  a  fine  not  exceeding  five 
hundred  dollars,  to  be  recovered  and  appropriated  as  is 
directed  in  the  Act  to  which  this  is  a  supplement." 

I  do  not  find  any  special  stipulation  in  this  Act  as  to  fees 
to  be  charged,  but  I  think  the  provisions  of  the  Act  of 
January  29,  1818,  apply,  and  that  the  fees  chai'ged  are  the 
same  for  obtaining  a  permit  as  in  the  cases  under  that  Act. 

In  answer  to  your  third  inquiry,  whether  parties  are  per- 
mitted to  clean  fish  upon  the  wharves  or  vicinity  during 
quarantine  months,  I  would  say,  that  the  Ordinance  of 
December  12,  1865,  page  413,  Section  6,  provides  inter  alia, 
that  fish  shall  not  be  cleaned  in  market  places  or  public 
markets,  but  I  find  no  Ordinance  specially  applicable  to  the 
wharves  or  vicinity.  I  think  this  matter,  however,  within 
the  control  of  the  Board  of  Health,  who  may  pass  such  reason- 
able rules  and  regulations  in  relation  to  the  matter  as  they 
may  deem  necessary  to  protect  the  health  of  the  citizens  of 
Philadelphia.

Dear  Sir  : — Your  letter  of  the  3d  inst.,  came  to  hand,  in 
which  you  state  that,  "As  per  Ordinance  of  November  27, 
1869,  plans  were  prepared  covering  the  old  City;  on  these 
plans  are  many  streets  of  a  less  width  than  20  feet,  and  ex- 
tending from  street  to  street  mostly :  many  of  these  streets 
were  perhaps  laid  down  previous  to  the  Act  of  April  15,  1782, 
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2  Smith  48,  Sec.  X.  Of  course,  those  streets  of  a  less  width 
than  20  feet  are  being  made  of  that  width,  as  per  Act,  April 
21,  1855,  when  new  buildings  are  erected.  These  streets  are 
paved,  watered,  sewered,  etc.  by  the  city.  It  being  necessary 
to  confirm  these  plans  as  to  lines  and  grades  (a  hearing  after 
advertisement  having  been  held  many  years  ago,  at  which 
time  no  doubt  my  deceased  predecessor,  D.  Hudson  Shedaker, 
had  decided  as  to  those  entitled  to  be  placed  thereon)  a  ques- 
tion has  arisen  in  the  minds  of  some  members  of  the  Board 
of  Surveyors  as  to  the  confirmation  as  to  these  streets  of  less 
width  than  20  feet.  It  may  be  that  aside  from  these  streets 
bavins;  been  laid  down  after  due  consideration  as  to  their 
legality,  that  the  ordinance  above  referred  to  will  give  the 
Board  of  Surveyors  ample  authority  to  confirm  them  as  they 
are  now  plotted." 

You  ask  my  opinion  whether  the  Board  of  Surveys  has 
authority  to  confirm  the  streets  as  they  are  now  plotted.  I 
think  the  Board  has  authority  to  do  so.

Dear  Sir: — I   have'   your  communication  of    June  22d, 
askino;  for  info  mation  as  to  what  I  have  done  in  re  J.    H 
Taylor,   No.   636   North   36th  street,   who  has  a  dangerous 
chimney  which  has  been  condemned  by  Inspector  Decker. 

In  answer  thereto  I  would  state,  that  as  the  authority  of 
the  Building  Inspectors  depends  entirely  upon  the  Acts  of 
Assembly  and  the  different  Ordinances  of  Councils,  and  as 
the  only  Act  upon  the  subject  is  that  of  11  April  1856, 
(Brightley's  Digest,  158,  P.  L.  317)  which  gives  the  inspectors 
power  to  inspect  all  walls  and  supports  of  buildings  deemed 
dangerous,  their  authority  is  limited  to  that.  Originally,  this 
was  ample,  because,  if  the  walls  of  a  building  are  condemned 
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and  taken  down  the  chimney  and  roof  come  with  it,  but  in 
this  case  I  assume  the  walls  and  supports  of  the  building  are 
not  dangerous.  The  chimney,  if  it  is  liable  to  fall  on  a  public 
street  and  is  a  menace  to  the  lives  and  safety  of  the  community, 
is  only  a  nuisance  and  an  action  would  have  to  be  brought  to 
abate  it  as  such.  However,  I  have  written  Mr.  Taylor  saying 
to  him,  that  if  he  does  not  comply  with  the  order  of  the  in- 
spector, I  will  be  obliged  to  bring  proceedings.  If  this  does 
not  have  the  desired  effect  I  will  communicate  with  you 
further.

Dear  Sir  : — In  your  letter  of  April  5,  1892,  you  ask  me 
to  advise  you  how  to  carry  upon  the  registry  books  in  your 
Bureau  the  chain  of  title  shown  by  the  following  facts  which 
you  set  forth  in  your  letter,  namely  : — A  certain  lot  of  ground 
on  Meredith  street  near  24th  street,  was  conveyed  by  W.  G. 
Bedford  and  wife  to  William  O'Brien  by  deed  dated  Febru- 
ary 29,  1864.  William  O'Brien  died.  August  5,  1880,  intes- 
tate, leaving  a  widow  and  one  child,  Francis  J.  O'Brien.  The 
widow  died  January  28,  1886.  Francis  J.  O'Brien,  as  the 
present  owner  of  the  lot  of  ground,  now  desires  to  have  this 
property  registered  in  your  Bureau  in  his  own  name. 

The  Act  of  March  14,  1865,  P.  L.  321,  and  its  supple- 
ments, undoubtedly  provide  for  a  complete  registration  of  all 
properties  in  the  City  of  Philadelphia  so  far  as  the  streets  of 
the  said  City  are  or  shall  be  laid  out,  in  the  names  of  the 
owners  thereof,  and  for  the  keeping  up  of  the  books  of  regis- 
tration so  as  to  show  at  all  times  who  are  the  owners  of  the 
lots  on  the  plans,  and  in'  order  to  insure  the  latter  purpose  of 
keeping  up  the  registration,  these  Acts  have  devolved  the  duty 
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of  registering  real  estate  in  almost  every  case  where  the  title 
is  transferred  either  by  act  of  the  parties  or  operation  of  law 
upon  certain  classes  of  persons  who  are  specifically  mentioned 
•in  the  statutes.  In  case  of  an  intestacy  where  the  title  to 
decendent's  real  estate  usually  descends  to  several  persons, 
partition  has  to  be  made  sooner  or  later  amoung  the  tenants 
in  common,  and  when  an  allotment  is  made  the  co-parcener 
receiving  it  is  required  by  law  to  present  his  deed  or  title  pa- 
pers at  the  Registry  Bureau  for  registration,  and  upon  his 
failure  to  do  so,  there  is  a  duty  upon  the  Clerk  or  Prothono- 
tary  of  the  Court  under  whose  authority  such  partition  shall 
have  been  made  to  furnish  such  descriptions  as  will  enable  a 
proper  registration  of  the  property  to  be  made :  vide  Acts  of 
29th  March,  1867,  Section  1,  P.  L.  600,  and  Act  of  14th 
March,  1865,  Section  4,  P.  L.  322.  Should,  however,  the 
intestate's  real  estate  descend  to  one  person  only,  there  will, 
of  course,  be  no  partition,  and  this,  which  is  the  very  case 
shown  in  your  letter,  has  apparently  been  overlooked  by  the 
Legislature  so  far  as  imposing  a  duty  upon  the  owner  to  make 
registration  is  involved.  This,  however,  does  not  in  the  least 
interfere  with  the  right  and  duty  of  the  Chief  Engineer  and 
Surveyor  to  "  keep  up  the  books  in  his  office  so  as  to  show  at 
all  times  who  are  the  owners  of  the  lots  on  the  plans,"  as  he 
is  required  to  do  by  the  provisions  of  the  Act  of  14th  March, 
1865,  Section  3,  P.  L.  321. 

I  am,  therefore,  of  opinion,  that  in  the  case  you  have  pre- 
sented, if  the  facts  as  stated  are  established  by  evidence  satis- 
factory to  the  Chief  Engineer  and  Surveyor,  he  both  can  and 
ought  to  register  the  property  in  the  name  of  the  person  so 
proven  to  be  the  actual  and  present  owner.  The  nature  of  the 
evidence  will,  of  course,  vary  from  time  to  time  with  the  dif- 
ferent cases  presented,  and  the  sufficiency  of  it  must  be  left 
to  the  judgment  of  the  Chief  Engineer  himself,  so  that  it  is 
not  possible  to  lay  down  any  hard  and  fast  rules  upon  these 
points.  In  the  present  case,  however,  after  having  had  an 
interview  with  Mr.  O'Brien  and  his  legal  representative,  who 
produced  to  me  the  deed  you  have  referred  to,  I  have  (prepared 
and  enclose  an  application  with  two  accompanying  affidavits, 
one  of  whicli,  sworn  to  by  the  applicant,  sets  forth  the  facts 
showing  his  present  ownership,  and  how  his  title  was  derived, 
and  the  other  from  a  reputable  citizen  (the  Magistrate  of 
Court  No.  13)  as  to  the  reliability  of  the  former  affiant,  the 
claimant.     These  affidavits,  taken  together  with  the  fact  that 
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the  existing  title  deed  is  in  the  possession  of  the  claimant  for 
registration  and  produced  bj  him,  are  together  sufficient  to 
satisfy  my  mind  of  Mr.  O'Brien's  right  to  registration,  and  I 
forward  them  to  you  as  suggesting  a  precedent  which  can  be 
safely  followed  in  other  similar  cases,  if  they  shall  seem  also 
sufficient  and  satisfactory  to  the  Chief  Engineer  and  Sur- 
veyor.

Dear  Sir  : — Your  letter  of  May  23d,  in  reference  to  the 
Fire  Escape  law,  is  at  hand. 

You  ask  me  to  advise  you  whether  the  Board  of  Fire  Com- 
missioners, having  been  abolished  by  the  Act  of  June  1,  1885, 
and  Act  of  June  3,  1885,  did  not  put  the  duties  as  to  fire 
escapes  upon  the  County  Commissioners,  or,  if  the  Board  con- 
tinued to  live  until  the  first  Monday  of  April,  1887,  when  the 
Act  of  June,  1885,  became  operative,  whether,  after  the  latter 
date,  the  duties  of  the  Fire  Commissioners,  under  the  Act  of 
1885,  did  not,  ao  instanti,  devolve  upon  the  County  Com- 
missioners. 

I  have  carefully  examined  the  Acts  of  Assembly  in  relation 
to  fire  escapes,  beginning  with  the  Act  of  1879  (P.  L.,  128), 
which  is  entitled  "An  Act  to  provide  for  better  security  of 
life  and  limb  in  cases  of  fire  in  hotels  and  other  buildings." 
This  Act  of  Assembly  seems  to  be  the  fundamental  Act  to 
which  the  other  Acts  hereafter  referred  to,  in  relation  to  fire 
escapes,  are  supplemental.  After  a  preamble  reciting  that,  in 
consequence  of  fires  breaking  out  in  hotels  and  other  high 
buildings,  many  lives  have  been  lost,  etc.,  it  is  enacted  by 
Section  1  that  certain  buildings  should  be  provided  with  fire 
escapes,  and  by  Section  2  it  is  provided  as  follows  :  "  It  shall 
be  the  duty  of  the  Board  of  Fire  Commissioners,  in  conjunc- 
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tion  with  the  Fire  Marshal  of  the  district  where  such  Commis- 
sioners and  Fire  Marshal  are  elected  or  appointed,  to  first  ex- 
amine and  test  such  fire  escapes,  and  after,  upon  trial,  said  fire 
escape  should  prove  satisfactory,  then  the  said  Fire  Marshal, 
in  conjunction  with  the  Fire  Commissioners,  or  a  majority  of 
them,  shall  grant  a  certificate  approving  said  fire  escape : 
Provide  i,  further^  That  in  districts  where  no  such  Fire  Mar- 
shal and  Fire  Commissioners  exist,  then  the  School  Directors 
in  each  said  district  shall  be  the  board  of  examiners,  and 
upon  their  certificate,  or  a  majority  of  them,  of  approval  of 
said  fire  escape,  shall  be  sufficient  authority  for  the  erection 
of  said  fire  escape  in  said  district." 

By  Section  3  there  was  provided  a  liability  for  damages 
sustained  by  reason  of  the  absence  of  fire  escapes,  and  a 
penalty  for  non-compliance  with  the  Act. 

This  Act  of  Assembly  was  followed  by  the  Act  of  June  1, 
1883,  entitled :  "A  supplement  to  an  Act  entitled  'An  Act 
to  provide  for  the  better  security  of  life  and  limb  in  cases  of 
fire  in  hotels  and  other  buildings,'  approved  the  eleventh  day 
of  June,  A.  D.  1879,  providing  additional  means  of  escape." 
This  Act,  by  Section  1,  provided  that  certain  buildings  should 
be  provided  with  chain  and  rope,  which  is  described,  and  pro- 
vision is  made  how  and  where  it  was  to  be  kept  and  located  ; 
by  Section  2  liability  for  damages  which  may  be  sustained  by 
want  of  escapes  was  provided  and  a  penalty  for  non-compliance 
with  the  Act,  and  by  Section  8  it  was  provided  that  tenants 
might  erect  fire  escapes  upon  failure  of  the  owners  to  do  so, 
and  recover  the  costs  from  the  landlord.  This  Act  is  silent  as 
to  whose  duty  it  was  to  carry  out  the  provisions  of  the  Act, 
but.  as  it  is  supplemental  to  the  Act  of  1879.  there  is  no  doubt 
that  in  counties  where  a  Board  of  Fire  Commissioners  existed 
they  should,  in  conjunction  with  the  Fire  Marshal  of  the  dis- 
trict, examine  and  test  the  additional  safeguards  provided  by 
law. 

In  1885  two  Acts  of  Assembly  in  relation  to  fire  escapes 
were  approved  on  the  same  day — June  3,  1885.  The  first  of 
these  Acts  is  found  on  j^age  65  of  the  Acts  of  that  year,  and  is 
entitled  "An  Act  to  amend  an  Act,  entitled  'A  supplement  to 
an  Act  entitled  "An  Act  to  provide  for  the  better  security 
of  life  and  limb  in  cases  of  fire  in  hotels  and  other  buildings," 
approved  the  eleventh  day  of  June,  A.  D.  1879,  providing 
additional  means  of  escape,'  approved  the  first  day  of  June, 
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A.  D.  1883."  By  this  Act  of  Assembly  the  first  section  of 
the  Act  of  1883  was  amended  and  enlarged,  and  the  Act  of 
1883,  supplemental  to  the  Act  of  1879,  was  extended  to  a 
large  number  of  new  classes  of  buildings,  and  the  method  and 
arrangement  of  the  appliances  for  escape  was  amplified.  By 
this  Act  the  power  of  approval  of  the  appliances  of  escape  A\as 
vested  in  the  Board  of  Fire  Commissioners  of  any  city  or 
county  having  a  Board  of  Fire  Commissioners,  and  by  the 
County  Commissioners  of  any  county  where  there  is  no  Board 
of  Fire  Commissioners.  The  Board  of  Fire  Commissioners, 
when  there  is  such  a  Board,  and  the  County  Commissioners,  if 
there  is  no  such  Board,  was  given  power  to  designate  the 
location  of  the  chains  and  ropes  and  such  other  appliances 
provided  for  by  the  Act.  The  second  section  provided  a 
penalty  by  fine  or  imprisonment,  both  or  either,  of  the  person 
or  corporation  who  refused  to  comply  with  the  requirements 
of  the  first  section  of  the  Act,  and  also  provided  for  liability 
for  damages  sustained  by  neglect  or  refusal  to  provide  fire 
escapes,  and  by  whom  such  action  should  be  maintained,  and 
Section  3  of  the  Act  of  June  1,  1883,  which  had  provided 
that  tenants  might  recover  from  their  landlords  the  cost  of  the 
erection  of  fire  escapes,  was  repealed. 

The  next  Act  of  Assembly,  which  was  approved  on  the 
same  day,  as  has  already  been  stated,  is  entitled  "An  Act  to 
amend  an  Act  entitled  'An  Act  to  provide  better  security  of 
life  and  limb  in  cases  of  fire  in  hotels  and  other  buildings,' 
approved  the  eleventh  day  of  June,  1879."  This,  instead  of 
being  an  Act  to  amend  the  Act  of  1883,  which  was  supple- 
mental to  the  Act  of  1879,  amended  the  Act  of  1879  itself. 
The  first  section  of  the  Act  extending  the  provisions  of  the 
Act  of  1879  10  several  new  classes  of  buildings,  such  as  public 
halls,  places  of  amusement  and  parochial  buildings,  provided  for 
a  permanent  safe  external  means  of  escape  in  case  of  fire,  inde- 
pendent of  all  external  stairways,  the  number  and  location  to  be 
determined  by  the  size  of  the  building  and  number  of  inmates, 
it  becoming  the  duty  of  the  trustees,  etc.,  to  have  securely  afiixed 
to  the  building  such  fire  escapes.  There  was  also  a  proviso 
that  any  escape  approved  by  the  proper  authorities  might  be 
adopted  in  place  of  those  designated. 

Section  2  of  the  Act  of  June  11th  was  also  amended  as 
follows  :  "  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Board  of  Fire  Commis- 
sioners in  conjunction  with  the    Fire  Marshal  of  the  district 
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where  such  Commissioners  and  Fire  Marshal  are  appointed, 
to  first  examine  and  test  such  fire  escape  or  escapes,  and.  after 
upon  trial  said  fire  escape  or  escapes  should  prove  to  be  in 
accordance  with  the  requirements  with  Section  1  of  this  Act, 
then  the  said  Fire  Marshal,  in  connection  with  the  Fire  Com- 
missioners, or  a  majority  of  them,  shall  grant  a  certificate 
approving  said  fire  escape,  thereby  relieving  the  party  or 
parties  to  whom  such  certificate  is  issued  from  the  liabilities  to 
fines,  damages  and  imprisonment  imposed  by  this  Act : 
Provided  further^  That  in  counties  where  no  such  Fire  Marshal 
or  Fire  Commissioners  exist,  then  the  County  Commissioners 
in  each  said  county  shall  be  the  board  of  examiners,  and 
shall  grant  certificates  of  approval  when  escapes  are  erected 
in  accordance  with  the  requirements  of  Section  1  of  this 
Act." 

Section  3  of  the  Act  of  1879  was  also  amended,  by  Avhich 
neglect  or  refusal  to  comply  with  the  Act  is  declared  a  misde- 
meanor punishable  by  fine  or  imprisonment,  or  both,  and  there 
is  also  a  provision  in  the  section  for  damages. 

In  order  to  answer  your  question  intelligently  it  will  be 
necessary  now  to  consider  whether  the  Board  of  Fire  Commis- 
sioners existed  in  the  City  and  County  of  Philadelphia  at  the 
time  the  Act  approved  June  3,  1885,  was  passed.  If  there 
existed  such  a  Board,  the  duties  imposed  by  the  various  Acts 
of  Assembly  in  relation  to  fire  escapes  were  then  imposed  by 
law  upon  such  Board  of  Fire  Commissioners,  and  by  some  of 
the  Acts  on  the  Fire  Marshal  in  conjunction  with  the  Board 
of  Fire  Commissioners. 

The  Consolidation  Act  of  February  2,  1854,  by  Section  42, 
authorized  and  empowered  the  Councils  of  the  City  to  organize 
a  paid  Fire  Department.  The  Fire  Commissioners  consisted 
of  seven  members  and  was  organized  under  and  by  virtue  of 
an  Ordinance  approved  December  29,  1870.  This  Board  of 
Fire  Commissioners  was  in  existence  when  the  Act  of  June  3, 
1885,  was  passed,  and  therefore  the  duties  in  relation  to  fire 
escapes  were  imposed  upon  them  by  that  Act — the  Act  of 
Assembly  commonly  known  as  the  "  Bullitt  Bill,"  which  was 
approved  June  1,  1885,  but  its  provisions  were  not  to  take 
effect  until  the  first  Monday  of  April,  1887,  and  did  not 
abolish  the  Board  of  Fire  Commissioners  from  the  date  of  its 
passage,  but  they  continued  to  act  until  the  first  Monday  of 
April,  1887.     I  think  that  although  the  Act  of  June  3,  1885, 
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is  later  in  date  than  the  Act  of  June  1,  1885,  at  the  time  of 
the  passage  of  the  Act  of  June  3,  1885,  the  Board  of  Fire 
Commissioners  existed  in  the  County  of  Philadelphia,  and  that 
the  duties  imposed  by  the  fire  escape  laws  devolved  upon  them 
and  not  upon  the  Board  of  County  Commissioners. 

By  Section  1  of  Article  3  of  the  Act  of  Juue  1,  1885,  the 
care,  management,  administration  and  supervision  of  the  police 
affairs  and  all  matters  relating  to  the  public  health,  to  the  fire 
and  police  force,  fire  alarm  telegraph,  erection  of  fire  escapes, 
and  the  inspection  of  buildings  and  boilers,  markets  and  food 
sold  therein,  wa;s  to  be  in  charge  of  the  Department  of  Public 
Safety,  and  by  an  Ordinance  entitled,  "  An  Ordinance  to 
carry  into  effect  an  Act  of  Assembly  entitled  '  An  Act  for  the 
better  government  of  cities  of  the  first  class  in  this  Common- 
wealth, approved  June  1,  1885,'  "  which  Ordinance  was  ap- 
proved December  30,  A.  D.  1886,  Section  5,  it  was  provided 
that  the  enforcement  of  regulations  concerning  fire  escapes 
should  be  placed  in  charge  of  the  Board  of  Building  Inspec- 
tors, Fire  Marshal  and  Chief  Engineer  of  the  Fire  Depart- 
ment ;  they  to  elect  their  own  Chairman  and  adopt  such  rules  and 
fire  escapes  as  they  may  think  desirable,  subject  to  the  approval 
of  the  Director  of  Public  Safety,  By  Section  23  of  the  same 
Ordinance,  the  Board  of  Fire  Commissioners  was  abolished 
from  and  after  the  first  Monday  of  April,  1887. 

By  the  Act  of  June  1,  1885,  commonly  called  the  "  Bullitt 
Bill,"  and  this  Ordinance  of  December  30,  188H,  the  Depart- 
ment of  Public  Safety  was  made  the  successor  of  the  Board  of 
Fire  Commissioners  in  relation  to  the  matter  of  fire  escapes, 
and  the  duties  which,  prior  to  the  first  of  May,  1887,  had  been 
imposed  upon  the  Board  of  Fire  Commissioners  by  law, 
devolved  upon  the  Department  of  Public  Safety. 

I  am  of  opinion,  therefore,  that  when  the  Act  of  1885 
became  operative,  the  duties  of  the  Fire  Commissioners,  under 
the  Act  of  1879  and  the  various  Acts  passed  supplemental  to 
that  Act,  did  not  devolve  upon  the  County  Commissioners,  but 
upon  the  Department  of  Public  Safety,  and  that  under  Article 
XVI  of  the  Act  of  June  1,  1885,  which  provided  that  Councils 
shall  by  general  Ordinance  provide  for  the  proper  and  efiicient 
ccdduct  of  the  affairs  of  the  City  by  the  Mayor  and  the 
several  Departments  and  Boards  thereof,  that  Councils  had 
the  right  to  devolve  the  duties  of  the  approval  of  fire  escapes 
upon  the  Board  of  Fire  Commissioners,  that  Board  being  in 
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the  nature  of  a  bureau  or  department  and  not  interfering 
with  the  exercise  of  any  executive  function  of  the  head  of  any 
department. 

To  summarize  up  to  this  point,  I  think  it  is  quite  clear  that 
as  the  Act  of  Assembly,  commonly  called  the  "Bullitt  Bill," 
put  the  matter  of  the  erection  of  fire  escapes  under  the  control 
of  the  Department  of  Public  Safety,  and  as  the  Ordinance  of 
Councils  of  December  30,  1880,  passed  to  carry  into  effect 
that  Act,  provided  for  a  board  or  bureau  of  that  Department 
to  approve  of  fire  escapes,  subject  to  the  Department  of 
Public  Safety,  and  such  Board  was  successor  to  the  rights  and 
duties  Avhich  had  been  imposed  upon  the  Board  of  Fire  Com- 
missioners prior  to  the  first  of  May,  1887,  was  vested  in  the 
body,  which,  since  1887,  exercised  these  rights  and  duties, 
namely,  the  Board  of  Fire  Escapes,  subject  to  the  approval  of 
the  Director  of  Public  Safety. 

The  Act  of  Assembly  of  1889  (P.  L.  169)  is  entitled,  "  An 
Act  to  further  amend  an  Act  approved  June  11,  1879,  etc.," 
which  Act,  after  reciting  pretty  much  all  the  provisions  of 
prior  Acts,  amends  them  by  the  following  paragraph:  '"  And 
the  Board  of  Fire  Commissioners  and  the  County  Commis- 
sioners of  any  county  having  no  Board  of  Fire  Commissioners 
may  direct  that  the  foregoing  requirements,  in  so  far  as  they 
regulate  the  placing  and  keeping  of  chains  and  ropes  in 
hospitals  and  asylums,  may  be  dispensed  with  whenever  in 
their  judgment  same  may  be  necessary."  The  amending 
paragraph  of  this  Act  of  Assembly  seems  to  be  carelessly 
worded,  for  it  assumes  that  a  Board  of  Fire  Commissioners 
existed  in  certain  counties,  where,  in  fact,  the  duties  in  rela- 
tion to  fire  escapes  had  devolved  upon  the  Department  of 
Public  Safety  and  its  Board  or  Bureau,  known  as  the  Board  of 
Fire  Escapes,  and  at  the  time  of  the  passage  of  the  Act  of 
May  9,  1889,  no  Board  of  Fire  Commissioners  existed  in  this 
county. 

The  puzzling  question  is  therefore  presented,  whether  the 
duties  in  regard  to  dispensing  with  fire  escapes  devolves  upon 
the  Fire  Commissioners  or  the  County  Commis^jioners.  Were 
we  to  construe  it  strictly  it  would  seem  to  be  placed  upon  the 
Board  of  County  Commissioners,  but  I  think  the  Act  of  May 
9,  1889,  must  be  interpreted  by  its  spirit  and  not  in  accordance 
with  its  strict  letter,  and  that  the  powers,  rights  and  duties 
imposed  by  the  Act  of  1879  and  its  supplements  and  mandatory 
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Acts,  are  vested  in  the  Department  of  Public  Safety  and  the 
proper  Bureau  of  that  Department,  and  not  in  the  Board  of 
County  Commissioners,  and  that  with  them  also  rests  the 
power  to  dispense  with  the  placing  of  ropes  and  chains  in  hos- 
pitals and  asylums.

Dear  Sir  : — I  am  in  receipt  of  yours  of  the  5th  inst.,  in 
which  you  ask  my  opinion,  first,  as  to  whether  the  Fidelity 
Employment  Agency  is  obliged  to  pay  a  license  as  provided 
by  the  Act  of  Assembly  ;  second,  whether  the  above  company 
have  the  right  to  establish  a  branch  agency  without  first 
obtaining  a  license  for  such  agency  ? 

In  answer  I  would  say,  that  the  Act  of  May  25,  1883,  P.  L. 
46,  provides :  "  That  it  shall  not  be  lawful  for  any  person  or 
persons  to  keep  open,  or  establish  any  intelligence  or  employ- 
ment office,  for  the  purpose  of  procuring  or  obtaining,  for 
money  or  other  valuable  consideration,  any  work,  employment 
or  occupation  for  persons  seeking  the  same  or  to  otherwise 
engage  in  the  business  of  procuring  employment  for  others  for 
money  or  other  valuable  consideration,  without  first  having 
obtained  from  the  treasurer  of  the  city,  in  which  such  office  is 
situated  or  such  business  is  carried  on,  a  license  so  to  do." 
The  Act  further  provides  that  the  annual  license  fee  shall  be 
fifty  (50)  dollars,  and  upon  payment  of  such  fee  every  person 
applying  for  such  license  shall  receive  a  certificate  signed  by 
the  City  Treasurer,  setting  forth  that  the  license  fee  has  been 
paid  and  that  the  applicant  has  been  licensed  to  pursue  the 
business  of  an  employment  agent  for  a  period  of  one  year 
from  the  date  of  the  certificate,  said  license  fee  to  be  paid  to 
the  City  Treasurer  on  the  first  day  of  June  in  each  year. 
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If  any  person  or  persons,  not  being  licensed  as  aforesaid, 
shall  engage  in  the  said  business,  or  in  any  way  act  as  bicker 
between  employer  or  employee  and  take  money  or  other 
valuable  consideration  for  such  service,  they  shall  be  deemed 
guilty  of  a  misdemeanor  and  on  conviction  thereof,  shall  be 
sentenced  to  pay  a  fine  not  to  exceed  one  hundred  (100) 
dollars. 

I  am  therefore  of  opinion  that  if  the  Fidelity  Employment 
Agency  is  carrying  on  such  a  business  as  is  contemplated  by 
the  Act  above  referred  to,  they  are  doing  so  in  violation  of  the 
law. 

In  answer  to  your  second  inquiry,  I  would  say  that  the 
employment  agency  above  referred  to  has  no  right  to  establish 
a  branch  office  without  first  having  obtained  a  license 
therefor.

Dear  Sir  : — I  am  in  receipt  of  your  letter  in  which  you 
state  as  follows :  "  Each  depository  of  the  City's  money  has 
now  on  deposit  twenty-five  per  cent,  of  its  capital  and  surplus, 
the  amount  authorized  by  the  ordinance  of  April  9,  1892.  It 
Avill  be  necessary  for  Councils  to  create  additional  depositories, 
or  to  eliminate  from  the  ordinance  the  provision  limiting  the 
deposits  to  twenty-five  per  cent,  of  the  capital  and  surplus. 
As  Councils  have  adjourned  for  the  summer,  no  immediate 
legislation  can  be  had.  It  is  evident  that  the  receipts  of  the 
City  will  continue  to  increase  for  the  present.  I  have  reported 
these  facts  to  the  Presidents  of  Councils,  but,  pending  any 
action  by  their  Chambers,  I  desire  advice  as  to  whether  this 
Department  shall  continue  to  deposit  the  receipts  in  the  des- 
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ignated  depositories,  notwithstanding  the  twenty-five  per  cent, 
proviso,  or  whether  said  receipts  shall  be  retained  in  the  vaults 
of  this  office,  notwithstanding  the  evident  intention  of  the 
ordinance  that  no  money  should  be  retained  at  this  office 
except  the  sums  necessary  for  the  transaction  of  the  daily  cur- 
rent business  of  the  Department." 

In  answer  I  would  say  that  the  ordinance  of  April  9,  1892, 
provides  as  follows : 

"  That  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  City  Treasurer  to  deposit 
daily  all  moneys  of  the, City,  entrusted  to  his  care  as  City 
Treasurer,  not  required  for  the  transaction  of  the  daily  busi- 
ness of  his  office  and  not  belonging  to  the  Sinking  Fund,  in 
such  banks  or  other  institutions  as  are  now,  or  shall  hereafter 
be,  designated  as  depositories  of  the  City's  moneys  so  long  as 
the  same  shall  remain  solvent  and  in  good  standing,  in  such 
amounts  as  shall  be  in  pro  rata  proportion  to  the  total  sum  of 
the  capital  stock  and  surplus  of  such  depositories  respectively  : 
Provided^  There  shall  not  be  on  deposit  in  any  depository  at 
any  time  an  amount  greater  than  twenty-five  (25)  per  cent,  of 
the  capital  and  surplus  thereof;  And^  provided  further,  That 
such  depositories  shall  agree  to  pay  interest  on  the  average 
balances  deposited  therein  at  the  rate  of  two  (2)  per  cent,  per 
annum,  which  interest  shall  commence  July  1,  1892,  and  shall 
be  computed  and  paid  into  the  City  Treasury  on  June  30th 
and  December  31st  of  each  year,  and  the  amount  thereof 
recorded  in  the  books  provided  for  the  entry  of  all  moneys 
received  at  the  City  Treasury,  and  said  entry  shall  be  duly 
attested  by  the  person  making  payment  of  said  interest,  and 
said  depositories  shall  notify  the  City  Controller  of  the  amount 
of  interest  so  paid.  In  case  any  of  said  depositories  shall  re- 
fuse to  pay  interest  as  aforesaid,  tne  deposit  therein  shall  be 
withdrawn  and  distributed  among  the  several  depositories 
which  shall  have  complied  with  the  terms  of  this  ordinance, 
and  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  City  Treasurer  thereupon  to 
notify  the  City  Controller  and  Councils  thereof." 

Undoubtedly,  there  is  a  conflict  under  the  provisions  of  this 
ordinance,  and  it  seems  impossible  for  you  to  comply  with  all 
its  provisions.  I  think  the  safer  plan,  however,  would  be  for 
you  to  deposit  the  excess  above  the  twenty-five  per  cent,  of  the 
capital  and  surplus  authorized  by  law  in  the  banks  designated 
by  ordinance  paying  interest  of  two  per  cent,  upon  the  deposits 
so  made.     These  deposits  should  be  made  under  the  pro  rtta 
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divisions  as  directed  by  Councils.  Immediately  upon  the  re- 
convening of  Councils  you  should  place  the  facts  before  them 
for  their  action.

In  answer  I  would  say,  that  in  view  of  the  fact  that  the 
firm  of  Shoemaker  &  Busch  having  assumed  all  the  liabilities 
and  contract  of  the  former  firm  of  Roller  &  Shoemaker,  I 
know  of  no  reason  Avhy  the  contract  entered  into  by  the  former 
firm  of  Roller  k  Shoemaker  should  not  be  carried  out  by 
their  successors,  but  I  Avould  suggest  that  a  new  contract  be 
prepared  with  the  firm  of  Shoemaker  &  Busch.

In  it  you  ask :  First,  whether  the  Brush  Electric  Light 
Company  has  the  right  to  have  any  further  privileges  granted 
it,  while  it  is  indebted  to  the  City  of  Philadelphia  at  the  pres- 
ent time  for  license  fees  to  the  amount  of  several  thousand 
dollars. 

In  answer,  I  would  say,  that  I  do  not  think  that  the  fact 
that  the  Brush  Electric  Light  Company  is  indebted  to  the 
City  of  Philadelphia  is  a  bar  to  the  granting  by  the  City  of 
further  privileges  to  that  company. 

Second,  you  ask  whether  the  ordinance  of  June  21,  1892, 
which  is  in  general,  between  certain  streets  of  the  City,  does 
not  have  to  be  supplemented  by  further  ordinances,  stipulating 
the  specific  streets  (within  the  boundaries)  for  Avhich  they  are 
X6  receive  privileges. 
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In  answer  to  this  question  I  would  say,  that  I  am  of  opin- 
ion that  the  ordinance  you  refer  to  gives  permission  to  the 
Brush  Electric  Light  Company  to  lay  their  conduits  in  the- 
territory  named  in  the  ordinance,  subject,  however,  to  the 
general  ordinances  of  the  City  of  Philadelphia  regulating  the- 
manner  in  which  the  same  should  be  built  and  the  use  of  the 
same.

James  H.  Windrim,  Esq.,

Dear  Sir  : — Your  letter  of  the  5th  instant,  in  reference 
to  the  connection  of  surface  drainage  with  sewers,  is  at  hand. 
In  it  you  state  as  follows:  "  In  connection  with  the  work  of 
serving  notices  for  the  connecting  of  surface  drainage  with 
sewers,  in  accordance  with  Ordinance  of  Councils  approved 
March  4,  1892,  it  is  found  that  certain  property  owners  have 
pipes  leading  under  the  footways  and  emptying  into  the  gut- 
ters, while  others  have  iron  covered  drains  leading  across  the 
footways  and  emptying  into  the  gutters,"  and  ask  me  to  advise 
you,  whether  or  not,  in  my  opinion,  such  cases  should  be  con- 
sidered as  surface  drainage  and  notices  served  on  the  owners 
of  the  properties  to  connect  with  the  sewer. 

The  Ordinance  of  March  4,  1892  is  entitled,  "An  Ordi- 
nance relating  to  underground  connections  with  sewers  to  pre- 
vent objectionable  drainage  flowing  over  footways  and  the  col- 
lection of  the  cost  thereof." 

Section  1  of  this  Ordinance  provides,  "  That  the  Director 
of  Public  Works  be,  and  he  is  hereby  authorized  in  each  and 
every  year  to  enter  into  a  contract  or  contracts  in  the  name 
of  the  City  of  Philadelphia,  with  a  competent  person  or  per- 
sons to  do  all   the  work,  and  furnish  all  the   materials  which 
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may  be  necessary  during  the  year  for  which  said  contract 
shall  be  made,  for  connecting  all  dwelling  houses,  stores  or 
other  buildings  erected  or  altered,  or  to  be  erected  or  altered, 
fronting  on  any  street  or  alley  in  which  there  is  a  sewer,  in 
order  to  prevent  the  flow  of  objectionable  drainage  over  the 
footway,  in  default  of  the  owner  doing  the  same  after  notice 
as  hereinafter  mentioned." 

You  will  see  that  by  this  section  the  intent  is  as  to  the  flow 
of  objectionable  drainage  over  footways. 

The  second  section  provides  :  "  Whenever,  in  the  judgment 
of  the  Director  of  the  Department  of  Public  Works,  it  shall 
be  necessary  to  provide  underground  drainage  to  prevent  the 
flow  or  passage  of  water  or  other  matter  over  and  across  the 
footways  infro7it  of  any  dwelling  house,  etc." 

The  object  of  the  ordinance  seems  to  be  to  prevent  the  flow 
of  drainage  over  the  footways,  and  under  the  brief  statement 
of  facts  you  have  given  me^  I  should  not  think  that  the  cases 
you  refer  to  come  within  the  provisions  of  this  ordinance.  If, 
however,  there  is  any  doubt  as  to  the  matter,  it  would  be  bet- 
ter to  serve  notices.

Y''ou  further  state  that  on  January  4,  1892,  the  Thirty-third 

Sectional  School  Board  organized  for  the  ensuing  year,  which 
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expires  the  first  Monday  of  April,  1893,  under  the  Act  of 
June  8,  1891,  and  that' on  June  16,  1892,  the  Board  reor- 
ganized by  the  election  of  new  officers. 

In  answer,  I  would  say  that  the  Act  of  February  2,  1854, 
Section  20  (P.  L.  34)  provides:  '^That  the  Directors  of  Pub- 
lic Schools  shall  be  elected,  and  that  they  shall  enter  upon 
the  duties  of  their  office  upon  the  first  Monday  of  January 
next  succeeding  their  election." 

I  am,  therefore,  of  opinion  that  the  organization  of  your 
Board  eS'ected  on  January  4,  1892,  was  for  the  ensuing  year, 
and  that  no  authority  exists  in  the  Board  to  reorganize  at  any 
time  during  that  year.

Dear  Sir  : — I  am  in  receipt  of  your  letter  of  the  19th 
instant,  enclosing  copy  of  a  letter  addressed  to  you  by  Messrs. 
Archer  and  Gross,  owners  of  the  building  occupied  by  the 
Bureaus  of  Gas  and  Water  at  Juniper  and  Filbert  streets. 
In  your  letter  you  state  that  the  building  some  time  since 
showed  signs  of  settlement  of  floors,  which  were  supported 
somewhat  by  suspension  from  the  roof  trusses ;  that  upon  ex- 
amination it  was  found  that  the  loft  was  being  used  for  the 
storage  of  old  books  and  records,  which  caused  the  trusses  to 
sag,  and  as  the  floors  had  been  suspended  from  them,  the  lat- 
ter sagged  and  deflected  out  of  level  also.  You  further  state 
that  the  books  were  immediately  removed  from  the  loft,  and 
that  the  building  was  therefore  restored  to  its  primary  condi- 
tion, and  subject  to  the  use  for  which  it  was  leased. 

If  the  building  to-day  is  sufficiently  strong  to  answer  the 
purposes  for  which  it  was  leased,  and  by  the  removal  of  the 
books  from  the  loft  the  building  was  restored  to  its  original 
condition,  I  can  see  no  reason  why  the  City  should  be  put  to 
any  expense  in  relation  to  further  alterations.

Dear  Sir  : — I  am  in  receipt  of  your  favor  of  the  29th 
ult.,  in  which  you  state  that  the  Philadelphia  Belt  Line  Rail- 
road Company  has  made  application  for  permission  to  drive 
piles  and  construct  bulkheads  and  a  railway  upon  the  water 
of  the  Commonwealth  of  Pennsylvania,  outside  of  the  arbi- 
trary low  water  line,  but  inside  of  the  Port  Wardens'  line,  on 
the  Delaware  river  front,  between  Bridge  and  Vankirk  streets, 
in  the  Twenty-fifth  and  Twenty-third  Wards  of  the  City  of 
Philadelphia. 

After  referring  to  the  Acts  of  Assembly  of  February  7, 
1818,  March  29,  1803,  and  March  25,  1865,  you  state,  that 
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in  view  of  these  Acts  of  Assembly  and  the  general  tenor  of 
the  other  laws  of  the  Commonwealth  regulatino-  wharf  build- 
ing,  you  ask  my  opinion  on  the  following  points : 

1.  Can  the  Board  of  Port  Wardens  receive  an  application 
from  a  railroad  company  to  construct  its  road  in  the  water  of 
the  Commonwealth  without  requiring  the  riparian  owner  to 
join  in  the  application  ? 

2.  Has  the  Board  of  Wardens  the  legal  right  to  grant 
license  or  privilege  of  construction  to  a  railroad  company,  in 
the  water  of  the  Commonwealth,  in  front  of  the  lands  of  a 
riparian  owner,  notwithstanding  the  riparian  owner's  objec- 
tion thereto,  provided  the  said  railroad  company  observes  the 
other  legal  requirements  necessary  to  protect  the  channelway 
of  the  river  and  the  general  navigation  interests  ? 

3.  Is  it  the  duty  of  the  Board  of  Wardens  to  require  from 
such  railroad  company  assurance  or  security  that  said  railroad 
company  will  compensate  the  riparian  owner  for  such  dam- 
ages as  may  accrue,  by  reason  of  interference  with  his  oppor- 
tunity to  make  wharf  improvements  in  front  of  his  property 
under  the  laws  of  the  Commonwealth  ? 

In  answer  to  the  first  question,  I  am  of  opinion  that  the 
Board  of  Port  Wardens  can  receive  application  from  a  rail- 
road company  for  permission  to  construct  its  road  in  the  waters 
of  the  Commonwealth,  provided  said  road  is  not  located  be- 
yond the  Port  Wardens'  line,  even  though  the  riparian  owner 
should  not  join  in  said  application.  The  Act  of  1818,  to 
which  you  refer,  prescribes  the  mode  of  proceeding  in  order 
to  erect  or  extend  a  wharf  into  the  tideway  of  the  Delaware. 
This  Act  required  that  an  applicant  who  desired  to  build  such 
a  wharf  or  bulkhead  should  show  to  the  Board  of  Port  War- 
dens his  title  to  the  land  before  permission  should  be  granted. 
In  the  present  instance,  however,  a  railroad  company,  acting 
under  its  charter,  with  the  right  of  eminent  domain,  males 
application  for  permission  to  build  its  road  through  land  under 
the  jurisdiction  and  control  of  the  Board  of  Port  Wardens. 
The  applicant  is  a  corporation  acting  under  the  general  rail- 
road laws  of  1849  and  1868,  with  power  of  eminent  domain 
and  the  right  to  locate  and  construct  its  road  within  the  limits 
of  the  State  of  Pennsylvania,  and  therein  it  differs  from  a 
private  owner  of  land,  who,  under  the  Act  of  1818,  makes 
application  for  permission  to  construct  a  bulkhead  or  wharf. 

In  answer  to  the  second  question,  the  Board  of  Port  War- 
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dens  has  the  right  to  grant  permission  to  a  railroad  company 
for  the  construction  of  its  road  in  front  of  the  hmd  of  a  ripa- 
rian owner,  notwithstanding  the  owner's  objection  thereto, 
provided  the  railroad  company  by  its  charter  is  authorized  to 
acquire  the  right  of  way  by  due  process  of  law. 

In  answer  to  the  third  question,  the  Board  of  Port  War- 
dens has  no  right  to  require  the  said  railroad  company,  acting 
under  its  charter  in  conformity  with  law,  to  give  security  for 
the  protection  of  a  riparian  owner  by  reason  of  the  said  con- 
struction.

Dear  Sir  : — I  am  in  receipt  of  your  letter  of  August  8th, 
in  which  you  state  that  an  ordinance,  approved  June  15,  1892, 
providing  for  the  sale  of  the  old  landing  in  the  Eighteenth 
Ward,  has  been  forwarded  to  you  with  instructions  to  proceed 
with  the  sale ;  that  the  description  of  the  property  given  in 
the  ordinance  was  incorrect,  although  the  location  of  the  lot 
could  be  determined  by  the  bounds  given. 

If  it  is  the  purpose  of  the  ordinance  to  dispo.ve  of  the  prop- 
erty belonging  to  the  City  as  shown  in  the  plan  prepared  by 
Jos.  G.  Mercer,  Surveyor  and  Regulator  of  tht  Sixth  Dis- 
trict, it  will  be  proper,  in  my  judgment,  for  you  to  dispose,  by 
public  sale,  of  all  the  land  belonging  to  the  City  covered  by 
the  lines  as  shown  in  said  plan,  and  you  should  describe  it 
according  to  the  plan  without  regard  to  the  ordinance.  Inas- 
much as  Councils  must  confirm  the  sale  by  the  passage  of  an 
ordinance,  you  can  lay  these  facts  before  Councils  at  that 
time,  and,  if  it  were  the  purpose  of  Councils  to  dispose  of  all 
the  land,  they  can  correct  the  error  in  the  ordinance  to  be 
passed  confirming  the  sale.

Dear  Sir  : — Replying  to  your  favor  of  August  5th,  inquir- 
ing as  to  whether  or  not  the  Board  of  Building  Inspectors 
will  be  justified  in  issuing  a  permit  for  the  erection  of  a  stable 
upon  an  alley  thirteen  feet  in  width,  open  only  at  one  end 
and  of  a  width  of  thirty-five  feet  in  front  of  a  proposed  stable, 
enclosing  plan  of  the  proposed  erection,  I  would  say  that  the 
Act  of  April  21,  1855,  prohibits  the  erection  of  any  dwelling 
house  or  other  building,  within  the  City  of  Philadelphia,  which 
shall  front  upon  any  street,  alley  or  court  of  a  less  width  than 
twenty  feet. 

By  ordinance  of  April  8,  1890  (City  Ordinances,  1890,  p. 
124),  it  is  provided : 

"  That,  from  and  after  the  passage  of  this  ordinance,  no 
street  hereafter  to  be  opened  shall  be  accepted  or  placed  upon 
the  plans  of  the  City  that  is  of  a  less  width  than  thirty  (30) 
feet,  and  in  no  case  shall  a  street  be  so  placed  unless  it  shall 
run  from  one  public  street  to  another,  and  in  a  straight  line: 
Provided,  That  this  ordinance  shall  not  be  construed  to  repeal 
the  existing  ordinance  fixing  the  width  of  streets  in  the  Twenty- 
second  Ward  at  not  less  than  forty  (40)  feet. 

"  Sect.  2.  It  shall  be  unlawful  for  the  Board  of  Building 
Inspectors,  Department  of  Public  Works,  or  any  Bureau  under 
it,  or  any  official  of  the  City,  either  to  issue,  cause  or  allow  to 
be  issued,  any  permit  or  permits  for  the  erection  of  any  build-, 
ing  or  buildings,  or  for  the  introduction  of  gas,  water,  sewer 
or  drains,  or  to  make  surveys  or  give  lines,  or  in  any  manner 
to  countenance,  authorize  or  permit  the  erection  of  any  build- 
ing or  buildings  fronting  on  any  street,  unless  said  street  shall  be 
of  not  less  than  thirty  (30)  feet  in  width,  as  provided  in  Sec- 
tion 1  of  this  ordinance,  or  on  the  City  plan.  And  all  of  said 
streets  shall  be  continuous  and  run  in  a  straight  line  from  one 
public  street  to  another.'.' 

You  will  therein  note  that  your  Board  is  expressly  prohib- 
ited from  issuing  permits  for  the  erection  of  any  building  or 
buildings  fronting  on  any  street  unless  same  shall  be  of  a  width 
of  thirty  feet  and  shall  run  in  a  straight  line  from  one  public 
street  to  another. 
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In  view,  therefore,  of  this  ordinance  and  the  Act  quoted,  I 
am  of  opinion  that  your  Board  would  not  be  justified  in  issuing 
the  permit  referred  to.

Dear  Sir  : — Your  favor  of  the  16th  instant  is  at  hand  and 
contents  noted.     In  it  you  state  that  the  Catharine  and  Bain- 
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bridge  Streets  Railway  Company  have  just  been  granted  a 
permit  under  the  ordinance  of  31st  of  March,  1892,  for  the 
erection  of  poles  for  trolley  construction  ;  and  you  further  state 
that  when  the  permit  for  the  erection  of  the  poles  was  granted 
Chief  Walker  of  the  Electrical  Bureau,  acting  under  your  in- 
structions, presented  a  bill  to  the  company  for  the  permit  fee 
fixed  by  the  ordinance  of  January  6,  1881,  and  that  the  com- 
pany declined  to  pay  this  fee.  You  ask  my  opinion  whether 
the  company  is  liable  under  this  ordinance,  or  any  other  ordi- 
nance, for  this  fee. 

In  answer,  I  reply  that  in  my  opinion  the  company  is  liable 
to  the  provisions  of  the  ordinance  approved  March  30,  1883, 
which  is  entitled  "An  Ordinance  to  regulate  the  introduction 
and  use  of  underground  conduits,  wires  and  cables  for  electri- 
cal conductors  in  the  streets  of  the  City  of  Philadelphia,  and 
to  provide  tor  charges  for  underground,  overground  or  over- 
head wires,  and  to  repeal  an  ordinance  entitled  'An  Ordinance 
to  regulate  the  introduction  and  use  of  underground  conduits, 
electrical  cables  and  wires  for  electrical  conductors  in  the 
streets  of  the  City  of  Philadelphia,'  "  etc. 

The  ordinance  of  March  30,  1883,  is  a  general  one  upon 
this  subject,  and  Section  12  of  said  ordinance  provides  :  "  That 
the  ordinance  entitled  'An  Ordinance  to  regulate  the  introduc- 
tion and  use  of  underground  conduits,  electric  cables  and  wires 
for  electrical  conductors  in  the  streets  of  the  City  of  Philadel- 
phia, and  to  provide  for  charges  for  overground  wires,'  ap- 
proved June  21,  1882,  as  well  as  all  other  ordinances  or  parts 
of  ordinances  inconsistent  herewith,  be,  and  the  same  are 
hereby  repealed ;  except  so  far  as  any  penalties  have  been 
heretofore  incurred  by  reason  of  non-compliance  by  any  firm, 
corporation  or  person  with  the  provision  of  any  such  ordinance, 
for  which  purpose  said  ordinance  shall  remain  in  force." 

If  you  will  send  the  bill  for  the  license  to  this  Department, 
I  shall  bring  suit  for  the  amount,  so  that  the  matter  may  be 
passed  upon  by  the  Court.

In  answer,  I  would  say  that  as  no  agreement  has  been  en- 
tered into  between  the  City  and  the  owner  of  the  lot,  and  no 
consideration  passed,  the  only  way  by  which  the  City  can 
obtain  possession  of  the  property  is  by  condemnation  pro- 
ceedings.

Dear  Sir  : — In  reply  to  your  communication  of  the  24th 
inst.,  in  reference  to  the  application  of  Mrs.  Joseph  P.  Mum- 
ford,  No.  1401  North  Seventeenth  street,  for  a  permit  for  the 
building  of  a  bay-window  on  the  first  story  of  the  Master 
street  side  of  the  dwelling  on  Seventeenth  street,  said  window 
projecting  one  foot  beyond  the  building  line,  I  would  say  that 
the  ordinances  of  the  City  give  no  permission  or  authority  for 
the  erection  of  such  a  window. 

The  Court  of  Common  Pleas  No.  1,  in  the  case  of  Common- 
wealth vs.  Harris,  10  W.  N.  C,  page  13,  considered  the  con- 
struction of  the  ordinance  of  1864,  page  3'>7.  in  reference  to 
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the  building  of  bulk  and  bay  windows.  It  is  expressly  decided 
in  that  case,  in  an  opinion  by  Judge  Biddle,  that  a  bulk  win- 
dow is  distinct  and  different  from  a  bay  or  oriel  window,  and 
that  a  bulk  window  is  a  window  to  a  shop  or  other  place  of 
business  for  the  purpose  of  displaying  the  goods  and  wares  of 
the  shop.  A  bay  window  is  a  window  attached  to  a  dwelling 
for  the  purpose  of  giving  more  room  space  to  the  dwelling. 

Neither  the  ordinance  of  1864,  nor  the  ordinance  of  June 
7,  1882,  page  142,  authorize  any  one  to  encroach  upon  public 
highways  for  the  private  benefit  of  such  individual.  Your 
Bureau  has  correctly  construed  the  ordinance  of  1864,  as  ap- 
plying to  a  store  front  in  reference  to  bulk  windows.

Dear  Sir  : — In  your  communication  of  August  12th,  you 
ask  my  opinion  in  relation  to  a  matter  concerning  your  office, 
the  Bureau  of  Health  and  the  Health  Officer  of  this  City. 
You  state  that  you  have  made  numerous  requests  of  the  Regis- 
trar of  Births,  Marriages  and  Deaths  of  the  Bureau  of  Health, 
to  instruct  his  clerks  to  decline  issuing  permits  to  undertakers 
for  the  burial  of  bodies  that  have  died  from  other  than  natural 
causes,  and  where  the  circumstances  are  such  as  to  cause  a 
reasonable  belief  that  the  deceased  came  to  his  or  her  death 
from  violence.  You  further  state  that  the  Registrar  declines 
doing  so,  saying  that  he  has  no  right  to  refuse  a  permit  where 
the  certificate  of  death  is  signed  by  a  registered  physician  of 
this  County. 

It  strikes  me  that  your  request  is  a  reasonable  one,  and  I 
think  the  plan  should  be  adopted  which  you  suggest ;  that  is, 
that  the  Bureau  of  Health  should  decline  to  issue  permits  to 
undertakers  for  the  burial  of  bodies  that  have  died  from  other 
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than  natural  causes,  and  where  the  circumstances  are  such  as 
to  cause  a  reasonable  belief  that  the  deceased  came  to  his  or 
her  death  from  violence. 

This  is  a  matter  in  which  the  Coroner  should  have  ample 
time  to  investigate  before  the  proofs  are  lost  in  hasty  removals 
or  burials.

Dear  Sir  : — In  answer  to  your  communication  of  the  16th 
ult.,  I  desire  to  reply  as  follows : 

Article  10,  Section  1,  of  the  Act  of  June  1,  1885,  provides  : 
"  That  the  Department  of  Charities  and  Correction  shall  be 
in  charge  of  a  President,  who  shall  be  the  head  thereof,  and 
four  Directors,  to  which  Department  shall  be  confided  the 
care,  management,  administration  and  supervision  of  all  char- 
ities, almshouses,  hospitals,  houses  of  correction  and  all  other 
similar  institutions  the  control  and  government  of  which  are 
entrusted  to  the  City." 

Under  this  Act  it  will  be  observed  that  the  management, 
administration  and  supervision  of  the  almshouses  and  hospitals 
shall  be  under  the  direction  of  the  Department  of  Charities 
and  Correction. 

You  state  that  you  have  been  credibly  informed  that 
patients  have  been  grossly  abused  by  physicians  for  the  pur- 
pose of  having  clinics  ;  that  large  classes  have  been  continually 
taken  through  the  almshouse  for  bedside  clinics,  to  the  great 
injury  of  the  patients  and  the  disturbance  of  the  other  sick  in 
the  Department. 
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Before  making  these  charges  against  reputable  physicians  a 
thorough  investigation  should  be  had,  and  you  should  satisfy 
yourself  of  the  truth  in  every  particular. 

It  seems  useless  for  me  to  add  that  the  Department  has 
power  to  make  rules  and  regulations  as  it  may  think  proper 
lor  the  government  and  control  of  the  houses  and  hospitals 
under  its  eare. 

The  question  you  have  submitted  to  me  is  really  not  a  ques- 
tion of  law,  but  a  question  of  fact,  and  the  matter  is  one  for 
the  consideration  of  the  Department  which  is  under  your  con- 
trol as  President,  and  four  Directors.

Dear  Sir  : — I  am  in  receipt  of  your  communication  of  the 
31st  ult.,  in  which  you  ask  my  opinion  as  follows : 

1.  Whether,  under  the  ordinance  of  March  30,  1889,  the 
City  is  obliged  to  pave  over  connections  made  by  plumbers  to 
sewers  and  drains  when  said  connections  are  across  the  side- 
walk ? 

2.  Does  the  price  paid  cover  the  street  only  from  the  curb 
line  to  the  sewer,  or  does  it  include  the  repaving  of  the  trench 
made  in  the  footway  as  well  as  the  trench  made  in  the  cart- 
way ? 

In  answer,  I  would  say  that  the  amount  charged  under  the 
ordinance  includes  the  cost  of  repaving  tht  street  only  from 
the  curb  line  to  the  sewer,  and  that  the  cost  of  repaving  the 
sidewalk  must  be  borne  by  the  property  owner.

Dear  Sir  : — I  am  in  receipt  of  your  favor  of  the  5th  inst., 
in  reference  to  the  claim  of  the  Commonwealth  against  the 
City  of  Philadelphia  for  moneys  paid  to  the  Board  of  Chari- 
ties and  Correction  on  account  of  insane  patients  committed 
to  the  State  Hospital  for  the  Insane  at  Norristown.  I  have 
considered  the  following  propositions  as  suggested  by  you  : 

1.  In  cases  where  the  Court  ordered  a  certain  sum  to  be 
paid  by  the  relatives  or  estate  of  the  patient,  and  the  same 
has  been  received  by  the  City  of  Philadelphia,  was  the  whole 
amount,  or  what  portion,  received  for  the  use  of  the  Common- 
wealth, and  should  it  be  paid  over  to  the  Commonwealth  ? 

2.  In  such  cases,  should  the  entire  amount  received  as 
above  be  paid  to  the  Commonwealth,  less  the  $1.75  per  week 
paid  by  the  City  to  the  hospital  ? 

3.  In  the  event  that  more  was  paid  by  the  relative  or  estate 
of  the  patient  than  was  necessary  to  pay  the  $1.75  paid  by 
the  City  and  the  amount  paid  by  the  estate,  does  the  surplus 
belong  to  the  City,  the  Commonwealth,  or  the  friends  of  the 
patient  who  paid  it  ? 

4.  In  the  future,  when  such  an  order  for  the  maintenance 
of  the  insane  patient  is  made  by  the  Court,  should  the  amount 
fixed  be  directed  to  be  paid  to  the  Board  of  Charities  and  by 
that  Board  be  divided  between  the  Commonwealth  and  the 
City,  or  should  it  be  all  paid  into  the  City  Treasury  subject 
to  such  disposition  as  may  be  made  of  it  under  the  decisions 
of  the  Court  upon  the  foregoing  questions  ? 

In  answer  I  would  say,  first,  that  the  act  of  June  13,  1883,. 
Section  2,  provides  that  the  cost  per  capita  of  the  care  and 
treatment  of  the  indigent  insane  in  State  Hospitals  for  tW 
Insane,  shall  not  exceed  the  sum  of  $3.50  per  week,  whieb 
shall  include  all  charges,  except  for  clothing,  for  which  the- 
charge  shall  not  exceed  fifty  (50)  cents  for  each  week  ;  and 
Section  3,  that  the  expense  of  the  care  and  treatment  of  the- 
indigent  insane  in  State  Hospitals  shall  be  divided  between 
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the  State  and  the  county,  and  that  the  maximum  charge  to 
the  county  shall  not  exceed,  including  all  charges,  the  sum  of 
^2.00  per  week  for  each  person.  It  is  very^  clear  that  the 
Act  of  Assembly  contemplated  that  one-half  of  the  amount 
charged  for  the  care  of  insane  patients  should  be  paid  by  the 
county  and  one-half  by  the  State.  I  am,  therefore,  of  opin- 
ion that  but  one-half  of  the  amount  paid  into  the  City  Treas- 
ury by  the  relatives  or  estate  of  the  patient  was  received  for 
the  use  of  the  Commonwealth,  and  that  but  one-half  this 
amount  should  be  paid  to  the  Commonwealth  by  the  City. 

This  will  also  cover  your  second  proposition. 

In  answer  to  your  third  question,  I  am  of  opinion  that  any 
■surplus  paid  by  the  relatives  or  estate  of  the  patient  over  the 
-amount  fixed  by  the  Act  of  Assembly,  does  not  belong  either 
to  the  City  or  the  Commonwealth,  but  to  the  relatives  or  the 
-estate  of  the  patient  paying  the  same;  but  upon  examination 
of  the  list  of  patients  submitted  to  me  by  the  City  Treasurer, 
I  can  find  but  one  case  where  such  a  question  can  arise.  In 
that  case  the  patient  was  committed  May  23,  1892,  under  an 
-order  of  $5.00  per  week,  and  the  last  payment  was  made  July 
8,  1892,  making  the  total  amount  paid  to  the  Board  of  Chari- 
ties $30.00.  In  all  other  cases  in  excess  of  $3.00  per  week, 
I  find  that  the  payments  have  entirely  ceased,  and  that  but  a 
very  small  amount  had  been  paid  under  the  order. 

In  answer  to  your  fourth  question,  I  am  of  the  opinion  that 
.the  amount  paid  under  order  of  the  Court  should  be  paid  to 
the  Board  of  Charities  and  Correction,  and  by  that  Board 
paid  into  the  City  Treasury,  one-half  for  the  use  of  the  Com- 
monwealth and  one-half  for  the  use  of  the  City.  I  believe 
that  the  question  as  to  the  payment  of  the  money  due  the 
Commonwealth  can  be  best  determined  by  having  an  account 
settled  by  the  City  Treasurer  and  verified  by  the  City  Con- 
troller, and,  if  satisfactory  to  you,  this  Department  will  ask 
"Councils  to  pass  an  ordinance  directing  the  payment  to  the 
"Commonwealth  of  such  amount  to  which  it  may  be  entitled 
under  the  verified  account  of  the  City  Controller  and 
Treasurer.

Dear  Sir  :— Your  favor  of  September  2d,  asking  my  opin- 
ion as  to  whether  or  not  you  shoukl  build  a  new  party  wall  to . 
property  No.  1832  Addison  street,  duly  received. 

I  understand  from  you  that  the  City  recently  purchased 
the  properties  Nos.  1834  and  1836  Addison  street,  Seventh 
Ward,  for  school  purposes,  and  this  summer  the  Board, 
of  Public  Education  awarded  a  contract  for  tearing  them, 
down,  paving  the  yards,  etc.  That  the  party  wall  be- 
tween Nos.  1832  and  1834  being  only  a  four-inch  wall,  the- 
Building  Inspectors  have  condemned  the  same  and  directed 
that  a  nine-inch  wall  be  placed  in  its  stead.  That  the  tear- 
ing down  of  this  wall  will  involve  replastering,  papering  and 
some  carpentering  work  in  the  property  No.  1832  Addison 
street,  which  is  not  owned  by  the  City. 

In  answer,  I  would  say  that  the  Act  of  May  20,  185T 
(Purdon's  Digest,  vol.  vii.,  p.  1307,  P.  L.  27),  provides  : 

"  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  inspectors  ot  buildings  of  the  City 
of  Philadelphia,  upon  the  application  of  any  person  or  per- 
sons about  to  erect  on  his  or  their  lot  or  lots  of  ground  any 
new  building  or  buildings,  according  to  the  provisions  of  the 
act  of  the  first  day  of  May,  Anno  Domini  1855,  entitled  ''An 
Act  to  provide  for  the  regulation  and  inspection  of  buildings," 
to  examine  all  such  party  or  division  walls  upon  or  adjoining 
said  lot  of  ground,  and  which  shall  have  been  erected  prior 
thereto,  and  if  deemed  and  adjudged  by  them  to  be  insufficient 
and  unfit  for  the  purpose  of  such  new  building  about  to  be 
erected,  such   party  or  division  walls  shall  be  removed  and 
taken  down  by  the  last  builder  ;  the  cost  and  expense  of  which, 
removal,  together  with  the  cost  and  expense  of  the  new  wall 
or  walls  to  be  erected  in  lieu  thereof,  shall  be  borne  and  paid 
exclusively  by  him  :  Provided,  nevertheless,  That  an  appeal 
from  the  decision  of  the   Building  Inspectors  may  be   had  to 
the  Board  of  Surveyors  in  conformity  with   the  provisions  of 
an  Act  entitled  "An  Act  to  provide  for  tlio  better  regulation 
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of  buildings  in  the   City  of  Philadelphia,"  approved  May  7, 
A.  D.  1855. 

If  this  party  wall  has  been  condemned  by  the  Building  In- 
spectors under  this  Act,  because  found  by  them  to  be  insuffi- 
cient and  unfit  for  the  purpose  of  the  new  building  about  to 
be  erected  by  the  City  of  Philadelphia,  it  is  perfectly  clear 
that  the  City  will  have  to  build  the  wall  at  her  expense,  as 
the  Act  expressly  provides  that  the  cost  and  expense  of  the 
new  wall  or  walls  to  be  erected  in  lieu  of  the  old  wall  shall 
be  borne  and  paid  exclusively  by  the  last  builder. 

I  assume,  although  your  note  does  not  so  state,  that  no  ap- 
peal from  the  decision  of  the  Board  of  Building  Inspectors 
to  the  Board  of  Surveyors  has  been  taken.  If  not,  the  deci- 
sion of  the  Building  Inspectors  as  to  the  sufficiency  of  said 
wall  is  a  finality  from  which  no  appeal  lies  to  the  Common 
Pleas,  and  as  it  was  expressly  decided  in  the  case  of  Childs 
vs.  Napheys  (112  Pa.  St.,  504),  if  the  wall  is  adjudged  by 
the  said  inspectors  to  be  insufficient,  it  shall  be  taken  down 
by  the  last  builder,  and,  if  so,  no  order  of  the  Common  Pleas 
is  provided  for,  nor  is  one  necessary. 

Upon  your  other  question  as  to  whether  or  not  you  should 
do  the  replastering,  papering,  etc.,  upon  the  inside  of  the  wall 
of  the  property  No.  1832  Addison  street,  which  is  not  owned 
by  the  City,  I  would  say,  that  I  understand  the  custom  to  be 
that  when  a  wall  is  taken  down  as  between  private  parties, 
although  one  gets  a  new  wall,  it  is  always  amicably  agreed 
upon  as  to  the  expense  of  papering,  etc.,  which  is  usually 
small.  However,  in  this  case,  1  am  of  opinion  that  as  the 
present  wall  is  insufficient  for  the  uses  of  the  City,  that  she 
ought  to  place  the  adjoining  owner  in  the  same  position  that 
he  occupied  before,  and  that  it  would  be  best  to  do  the  paper- 
ing and  plastering  of  the  wall  on  the  inside.

Dear  Sir  : — I  am  in  receipt  of  your  favor  of  the  6th  inst. 
in  reference  to  the  claim  of  Captain  W.  H.  Krammes,  of  the 
canal  boat  "  Metz  "  for  five  days  detention  in  the  Fairmount 
Dam,  from  July  26th  to  July  30th,  1892.  It  appears  that 
the  claim  is  founded  upon  the  allegation  that  the  water  in  the 
dam  was  too  shallow  for  navigation. 

In  the  report  of  the  Chief  of  the  Burenu  of  Water  upon  the 
matter  I  find  that  the  City  has  in  no  way  violated  the  agree- 
ment entered  into  in  1824  with  the  Schuylkill  Navigation 
Company  as  to  the  depth  of  water  in  the  dam,  and  that  on 
the  days  mentioned  in  the  claim  of  Captain  Krammes  the 
water  was  not  below  the  standard  fixed  in  the  agreement 
above  referred  to. 

In  view  of  the  facts  as  stated  in  the  report,  I  am  of  opinion 
that  the  claim  is  without  foundation,  and  cannot  be  allowed.

Act  of  Assembly  to  incorporate  the 
Chestnut  Hill  Water  Company  with  all  the  powers  conferred 
upon  the  said  Jefferson  Water  Company.  Vide  P.  L.,  1856^ 
page  635. 

April  1,  1861.  Deed,  Charles  Heebner  and  wife  to  the 
Chestnut  Hill  Water  Company  in  fee  for  the  above  premises. 
Recorded  in  deed  book  A.  C.  H.,  No.  29,  page  333. 

January  14,  1873.  Deed,  Chestnut  Hill  Water  Company 
to  City  of  Philadelphia,  for  the  above  described  premises.

Dear  Sir  : — I  have  your  communication  of  August  22nd. 

There  can  be  no  doubt  that  Passenger  Railroad  Companies 
are  bound  to  conform  with  the  grade  of  the  cartways  upon 
which  their  tracks  are  laid.  The  ordinance  of  October  7, 
1882,  expressly  requires  this.  By  its  second  section  this 
ordinance  directs  :  "  That  the  Chief  Commissioner  of  High- 
ways shall  personally,  or  by  deputy,  inspect  the  method  of 
repairing  or  repaving  said  streets  and  highways  now  adopted 
and  practiced  by  said  several  Passenger  Railway  Companies, 
and  forthwith  require  said  Avork  to  be  done  in  conformity  with 
the  provisions  of  this  ordinance,  exercising  in  the  enforcement 
of  said  provisions  every  power  in  him  vested." 
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When  a  breach  of  this  ordinance  is  detected  by  the  Highway 
Bureau,  notice  shouhl  at  once  be  given  to  the  respective  Pas- 
senger Raih'oad  Company  requiring  it  to  conform  its  tracks 
to  the  correct  grade  of  the  street.  If  this  notice  is  not  promptly 
complied  with  the  Chief  Commissioner  of  Highways  should 
enter  upon  the  street,  and  himself  cause  the  work  to  be  done 
at  the  company's  expense.  Such  a  course  of  action  to  be 
taken  by  your  Department  applies  as  well  to  the  case  of  rails 
which  have  been  long  in  use,  thus  out  of  conformity  with  the 
true  street  level,  as  to  those  which  have  been  recently  laid. 

Should  you  at  the  time  have  no  appropriation  applicable, 
an  alternative  course  is  available. 

The  obstruction  of  a  highway  is,  aside  from  any  ordinance 
or  statute,  indictable  as  a  criminal  offence. 

In  the  case  of  work  which  may  be  in  progress  at  the  time 
when  the  breach  of  the  ordinance  quoted  is  observed,  notice 
should  be  given  immediately  by  the  Chief  Commissioner  of 
Highways  after  the  Surveyor  has  ascertained  the  facts,  and, 
should  the  company  persist  in  the  work  contrary  to  such 
notice,  its  employees  so  engaged  may  be  arrested.

Dear  Sir  : — I  am  in  receipt  of  your  communication  in 
which  you  ask  the  following  questions : 

1.  "  Is  a  street  passenger  railway  charter  under  the  Act  of 
May  14,  188!),  valid,  which  proposes  to  lay  a  track  on  streets 
upon  which  tracks  under  existing  charters  are  laid?" 

The  first  section  of  the  Act  of  May  14,  1889,  expressly 
limits  the  authority  granted  companies  which  may  be  organized 
under  it  to  streets  not  used  by  other  companies  and  upon 
which  no  other  company  has  been  given  authority  to  run  a 
line.  It  is,  however,  stated  that  an  exception  shall  be  allowed 
to  this  restriction  as  to  those  cases  thereinafter  to  be  specified. 
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The  like  restriction  and  exception  are  stated  in  the  proviso  to 
Section  4.  In  Section  14  this  exception  is  precisely  defined. 
A  company,  under  the  Act  of  1889,  is  privileged  to  occupy  a 
street  then  occupied  or  authorized  to  be  occupied  by  another 
company  when  necessary  to  construct  a  circuit  upon  its  own 
road  at  the  end  thereof.  The  length  of  track  so  used  shall 
not  exceed  five  hundred  feet.  If  the  extent  of  street  formerly 
allotted  to  another  company,  proposed  to  be  used  by  the  other 
company  in  question,  does  not  correspond  with  these  limita- 
tions, such  latter  company  acquires  no  authority  from  the  Act 
of  1889  to  occupy  such  streets  to  such  greater  extent. 

2.  "  Can  a  street  passenger  railway,  under  that  Act,  use 
five  hundred  feet  of  the  track  of  any  other  company,  except  to 
construct  a  circuit  upon  its  own  road  at  the  end  thereof  T' 

This  question  is  answered  above,  and  I  have  but  to  repeat 
that  a  company  incorporated  under  the  Act  of  1889  cannot 
occupy  a  street  formerly  assigned  to  another  company,  except 
for  the  purpose  of  constructing  a  circuit  upon  its  own  road  at 
the  end  thereof. 

3.  "  Must  not  the  street  railway  company  have  a  continu- 
ous route  from  the  beginning  to  the  end  ?" 

The  Act  of  May  14,  1889  (P.  L.  217),  in  Section  15,  pro- 
vides :  "  Nor  shall  any  street  passenger  railway  be  incorpo 
rated  hereunder  which  shall  not  have  a  continuous  route  from  the 
beginning  to  the  end,  forming  a  complete  circuit  with  its  own 
track,  excepting  the  five  hundred  feet  to  be  used  under  section 
fourteen  hereof." 

Under  this  section  it  will  be  seen  that  a  street  railway  must 
unquestionably  have  a  continuous  route  from  the  beginning  to 
the  end. 

4.  "  Can  there  be  a  valid  branch  to  an  invalid  charter?" 
If  you  mean  to  ask  me  whether  or  not  a  company  not  legally 

incorporated  can  build  a  branch  railway,  I  have  to  answer 
that  a  company  not  legally  incorporated  has  no  authority  to 
act  in  any  direction.  ' 

5.  'i  If  a  charter  has  valid  defects  in  any  of  the  above  par- 
ticulars, does  the  consent  of  the  Councils  cure  such  defects  ?" 

The  consent  of  Councils  cannot  cure  defects  in  any  charter 
of  incorporation.

Dear  Sir  : — Your  favor  of  the  23d  inst,,  in  reference  to 
the  above  street,  received. 

You  desire  me  to  inform  you  '•  whether  Jackson  street  from 
Second  to  Fourth  streets  is  a  .legally  opened  street,  and 
whether  the  Department  can  proceed  to  pave  the  street  and 
compel  the  property  owners  to  grade  and  pave  their  sidewalks 
and  remove  all  obstructions." 

In  view  of  the  fact  that  all  of  the  damages  have  not  been 
paid,  it  is  inadvisable  for  the  City  to  take  possession  and  pave 
the  said  street.  No  security  has  been  entered  by  the  City, 
nor  has  Councils  authorized  the  Mayor  to  enter  security  for 
the  opening  of  said  street.  While  the  report  of  the  jury  as  to 
the  advisability  of  the  opening  has  been  confirmed  by  the 
Court,  still,  it  is  not  advisable  for  the  City  to  take  possession 
unless  ordered  to  do  so  by  the  Court  until  all  of  the  damages 
are  paid,  or  security  entered.

Dear  Sir  : — I  am  in  receipt  of  your  communication  of  the 
28th  ult.,  in  which  you  enclose  the  following  entitled  ordi- 
nances : 
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"An  Ordinance  to  repeal  an  ordinance  to  authorize  and 
regulate  the  construction  of  an  elevated  railroad  by  the  Quaker 
City  Elevated  Railroad  Company,  &c." 

"An  Ordinance  to  repeal  an  ordinance  to  authorize  and 
regulate  the  construction  of  an  elevated  railway  by  the  North- 
eastern Railway  Company,  &c." 

And  you  ask  my  opinion  as  to  whether  the  respective  com- 
panies have  not,  for  the  reasons  set  forth  in  the  said  ordi- 
nances, forfeited  their  rights  to  construct  the  same,  and  as  to 
whether  Councils  have  not  the  right  to  legally  repeal  said 
ordinances  ;  and  also  as  to  whether  the  said  companies'  char- 
ters give  them  the  authority  to  build  roads  to  be  operated  by 
steam  power. 

In  answer,  I  reply  as  follows:  The  Quaker  City  Elevated 
Railroad  Company  was  duly  incorporated  under  an  Act  of 
Assembly  of  the  State  of  Pennsylvania  entitled  "An  Act  to 
authorize  the  formation  and  regulation  of  railroad  corpora- 
tions," approved  April  4,  1868  (P.  L.  62).  By  virtue  of  said 
Act  it  was  authorized-  to  construct,  maintain  and  operate  its 
line  of  railroad  for  public  use  in  the  conveyance  of  persons 
and  property  in  the  Counties  of  Philadelphia  and  Delaware, 
and  to  construct  such  branches  from  its  main  line  as  it  may 
deem  necessary  to  increase  its  business  and  accommodate  the 
trade  and  travel  of  the  public.  By  this  Act  it  was  also  pro- 
vided that  corporations  formed  under  it  should  not  enter  upon 
and  occupy  any  street,  lane,  or  alley  in  any  incorporated  City 
of  this  Commonwealth  without  the  consent  of  such  City  having 
been  first  obtained. 

Under  and  by  virtue  of  the  Act  of  May  31,  1887  (P.  L. 
275),  which  is  entitled  "A  Supplement  to  an  Act  entitled 
'An  Act  to  authorize  the  formation  and  regulation  of  railroad 
corporations,'  approved  the  4th  day  of  April,  A.  D.  1868," 
it  was  provided  in  Section  1  of  said  Act :  "  That  the  railroad 
companies  now  or  hereafter  incorporated  under  the  laws  of  this 
Commonwealth  whose  route  extends  through  or  into  any  City 
of  this  Commonwealth,  may  elevate  or  depress  the  whole  or  any 
part  of  so  much  of  the  line  of  their  railroad  as  lies  Avithin  the 
corporate  limits  of  such  city,  over  or  under  the  surface  of  the 
streets  of  such  city :  Provided^  That  the  consent  of  said 
city,  through  its  Councils,  to  such  elevation  or  depression  be 
first  had  and  obtained :  And  provided  aho,  That  any  con- 
ditions imposed  by  ordinance  granting  such  request,  regulating 
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or  restricting  the  carriage  of  freight,  or  as  to  route,  maimer 
of  construction,  motive  power  to  be  used,  and  charges  for  the 
conveyance  of  passengers,  shall  be  valid  and  binding  upon  such 
railroad  company  so  accepting  the  same."  And  in  section  2  it  is 
further  provided  as  follows  :  "For  transportation  of  passengers 
wliolly  within  the  corporate  limits  of  any  city,  such  railroad 
companies  operating  elevated  or  depressed  lines  of  their  roads, 
as  aforesaid,  may  charge  such  reasonable  rates  as  may  be 
approved  by  the  Board  of  Directors  of  said  Company,  not 
exceeding,  however,  the  rate  specified  in  the  ordinance  grant- 
ing the  consent  of  such  city  to  their  construction." 

By  this  Act  it  is  provided  that  corporations  formed  under 
it  should  not  enter  upon  and  occupy  any  street,  lane,  or  alley 
in  any  incorporated  City  of  this  Commonwealth  without  the 
•consent  of  said  city  having  been  first  obtained. 

On  February  20th,  1892,  the  Mayor  of  the  City  of  Phila- 
"delphia  approved  the  following  ordinances  : 

"An  Ordinance  to  authorize  and  regulate  the  construction 
of  an  elevated  railroad  by  the  Quaker  City  Elevated  Railroad 
Company,  and  to  authorize,  a  contract  between  said  Company 
and  the  City  of  Philadelphia  in  relation  thereto." 

Section  1.  The  Select  and  Common  Councils  of  the  City 
of  Philadelphia  do  ordain.  That  upon  the  terms,  and  sub- 
ject to  the  restrictions  hereinafter  set  forth,  the  said  Quaker 
City  Elevated  Railroad  Company  be,  and  it  is  hereby  author- 
ized to  build  and  operate  an  elevated  railroad  upon  the 
following  route : 

A  double  track  road  from  Front  street  and  Market  streets 
in  the  City  of  Philadelphia,  to  the  intersection  of  Ninth  and 
Market  streets  ;  thence  over  Ninth  street  to  the  junction  of 
Ninth  and  Vine  streets  and  Ridge  avenue;  thence  over  Ridge 
avenue  to  Lehigh  avenue.  Also  a  branch  from  the  intersec- 
tion of  Ninth  and  Market  streets,  over  Market  street  to  Juniper 
street ;  Juniper  street  to  South  Penn  Square  ;  South  Pean 
Square  to  Broad  street;  Broad  street  to  Market  street ;  Market 
street  to  the  County  Line;  Lancaster  avenue  from  its  junction 
with  Market  street  to  the  intersection  of  Lancaster  avenue 
and  Forty-fourth  street ;  Forty-fourth  street  from  Lancaster 
avenue  to  Fairmount  Park ;  from  the  junction  of  Woodland 
avenue  and  Market  street  over  Woodland  avenue  to  the 
County  Line. 
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Provisions  were  made  as  to  tlie  manner  of  construction,  the 
number  of  stations,  and  as  to  the  fuel  to  be  used  by  the  loco- 
motives in  the  first  section  of  the  ordinance  ;  and  by  the 
second  section  it  was  provided  that  the  railroad  should  be 
elevated  upon  iron  piers,  so  that  there  should  be  a  clear 
headway  of  not  less  than  fourteen  feet  at  all  places,  and 
should  be  built  upon  the  best  methods  of  deadening  sound, 
and  there  were  other  provisions  in  this  section  as  to  the 
preservation  and  restoration  of  sewers,  gas  and  water  pipes,  &c. 

It  was  provided  in  the  third  section  that  the  railroad  com- 
pany should  at  all  times  run  cars  over  the  entire  route,  stop- 
ping at  all  stations  on  said  route  at  short  intervals,  and  that 
the  rates  of  fare  over  the  line  of  the  road  within  the  limits  of 
the  City  of  Philadelphia  shall  not  exceed  five  cents  for  a 
continuous  ride  during  the  hours  from  6  o'clock  A.  M.  to 
9  o'clock  A.  M.,  and  from  5.30  o'clock  P.  M.  to  7.30  o'clock 
P.  M.,  and  at  all  other  hours  not  to  exceed  ten  cents. 

In  section  four  it  is  further  provided  that  work  shall  be 
begun  within  six  months,  and  completed  over  the  entire  route 
herein  specified  within  three  years  of  the  passage  of  this  ordi- 
nance ;  and  in  case  work  is  not  -begun  in  good  faith  within 
said  six  months,  and  pushed  with  reasonable  dispatch,  the 
ordinance  shall  be  null  and  void. 

Section  five  provided  that  plans  of  the  railroad  and  location 
of  piers,  abutments  and  columns  in  the  streets,  and  all  places 
for  bridges,  etc.,  shall  be  submitted  to  the  Director  of  the 
Department  of  Public  Works,  and  that  a  bond  was  to  be  filed 
to  be  approved  by  the  City  Solicitor  in  the  sum  of  |100,000, 
conditioned  for  the  faithful  performance  and  observance  of  all 
the  requirements,  provisions  and  restrictions  of  the  ordinance. 

By  section  six  it  was  provided  that  no  cars  for  the  carriage 
of  freight  shall  be  moved  over  the  road  herein  and  hereby 
authorized  within  the  limits  of  the  City  of  Philadelphia,  under 
a  penalty  of  $100  for  each  and  every  car,  and  for  every  trip 
run  for  the  carriage  of  freight.  And  there  were  various  other 
provisions  in  the  ordinance  in  reference  to  the  payment  of 
one  per  cent,  of  the  gross  receipts  into  the  City  Treasury  of 
the  City  of  Philadelphia,  and  for  compensation  for  property 
taken,  injured,  or  destroyed  by  the  construction  of  the  road 
or  buildings. 

It  will  be  seen  by  reference  to  the  Acts  of  Assembly  which 
have  been  quoted,  that  the  power  to  construct,  maintain  and 
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operate  the  railroad  was  derived  from  the  general  Act  of 
lb68,  providing  for  the  incorporation  of  railroad  companies; 
and  the  power  to  elevate  that  portion  of  the  route  which  was 
within  the  City  of  Philadelphia  was  given  by  the  supple- 
mental Act  of  1887. 

The  consent  of  the  City  of  Philadelphia,  through  its  Coun- 
cils, was  necessary  to  authorize  the  company  to  enter  upon 
and  occupy  the  streets,  and  this  consent  was  given  by  the 
ordinance  approved  February  20,  1892,  the  ordinance  pro- 
viding, as  will  be  seen  by  its  provisions,  that  the  road  should 
be  constructed  elevated  above  the  surface  of  the  streets,  as 
contemplated  by  the  Act  of  1887. 

Certain  provisions,  which  are  undoubtedly  binding  upon 
the  company,  were  placed  in  the  ordinance  in  reference  to  the 
running  of  freight  cars,  and  also  in  respect  to  the  route,  and  ^ 
the  rate  of  fare  to  be  charged ;  and  the  further  provision  that 
work  must  be  begun  within  six  months  from  the  passage  of 
said  ordinance.  So  that  the  right  of  the  company  to  con- 
struct its  road  in  the  manner  set  forth  in  the  ordinance  seems 
entirely  clear,  provided  the  conditions  imposed  by  the  ordi- 
nance are  faithfully  complied  with. 

On  the  19th  of  August  last,  the  Quaker  City  Elevated 
Railroad  Company  filed  its  bond  with  the  Mayor  of  Philadel- 
phia in  the  sum"  of  ^100,000,  with  good  and  sufficient 
security,  to  fiiithfully  comply  with  the  terras. of  the  ordinance  ; 
and  as  an  additional  security  to  the  City  of  Philadelphia, 
Messrs.  Belmont  k  Co.,  and  others,  filed  individual  bonds  in 
the  sum  of  $100,000  with  the  Mayor  of  Philadelphia, 
conditioned  for  the  completion  of  one  branch  of  the  railroad, 
namely,  that  out  Market  street  to  Lancaster  avenue,  and 
thence  out  Lancaster  avenue  to  Forty-fourth  street,  and 
thence  to  the  Park,  within  two  years. 

The  Mayor  of  the  City  acting  under  the  authority  of  the 
ordinance,  then,  on  the  19th  of  August,  1892,  executed  the 
contract  between  the  City  of  Philadelphia  and  the  Quaker 
City  Elevated  Railroad  Company.  By  this  contract  the  Rail- 
road Company  agreed  on  its  side  that  it  would  build,  con- 
struct and  operate  an  elevated  railroad  and  branches  thereof 
over  and  upon  the  route  named  and  described,  and  in  the  way 
and  manner  described  in  said  ordinance  above  recited,  and 
that  it  would  comply  with  the  conditions  of  the  ordinance ; 
and   the    City  of  Philadelphia  on   its   part   agreed   that  the 
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Quaker  City  Elevated  Railroad  Company  was  authorized  to 
build  and  operate  an  elevated  railroad  and  branches  thereof 
upon  the  route  and  in  the  manner  set  forth  in  the  ordinance, 
and  that  the  said  railroad  company  shall  have  all  of  the  rights 
and  privileges  in  said  ordinance  granted,  and  agreed  to  fully 
and  faithfully  perform  each  and  everything  contained  in  said 
ordinance  on  its  part  to  be  done  and  performed. 

The  ordinance  which  you  have  submitted  to  me  is  entitled 
"An  Ordinance  to  repeal  an  ordinance  entitled  'An  Ordi- 
nance to  authorize  and  regulate  the  construction  of  an  ele- 
vated railroad  by  the  Quaker  City  Elevated  Railroad  Com- 
pany, and  to  authorize  a  contract  between  the  said  com- 
pany and  the  City  of  Philadelphia,'  approved  February  20, 
1892,"  and  provides  as  follows  : 

"  Whereas,  By  Ordinance  of  Councils  of  the  City  of 
Philadelphia,  approved  February  20,  1892,  the  Quaker  City 
Elevated  Railroad  Company  was  authorized  to  enter  into  a 
contract  with  the  City  of  Philadelphia  to  construct  an  ele- 
vated railroad  in  accordance  with  the  conditions  and  provi- 
sions of  said  ordinance,  and 

"  Whereas,  The  said  Quaker  City  Elevated  Railroad  Com- 
pany have  violated  and  failed  to  comply  with  the  conditions 
and  provisions  of  said  ordinance,  in  that  the  work  was  not 
begun  in  good  faith  within  the  time  specified,  and  pushed 
with  reasonable  dispatch,  and  in  that  the  franchise  conferred 
by  the  ordinance  was  sold  without  the  consent  of  the  City  of 
Philadelphia,  for  that  purpose  being  first  obtained, 

"  Therefore,  The  Select  and  Common  Councils  of  the  City 
of  Philadelphia  do  ordain :  That  the  ordinance  entitled  An 
Ordinance  to  authorize  and  regulate  the  construction  of  an 
elevated  railroad  by  the  Quaker  City  Elevated  Railroad  Com- 
pany and  to  authorize  a  contract  between  said  company  and 
the  City  of  Philadelphia  in  relation  thereto,  be,  and  the  same 
is  hereby  repealed." 

In  answer  to  your  question,  whether  Councils  have  the 
right  to  repeal  said  ordinance,  I  reply  that  the  City  of  Phila- 
delphia having  granted  its  consent  to  build  the  elevated  rail- 
road, having  granted  the  right  to  the  contracting  party  to 
construct  it,  and  a  contract  having  been  entered  into  between 
the  Mayor  and  the  railroad  corporation  to  construct  it,  it  is 
beyond  the  power  of  Councils  to  avoid  rights  which  have 
become  vested. 


In  the  case  of  tlie  Peoples'  Passenger  Railway  Co.  vs.  Bald- 
■\vin  (14  Phil.  Rep.,  231),  citing  Musser  vs.  Railway  Co.,  4 
Clark,  4UG,  Thayer,  J.,  delivering  the  opinion  of  the  Court, 
said:  "  So  far  as  the  right  given  is  made  to  depend  upon  the 
consent  of  the  City,  that  consent  had  been  given  in  explicit 
terms  by  the  ordinances  passed,  respectively,  November  25, 
1674,  and  December  7,  1874,  and.  being  once  given,  it  was 
irrevocable." 

To  the  same  eflect  are  the  cases  of  Brooklyn  Railway  Co. 
CH.  Railway  Co.,  32  Barber,  358 ;  Millhau  vs.  Sharp,  27 
N.  Y.,  211 ;  People  vs.  O'Brien,  111  N.  Y.,  42. 

In  the  case  of  Commonwealth  ex-rel.  vs.  Pittsburgh  and 
Connellsville  Railroad  Co.,  it  was  held  that  "  the. Legislature 
IS  not  the  final  judge  of  whether  the  casus  foederis,  upon 
which  the  authority  to  repeal  is  based,  has  occurred. 

Sharswood,  Judge,  in  delivering  the  opinion  of  the  Supreme 
Court — on  page  46  (58  Pa.) — in  discussing  the  veiy  point 
v.hich  arises  here,  says :  "  The  questions  which  naturally 
arise  upon  the  construction  of  this  provision  are  two:  1.  Is 
the  Legislature  constituted  the  sole  and  exclusive  judge  of  the 
fact  of  misuse  or  abuse  upon  which  their  power  to  revoke  is 
conditioned  ?  and,  2.  If  not,  what  effect  ought  to  be  given  to 
their  act?  As  to  the  fiist  question,  upon  the  ordinary  rules 
applied  in  the  interpretation  of  language,  no  difficulty  could 
arise.  If  this  were  a  contract  between  man  and  man,  it  could 
not  be  pretended  that  when  one  party  reserves  the  power  to 
rescind  in  a  certain  event,  he  is  tliereby  constituted  the  judofe 
of  whether  the  event  has  occurred.  It  is  a  condition  prece- 
dent to  the  exercise  of  the  power,  and  the  party  claiming  it 
must  prove  affirmatively  the  existence  of  the  fact.  What  dif- 
ference does  it  make  that  the  State  is  one  of  the  parties  ?  She 
has  entered  into  this  contract  through  the  Legislature,  and  in 
the  decision  of  all  (juestions  of  fiict  which  may  arise  upon  it, 
the  judiciary  department  must  be  invoked  as  in  other  cases. 
The  power  of  the  Legislature  in  grants  and  contracts  is  not 
like  the  power  of  the  English  Parliament.  It  is  limited  and 
restrained  by  the  provisions  of  the  Federal  and  State  Consti- 
tutions, so  that  it  cannot  impair  contracts  either  made  by  itself 
or  others.  It  corresponds  more  properly  to  the  English 
Crown,  as  to  which  it  is  certainly  the  established  law  of  that 
country  that  the  King  cannot  derogate  from  his  own  grant, 
and   when   an  express  power  is  reserved  in  a  certain  event  or 
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upon  certain  conditions,  it  must  be  proved  affirmatively  that 
the  event  has  occurred  or  the  conditions  been  fulfilled:  Eastern 
Archipelago  Co.  vs.  The  Queen,  2  E.  &  B.,  856.  The  cur- 
rent American  authorities  certainly  sustain  this  doctrine : 
Crease  vs.  Babcock,  23  Pick,  334 ;  Comm.  *  s.  Essex 
County,  13  Gray,  239  :  Delaware  R.  R.  Co.  vs.  Thorp,  5 
Harrington,  454  ;  State  et  al.  vs.  Curran,  7  English  (Arkan- 
sas), 321  :  with  one  exception,  Miner's  Bank  vs.  United 
States,  1  G.  Greene's  Rep.  (Iowa),  553."  In  the  Erie  and 
Northeastern  R.  R.  Co.  vs.  Casey,  2  Casey,  287,  at  the  close 
of  the  opinion  of  the  Court  by  C.  J.  Black,  he  gives  what  he 
terms  a  "  Brief  recapitulation  of  the  main  points  in  the  case  " 
to  make  the  grounds  of  the  judgment  plainer  :  "1.  This  charter 
was  granted  with  a  reservation  of  the  right  to  repeal  it,  if  the 
franchise  should  be  abused  or  misused.  2.  We  are  satisfied 
that  in  point  of  fact  those  franchises  were  abused  and  misused. 
3.  After  that  event  happened  the  General  Assembly  was  in- 
vested with  full  power  to  repeal  the  charter,  and  the  corpora- 
tors held  their  franchises  from  the  State  merely  as  tenants  at 
Avill,  in  the  same  manner  as  if  there  had  been  an  unconditional 
reservation  of  the  right  to  repeal."  After  so  clear  an  enun- 
ciation by  the  Court  itself  of  the  conclusion  at  which  they  had 
arrived,  it  would  be  altogether  a  work  of  supererogation  to 
examine  and  analyze  the  reasons  upon  which  they  are  based. 
That  case  must  be  considered  an  authority  in  this  State,  for 
the  position  that  the  Legislature  is  not  the  final  judge  of 
whether  the  casu.^  foederis,  upon  which  the  authority  to  repeal 
is  based,  has  occurred. 

In  the  case  of  Cleveland  and  Pittsburg  R.  R.  Co.  vs.  Speor 
(56  Pa.,  325),  the  only  competent  evidence  to  prove  the  for- 
feiture of  a  charter  is  the  judgment  of  a  court  directly  on  the 
point;  and  in  Turnpike  Co.  vs.  McConaby  (16  S.  &  R.,  140), 
it  was  held  that  the  charter  of  a  company  incorporated  for 
public  purposes  cannot  be  declared  void,  collaterally,  to  com- 
pel the  performance  of  contracts  made  with  it. 

It  is  stated  in  the  recital  of  the  ordinance  which  you  have 
submitted  to  me  that  the  Avork  was  not  begun  in  good  faith 
within  the  time  specified.  This  is  a  question  of  fact  which 
Councils  have  nothing  whatever  to  do  with,  for,  under  the 
opinions  which  I  have  cited,  it  will  be  plainly  seen  that  when 
Councils  or  a  legislative  body  grant  consent  for  the  doing  of  a 
particular  thing,  as  in  this  case,  that  consent  so  given  is  ir- 
revocable. 
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In  reference  to  the  Northeastern  Railway  Conipan}-,  I  can 
sav  more  briefly  that  this  company  was  incorporated  under 
the  same  general  Act,  and  derived  its  powers  from  the  same 
amendatory  and  supplemental  Acts,  but  the  consent  of  Coun- 
cils was  granted  by  a  different  and  earlier  ordinance.  Whether 
the  work  was  begun  in  good  faith  and  has  been  pushed  with 
reasonable  dispatch,  is,  as  I  have  already  said,  a  matter  for 
the  Courts  and  not  for  Councils  to  determine. 

In  reply  to  your  question,  whether  the  companies'  charters 
give  them  the  authority  to  build  roads  to  be  operated  by  steam 
power,  I  would  say  that  the  Act  of  Assembly,  under  which 
they  are  incorporated,  gives  them  the  right  to  construct, 
maintain  and  operate  a  railroad  for  public  use  in  the  convey- 
ance of  persons  and  property,  but  does  not  restrict  the  motive 
power  which  is  to  be  used  upon  said  railroads. 

The  ordinance  provides  that  "  no  bituminous  coal  shall  be 
used  as  fuel  in  locomotives  used  as  a  motive  power."  The 
right  to  use  a  locomotive,  I  am  of  opinion,  carries  with  it  the 
right  to  apply  steam  in  its  propulsion.

Dear  Sir  : — Your  communication  of  2Gth  ult.,  stating 
that  at  a  meeting  of  the  Board  of  Surveyors  held  on  the  V.hh 
inst.,  it  was  ordered  that  the  President  obtain  from  the  City 
Solicitor  an  opinion,  whether  the  Aramingo  Canal,  north  of 
N orris  street,  is  a  highway,  to  be  retained  for  street  purposes 
after  the  canal  is  dispensed  with,  was  received  ;  as  also,  the 
statement  of  Acts  of  Assemblv  and  ordinances  relating  thereto. 
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On  the  1st  instant  you  sent  me  the  letter  of  Joseph  D.  Ellis 
in  reference  to  filling  up  the  Aramingo  Canal  with  the  report 
thereon  of  George  S.  Webster,  Acting  Chief  Engineer. 

The  Act  of  March  15,  1847,  P.  L.,  page  389,  authorized 
the  construction  by  the  Gunner's  Run  Improvement  Company 
of  a  canal  on  Gunner's  Run,  in  the  district  of  Kensington, 
from  the  northwest  side  of  Queen  (now  Richmond)  street  to 
the  Philadelphia  and  Reading  Railroad,  with  power  to  collect 
tolls.  By  this  Act  Gunner's  Run  was  vacated  as  a  public 
highway.  The  said  work  of  construction  was  to  be  com- 
menced in  one  year,  and  completed  in  three  years  from  the 
passage  of  the  said  Act.  iiy  the  Act  of  March  10.  1848, 
the  time  was  extended  two  years,  and  the  company  author- 
ized to  construct  the  canal  to  the  Delaware  River.  Subse- 
quent Acts  of  Assembly  cited  in  your  brief,  refer  to  the  course 
of  the  said  canal  and  authorized  the  Commissioners  of  Ken- 
sington and  Richmond  and  the  Sepviva  estate  to  dig  out,  fill 
up  and  wharf  the  said  creek  or  canal.  By  the  Act  of  April 
6,  1850,  the  name  of  the  said  canal  as  laid  down  upon  the 
approved  plan  of  the  Kensington  district  of  the  Northern 
Liberties  was  changed  to  Aramingo  Canal.  The  Act  of  April 
17,  1856,  P.  L.  393,  declared  so  much  of  Aramingo  Canal  as 
shall  be  made  navigable  by  the  owners  bordering  thereon  to 
be  a  public  highway.  From  the  report  of  the  Acting  Chief 
Engineer,  it  appears  that  the  original  intention  was  to  open  a 
canal  from  the  Delaware  river  at  the  mouth  of  Gunner's  Run 
northeastward  to  Frankford,  but  that  it  was  never  done  ;  the 
canal  only  being  opened  from  the  river  to  about  Lehigh  ave- 
nue. That  the  northeast  part  of  the  latter  section  has  fallen 
into  disuse  within  the  past  ten  or  twenty  years.  It  thus  ap- 
pears that  the  canal,  as  authorized  by  the  Act  of  1847,  and 
its  supplement  of  1848  from  the  Delaware  river  to  where 
Gunner's  Run  was  crossed  by  the  Philadelphia  and  Reading 
Railroad,  was  of  a  quasi  public  nature  only,  tolls  being  col- 
lected thereon,  and  the  Improvement  Company  having  the 
right  at  any  time,  without  any  obligation  to  the  Common- 
wealth, to  abandon  the  canal,  which  it  appears  to  have  done. 
The  Act  of  April  17,  1856,  declared  the  said  canal,  so  far  as 
it  had  been  made  navigable  by  the  owners,  a  public  highway. 
It  is  not  material,  however,  to  know  how  much  of  the  said 
canal  thus  became  a  public  highway,  as  the  power  which  de- 
voted it  to  the  public  use  as  a  water  way  or  canal  can  author- 
ize its  condemnation  or  taking  for  a  street.    The  Act  of  April 
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lil,  1855,  Section  4,  P.  L.  264,  authorizes  the  Board  of  Sur- 
veyors, under  direction  of  Councils,  to  plot  and  lay  out  streets 
upon  the  plans  ot  the  City.  The  Act  of  June  6,  1871,  P.  L. 
1858,  invests  the  said  Board  of  Surveyors  with  full  authority 
to  examine  and  finally  confirm  or  reject  all  plans  of  Surveys 
or  revisions  of  plans  of  the  City  of  Philadelphia,  when  the 
same  have  been  made  by  direction  of  the  Select  and  Common 
Councils  of  the  said  City.  The  Board  of  Surveyors  under 
this  Act  has  power  to  alter  and  amend  plans  of  surveys  and 
add  new  streets  thereto.  The  Ordinance  of  February  25, 
1887,  page  30,  authorized  the  Department  of  Surveys  to 
strike  from  the  City  plan  Aramingo  Canal  from  Huntingdon 
street  to  Frankford  creek,  and  to  substitute  in  lieu  thereof  a 
street  of  the  same  width,  etc. 

The  ordinance  of  March  23,  1888,  page  72,  authorizes  the 
Board  of  Survevors  to  strike  from  the  plan  of  the  City  Ara- 
mingo Canal  from  Huntingdon  street  to  the  Port  Wardens' 
line'of  the  Delaware  river,  and  to  substitute  a  street  in  lieu 
thereof  of  the  same  width,  etc. 

The  Board  of  Surveyors  in  pursuance  of  said  ordinances 
can  revise  the  plans  of  the  City,  and  add  thereto  a  street  on 
the  bed  of  Aramingo  Canal  between  the  Delaware  river  and 
Frankford  street.  Upon  the  plan  being  confirmed  in  accord- 
ance with  law,  the  street  so  laid  out  where  the  canal  existed, 
or  now  exists,  will  be  a  plotted  highway  or  street.  If  the 
Board  of  Surveyors  has  confirmed  the  plans  as  directed  by 
the  said  ordinances,  then  the  bed  of  the  said  Aramingo  Canal, 
north  of  Norris  street,  is  a  plotted  street  or  highway.  The 
action  of  the  Board  of  Surveyors  does  not  complete  the  ap- 
projjriation  or  taking  for  a  street;  the  street  must  be  opened 
by  ordinance  of  Councils,  or  by  the  Court  of  Quarter  Ses- 
sions. The  plotting  as  a  street  is  notice  to  every  one,  and 
the  adjoining  property  owners  cannot  make  any  use  of  the 
land  between  the  lines  of  the  plotted  street  that  would  in  any 
way  increase  the  expense  or  cost  of  opening  the  street.  How- 
ever, the  plotting  is  not  a  taking,  and  until  the  street  is  or- 
dered to  be  opened  by  Councils  or  the  Court,  and  the  damages 
paid  or  secured,  the"^  said  canal  would  not  become  an  open 
public  highway.  The  filling  up  of  any  portion  of  the  canal 
without  your  consent  can  be  prevented,  as  public  health  re- 
(|uires  that  the  said  canal  shoul  1  be  kept  open  for  drainage. 
It  would  be  advisable,  however,  as   the   title  of  the  land  bor- 
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(lering  thereon  runs  to  the  middle  of  the  canal,  to  have  an 
ordinance  passed  immediately  to  open  the  street  laid  out  on 
the  line  of  the  said  canal  by  the  Board  of  Surveyors.

I  do  not  see  how  the  Department  can  proceed  in  the  mat- 
ter so  long  as  the  objectionable  material  is  upon  private  prop- 
erty and  does  not  interfere  in  any  way  with  the  rights  of 
pedestrians  or  others.

Dear  Sir  : — I  am  in  receipt  of  your  letter  of  the  8th  inst., 
in  which  you  state  that  a  bill  and  warrant  in  favor  of  Messrs. 
Dunlap  &  Clarke,  for  printing  election  blanks,  etc.,  under  the 
new  election  law,  amounting  to  .$2,500.00,  has  been  presented 
to  your  Department  for  audit. 
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In  answer,  I  reply  as  follows :  The  Act  of  June  19,  1891, 
is  an  Act,  according  to  its  title,  which  provides  for  the  regula- 
tion, nomination  and  election  of  public  officers,  and  requires 
certain  expenses  incident  thereto  to  be  paid  by  the  several 
counties,  etc. 

Section  1  of  the  Act,  inter  alia,  provides :  "  The  printing 
of  ballots  and  of  the  cards  of  instruction  for  the  election  in 
each  county  and  the  delivery  of  same  to  election  officers  as 
hereinafter  provided,  and  of  all  other  expenses  incurred  under 
the  provisions  of  this  Act,  shall  be  a  county  charge  unless 
otherwise  herein  provided.'' 

Section  13  of  the  same  Act  provides  "  that  County  Commis- 
sioners of  each  county  shall  cause  all  ballots  to  be  used  therein 
to  be  printed,  except  for  the  election  of  townships  and  boroughs, 
and  election  officers  and  school  directors  in  the  same,  ballots 
for  which  shall  be  printed  and  distributed  by  the  auditors,  who 
shall  certify  the  cost  of  such  printing  and  distribution  to  the 
County  Commissioners  for  payment  as  part  of  a  county  elec- 
tion expense.  The  said  commissioners  and  auditors  shall  as- 
certain the  offices  to  be  filled,  and  shall  be  responsible  for  the 
accurate  printing  of  the  ballots  in  accordance  with  this  Act,  and 
for  the  safekeeping  of  same  while  in  their  possession  or  that 
of  their  subordinates  and  asents." 

It  will  be  seen  that  this  act  provides  for  the  expense  of 
printing  incident  to  election  purposes,  Avhich  shall  be  done  at 
the  expense  of  the  county  in  which  the  election  is  held,  and 
under  the  direction  of  the  County  Commistioners. 

So  far  as  the  payment  of  expenses  is  concerned,  the  Act  of 
June  19, 1891,  Section  1  reads  :  "  all  expenses  incurred  under 
the  provisions  of  this  Act  shall  be  provided  for  in  the  same 
manner  as  the  payment  of  other  election  expenses." 

In  view  of  the  fact  that  the  Commissioners,  as  stated  by 
them  this  morning,  had  no  time  to  advertise  for  proposals,  and 
inasmuch  as  the  Act  of  June  19,  1891,  is  imperative  in  its 
directions,  I  am  of  opinion  that  the  warrant  can  be  counter- 
signed for  the  expense  already  incurred,  to  be  paid  out  of  the 
appropriation  made  by  Councils  for  election  purposes.

Dear  Sir  : — I  am  in  receipt  of  your  letter  of  the  13th  inst., 
iu  which  you  say  that  the  Phihidelphia  Traction  Company, 
lessee  of  the  Union  Passenger  Railway  Company,  have  pre- 
sented an  application  for  permission  to  construct  wheel  cham- 
bers at  the  intersections  of  Franklin  and  Seventh  streets  and 
Girard  avenue,  connecting  said  chambers,  to  be  constructed, 
by  a  conduit  on  Girard  avenue,  as  per  plan  which  is  herewith 
transmitted.  As  Chairman  of  the  Committee  of  the  Board, 
to  whom  the  application  was  referred,  you  write  to  ask  whether 
the  Board  would  be  justified  in  authorizing  a  permit  for  this 
work  in  the  absence  of  an  ordinance  of  Councils  granting 
permission  therefor. 

The  autliority  to  lay  a  cable  in  the  streets  of  the  city  carries 
with  it  the  right  to  construct  chambers  and  conduits  which 
are  necessary  for  the  operation  of  the  line. 

I  am  of  opinion  that  the  Board  of  Highway  Supervisors 
have  the  riglit  to  grant  the  permission  asked  for.

Dear  Sir  : — I  have  carefully  examined  the  question  which 
you  submit  in  your  letter  of  October  20th,  regarding  the 
British  Steamship  "  Hankow." 
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Your  statement  appears  to  establish  that  the  vessel  in  ques- 
tion discharged  here  entire  cargo  more  than  thirty  days  before 
arriving  at  this  Port.  It  results,  by  virtue  of  the  terms  of  the 
second  section  of  the  Acts  of  January  29,  1818,  Sec.  5  (P.  L. 
45),  and  April  2,  1821,  (P.  L.  211),  that  the  vessel  cannot 
be  required  to  undergo  regular  (quarantine. 

In  order,  however,  to  ascertain  the  facts  which  thus  entitle 
such  a  vessel  to  dispense  with  quarantine,  the  Health  authori- 
ties may  stop  the  vessel  at  Quarantine  Station,  and  demand 
proper  evidence  thereof.

Dear  Sir  : — I  am  in  receipt  of  your  letter  of  the  15th  inst., 
in  which  you  state  that  "  the  attention  of  your  Department 
has  been  called  to  the  changes  made  in  the  track  system  of 
the  Philadelphia  and  Reading  Railroad  Company  :  that  by 
reason  of  the  changes  so  made  the  foundations  of  the  Spencer 
street  bridge  were  exposed.  That  on  August  24,  1892,  you 
directed  the  Acting  Chief  Engineer  of  the  Bureau  of  Surveys 
to  request  the  Philadelphia  and  Reading  Railroad  Company 
to  underpin  and  make  secure  the  said  foundations.  That  in  a 
report  made  by  the  said  Acting  Chief  Engineer  of  the  Bureau 
of  Surveys,  he  states  that  the  General  Agent  of  the  Philadel- 
phia and  Reading  Railroad  Company  refused  to  comply  with 
said  request,  stating  that  the  matter  belongs  entirely  to  the 
City." 

I  do  not  know  the  reasons  that  induced  the  General  Agent 
to  make  such  a  statement,  but  from  the  facts  given  me  by 
you  I  can  only  say  I  believe  the  Company  should  do  the 
underpinning  required. 

The  General  Agent  states  that  the  counsel  of  the  Company 
are  of  the  opinion  that  the  Railroad  Company  is  not  in  any- 
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wise  responsible,  and  that  it  should  not  be  called  upon  to  bear 
the  expense  incident  to  the  work. 

Of  course,  I  cannot  consider  their  side  of  the  case  until  the 
facts  are  presented,  and,  as  I  have  said  above,  So  far  as  the 
facts  given  to  me  by  you  are  concerned,  I  am  of  opinion  that 
the  Railroad  Company  alone  is  responsible.

Dear  Sir  : — I  am  in  receipt  of  your  communication  of 
October  31st,  in  which  you  state  that  under  authority  of  an 
ordinance  of  Councils  approved  June  21,  1892,  notices  were 
served  on  the  property  owners  on  G  street,  between  Tioga 
street  and  Allegheny  avenue,  to  set  curbs  and  grade  and  pave 
the  footways  in  front  of  their  properties,  and  that  sometime 
after  the  service  of  the  notices  you  received  a  communication 
from  Samuel  W.  Cooper,  Esq.,  Trustee,  and  the  Common- 
wealth Title,  Insurance  and  Trust  Company,  Trustee,  objecting 
to  the  work,  upon  the  ground  that  the  property  fronting  upon 
the  said  street  was  rural,  and  that  the  OAvners  of  the  property 
could  not  be  held  liable  for  the  cost  of  setting  the  curb  tuid 
grading  and  paving  the  footway. 

In  answer  I  would  say  that  it  appears,  from  the  communi- 
cations, that  the  sole  question  for  determination  is  whether  or 
not  the  property  was  rural  at  the  time  the  work  was  done. 
This  is  a  question  of  fact  not  within  your  province  to  deter- 
mine, your  only  duty  being  to  follow  the  requirements  of  the 
ordinance.

Dear  Sir: — I  am  in  receipt  of  your  letter  of  the  8th  inst., 
in  which  you  state  "  that  a  contract  was  entered  into  between 
the  City  and  William  B.  Clement  on  May  5,  1892,  for  the 
construction  of  a  sewer  on  Eighteenth  street,  between  Dauphin 
and  York  streets.  That  on  June  27th  he  was  ordered  to 
proceed  with  the  work,  and  that  Rhodes  Brothers,  who  had 
commenced  building  operations  on  the  line  of  Eighteenth 
street,  made  a  request  that  the  work  should  be  delayed,  in 
order  that  they  might  be  enabled  to  complete  the  building  of 
the  properties  they  had  in  course  of  construction,  and  agreed 
to  give  a  bond  to  the  City  to  protect  her  from  any  loss  which 
should  be  occasioned  by  reason  of  any  delay  allowed  for  their 
accommodation.  That  the  said  Rhodes  Brothers  did  give  a 
bond  to  the  City  in  the  sum  of  $1,500,  and  that  the  Department 
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delayed  the  work  on  the  said  sewer  for  their  convenience. 
That  on  October  18th  the  contractor  was  again  directed  to 
commence  work,  but  giving  no  intimation  that  it  was  his  pur- 
pose to  comply  with  the  directions  so  given,  the  City,  on 
November  5th,  notified  the  contractor  and  his  sureties  that  if 
he  did  not  proceed  with  the  work  within  five  days  the  City 
would  construct  the  sewer,  and  hold  them  liable  for  the  ex- 
pense of  such  construction." 

You  desire  my  opinion  as  to  wdiether  or  not  the  bond 
entered  up  in  this  office  by  Messrs.  Rhodes  Brothers  is  suf- 
ficient to  hold  them  responsible  for  any  additional  cost  the 
City  may  be  put  to  on  account  of  any  delay  in  the  construc- 
tion of  such  sewer. 

In  answer  I  reply,  that  if  the  contractor  refused  to  comply 
with  his  agreement  because  of  the  delay  which  was  allowed  by 
the  City  for  the  accommodation  and  convenience  of  said 
builders  (Rhodes  Brothers),  then  I  am  of  opinion  that  the 
City  should  hold  said  builders  responsible  for  any  loss  occa- 
sioned by  said  delay,  under  the  bond  they  gave.

Dhar  Sir: — Your  communication  in  relation  to  the  re- 
paving  of  Walnut  street  between  Thirty-third  and  Thirty- 
sixth  streets  was  duly  received.  In  your  letter  you  state  that 
by  ordinance  of  April  8,  1892,  Councils  directed  the  repaving 
of  Walnut  street  between  Thirty-third  and  Thirty-sixth  streets, 
as  a  portion  of  the  work  to  be  done  in  the  year  1892,  by  the 
Lombard  and  South  Streets  Passenger  Railway  Company, 
and  that  on  the  14th  of  June  a  notice  was  sent  to  the  Com- 
pany by  the  Bureau  of  Highways,  directing  that  said  work  be 
proceeded  with.  You  further  state  that  on  July  28d  you 
received  a  communication  from  the  President  of  the    Railway 
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Company  suggesting  that  the  Company  be  allowed  to  vepave 
South  street  from  Fifth  to  Seventh  streets  in  lieu  of  that  por- 
tion of  Walnut  street  designated  by  Councils,  the  Company 
giving  as  a  reason  for  their  refusal  to  repave  Walnut  street 
that  the  charter  of  the  Company  does  not  require  it  to  repave 
streets  in  West  Philadelphia  outside  of  their  tracks,  and 
further,  that  they  contemplate'  abandoning  the  tracks  on 
Walnut  street. 

You  ask  my  opinion  as  to  whether  your  Department,  in 
view  of  the  above  statements,  should  proceed  to  repave  the 
street  as  required  by  the  ordinance. 

In  answer  I  would  say,  that  the  Director  of  Public  Works 
has  no  authority  to  alter  or  modify  the  terms  of  an  ordinance 
of  Councils,  and  the  question  of  the  charter  rights  of  the 
Company  is  one  which  should  not  be  determined  by  you. 

I  am,  therefore,  of  opinion  that  it  is  your  duty  to  proceed 
with  the  repaving  of  the  street  in  compliance  with  the  terms 
of  the  ordinance.

Dear  Sir  : — I  am  in  receipt  of  your  communication  of 
the  fith  inst.,  in  which  you  state  that  "Michael  O'Rourke 
has  contracted  with  the  City  for  the  paving  of  the  market 
plots  on  Callowhill  street  from  Fourth  to  Seventh  streets." 
You  request  me  to  advise  you  as  to  "'  whether  or  not  the  De- 
partment should  refuse  to  pay  the  contractor  for  the  paving 
of  the  intersections  for  which  the  Passenger  Railway  Com- 
panies may  be  responsible,  and  let  the  contractor  collect  from 
the  companies,  or  should  the  City,  under  the  contract,  pay 
the  entire  bill,  and  present  a  bill  to  the  companies  for  the 
intersections  paved." 
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The  contract  to  Avhich  you  refer,  between  Michael  O'Rourke 
and  the  City,  provides,  inter  alia,  for  the  payment  of  the  sum 
of  two  dollars  and  sixty-five  cents  ($2.65)  per  square  yard  for 
the  intersection  of  cross  streets  and  in  front  of  unassessable 
property,  -which  sum  shall  be  paid  in  warrants  on  the  City 
Treasurer,  drawn  by  the  Chief  of  the  Bureau  of  Highways, 
antl  approved  by  the  Director  of  Public  Works,  to  an  amount 
whicli  shall  in  no  event  exceed  the  sum  of  $3,700." 

Under  this  provision  it  will  be  seen  that  the  City  agrees  to 
pay  to  the  said  contractor  a  certain  sum  per  square  yard  for 
the  intersection  of  cross  streets  and  in  front  of  unassessable 
property. 

In  view  of  this  language  I  am  of  opinion  that  the  City 
should  pay  the  contractor  for  the  paving  of  the  intersections, 
and  recover  the  amount  of  money  so  paid  to  the  contractor, 
subsequently,  from  the  railroad  companies.

Dear  Sir  : — I  acknowledge  the  receipt  of  the  following 
resolution  : 

^'Resolved,  hy  the  Select  and  Common  Councils  of  the  City 
of  Philadelphia,  That  the  City  Solicitor  be  hereby  requested 
to  inform  Councils  as  early  as  practicable  whether,  in  his 
opinion,  the  City  has  legal  authority  to  borrow  the  sum  of 
three  million  five  hundred  thousand  (3,500,000)  dollars  pro- 
posed by  the  bill  this  day  reported  by  the  Committee  on 
Finance,  entitled  'An  Ordinance  to  authorize  the  creation  ot 
a  loan,  or  loans,  amounting  in  the  aggregate  to  a  sum  not 
exceeding  three  million  five  hundred  thousand  (3,500,000) 
dollars,  for  extensions  and  im])rovements  of  a  permanent 
character  in  the  Department  of  Public  Works.'  " 
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Accompanying  the  said  resolution  was  the  report  of  the  Sub- 
Committee  to  the  Committee  on  Finance  recommending  the 
following  ordinance : 

AN  ORDINANCE 

To  authorize  the  creation  of  a  loan,  or  loans,  amounting  in 
the  aggregate  to  a  sum  not  exceeding  three  million  five 
hundred  thousand  (3,500,000)  dollars,  for  extensions  and 
improvements  of  a  permanent  character  in  the  Department 
of  Public  Works. 

Section  1.  The  Select  and  Common  Councils  of  the  City 
of  Philadelphia  do  ordain,  That  the  Mayor  of  the  City  be, 
and  he  is  hereby  authorized  (at  such  times  and  in  such  pro- 
portion as  in  his  judgment  the  best  interests  of  the  City 
demand)  to  borrow  froii  the  highest  bidder  or  bidders,  at  not 
less  than  par,  on  the  faith  and  credit  of  the  City  of  Philadel- 
phia, a  sum  or  sums  which,  in  the  aggregate,  shall  not  exceed 
three  million  five  hundred  thousand  (3,500,000)  dollars,  for 
'the  purpose  set  forth  in  the  second  section  of  this  ordinance. 

Sect.  2.  The  money  raised  by  the  loan,  or  loans,  authorized 
by  the  first  section  of  this  bill  shall  be  expended  as  follows  : 
For  extending  the  buildings,  constructing  boilers,  building 
and  erecting  three  (3)  twenty  million  (20,000,000)  gallon 
pumping  engines,  including  connection  at  Spring  Garden 
pumping  station,  the  sum  of  four  hundred  and  five  thousand 
(405,000)  dollars ;  for  extending  buildings  and  for  a  new 
pumping  main  at  the  Lardner's  Point  pumping  station,  the 
sum  of  three  hundred  and  seventy  thousand  (370,000)  dollars, 
for  new  buildings  and  construction  of  a  new  conduct,  to  estab- 
lish a  new  pumping  station  for  the  Queen  Lane  Reservoir,  the 
sum  of  two  hundred  and  twenty-five  thousand  (225,000)  dol- 
lars ;  for  construction  of  main  sewers,  the  sum  of  one  million 
two  hundred  and  fifty  thousand  (1,250,000)  dollars,  of  which 
sum  two  hundred  and  fifty  thousand  (250,000)  dollars  shall 
be  expended  upon  the  Aramingo  Canal  system  ;  for  repairing 
with  improved  pavements  streets  not  occupied  by  passenger 
railways,  the  sum  of  one  million  two  hundred  and  fifty  thousand 
(1,250,000)  dollars,  of  which  sum  four  hundred  thousand 
(400,000)  dollars  shall  be  expended  upon  tramway  streets  and 
streets  of  twenty  (20)  feet  or  less  in  width  fi'om  curb  to  cuib. 
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The  item  for  the  repaying  of  streets  to  include  the  entire  cost 
of  <all  kinds  of  nmnicipal  work  made  necessary  by  reason  of 
the  repaying. 

Sect.  3.  Interest  on  the  said  loans,  at  a  rate  not  exceeding 
four  (4)  per  centum  per  annum  shall  be  paid  by  the  City  half 
yeai'ly.  on  the  first  day  of  the  months  of  January  and  July, 
at  the  office  of  the  fiscal  agent  of  the  City  of  Philadelphia. 
The  principal  of  said  loan  shall  be  divided  into  twenty  (20)  series 
of  one  hundred  and  seyenty-fiye  thousand  (175,000)  dollars  each, 
alphabetically  arranged,  and  each  series  shall  be  paid  annually 
on  the  thirty-first  day  of  December  at  said  ofiice,  until  the  whole 
loan  shall  be  paid,  commencing  with  series  "A,"  which  shall  be 
paid  on  the  thirty-first  day  of  December,  1903.  The  certifi- 
cates of  said  loan  shall  be  in  the  usual  form,  in  such  amounts 
as  lenders  may  rei^uire,  in  sums  of  one  hundred  (100)  dollars 
and  its  multiple;  and  it  shall  be  expressed  in  such  certificates 
that  the  loan  therein  mentioned  and  the  interest  thereof  are 
payable  in  lawful  money  of  the  United  States,  and  free  from 
all  taxes. 

Sect.  4.  Whenever  any  loan  shall  be  created  by  virtue  of 
this  ordinance  there  shall  be,  thereafter,  annually  appropriated 
out  of  the  income  of  the  City  of  Philadeli)hia,  and  from  the 
money  I'aised  by  taxation,  a  sum  sufficient  to  pay  the  interest 
on  said  loan,  ami  after  the  loan  shall  become  payable  there 
shall  be  annually  appropriated  for  the  payment  of  the  principal, 
the  sum  one  hundred  and  seventy-five  thousand  (175,000) 
dollars,  until  the  whole  principal  shall  have  been  paid. 

In  determining  whether  the  City  has  legal  authority  to 
borrow  the  sum  of  three  million  five  hundred  thousand 
(8,500,000)  dollars,  as  proposed  by  the  sairl  ordinance,  I  refer 
you  to  Section  8,  Article  9,  of  the  Constitution  of  1874,  which 
is  as  follows  : 

"  The  debt  of  any  County,  City,  Borough,  Township, 
School  District,  or  other  municipality  or  incorporated  district, 
except  as  herein  provided,  shall  never  exceed  seven  per  centum 
upon  the  assessed  value  of  the  taxable  property  therein,  nor 
shall  any  municipality  or  district  incur  any  new  debt,  or 
increase  its  indebtedness  to  any  amount  exceeding  two  per 
centum  upon  such  assessed  valuation  of  property,  without  the 
assent  of  the  electors  thereof  at  a  public  election,  in  such 
manner  as  shall  be  provided  by  law  ;  but  any  city,  the  debt  of 
8 
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which  now  exceeds  seven  per  centum  of  such  assessed  valuation, 
may  be  authorized  by  laAV  to  increase  the  same  three  per 
centum,  in  the  aggregate  at  any  one  time,  upon  such 
valuation." 

The  Constitution,  by  the  above  section,  makes  two  classes: 

1st.  Those  counties,  cities,  etc.,  whose  debt  at  the  time  of 
the  adoption  of  the  Constitution  was  less  than  seven  per 
centum. 

2d.  Those  cities  whose  debt  at  that  time  did  exceed  seven 
per  centum  of  the  assessed  valuation  of  the  taxable  property. 
Is  was  admitted,  as  appears  by  the  case  of  Wheeler  vs  City  of 
Philadelphia,  77  Pa.  St.  K.,  338,  that  the  debt  of  the  City  of 
Philadelphia  at  the  time  of  the  adoption  of  the  Constitution 
exceeded  seven  per  centum  of  the  assessed  value  of  the  taxable 
property  in  the  said  City,  so  that  at  that  time  its  debt  could 
be  increased  three  per  centum  when  authorized  by  law.  This 
authority  was  conferred  by  the  Legislature  by  the  Act  of 
April  20,  1874  (P.  L.  65).'  The  said  Act  provided  that  any 
city  may  incur  a  debt  or  increase  its  indebtedness  to  an  amount 
in  the  aggregate  not  exceeding  two  per  centum  upon  the  as- 
sessed value  of  the  taxable  property  therein  as  fixed  and 
determined  by  the  last  preceding  assessed  value  thereof,  and 
also  by  the  Act  of  May  23,  1874  (P.  L.,  234),  which  provides 
that  Councils  of  any  City  of  the  first  class,  the  debt  of  which 
now  exceeds  seven  per  centum  upon  the  assessed  value  of 
taxable  property  therein,  shall  be,  and  they  are  hereby 
authorized  to  increase  the  said  debt  one  per  centum  upon 
such  valuation.  Authority  to  fund  the  floating  indebtedness 
of  cities  of  the  first  class  to  the  extent  of  ten  million  (10,000,000) 
of  dollars  was  given  by  the  Act  of  June,  1879  (P.  L.,  137),  but 
by  this  Act  it  was  provided  that  the  said  loan  should  not 
exceed  two  per  centum  upon  the  assessed  value  of  the  taxable 
property  of  said  cities.  Whether  this  authority  has  been 
fully  exercised,  and  the  City  has  increased  its  indebtedness 
since  the  adoption  of  the  Constitution  to  the  limit,  viz :  three 
per  centum  of  the  assessed  value  of  its  taxable  property,  can 
be  readily  determined  by  a  reference  to  the  statement  of  the 
Citv  Controller,  which  I  send  herewith.  In  the  matter  of 
the^Appeal  of  the  City  of  Wilkesbarre,  109  Pa.  St.  R.,  559, 
in  estimating  the  two  per  centum,  the  assessessed  valuation 
just  preceding  the  making  of  the  loan  in  IbSS  was  taken  into 
consideration,     The  evident  intention   of  the  Constitutional 
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provision  was  that  the  City  whose  debt  at  the  time  exceeded 
seven  per  centum  should  be  permitted,  when  authorized  by 
law,  to  increase  its  indebtedness,  so  that  the  increase  did  not 
exceed  three  per  centum  upon  the  assessed  value  of  the 
property  in  such  city.  It  may  be  said  that  while  the  City  of 
Philadelphia,  in  1875,  had  an  indebtedness  exceeding  seven 
per  centum,  now,  if  from  the  whole  debt  there  be  deducted  the 
amount  in  the  Sinking  Fuud,  the  net  indebtedness  would  be 
less  than  seven  per  centum  of  the  assessed  valuation  of  its 
taxable  property.  It  is  true  that  at  the  present  time  the 
indebtedness  of  the  City,  after  deducting  the  amount  in  the 
Sinking  Fund,  is  considerably  below  seven  per  centum  of  the 
assessed  valuation  of  its  taxable  property.  This  method  of 
determining  the  indebtedness  was  adopted  in  the  case  of  Bank 
against  William  R.  Grace,  Mayor,  etc.,  102  N.  Y.  Rep., 
page  113.  In  that  case  Judge  Danforth,  in  a  very  strong 
and  convincing  opinion,  held  that  city  stock  of  the  City  of 
New  York  in  possession  of  the  Commissioners  of  the  Sinking 
Fund  was  not  an  indebtedness  of  the  City  within  the  meaning 
of  the  constitutional  provision,  which  prohibits  a  city  of  over 
one  hundred  thousand  (100,000)  inhabitants,  whose  present 
indebtedness  exceeds  ten  per  centum  on  the  assessed  valuation 
of  its  real  estate  subject  to  taxation,  from  becoming  indebted 
in  any  further  amount.  The  Judge  further  says,  that  the 
indebtedness  referred  to  in  the  Constitution  is  one  to  be  met 
in  the  future  by  taxation,  and  city  stock  held  by  the  Sinking 
Fund  are  not  debts  which  the  municipality  can  be  called  upon 
to  pay.  There  is  considerable  force  in  this  position,  and  were 
it  not  for  the  Act  of  May  29,  1874,  above  referred  to.  we 
might  safely  follow  the  rules  of  the  New  York  Court.  This 
Act,  however,  to  an  extent,  interprets  the  meaning  of  the 
word  ''  indebtedness"  as  including  all  and  all  manner  of  debt, 
as  well  floating  as  funded,  and  the  net  amount  of  such  indebt- 
edness to  be  ascertained  by  deducting  from  the  gross  amount 
thereof,  the  moneys  in  the  Treasury,  all  outstanding  solvent 
debts,  and  all  revenues  applicable  within  one  year  to  the  pay- 
ment of  the  same.  In  view  of  this  legislative  definition,  and 
in  the  absence  of  any  decision,  it  is  proper  in  fiximg  the 
indebtedness  of  the  City  to  disregard  the  Sinking  Fund. 
The  City  of  Philadelphia  should  then  be  considered  as  still  in 
the  second  class,  viz.,  a  City  whose  indebtedness  exceeds  seven 
per  centum  of  the  assessed  value  of  its  taxable  property, 
The  question  then   is,  whether,  by  the  indebtedness  created 
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since  the  adoption  of  the  Constitution,  the  legislative  authority 
to  increase  the  debt  of  the  City  of  Philadelphia  three  per 
centum  has  been  exercised.  If  the  increase  of  the  indebted- 
ness exceeds  three  per  centum  of  the  assessed  value  of  the 
taxable  property,  then  no  further  increase  can  be  made,  but 
if  it  has  not  been  increased  three  per  centum  then  there  is 
sufficient  authority  to  create  new  indebtedness,  provided  it 
does  not  exceed  that  limit. 

I  enclose  you  herewith  a  copy  of  a  letter  from  the  City  Con- 
troller bearing  date  November  29,  1892,  giving  the  amount 
of  real  estate  and  personal  property  subject  to  taxation  for 
City  purposes  for  the  years  1875  and  1893,  and  showing  the 
per  centage  of  same,  with  figures  of  total  and  net  debt  to 
January  1,  1892  and  1893.

In  making  an  estimate  of  the  debt  on  January  1,  1893,  it 
is  impossible  to  state  definitely  certain  items  which  mast  be 
considered  as  a  part  of  the  liabilities  of  the  City,  such  as  out- 
standing Avarrants,  cash  in  the  Treasury  and  outstanding 
taxes  at  that  time;  and  in  order  to  give  an  approximate 
amount  of  the  same  the  average  for  the  five  years  immediately 
preceding  have  been  taken  in  the  case  of  the  outstanding  war- 
rants and  the  cash  in  the  Treasury.  The  outstanding  taxes 
have  been  placed  at  the  same  figures  as  those  found  January 
1,  1892,  which  it  is  not  believed  will  vary  much  from  those 
reported.

Gentlemen: — Your  communication  of  the  28th  ult.  re- 
ceived. You  desire  my  advice  as  to  the  following :  '^  Is  a 
Select  or  Common  Councilman  a  ward  or  city  officer  ?  Under 
the  New  Ballot  LaAV  a  County  officer  must  file  his  certificate 
of  nomination  forty-two  days  before  the  election,  while  a  ward 
officer  files  his  certificate  of  nomination  ten  days  before  elec- 
tion." 

In  reply,  I  would  state  that  Section  5  of  the  New  Ballot 
Law  reads  as  follows  : 

"  Certificates  of  nomination  for  candidates  for  the  offices  of 
Presidential  Electors  and  members  of  the  House  of  Represen- 
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tatives  of  the  United  States  and  for  all  State  offices,  including 
those  of  Judges,  Senators  and  Representatives,  shall  be  filed 
with  the  Secretary  of  the  Commonwealth  at  least  fifty-six 
days  before  the  day  of  election  for  which  the  candidates  are 
nominated,  and  nomination  papers  for  candidates  for  the  said 
offices  shall  be  filed  with  the  said  Secretary  at  least  forty-nine 
days  before  the  day  of  such  election.  Certificates  of  nomina- 
tion and  nomination  papers  for  candidates  for  all  other  offices, 
except  township  and  borough  offices,  shall  be  filed  with  the 
County  Commissioners  of  the  respective  counties  at  least 
forty-two  and  thirty-five  days,  respectively,  before  the  day  of 
the  election.  Certificates  of  nomination  and  nomination  pa- 
pers for  candidates  for  township  and  borough  officers  and  elec- 
tion officers  and  school  directors  in  the  same  shall  be  filed  with 
the  auditors  of  the  repective  townships  and  boroughs  at  least 
ten  and  seven  days,  respectively,  before  the  day  of  election." 

This  is  the  section  which  refers  to  the  filing  of  certificates, 
and  Select  and  Common  Councilmen  are  included  in  the  fol- 
lowing provision  or  portion  :  "  Certificates  of  nomination  and 
nomination  papers  for  candidates  for  all  other  offices,  except 
township  and  borough  offices,  shall  be  filed  with  the  County 
Commissioners  of  the  respective  counties  at  least  forty -two 
and  thirty -five  days,  respectively,  before  the  day  of  election," 

I  am  of  opinion  that  certificates  of  nomination  and  nomina- 
tion papers  for  Councilmen  must  be  filed  with  the  County 
Commissioners  at  least  forty-two  and  thirty-five  days,  respec- 
tively, before  the  day  of  the  election.

Dear  Sir  : — In  answer  to  yours  of  the  3d  instant,  request- 
ing an  opinion  as  to  whether  or  not  Mr.  Baizley,  Common 
Councilman  from  the  Fourth  VVard  of  the  City  of  Philadel- 
phia, who  was  elected  in  November,  1891,  has  served  a  full 
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term  or  unexpired  term,  I  desire  to  say  that  the  Act  of  As- 
sembly, approved  May  23,  1874.  fixed  the  term  of  Common 
Coimcihnen  in  cities  of  the  first  class  at  two  years. 

It  is  provided  by  Article  VIII,  Section  3,  of  the  Constitu- 
tion of  Pennsylvania,  and  the  Act  of  Assembly,  approved 
March  10,  1875,  that  ward  officers,  excepting  school  directors, 
shall  be  elected  for  regular  terms  of  service  on  the  third  Tues- 
day of  February,  and  that  the  term  of  office  shall  begin  on  the 
first  Monday  of  April  following. 

The  Act  of  Assembly,  approved  iVpril  27,  1864,  provides 
that,  in  case  of  a  vacancy  in  the  Councils  of  the  City  of  Phil- 
adelphia, such  vacancy  shall  be  filled  by  electing  a  person  at 
the  next  election  for  the  unexpired  term. 

Under  the  law,  as  above  stated,  it  is  my  opinion  that  Mr. 
Baizley  was  elected  in  November,  1891,  for  the  unexpired 
term.

Dear  Sir  : — Your  favor  of  the  1st  inst.,  with  copy  of  ordi- 
nance enclosed,  received.  You  state  as  follows  :  "  The  ordi- 
nance, of  which  the  enclosed  is  a  copy,  was  referred  to  me  as 
Chairman  of  the  Municipal  Government  Committee  of  Select 
and  Common  Councils,  with  directions  that  I  confer  with  you 
and  obtain  your  opinion  as  to  the  right  of  Councils  to  pass 
such  an  ordinance  and  as  to  its  legality  if  passed,  and  to 
report  the  same  back  to  the  committee  at  its  next  meeting." 
The  following  is  the  ordinance  to  which  you  refer : 
"  To  prohibit  the  firing  or  running  of  locomotive  engines, 
or  the  firing  of  stationary  or  portable  boilers,  emitting  dense 
smoke,  the  result  of  imperfect  combustion  of  soft  or  bituminous 
coal,  within  the  City  limits,  and  to  declare  the  same  a  public 
nuisance. 
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"  Section  1.  The  Select  and  Common  Councils  of  the  City 
of  Philadelphia  do  ordain,  That  the  firino;  or  running  of  loco- 
motive engines,  or  the  firing  of  stationary  or  portable  boilers, 
emitting  dense  smoke,  the  result  of  imperfect  combustion  of 
soft  or  bituminous  coal,  anywhere  within  the  incorporated  City, 
shall  be  deemed  and  is  hereby  declared  a  public  nuisance. 

"  Sect.  2.  The  owner  or  owners  of  any  locomotive  engine, 
or  stationary  or  portable  boiler,  and  the  person  or  persons  em- 
ployed as  engineer  or  otherwise  in  operating  such  locomotive 
or  stationary  or  portable  boiler,  Avho  shall  permit  and  allow 
dense  smoke,  resulting  from  the  impertect  combustion  of  soft 
or  bituminous  coal  therein,  to  desire  or  be  emitted  from  the 
smoke  stack  of  any  locomotive  or  stationary  or  portable  boiler 
within  the  corporate  limits  shall  be  deemed  and  be  held  guilty 
of  creating  a  public  nuisance,  and  shall  for  each  such  offence 
be  liable  to  a  penalty  of  fifty  dollars,  to  be  recovered  in  the 
manner  that  penalties  for  breach  of  ordinances  are  now  by  law 
recoverable. 

"  Sect.  3.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Director  of  the  De- 
partment of  Public  Safety  to  enforce  the  provisions  of  this 
ordinance  and  to  make  complaint  and  cause  to  be  prosecuted 
all  persons  violating  the  same. 

"  This  ordinance  shall  take  effect  and  be  in  force  from  and 
after  January  1,  1894." 

You  desire  my  opinion,  first,  as  to  whether  Councils  have 
the  right  to  pass  such  an  ordinance ;  and,  second,  as  to  the 
legality  of  the  ordinance. 

In  considering  the  power  of  Councils,  it  will  be  necessary  to 
inquire  what  powers  have  been  conferred  specifically  by  the 
law,  and  what  powers  are  inherent  in  the  municipality. 

Section  16  of  the  Act  of  Incorporation,  passed  March  11, 
1789,  is  as  follows  : 

"  That  the  Mayor,  Recorder,  Aldermen  and  Common  Coun- 
cilmen,  in  Common  Council  assembled,  shall  have  full  power 
and  authority  to  make,  ordain,  constitute  and  establish  such 
and  so  many  laws,  ordinances,  regulations  and  constitutions 
(provided  the  same  shall  not  be  repugnant  to  the  laws  and 
constitution  of  this  Commonwealth)  as  shall  be  necessary 
or  convenient  for  the  government  and  welfare  of  the  said 
City.  ..." 


121 

By  Section  3  of  the  Act  of  1796  this  legislative  power  -was 
vested  in  Select  and  Common  Councils. 

Section  6  of  the  Act  of  February  2,  1854,  provides  that: 

"  Upon  the  first  organization  of  Councils  provided  for  in  the 
preceding  section,  the  City  of  Philadelphia,  as  established  by 
this  Act,  shall  be  vested  with  all  the  power,  rights,  privileges 
and  immunities  incident  to  a  municipal  corporation  and  neces- 
sary for  the  proper  government  of  the  same,  and  those  of  the 
present  corporation  of  the  mayor,  aldermen  and  citizens  of 
Philadelphia.   .   .   ." 

Section  4  of  the  said  Act  vests  the  legislative  pov/er  in  the 
Select  and  Common  Councils.  The  same  provision  is  found 
in  Section  3  of  the  Act  of  May  23,  1874.  By  various  Acts  of 
Assembly  power  was  conferred  upon  the  different  townships 
and  districts  to  prevent  and  remove  nuisances,  and  by  the  Act 
of  Consolidation  the  powers  of  those  townships  and  districts 
were  vested  in  the  City  of  Philadelphia. 

It  Avill  be  seen  by  the  above  references  that  Councils  are 
vested  with  full  poAver  to  make  all  necessary  ordinances  and 
by-laws  for  the  protection  of  property,  for  the  preservation  of 
health  and  for  the  comfort  and  happiness  of  the  inhabitants, 
and  for  the  prevention  and  removal  of  nuisances. 

In  Horr  and  Bemis  on  Municipal  Police  Ord.,  page  245, 
par.  251,  it  is  stated  that:  ''  Municipal  corporations  have  in- 
herent power  as  absolutely  essential  to  the  corporate  purposes 
to  take  measures  to  remove  nuisances,  nor  is  the  power  re- 
stricted to  simple  abatement.  It  extends  to  all  steps  neces- 
sary to  prevent  nuisances  from  arising.  An  ordinance  may  be 
passed  in  advance  looking  toward  prevention." 

It  seems  clear,  therefore,  that  Councils  have  power  to  pro- 
liibit  what  is  a  nuisance,  if  prejudicial  to  the  health  and  inju- 
rious to  the  property  of  the  people.  The  power,  however,  is 
limited  to  prohibiting  only  what  is  already  a  nuisance  and  to 
a  reasonable  regulation  thereof 

Thia  brings  us  naturally  to  the  consideration  of  the  second 
question,  viz. :  the  legality  of  the  ordinance. 

Is  the  act  intended  to  be  prohibited  a  nuisance  ? 

In  the  case  of  Galbraith  vs.  Oliver,  3  Pitts.  Rep.,  78,  the 
burning  of  bituminous  coal  for  generating  steam  in  the  neigh- 
borhood of  dwellings  and  covering  the  houses  and  yards  with 
dirt,  soot  and  noxious  vapors  was  declared  a  nuisance  and  an 
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injunction  was  issued  forbidding  the  respondents  .  .  .  from 
using;  bituminous  fuel  in  the  furnace  of  the  engine  of  the  mill 
referred  to  .  .  .  until  such  alterations  are  made  as  in  the 
judgment  of  the  Court  will  render  its  use  innoxious. 

The  same  principle  is  recognized  in  Smith  vs.  Cummings 
(2  Parsons  Eq.,  92) ;  Dennis  vs.  Eckhardt  (3  Gr.,  392) ; 
Harmon  vs.  Chicago  (110  111.,  400);  and  Cleveland  vs.  Citi- 
zens (20  N.  J.  Eq.,  201). 

The  emitting  of  dense  smoke,  the  result  of  imperfect  com- 
bustion of  soft  or  bituminous  coal,  may  therefore  be  a  nui- 
sance, and  if  by  any  known  means  capable  of  being  easily 
applietl  the  emitting  of  the  dense  smoke  can  be  avoided,  then 
it  is  a  nuisance  and  can  be  prohibited.  It  is  a  matter,  how- 
ever, for  Councils  to  determine  whether  the  regulation  is  a 
reasonable  one ;  that  is,  whether  the  dense  smoke  complained 
of  can  be  obviated  or  avoided  by  some  practicable  means,  the 
cost  or  expense  of  applying  it  not  being  too  burdensome. 
Councils  cannot  legislate  in  such  a  manner  as  to  compel  the 
citizens  to  use  anthracite  coal,  and,  if  the  execution  of  the 
proposed  ordinance  makes  it  necessary  to  cease  the  use  of  soft 
or  bituminous  coal,  then  the  ordinance  would  be  an  unreason- 
able regulation  and  consequently  invalid. 

I  am  of  opinion  that  Councils  have  the  power  to  pass  the 
ordinance,  and  that  the  same  will  be  legal,  provided,  as  I  have 
above  stated,  that  the  acts  you  desire  to  prohibit  can  be  avoided 
at  a  reasonable  and  proper  expense,  and  the  said  ordinance 
does  not  necessarily  result  in  prohibiting  the  use  of  soft  or 
bituminous  coal.

Dear  Sir  : — Your  favor  of  the   13th   Inst,   enclosing  the 
following  resolution  received : 
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"  Whereas,  Mansard  roofs  are  wooden  structures  and  dan- 
gerous in  case  of  fire,  and  in  violation  of  the  spirit  of  the  law 
against  the  erection  of  wooden  buildings  : 

Therefore  resolved.  That  hereafter  no  permits  be  issued 
from  this  Bureau  for  wooden  mansard  roofs. 

Resolved,  That  all  mansard  roofs  hereafter  constructed 
shall  have  iron  rafters  and  iron  purlins,  covered  with  iron 
sheathincr,  or  some  other  incombustible  material." 

In  answer  to  your  question  as  to  the  authority  of  the  Bureau 
of  Building  Inspectors  to  adopt  it,  I  would  say,  the  duty  of 
the  Building  Inspectors  is  to  compel  the  removal  of  stables, 
kitchens,  outhouses  and  other  structures  composed  of  wood  in 
violation  of  the  ordinance  of  1863,  prohibiting  the  erection  of 
wooden  buildings  ;  the  construction  of  battlement  walls  ten 
inches  above  the  roof,  covered  by  stone  or  metal,  and  to 
enforce  the  various  wise  provisions  of  the  building  laws,  viz  : 
That  joists  of  adjoining  buildings  shall  be  disconnected  and 
separated  by  an  interposed  brick  and  grouted  with  mortar ; 
that  no  building  should  be  erected  or  altered  without  a  permit ; 
that  every  new  dwelling  house  should  possess  a  yard  space  of 
twelve  feet  square ;  that  no  rear,  party  or  division  wall  should 
be  supported  upon  any  wooden  girder  or  rafter,  or  any  wooden 
girder  built  into  any  chimney  or  flue,  nor  any  wooden  joist 
within  two  inches  of  a  flue ;  that  cess  pools  are  properly 
arched;  that  chimneys  are  at  least  three  feet  above  the  roof; 
that  cellar  walls  are  at  least  three  inches  below  the  floor  and 
of  the  thickness  required  by  Act  of  1854 ;  and  that  no  bay 
window  shall  be  erected  upon  the  first  story  of  any  building, 
or  upon  any  second  story,  except  within  the  lines  drawn  from 
the  intersection  of  the  party  lines  and  building  line  at  an 
angle  of  twenty  degrees  from  the  latter,  and  to  a  distance  of 
not  more  than  four  feet  beyond  it;  and  generally  to  see  that 
all  house  or  houses,  building  or  buildings,  are  being  erected, 
constructed  or  altered  according  to  the  provision  of  the  Act 
of  1855,  and  all  acts  and  ordinances  in  force  in  the  City,  and 
in  manner  adopted  for  the  security  thereof  against  fires  and 
the  safety  of  the  occupants ;  that  the  materials  used  are 
suitable  for  the  purposes,  and  that  the  work  is  done  in  a 
substantial  and  workmanlike  manner,  and  is  of  sufiicient 
strength  and  solidity  to  answer  the  purpose  for  which  it  is 
designed. 

Each  one  of  the  Inspectors  took  an  oath  which  is  prescribed 
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by  the  Act  of  7th  May,  1855,  (Brightley's  City  Digest,  p.  156- 
313,)  to  see  that  the  buildings  inspected  by  him  are  built  as 
required  by  the  laws  of  the  Commonwealth,  according  to  the 
best  of  his  abilities  and  judgment.  The  duties  and  powers  of 
the  Inspectors,  as  you  will  observe,  are  clearly  defined  by  tlie 
statute  and  ordinance,  and  they  possess  no  other  powers  except 
that  prescribed  by  statutes  and  ordinances. 

I  can  understand  in  a  case  clearly  prohibited  by  the  build- 
ing laws,  your  Bureau  might  pass  a  resolution  in  order  to 
secure  uniformity  among  themselves  and  for  their  own  guidance, 
but  they  have  no  power  to  make  new  laws  by  the  passage  of  a 
resolution,  but  only  to  see  that  existing  ones  are  enforced. 

Now,  as  to  the  resolution  which  will  prohibit  the  future 
building  of  wooden  mansard  roofs.  The  ordinance  of  1863  is 
evidently  the  law  meant  by  the  resolution.  It  provides : 
"  That  it  shall  not  be  lawful  to  erect  or  construct  any  wooden, 
framed,  brick  paned,  or  other  building  whatsover,  the  walls 
whereof  are  not  composed  wholly  of  incombustible  materials, 
or  remove  any  such  building,  except  on  the  same  or  an  adjoin- 
ing lot,  or  to  enlarge  any  such  building."  (Brightley's  City 
Digest,  168  P.  L.  352.) 

This  ordinance  does  not  prohibit  wooden  roofs,  and  I  may 
say  it  is  the  universal  custom  to  build  roofs  of  wood  in  the 
City  of  Philadelphia. 

The  ordinance  does  prohibit  the  erection  of  buildings  the 
walls  whereof  are  not  composed  wholly  of  incombustible  ma- 
terials, but  a  mansard  roof  is  not  a  wall,  however  dangerous 
it  may  be.  The  resolntion  almost  admits  that  the  ordinance 
of  1863  does  not  apply,  as  it  speaks  of  a  "  violation  of  the 
spirit  of  the  law." 

I  am  therefore  of  opinion  that  the  Bureau  has  no  authority 
to  pass  the  resolution  refusing  to  issue  permJts  for  mansard 
roofs.  If  the  Bureau  should  determine,  however,  that  mansard 
roofs  are  unsafe  in  case  of  fire,  as  it  is  a  new  departure  and 
they  have  hitherto  always  been  allowed,  the  proper  course 
would  be  to  refer  the  matter  to  Councils,  and  request  them  to 
pass  an  ordinance,  which  they  have  the  power  to  do  under 
Act  24,  March,  1832,  (Brightley's  City  Digest,  168,  P.  L. 
351)  prohibiting  their  erection.

Dear  Sir  : — I  received  your  letter  of  the  13th  inst.,  in  re- 
lation to  the  liability  for  the  repaying  of  Thirteenth  and  Fif- 
teenth streets. 

According  to  your  letter,  it  appears  that  the  streets  occu- 
pied by  the  tracks  of  the  Thirteenth  and  Fifteenth  Streets 
Passenger  Railway  Company  were  considerably  out  of  repair 
and  required  repairing,  and  that  notice  was  sent  to  the  said 
company  to  put  said  streets  in  repair.  In  answer  to  that 
notice  it  was  stated  that  the  railway  company  was  not  respon- 
sible for  the  condition  of  the  streets,  inasmuch  as  the  streets 
had  been  put  out  of  repair  by  reason  of  the  travel  diverted 
from  Broad  street  by  the  heavy  omnibuses,  on  account  of  the 
repaving  of  gaid  Broad  street  with  asphaltum. 

So  far  as  the  defense  of  the  company  is  concerned,  I  do  not 
see  that  we  have  any  jurisdiction  in  the  matter.  If  the  com- 
pany is  liable  under  its  charter  to  repair  the  streets — of  whicJi 
there  is  no  question — the  only  course  for  the  City  to  adopt 
will  be  to  insist  upon  the  performance  of  its  duty  by  the  com- 
pany. If  the  company  has  action  against  the  Omnibus  Lino, 
that  is  a  matter  for  settlement  between  those  companies.

Dear  Sir  : — I  am  in   receipt   of  your   communication,   in 
which  you  ask  my  opinion  as  to  whether  the  American  Em- 
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ployers'  Liability  Insurance  Company,  chartered  by  the  State 
of  New  Jersey,  are  empowered  to  inspect  boilers  and  issue 
certificates  for  the  use  thereof,  in  lieu  of  the  inspection  and 
certificates  provided  for  by  the  laws  and  ordinances  governing 
the  Bureau  of  Boiler  Inspection  ;  and,  further,  whether  you 
are  justified  in  accepting  their  reports  of  inspection,  approving 
their  certificates  for  the  use  of  boilers  in  this  city,  and  recog- 
nizing them  as  a  boiler  insurance  company  chartered  by  the 
State  of  Pennsylvania. 

In  answer,  I  would  say  that  the  Act  of  March  11,  1891, 
P.  L.  5,  provides  :  "  That  whenever  any  steam  boiler  insur- 
ance company  shall  have  complied  witli  the  laws  of  this  State 
relative  to  insurance  companies,  it  shall  be  authorized  to  in- 
spect and  insure  boilers  in  all  cities  of  the  first  class  upon  the 
following  terms  and  conditions,  and  no  others." 

It  appears  from  the  certificate  enclosed  in  your  communi- 
cation that  the  Insurance  Commissioner  of  the  State  of  Penn- 
sylvania has  certified  that  the  American  Employers'  Liability 
Insurance  Company  of  Jersey  City,  New  Jersey,  is  authorized 
by  this  Department  to  transact  an  accident  business,  including 
accidents  resulting  from  the  explosion  of  steam  boilers,  in 
Pennsylvania." 

It  does  not  appear  from  this  certificate,  nor  any  evidence 
that  I  have  before  me,  that  the  American  Employers'  Liability 
Insurance  Company  are  empowered  to  carry  on  the  business 
of  boiler  insurance,  but  that  they  are  merely  an  accident  in- 
surance company  insuring  the  employer  or  employee. 

In  view  of  the  certificate  and  the  facts  submitted  by  you,  I 
am  of  opinion  that  the  company  is  not  such  a  boiler  insurance 
company  as  contemplated  by  the  Act  above  referred  to,  and 
that  you  are  not  justified  in  accepting  their  certificates  of 
inspection.

Dear  Sir  : — I  am  in  receipt  of  your  letter  of  the  27th  inst  , 
in  which  you  state  that  ''  the  Brush  Electric  Light  Company 
is  indebted  to  the  City  in  a  considerable  sum  for  license 
charges  upon  overhead  poles  and  wires.  The  City  is  in  debt 
to  the  company  in  a  larger  sum  for  city  lighting.  I  have  de- 
clined to  pay  the  company  what  we  owe  it.  I  have,  after 
several  consultations  with  Mr.  Morgan,  representing  this  and 
one  or  two  other  companies,  agreed  to  draw  a  warrant  in  favor 
of  the  company  for  the  amount  due  the  City,  and  another 
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warrant  in  favor  of  the  company  for  the  difference  between 
the  amount  due  the  City  and  the  amount  due  by  the  City  for 
the  total  charges  for  lighting,  etc." 

I  see  nothing  in  the  way  of  drawing  •  the  two  warrants  as 
you  suggest,  and  the  payment  to  the  company  of  the  one  war- 
rant for  the  difference  between  the  amount  due  by  them  to  the 
City  for  license  charges  and  the  amount  due  by  the  City  to 
them  for  lighting.  I  do  not  think  that  the  Controller  of  the 
City  would  render  himself  personally  liable  if  the  settlements 
are  carried  out  as  you  suggest. 

The  payment  of  the  warrant  to  Mr.  Windrim,  to  be  paid  to 
the  Chief  of  the  Electrical  Bureau,  or  to  you  as  Director  of 
the  Department  of  Public  Safety,  would  in  no  wise,  in  my 
opinion,  subject  him  to  any  liability.

My  Dear  Sir  : — I  am  in  receipt  of  your  letter  of  the  22d 
inst.,  in  which  you  request  my  opinion  upon  the  following 
points : 

1.  "  Where  a  regular  practising  physician 'who  has  been  in 
attendance  twenty-four  hours  or  more  previous  to  death,  where 
the  person  shall  have  died  of  violent  death,  or  whose  death 
shall  be  sudden,  must  I  withhold  the  burial  permit  until  the 
Coroner  is  notified  and  investigates  the  case  ?" 

2.  "  Must  I  Avithhold  burial  certificate  until  Coroner  inves- 
tigates, where  there  are  suspicious  circumstances  of  the  cause 
of  death,  without  requiring  said  suspicions  to  be  first  sworn  to 
by  one  or  more  citizens  of  the  City  ?" 

3.  "Am  I  to  be  the  judge  of  the  suspicious  circumstances 
without  -the  sworn  evidences  of  one  or  more  citizens  of  the 

City  ?" 
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In  answer  to  your  questions,  let  me  refer  you  to  the  opinion 
given  by  me  on  September  3d  last  to  Mr.  Samuel  H.  Ash- 
bridge,  Coroner,  a  copy  of  which  I  herewith  enclose.  I  think 
it  fully  answers  all  you  questions.  If,  however,  you  desire 
further  information  in  relation  to  the  matter,  I  will  gladly 
give  you  the  information,  if  you  so  desire. 

I  think  the  Health  Office  and  the  Coroner's  Office  can  act 
together  in  this  matter  under  certain  rules  which  in  their  best 
judgment  they  may  adopt.  Wherever  the  circumstances  tend 
in  any  way  to  arouse  your  suspicions,  I  believe  it  would  be 
proper,  before  the  permit  for  burial  be  given,  that  an  investi- 
gation should  be  had  by  the  Coroner.  It  would  relieve  you 
both  from  any  blame  in  case  suspicion  should  afterward  be 
well  founded.  Of  course,  you  are  not  to  act  in  an  arbitrary 
manner  in  any  case,  and  in  all  these  matters  much,  of  course, 
will  depend  upon  the  character  and_  reputation  of  the  physicians 
making  application  for  the  permits  who  have  been  in  charge 
of  the  patient.

Dear  Sir  : — I  am  in  receipt  of  your  letter  of  even  date,  in 
which  you  state  that  by  contract  dated  December,  1890,  John 
H.  Jordan  contracted  to  build  for  the  City  a  school  house, 
corner  of  Thirty- fifth  street  and  Fairmount  avenue;  that  by 
the  middle  of  the  year  (June  24,  1891)  he  became  involved  in 
difficulties  and  was  unable  to  proceed  with  the  work,  and,  in 
order  that  the  work  might  be  completed  under  his  contract,  he 
entered  into  an  agreement  with  Robert  C  Lippincott  to  finish 
the  same,  transferring  to  the  said  Lippincott  the  right  to  all 
warrants  thereafter  payable  to  him  by  the  City,  under  the 
contract  between  the  said  John  H.  Jordan  and  the  City.  That 
warrants  were  received  by  Jordan,  but  delivered  to  Lippincott 
up  to  December,  ISp^' -thefe  r^tivilairvg  tlier-  uupai-.'  warrants 
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for  $2,858.70  ;  that  the  final  warrant  was  reserved,  under  the 
contract,  until  December  28,  1892.  That  on  January  12, 
1892,  Jordan  made  a  specific  assignment  of  this  warrant  to 
Mr.  Lippincott,  together  with  an^irrevocable  power  of  attorney 
authorizing  him  to  receive  the  same  and  collect  the  proceeds 
thereof.  f 

You  then  ask  me  :  ''Am  I  authorized  to  accept  his  receipt  as 
Jordan's  attorney  in  fact  and  deliver  the  warrant  to  him  ;  that 
in  your  judgment  he  is  entitled  to  the  said  warrant  ;  that  the 
school  building  has  been  completed  according  to  the  contract 
and  accepted  by  the  Board  of  Education  ?" 

In  answer,  I  desire  to  state  that,  upon  the  facts  as  presented 
to  me  by  you,  there  is  no  reason  in  the  world  why  the  warrant 
ahould  not  be  handed  to  Mr.  Lippincott.
